Therefore as gon as it Was light enough to see probably aboiut elght in 
the morning the min christian batteries wumdoer aldwin opened a mre 
mpre terrific artillery fire than aver before in the battle and sent 
the first battering shot against the city which had for three or four days 
resuste resisted the most fierce attempts to capture it, and which when 
captured had again been regained by the enemy.Hitherto indeed, heavy shot 
shell and shmpnell had been fired at the variow Glandelinian gimners 
in the position to try to silence their terrific answering fire, and the city 
and Glandelinian positions beyond had beer. shelled by the motar batteries sho 
80 that the gnnon cannorade was a, fierce and as pine a6 well as destructive n 
as the artillery storm in the full duration of the "World war"combined, 
but either purposely or otherwice not a single ehot had been fired with 
the object of injuring the Glandelinian pusition or bring the awful resist 
ance of the enemy toan end.

For the first part of the battle 
the Glandelinian armies had cut up the chrietian army a good deal, and had 
throm o general Vivian out of position so tiat he had to resume a new one, 
and the Glandolinians were elated with their most tremendow success 
they ao far had ever gained in battle in the tar, and even on 60 hard a 
general to beat as general Vivian.Never before in any war all over the 
‘ar zone could any other Glandelinian army claim such a success. It Kas 
the best won battle eo wa far on all record, general gladerlinia too as 
despite hie career now loging it it seemed by his threatened smehing defoat

arrogant in the belief that general Tamerline had general yivian dom on 
his jynees. But their min success had been on these three days in general. 
Yet genoral Thmorline was worried. Despite the failure of all his 
attempts, even with ernormously suorior numbers to drive the enemy 
forcen from the grip which i+ had go inéanely and tenach tenaciously held 
the min danger vas, general Haneon had vanquished general Manley at 
Lebanon, general yivian vas not even dreaming of giving up the contest 
“+ but of renewing i+ more vehemently., Hangontae advancing, Concentin lan 
Avonburge dangerow Abbieannian army was only five miles away, and coming 
‘an fast ge man eald nirch, and general ,,ivian had too miny men which never 
sav n battle yet while Tamerline had no one to replace hie losses. all 
this began to dampen the aromrdor of their enthiwigem Doubts as to whether

They hurled a line of 
assault two million strong against general Vivians center, and in the 
horrible “storm” that resulted tmt whole line was shattered and rolled 
back +o its om position in panic and confusion and with mny of ite 
genetnis dend. The christian artillery fire in the maantine ¢vor powered 
+mt of the gine at the long bastions of the foe ositions noar Vantura 
opposed +o them the Intrenchments were torn ino the air by the explosions 
with great loss of 1ife,, but from the Glandelinian gins placed out in 
the open on the christian left flanK they played uvonths National 
batteries, while from tho enemy positions elsewhere a horrible storm of 
rifle and cannon five tas poured upon the christian troops.But the 
chrigtian gumners continued to hammer avay uncouoingly. after half an 
hour a simul nimilar “otormtas before poured against the christian 
Aine, but far more extended, sweeping against genotal vivians center 
and right wing, but the chriatian artillery and msfetry fire tore that 
line of aseyult +o mire bite and sent the survivors flying helter sxe ler 
for the shelter of their om positions, lenving a wave of dead a 
wowmded behind them.

and great explosions during battles or at other tineasThe first of 
these mada notes of whe at the battle of Uslight's Junotion in Nuvenmber 
on Thankagiving day, ut they have tian as ortaorous ae All the 
big battles if not dinnataroun sinessAvong then nn spoken of befora 
wore the grant shocks produissad by tarrif ivy sannonadas, and awful 
explonions nt North Rand and Sunbana Crank devine tha Dolight's 
Junctions savantasn days battles ending nt Pyangalinia Granda and 
Jannis vivian tom fi cio firnt day of the babhle 1,000 ,000 
worn killed on the chrintdon sida, and the sconsinslons of the battle 
of Anu Aureandsnallio, with thirty thrae thousand noneisstons, and at 
the batths of Jennda Turmor, whore T,T4,000 lont thatr lives in 
defending the causes of sdthar skins Tt wilt and ought to prove more 
of dntearant to all our randare if we paan over these ruinious disaetern 
of the war and the battles alrondy written of procanding chapters, 
one 1 ikea at Abbdeann and confine ourselves first to lena destructive 
battles and distaters, wich hod taken placs in the Angolinda 
Provines itealt.

Theae make fea that 
quadruple the ammount of anoke of differont shades or quadruple the 
ammount of flameseTho worse of 411 ts when all trees of the forests 
have pine tar and Turpantine for the sap.These forast fires of the lntyor 
sort 9 are of extrema fury,und cause wide spread destruction. in this 
case ite eucdde for fire fighters to try to stop ite progresse 
Such are the general features of the vast furiea of these progressive 
forest fies which da being friphtfutly perilous to tha vholo of 
Catverinia, csusing the threat of paatilonos betause of the tack of 
sunh sunshine, and by the terrific heats which even now threatene 
to allow no approach of winter for the coming senson.Yet aven then 
hundreds of thousands of mon have voluttteerad to ficht ‘Unte Rod Plapue, 
armies of soldierg not in battle have tr4ed thedrmoat desperate 
efforts to check and overcome these awful forast binzad, nemely too 
for the sak of the value of tha forosta endanpered.Of A11 the were 
disasters these forest fires breike the d tetord.The foroat fie 
once struck an abandoned munition depot used by forest rangers, 
euddenly the earth quaked from the foree of the explosion, the blast 
rered as if a volcano had broken inte aription in the midat of the ‘ 
forest fe, or as 1f 2 mountain tad heen rent dn twain, and great olouds 
of emoke rolling like catuiflower had hen seen to be hurlod thoussnda 
of feet into the air. 
Though the first formation of the forest firé(8t Anne's 
Countty Southeastern Calverinia) had not boen observed quick enouph 
to have determined ite couse, 1t would acem that by the spaod with wiich 
it spread Hat it was of incendairy origin, followed hy the outhrenk 
of other ffrée in other localities at the same time, tut with no such 
evidence at first ne to reallly bleme it upon the onanye wo battles 
had reallly occured thara. 
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The forast fires heprn on & long range of at forested mountaina, 
and 86 one of the mountoine was an extinot Volcano called by the 
name of Mount St Peters, Jt has at fist been bolieved when tho smoke 
was neon that the Volotno hed boen in eruption end had set the foreste 
ablaze by its streams of lan lavaeeThe first oloude of soke from 
the fires wore so white and heavy and had such strange rolling forma 
that those whowltnessad it believes believed that large volumes of 
steam was tentine from the Volonrids vent, arid from.the color of 
other clouds soon comine they believed that the vardous pases followed 
aiut.eBut at night nothing tut copdotts flamas wore anor ismudrip forward 
Upwerd and sje also downward, and the motntain ttentf showed no plow 
from the crater, nor were there any explosions that accomany any volcani 
voloanio di- ddeturbances.The conflagration therefore was drivestig 
ated from a grat hedpht by scdentiats who had been called to view 
the soeno bit thay predioted that there were no + tranes of any 
hydrogen, noither were there any sich puses as nitrogen, 
carbon, dioxide, hydrochloride esedd or eny sulphur ddoxddo, tut thére was 
plenty of odor of turning pine wood, saves and protndsTHey did 
detect some sort of explosive activity with the aid of thedr glasses, 
but they helinved that the fhe struck sanothing explosive, atid 
that the strangely white clouds was not steam, but eioke,; fron flomos 
and burning proinds of very hieh temperature, tainting the atnoapherde 
oxygen £0 B¢ to make stranpe unatirel dolording dnt the sky far ahoves 
Vavelly too much amdke car too rtatiratly disturb the sleatrioal 
conddtdons of the atmosphere, so that stronge uppedrarides dn the aky, 
aa noted with the advance of fires of this sort wold have heen roted, 
which ufrights observers and makes them think of the approach af the 
end of tha world. :

The conflagration throuph which race tly racently stated which 
Viglet, and her sisters had sone through had thrantonad the cityeThe on 1 
way the people of the cily had reciaved the elari woe suddenly on that 
drofd day of the mornings battle of a trarrifac runh of soue of mnacke 
and fire seemingly vo belch frum oll the lundacepes ut the country 
and fran the slups of & foreoted hadl.The cary af Thabanon was fifty 
miles awny and yet if when the inhabitenta went om huure tops they could 
see the flames rise hich into the skyeThe Planes spread out like a vast 
white hot pull.?ui omuny hours thie nud went un, und the ernermous 
quanties of smoke rullang upword,tugethtr with a deluge of water 
that suddenly fell bachuse of sume mysterious burst of a river levee 
procue produced tyurrents ecrossa the country aide which carrying onward 
many burning trees overwhelmed overything dn their wayeA oity 
sixteen miles awsy wis speedily rendered uninhabitable becue of the

There was ono peculier disaster uf oxtroardinary and almost ung: 
unbelieavable kind the’ occursd bacuiss of some mysterious explosion 
that was produced on u hillside bocause uf the firoeA big city uver 
seyon indies awsy was rendered absolutely uninhabitable and was dostruy 
ad by the dolugo of falling stones, but two uthers, Crania, and 
eLatoria wos filled with a flood uf water mud and sad aand which 
cana Apprently down tho aide of tho mountain and covering then 
up enttelysThe latter city was aovoral miles nearer the hill and 
was &lnost buried in rubbish of a,l all sorts even frem the burning 
forest debris, bosides of burned foast ashos and an avalanche of 

louse stones and big houlderseln succeeding axplosduns caused by the 
blaze which acientista muldn't wekeout as to ite cause mich debris slide 
down mountains as if they were puuring rocka from sruptive cruters, and 
ths amoke clouds were so dark overhead aven as fur northwest as the 

ciy of Calverine Greenburg that much fear was caussd in all parte of 
that countryeThe three citivs effected by the mysterious oxplusions 
causod by the flames might as woll have resembled Herculanoum and 
PompodisFifteon thousand inhabitants perished and many of those who 
_ had managed tossospa were mure or lose injured or prustrated hy the 

fie roe heate 

Violet, and her sisters, to whom general Concentindan Aronturg 

Considerad himself indapbted for the account of the great fire as it 
threatened the city of Lebanon and all the neighborhood three days after 
the battle, were at the tine of the occurance of the passage of ‘the 
great "RED P LAGUE" resident for the timo being with general Hanson 
Vivian in the main Capitol building of the o adty so bravely saved fron 
the enemy, outside of which on the western suburbs lay his victordious 
chris tdan army under the command of genoral leon Meldun Bicknell ono 
of the great christian comaders of his days Ta account ofune of the 
Vivian Girl Princessea, and signad by the signature of all, and 

Jonnie purmer tou, was quite a narrative of tho singular progress of 
the forest fires and its warnings, as a rocurd of tho fierce fight agains 
the flame in vain by the army whan surprised and of the death of many 
trapped in the flames, and tou it 4s of very grout intorsat as yodlding 
the dmpressione of the obsorvorse 

Tho descriptdon which follows was telegraphed by tho Signal 
Station at Lebanon.The letter was given forth tu general Aronburg 
Sntire, and of good examples of description showing that though little 
as they ware, Violet, and hor sisters scomed.%o have the tarlet of 
professional college teachers fron their strong desirs of schooling, 
and goéd behavior in the schvol when they went.The lettor is as 
follows; j;

lives seems to promise the causo and ;mnoreul Banson hinself a 
svorlasting remoanbrance, notwithstanding he has hinsolf composnd 
many and lasting works on his own oxporionee in this dreadful and 
devastating war yet Io-d and my sistors aro porsuuded tha imantdon 
of his brother tou in our own works and «ill hope to greatly contribute 
to eternize thoir nanoseHappy IT eatoon those, te be and so do my 
sisters whon Our Blessed Lord has distinguished with the abilities 
either of doing such actions in war which are worthy tu bo so often 
related or of relating them in & munnar worthy to he read hy all the 
word, but doubly happy are they. who are blessod withboth these tarlen ts 
in the number of which many ofour generals ind uding even yourself 
are justly to be rankedeIt is with extreme willinglingmoss that I 
therefore, after holding coincdl with my sisters oxocute the writings 
of our experience durin g the “World Fnd"as we may call 4t and should ind 
indeed have cla dad the task if you had not en joined ite 
After the enemy had retreated fron tho territory, general Hanson 
with party of his army at our request took possession of Lebanon 
and the muda army remained without on the west sideeQn the soventh uf 
this month, about two in the afternoon @& a very hot day for the 
season, and absolutely sunless and some what dark, my companion and 
dear friend Jannies Turmer was sitting by a window writing ome 
account of hor own oxperiences, when to rest her ayes she lookedut 
the window, and suddenly dosired gsneral Hanson who was at the table 
dn the samo room to observe an ernurmous cloud which appeared to hor 
of the very unusual shape and aise of the rolled and sinultansously 
stradghsoned wut form of falee Cirrus betokening the approwch of a 
thunderstonn, except that 4t was of a browndsh black colurs 
_ Before this he had just returned from a scouting tour Wth haf of 
his staff and « large hody of cavarly, and had then cans in to witte 
a message to one of hin higher steff uftieernels impoddotely sryse 
lccuked wut the window, tnd then went up on the roof of the budiding whre 
he could more distinotly ubserve this very uncommon appeartnces 
At first he thought it was.sume great volcanic eruption of unusuel 
extensioneAd tuo it was not at that great distence discernible from 
what line of low forested hills the ernormous cloud ieeued, but it was 
found to he asc n ascending from the lower extremities of the Bonbon 
or Bondon HillaeI cannot give a more exact description of the figure of 
the cloud which we aurselves saw simtltannously than by camaring it 
ty the huge rolls seon hy or dn big storm clouds on a sumior day vhich 
oxtendad itself at the top into a sort of long heavy bridge, p 
occussdoned, I imgine either hy the sudden guste of wind that stretched 
dt out at sucha lofty height, or the cloud itself baing pressed into that 
formation by its aw dnmensity, and expanding in this manner, it 
appeared sometimes bright below as ifpiorce by a strange ruddy Light 
that seemed to danceup and down, and sometimes fuller and darkare 
Aé At first not one of ue had the iden of & forest fre in wr 
heads despite uur oxperjence in a small branch of it during the morning 
of the battles conclusioneNevertheloss whitever we believed it was at 
firet, tho extraordinary phoncmanes excited the curdousity uf us all 
and we decided to tuke & nearer view of it, for it contdmed to’ grow 
bigger and bigger und seemed to come slightly nenrere 
At our advise general Haneun ordered & strong body df caverly to 
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accompany ueeWe gave Jennie Tunnor the libarty if she thught proper 
ty attend useShe nuthor however was nervous and afredd ebout that 
cloud, und declared she would rather continue her writings, for sho 
shid, we had given her.the writings to do-and she didn't went 4 put 
it of f toc longyeRut 8s we eav she did luck a occassionally at the cluud 
bafore we left aa if she was sort of apprehensive and worriedeAs general 
Henson and us got onto our horses dn front of the house, and waited 
for the body of the cavarly, that was tu accompany us,,, » mesuage 
rode up hastily with disptches, end recieved word that all the peuple 
cf the sntiller towns west and south of lebanon wore terrified at 
thedimninent e peril from the clouds foreboding apparénae, and the 
message entra entreated his aid In thie extromditysHe got un the house 
top alone this time again while waiting for the cavarly, wd Luuked 
steudily and lung at the scene with hie powerful field plasnes»®hen he 
cans hack to us he hineelflucked the seme as Jennio Tunnor did 
"What is the cluud?"Violot uskede : 
“A big fwest fde 1s heading tvard thosa towns"ha anewornde 
Ho wesordingly changed hie flret design, and general, whet ha began 
with a curdousity ha decided tu du now with an horodend turn of mind 
and ordered quite a strong force of the flectass hersomen ti accompany 
hineHe ordered a squadron uf 101000 tv 10,000 man forward, and with 
us went himeolf at the head,,, with the taimncdon of not onty assisting 
the people uf thuse tune, but to jive help tu foroat rungere that inight 
be in the neighborhuud fcr the population woe quick thick din that 
regione Wasons with blazing munisdaags wore Bons forvurd, and a lout 
of men with sivs,axes, ond other menns fur branching in front of a 
forest fireel wis sowehit a doubting "Thonn" and au were my sintors, 
for 4f 4 forest fire wos us imnenao os that cloud soemod te tell not 
even a big rain wuld stop ite progress for us eesti 1? When Teaching a 
town fromvhdh tha pipulatdun population wern fleeing in the utmost 
terror he urged the truupers on tuard the puint of dungor, end with 
so much calmness end presence of mind, as to he able tu dé act them 
tward Lebanon, and tu mke end dicta:e his obsorvetions upon the motion 
and figure cf ths dreadful sceneeWe wore so righ eluse to one of those 
distant hilla as horses can go fast that ths snoke fog borne tward us 
on @ southexsterly wind grew thicker and thicker the nearer wo approach 
ed, and ws were so in danger of gettingoursnlves lost in that stinking 
fog which hid all the scene properly, he stopped all of us to 
Consider whether he and us ehculd turn back agtdin to which his 
retainer advised himeHowsver we oursslves ware againat turning hack, 
vhen believing the conflagrution was quite a long distance -uff.We 
believe that Fortune and Honor favors the brave and wa doctdod-tu get to 
one of the threatened townseWe heard froma telopraphic report thet 
most of the population had already started away, for though no one 
at that tine wore in any actual denger, yot baing within view of it, 
and indeed extremely near if the sonflagration ¢ should certainly bo 
upproaching that di-sctdon, they were all daterninad to loave while 
there wus yet time, tnd before the forost fire “hurr icane“urgse 
ogeinet thems We reuched the tom of Glendale and found the 4 
population there though they remained in the greatest consternation. 
His cavarly encouraged and exhorted them to keep up their spirits, 
but to also make praparation for flight tward Lebanon, and the mora to 
disep dissipate their fears he ordered with an adr of unconcorn 
the cavarly to help the townsfolk get their belongings on their 
carts and wagons and tu loose no time. 
In the meantime we observed, the conflagration flamingont in soveral 
Places with mich serious violence and fury, with the darknoss of 
night coming on su early that afternoon contributin g to render the 
dretdful red glare still more visible and dreadful General Hanecn 
in order to soothe the apprehensions of the people and to assure thon 
it was only the burning of the forests far away, he greatly added tu 
prevent & penic,and evidently sucessded in gstting most of the people 
_ 8tarted on the way with most of their belongings in theirpossessdun 
and hardly nothin g of valuable sorts left behindeThen while we hed 
them all on the way and the Cavarly soldiers directing them I and my 
sisters, ond general Hanson consulted together whether it wuld be 
most prudent to trust to the ravinan or to fly with the population to 
the open fields -as to find our way back te Lebanon in such intense 
darkness seemed absolutely out of the question. In this distress, 
we resolved for the open fields as the lesa dangerous situation 
® resolution which the population ware hurréd into t it by their ° 
fears, y the general and the rest of us balisving we were not in the - 
path of the fire storm embraced upon cool and deliberate consdderation. 
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We alt went forth then having wet pillows tied upon thedr heads with 
ropor, #e this was our «hole defenses apiinet the storm of teat that heset 
us on &]1 e#ideaoI should not wonder if it waa not half darknase 
thoughout. tha country everywhere eles but here indeed there was a much 
deeper darkness provailing than in the most ubscure ndght wa have ever 
geen, or ever caused by those Typhoon stems wo have seen and exportenced 
which hownver 4n sone depres was dissipated hy the plare of the diatant 
fira, and by turchas, and other Liphts of various nortee 

We 61) thought at much anfer to po dom 4 furthar und find our wayvto 
the Vantura River tu observe if wo might anftly put out duwn the river 
and rach Lebanon by that rout.ikring all this time we had left 
uoour friend Jennie Turmer et the cdtyeRut chido han no connection 
with what we had been obgerving. 

I know this letter which in compliance with your request has now 
it seems raised your curduusity to knov what terrors and dangers 
attended us oll, while we went down the river tward Lebanon. Well 
though our shocked and terrified souls recoile, and avon rohnla, 
my writings shall ts Lt you all.?! 

We started dow tha strean( should sernem to think of what happena) 
and the cavarly pereued thoir way slong the shore ae scoutes¥e 
thought therefore 4t was necure und thernfore wo lnnded in # Litile 
clearing, ate & mall suppar, end frantence retired for tha night leay 
ing guards on duty to warn ua if anything out of the ordinnry happenede 

There had heen for many daye hefors soma warnings of tha progress 
the urusuel conflagration a teving northwostvard, which the less 
surprised us me they are axtramely frequent raports, but the nodee 
of wind was so particularly violent that nisht, that thoy not only 
awuyed the trees as ifons of those oo crlled "Typhouns"was coming on, 
but seemedindssd to thranten total destruction. It was the approach 
of the Fire Hurricane.My sinter Jennie flew to me and my sdeters where 
she found me rising on the purpose of awtkoning them and the rent.We 
all remained awake now and on puardeAt thin time T kn ov not whether 
T should call my behavior in this dangerous juneturn cuurape or rash 
neas, but I touk up my Dairy, and amined mynalf with hy the help of 
my flashlipht writing the accounts of our experiences in this day and 
night, and oven making extracts fron other experiences as # all about 
me end my sisters, and #12 the rest had beon in fullsecurity. While 
we were in thisposture, w one of tha cnvarly officera jodned us, 
8nd observing mo sitting with my ainbre with a dairy in my hand 
and writing dn it, growtiy condemned my calnnasn at the som time 
that he reproved us all for cw carelesn socur ity Never thaless 

telling him to mind his om affaires I still went on with my dadrye 

Though it was now no doubt the spprouch of morning if we remember any 
more mornings here since darkness sterted from su mich smoke so many 
weeks ago, the light was excendingly faint and languid, the trees 
all around usm osned, scraamnd and roared and twisted and writhed before 
the fierce elae uf hot winds, end though we stood upon open 
ground, there was no remaining there now without certain and graat 
danger ag the wind had increased in force, n and smoke becune heavy 
and smothering, and so we renolved toquit the territyryeTha population 

which fled from the toma followed ue in the utmost consternation 

and as to a mind distracted with terror every sucgestiun deed seemod 
more prudent than its own prossed in great. crowls about usd in our way 
through the clearing tward the river and the bridge acrusan it, 

We fortunately entered a very hure clearing when we got across 
but bedng got to a convienedent distance from the other clearing 
we for @ iment stood still basides our horsee which treme trombled 
in fright in the mist of « most dangerous and dreadful scene while 
we were pelted by broken branches twigs, and bunches of leaves torn from 
the trees by the terrific windstorm.Far to our reer what astonished us 
a great long wall of the queerest colored smoke seemnd to roll 
hack upon itself, and to be driven high above into the heavens into 
the most grotesque shapea.In another direction a black andmost drondful 
Cloud, exceedingly large buratin g seemingly with an igrmeous 7 

serpentinelike vapor darted out a long train a fire,y resembling sheots 
of red lightning, but mich m lerher and which rolled cusearly and 
brightened samotimes to yelloweIt was no doubt clouds of flane mingled 
with the clouds of anoke. 

Upon this the cavarly offdoer whom T haye mentioned addressed himaolf 
to me and my sistors with great warmpth and earnestness"T¢ evory on @ 
else of the population of these towns sre aafe by nowv'sadd ho! they 

Certainly wish you Princesses to be sotoo, but 1f ev ery one have 
perished it de the desire of every one that you might survive them, 
why therefore do you delay your escaps hack to lebanon anylonger. f" 
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However not only could we reftna even then + think ufour own anfty 
even thagh we would be uncertain as to the safty of tha rast, but 
we faltpoaitivaly sure that no mater how threatening it waa, the con 
flagretion vee not cominy our wayeHor-upon disapointed the cevarly 
officer left us.Soon afterwarda the great cloud of smoke now towering 
fer overhead osamed to descend slowly und in rollrm and cover tho 
whole landscape.General Hannon falt are the fire was moving off dn 
‘another direction and atronply conjured m: to climb a tree and sne 
which way the flomas wags advancing, but not moving tha consequences 
IT did not desire tu do this,and asnt « suldiar vho knew how to climb 
a tree to do it for us.eFinnlly wa atertad moving onvard, and taking 
my youngest sister by the hand [ lad her on, ehe complied with great 
reluctance end not without may reprcechon to herself for ratarding 
our flightsSome fshes no doubt horne hy tha strong winds from the 
burning forests heyan to fel) upon us thourh in no great quenity.I 
turned my heed end ohserved behind us in the sty a thick heavy smoke 
which came rullingupwerd liks 5 huge thundsrhead and spreading over 
all of the skys! proposed while wa had yet any mnall mmnount of 
Lightto turn cettiously aut of thavhigh roade Lest aa should ho 
accidentrlly pressed to deuth in tha dark, hy the crowd of refuses 
that followed useW had howver acarcaly atapped uut of the pathway 
_When suddon darknans ovearsprand us, not likes that of an approaching 
Typhoon or when thera 12 no moon at night tut of a closet when it is 
all shut up and all the lights are put outeThen we were startled almost 
out ofour wits hy the shrieka of women, and screme of fr ightfened 
children, ad the cries of many Man, sone eetling for their very children 
others for their parents, othere far their relatives, hushands or 
wives and only dintingsishing each other by thelr vodess ene lan ent ing 
the fate befalling tha country, enother that of his femtly, sano wish 
ing to die to getout of the drendful aceno and to hoaven, mma Lifting 
their hands to God in prayer tut grenter parte fenring thet the Lat 
last sternal night had come, which was to destroy ths worlds Among 
them were some aho aupmanted the real terrors by inapin ary onos 
and made the friphtenad miltidues bolieve that even Lebanon was 
in flames. 

At length an unusnlly strong glimmering row of lights appaarad 
and we observe 4 long wave of fire going tward the north to our right. 
Hownver the fire ragnd on at a great distance fom us, but not withstand 

ing the glare wa worn still dmneraed in thick derknesa ottr salvose 

T and my sistars and even gineral Hanson hi self might hoast that 

during @11 this scene of horror not o sigh or sxprdasion of fear aver 
eechped from us had not my support been founds! in that misorable 
though strong consolationthat all of Calverinia dsennd to be dnvolvad 
in the sams colanity eastward, and that we could hava bean dnuging 
we ware to be perdishing with the word world itselfAt List 
this dreadful darknase was slowly Olearing by degresa, and soon 

4t bacame twilight but no sun Appoarad, the daylight was only faint, 
as well night time is coming omeWs had a desperate ride and tramp 
before we with as many of the refugees aspossible could mk sour way 
to the aity of Lebanon, vhare when wa reached 4t wa refradodourselves 
as ell a6 we o could and yet we paseed an anxdous night batween hope 
and fear for the forest fire horror still continued northeast of ug 
while several greatly excited people in the city ran up and dow 
heightening their ow and their friends calamities by terrible and 
no acdount predintionseHowsver we and the general notwithstanding the 
danger we had passed,and that which atdll threatandd threatened un 
should the direction of the wind Change from southwest to northeast had 
no thoughts of leaving the city t111 wa should recieved some Account 
of the fireseand now if you desire to read this narrative without any 
view of inserting 4¢ into your history of the wars progress of which 
it is by no means worthy you may do fo, but you mat impute 4t tu your 
er ae too general if it even shall not deserve the trouble of a 

. : 

General Hanson tock a drink of cold water and thon threw hins 1f 
down upon a hed for ‘the Purpose to s,ne sleep for the hot night. 

As soun as it was light again, which was not mich either the third 
day after this melancholy incddant, the forests ware stillall amoke 
as if the whole country side was in frightful eruption but what made 
ue @ Little light was that the wind had turned weat.But this has no con 
nection with how far tha fire progresses after this as your inquiry 
went nofurther than concerning ped or not, with that 
therefore wa or T will put our end to the long lettsr.sufer tna only 
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to add that I have faithfully related to you what I and my sisters and 
ganertl Hanson and all who followed him wore eye witnesses of, or 


recieved imiediately after the conflagration approached ao near 


Lebanon, and before thera was any tine to vary the truth. You nevartheless 
will choose out of this long letter such cirounstances as shall henost 
suitable to your purpose, for there socis to be a great difference 
between what is proper for lettera, and histories.

In this account of this letter(beter) which was written by Violet 
and her sisters we therefore uf the readers oan surely recognizas,, 
the sontinula progress of this forest fire horror since it charted in 
1912, the agitated winds produced by the great conflagrations, the ‘Lanes 
and smkes making scenes as if there ware a million volcanic eruptions 
gudng on simultaneously, probably attended by many othar unisial phenomen 
and other terrors . But it seems likely that the mon memory of the 
Vivian Girl Princesses, or rather the information commndcated to general 
Aronburg by thom regarding.the closing acanoe of their experiences 
was not all together put in to the letter as they had had not tine 
to write moreeThey did not state of the rocks of mountain dlopes 
that ran down like lava because of tha heat of the flenes, afd df 
the great explosions that ware produced.All those who were there 
observed phanomana which requirad the balief that the worlds ord was 
approuching, but there ds no rode of proving wether Lebanon city 
and the forests in ite territory ware to be entdeaty safe in the future 
or noteA changa of wind alone watld decdds the mattarsset ts 
The atory b dn ths letter told by the Priticess Joies Vivian and

active voleano to shareeL witansced the destruction of 1 farm hou se 
surrounded by a fierce forest blaze.It was envelop on throes sitos by 
the conflegration.The whole atmosphere far and wide acemnd to ho 
absolutely incandescent for en incredible distenca und the heat was 
terrificeIndecd the whole senn wes wreathed in the biggast flame cver 
imagined and & perpetual roar and snapping ani terrthls hivadng sound 
was heard Ever and anon the top of one forested hill was encdrolod 
with fire that danced in and cut of the mnoke clouds as if thore was 
a vivid eletric phene phenciaena going on and se fdrce was the blaze 
rushing up its slopa that 1: agar’ like an uprush of Liquid fire 
being #11 revealed dn the most magnificent awfulneasemith a wind 
beginning to ru rise the fires redowkled thatr onrush ud and wonon 
and chidren fled precdpitatoly for any shelter they could find from 
the conflagratiun, while the men themselves were fighting ws hard as 
they could to divert the course of the dreadful red plaguas The 
flames had- crossed the Vantura road hehind them and was rushing on at

The great looc ef Lifs ws due however to tho vast fury of the sudden 
rising of the fdre hurricane which brought elmost tho ‘suis conditions 
as destroyed the city of St Pierre in Martinque islandeThe violence 
of the hot winds tore off the rods and turded the occupants within 
the ruins of thedr blazing homene In all the neighboring towns buildings 
were destroyed in great numbers by the winds tefore the firo reached then 
an early estimate haing that fully fifty ffye thousan! bcuses had 
peen partly crushed cr utterly destroyed before the con flagration 
struck the tovmseOn the Turmerann 14 sida of Vanture Roud’ ware 
the flames were at their worst &11 the towns and villinges were 
totally hurned,and-the city of Tus Turmeranni: waa left a smouldering 
blazing wreckeIn the big city of Mildred Greenburg two hundred mids 
two hundred miles west of the conflagrationa because of an east wind 
the smoke fog was co thik thick that those vho could afford it 
wore caps and goggles and gas masks, while the people gansrally 
sought to save thoir cyss mnd feces from the heat waves by the add 
of "Haloween Maske and unhrollaseThoe drivers of strent cars ond 
elevated roada still surviving the flood wreck wore oblignd also 
to wear maske of some transparent materiols undar the vdzors of their 
capseThough so far away the heat in the city was torrdblesTar melted 
on the roofs, people sweated as if ell were under T.r Turkish baths 
tnd the suffering was dnmense. 

In the city of Evage Evangeline St Claire there wers two special 
great disasters attended by serious loss of life because of the 
terrific winds then prevailingeOn the ninth of Septembor while a 
congrea congregation of two thousand or more packed the St Hichales 
Cathedral in praying for the ending of the conflagration horror, 
the violence of the winds ripped the huge roof off from the building, 
and sent it sailing like a pivot into the adr.The wroc wrenching 
waa so violent that from the shock one of the walls crashed din and 
fell upon the worshippers below, and not one of them escaped aliveeTho 
only ones who ascaped and yet were seriously injured were the priest and 
the five alter hoyseThs second disaster on the same day andone of the 
same character hut far worse took place at the city of Ava Marla. 

Just previous to 44 the whole populetion had been marchhg in 
marching 4n religious processions through the streets in the face of 
the fierce wind storne to render thanks to God and His Blessed 
Mother for the apparent cessation of the progressive forest fire in 
the direction of the towneMotley but picturesque processions were these 
indeed, headed by so many alter boys carrying candles, whith burned 
simply in the full glare of distant fires, ond hearing sloft inages 
of Our Blessed Mother, of Our Lord, crucifixes or of saints clad in 
gorgeous robes of expensive blue purple or yellow satineThoir joy 
was suddenly changed by tidings of a fri-htful disaster supe rintended 
or produced by the heat of the forest fire. 
A full grow tornado of hot winds revolving in a unknown speed along 
in a terrific funnel cloud tore to piecas a good saction of the tom 
atrewing the wreckage élon:g the whole Vantura road, end more than 
three thousand people were kilte killed and ten thousand hwy ‘hurt o r 
burni burded beneath all the debris which began to catch fre. This 
section of the town too had been crowded with refugees fran the buminy 
turning towns beyond all women and chiodro childreneWith scarcely a 


warning, the tornado struck, there came a frightful noise of wind, 
a still more frightful crach of torn and oplintersd puildings, and a 
dense cloud of dust and smoke covered the scene after its wild 
passage from cut of which far und wide come heart ronding nat fon of 
aponyeThe news set the people frantic with grief and indignat jon/> 
Screaming and praying in their intense oxcitersnt, they rushed for 
the stricken districts endeavoring with frantic haste and desperation 
to remove the heavy mesos of wreckage from beneath which came the 
appealing calls for help many of the rescuers sothing aloud 4s they 
workedeIt required a large force of citizana and strong women to 
cary carry on more systematicully the work of rellef.Of the whole 
population in that section only twolva provad to be the only survivors 
all the rest were killed or so badly hurt thoy wouldn’t Live.Anong 
these wore many children.The Mayor of the town directed the work of 
rescue, while his wife and elder du déughters and son assisted in 
the care of the injurede 
As the wife of the citys Mayor bent in the hospital to give a cooling 
drink to a badly turned little girl sha suddenly felt a kiss upon her 
left handsLooking dow she sav a woman knesling at her fect, who grateful 
gratefully said"Your Excellency, the little doar js all I haveeI ima 
window as my husband was killed at the battle at Cedernina.WMay God 
and His pnlessed Mother rovurd you." 
While this scene of uncpeskable horror was taking place in Evaenge 
line St Claire and Ava Maria tow, the fate of the villlams and toms 
groupad araind ha Sacre ihuey s- ciel as “iupatass ag eversEarly on the 
TOth of September the force and fury of tho forsst firas had diminished 
because of the desperate fight the conflagration recioved from so 
man men, but later the seme day because of rising sastorly winds 
began to advance again, and tho torrified Inhabitants fourad thet 
a catastrphoe like that which all other towns had met was about to 
visit themeThe forest fire which retzched the St S Annu country Grave 
yards and diverted its corse because of resistance there by thou sands 
of men turned in the direction of 8t Phillips towm.A violent storm of 
wind accompanigd ite onward approuch, und the towne of Santa Ann a, 
St Anns, and Glad Glady's Junctdon, and Glam Harbor and also 
Saria felt the forse and heat of thin wind which brought so mich snoke 
that the peopls stuffed cotton in thair window sahsas to keep it ote 
A typical case was that of Glady's Jun cthonsTicugn for tue dave the 
pTace tet lon tagerted, a few pho: ghostly figures could be seen 
at intervals when the flanes of the firea illuminated the scene 
wandering desolutely about, hungry and thirsty, their throats parched 
by smoke, duet and heated winds, yetunable to tear themselves away 
from the ruins of their late cumfortable haneseSo deep was the mnoke 
murk as far north as Calverine that ruilr railway travel was utter 
Inpossibl. 
A party of officinla made a tour of in epection near Evangel ine 
St Claire by wagon visiting a number of the city, but were prevented 
by the state of the smouldering roads fron reaching otherseAva 
Marda was cut off frao all comaunication and tr v travel, and a heavy - 
dark ‘cloud of smoke followed the officiasl officials in their retroute 
At Boppo Turner the smoke was an ocean of rollaeThe smoke was carried 
over hundreds of miles of country in the most dense s mass in 
the sky @nd over landscapes, and nothing was vielbe even tward 
Calverine but the smoke sea.fven as far as the edty of Calverin e 
so far north the air was almost unbearable, the heat Intense, 
and few could long bear the dangers and discomfort of the e tuation 
and ar axodus of people started fran that tow to try and ascape the 
awful smoke and heateThe greatest thickness of the anoke far orteide 
the far fire zone driven forth by the winds was encountered in the 
vinicity of Marie Osborne CityeHere large countrysides was thickly 
fogged in, and everybody were being forced tq wear gas maskse 
Soldiers had been sent there with military carts, carrying provisions 
and surgical appliances, with orders to lend their add in the work 
of relief, tut they found it Sspossible to mke their way through 
the dense smoke fog, and the tales of horror and herolam that 
they had to tell ressmbled those in the po poems of Dantes Inferndes 
Wear the tow of Cross Gresk which was burning, efforts were mado 
to remove the children and women in covered wagone and box cars, 
wut when these had gone a hundred feet, they could not get through the 
region north of Sun Besm Bean Sunbeam Junction because the fire was 
leaping acrosas that territory ana coming tward them jn the same fashion 
as Violet, and her sisters had experienced during the battle of 
LebanoneThis ceused 2 pande among the children especially, who 
exc expected tc be overtaken by the frightful blaze and thoy fled 


4n all directions in the darkness and blinding mioke.Searchin 4 parties 
were toneddately sent after them but in spite of continuous shouting 
and calling no trece wos found of the littleones, and numbers of 
these children really perished having been overtaken hy the diaastd 
disaster they fled to avoldeHad they remained where they wera thoy 
all would havo oscapade 4 
Map of their charrt charred Little bod 9s had heen found bured 
4n the ruins ofthe smudges of the fire ewept forsst, und the scenes 
when the little victins ware recovored wisro often pitacus and torr thle. 
Thepositions of the half chared bodies showed that the little victins 
had died dn flight while in a estates of great terrur, thoirl ittls fea 
facea veing convulsed with foareOne forest ranger rode his horse through 
& mudge fire cullingout for the children bat in vaine 
Another rescuer waa rewirded by his crios by hearing a mung reply 
from a half burned shanty in weuk tones, and springing from hts 
horse, he floundsrod through the atill snoking ashes of the fdrest 
in his high boots to the siculdering walls of a big shanty from which 
the voice ssemed +o care.As ha made his way through tha soft maoking 
treacherous layer of forest debris wnich surrounded the deatroyed 
habitation, and with difficulty worked his way tvard the emoking build 
ing the soldier shouted words of sncauragement, and climbing over a 
heap of slightly smoking charred ruins, and braving a toppling wall 
still ablaze entered the builddngeIn the ruins he } found the bodies 
of three charred little girls andone hoysNear them was a dead woman 
and a man barely alive, whovby alnost supor human efforts for hours 
had euscesdad dn frosdig niiaalf from a maes of fortunatel, unburned 
debris which had fallen upon bér himeThe solddor picked the man up 
din his arms and carrded hin to aplace of saftysTt was found that both 
his legs were broken, and that he had been badly crushed atout the 
hody and slightly burned about the faca and the hands and forte 
Some extroasordinary eacapos frum death and the forest fire took 
placoe Aman hia wifes, and his family of six children all goile were 
rescued after having heen lost in a ravine and surrounded by the ragig 
hell for fifty six hours. They were terribly exhausted, almost dead from 
heat and suffocation, and ware reduced almost to skeletonaeA little 
riverlet in the center of the ravine was the only meens that had snahle 


_ enabled them to andars without partehing uo longeGeneral Charles Brow 


ons ofthe greatast and best abled bodied christian ganerals of h the 
army and nation, who happened to be on a furlough at the time of the 
outbreak of the great conflagration in his om territory went with a 
party of officers and a number of Gemini embers as near to the scene 
of the "Worlds"End'as they could approacheFrom his graphic story 

of his experiences which were sent to Violet and her alistors Jennie 
Turmmer had cp copied some of the most interesting details of their 
letterg at their permission; 


"We caught a wagon train for the tom of Nic-Clure gicknell, 
three miles northwest of Ev Evangeline St Claire, and east of Rosa and 
Topsy, and ten miles fran the southern surburbs of the great fire 
aweep which destroyed the city of Trinoque n early to a total.We had 
a magnificent view of the great forest fire eighty miles away,the noares 
nearest we could approach as to go any nearer would have been certain 
death even at that distance bncauwe of the heatsRising high into the sky 


* from horizon ty horizon the vast mass of rolling tumltows clouds of 


very flame was bea beautifully accentuated by the full glare of other 
fires, and the sisoke itself ahove the flames shifted momentarily into 
new forms and drifting northwestward in low black clouds reaching to 
the western horizon and sunning various reddish and pink colorasAt 
Evangeline St Gladre we ranunder this black terrifying pall, 
apparently many thousands of feet above us the solidity of which was soon 
rev ale revealed in the fires glaroeThe torhces of the wagon guarde 
addedbto the effect, but grently relieved the smoky darknessse We had 

r- ached Evangeline 8¢ Claire at three on the morning very oily iIndeode 
Theré wasclittle suggestion of any horrible disaster as we rade through 
the town to the regions where the fire had raged and was still111 
raging oly as a huge smudge making a rolling smoke sea so xtsnsive 

as to reach from horizon to horizoneThe brilliant glare of the fire 
sven though so far away lighted up tha region almost as bright 

as the rising sun and gave us a muperb vireo of view of the 

rolling clouds of snoke, all forms being that of caluliflower from 

the base of the wall of cloud but rising and expending and curling 

far ebove for many thousands of feet with a profile like a monsterous 
rolling falas cdirdua cloud jn the heated sumer times 
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But however nething in mythology aver gave a surgastion of tho 
awful fascination of this awful force of the uprush of heated 
adr produced by tho flanss, presenting the subl ac umisual beauty in 
color and for above, tut helow the glare of the Infernul regions. 

We reached & secrion section cf camtry throurh which the fire had 
already passedeTt was ag if all the world of poupls had offectually 
erfed out to arrest the ter-ifie hurricane of flumas which had ragedu p 
to the St Anno Cametery,cand which pitilesaly almost melted the Strtw 
Statue of the Blescod Virgin and anothsr of 8t Ann, with which the 
people of the city had tried to stay the Red Plapuo, as at St 
Cathorine the Taage of the Sacrad Heart wis sild to hava atuyed a 
similar fire stoma from movingupon Lu 1 Lucillie Rickann $ tom 

We a »progohed to the edge of tha snoking In ferno of dsbrine 
Tt was like standing withinnhalf a mile on tho sdgo of the ernomnous 
mouth of Hell.A hundred inillion volcanic eriptions combin-d inte one 
couldn't make so much clouds of anokeeWs could sea dinly the extant 
of the destruction bayond the barrder of sioke wall which had stoppd 
at the edge of the Graveyard hecauss of ita size, ant bocauso the 
flames here hud not beon able to leap the gipeA Lotter idea of the 
surroundings wis obtained atvdaw from a abuniened ra Llnwaye We 
saw southwestward or astward rather whut was lsft of Trinoque, a 
great square etcne clurch and a few row of app arantly fire vrooft 
structd structures inland in a sea of snouldering ruins of housose 
N orth and east and south was that terrible wall of heavy smoke in 
side of which rose u thousand potchas of flame in the form of swenp 
miagmasAll was enoks, snoka, mioke, and stillmure smoke with mo 
where the familiar appearance of goodly landscapes of baautiful 
forests of tress, flourishing towns and vill lageoenven from this 
smudge though we were niles fron it the hoat was terrificeWa ate

Each portion of the clouds had 2 concentric motion and new aspacties 
The southern wall floating on the tops tward the wast showad axquigitive 
Guarved gue facsn, diy ty the u-per moving cur ent curranteTt was 
Like the deccration of the aide of great sarcophapuseAs elsewhere 
@ heavy yellowish white cloud hung over Evanzeliny St Glaire city and 
territory and hides the flaming nilling country, I counted myself 
very fortunate indeed to have sean all day fron leowardthis huge 
spctacle of changing undimindshed but horrible Dbeaytye beautye 

The amount of ruined land of forests in ths path uf tha 
foregt fire within my view ¢ extended far bevond my calculationeFancy 
so much forest Land far down fron the beginning puint of the 
forest fires now left nuthin but seas of still smouldering or dead 
ashes and half burned trunks, while elsewhere the forest fires still 
raging onward distrubiting to other forests tha sane fate and you 
will gst an idea of the desolate impression of the dreadful scene g 
va forest tragedy colossal to imneasureable size and most heartrending. 
eLike the disaster to Abbieann and elsawhere it is enlisting the sympath 
syupathy of the civilized worldeYat 4¢'11 take tine for such a celamadty 
to be realized for the ammount of forests already burned over 4a over 
1,000 miles, and the fires have only heguneTwo miles 
8t Claire city we struck the

in the districts were largely occupied 
to fight the tremendous conflagration.Many two 
and four wheeled carts and wagons loaded with forest fire fightin g equp 
equipment were making their way along. In another clearing was 
& large encampment of soldiers with low abesto tents..Mear another 
large clearing cut through the forests in course white linen shrouds 
wore the bodies of thirty threa women and: children who in fl ight 
through a turning sector lost their Iivens Of all tho refugess avery one

of them ware sad, but navertheless did not compaldn in fact for so 
excitable a peuple they were indeed unusually calne* 


Tn the meantime the Calvorinian Government through the urgent 
request of Violet, and her sisters were doing #11 it could day after 
day to allsviates the horrors of the situation sending monsy to be 
expended in relief work, daspatching high officials of the governnent 
to give add, and encouragement by thedr preeances, and nen fron hundreds 
of northern and extremely southern Culverdinian cities, and many more 

towns, and even ab wilder hoys, and more hardier women wars flocking 
out as voluntesrs to add in tho great fight ugadinst the red plague, of 
the forest. Often violet, end her sisters had been near the scene of 
destruction since they returned from their short-captivity from tho 
region of A Angelinia St Claire, and vhorever the tim wast hay ware 
not in the armies they vers amog the refuprr refugeos lending their 
owt personal aasistance to the work of rancue.Obliged tol ave their 
carriage, which could not nove over the savuldering debris chocked 
road, the Vivian Girls with diffialty want forward on harsehack, the 
anfmale sometines in the burned sistrists floundering through éur 
feet of ashas and burned trae and 1iabs stumbling into holvs, 
and half blinded by the emoke and whirling ashes sent inte the abr by 
the winde.But thease horses vers used to evar thing und did not fear 
fire which was an oxcaption.But they were trained to brie theas 
thingsen vr During thadr gurney twird Evungoline $4 Claire they cans 
upon the Mayor of the towne of Trinoqua.

Reaching Evangeline St Claire tha bravelittle Princesses did 
what they could to expedite the work at centrail points of disaster 
more than a hundred dead hodies being taxen frat the ruins of the 
Cathedral in their prasenceseThey stood with set pale faces wntching 
the removal of the vistimc vio-tims and direactim ¢ the movanimt of the 
workers and even joining in at times themeslveseDuring thor visit to 
the front thay inspected the tem o temporary camp hospitals in 
which the soldiers and nuns and priests were caring for the burned 
injured and suffering, speaking kindly to the poor victins, being 
Iike little angola among then, giving them what carfort they could und 
asking what they could do to relieve their distroaseEvory request or 
dire desire was recfeved by then with syp oympathy and urdera gtyon te 
have U Mili flilodeA pili aosne took place when they wore eround 
the bed of a poor little boy whose right Leg burned so bad had to 
be amputated, and Violet bent over and ak ed what sho andh or sisters 
sould do to comfort and aid him in his afflictions 
“Send me my father who is servin g an a soldier in general 
Vivianannas urmy"said thea pocr little boye : 
The Vivian girls were visibly affected, vand promished to do soe 
While they went fron district to district they inspected the 
places vherg the refugees were housed doing what they could to 
improve cqnditione,and to add to the comfort of the auf fererse 
While thera they decided to make an sutomobile vieit to as far 
as they could approuch to the ruined tow of Trineque, but the motor 
broke down, and they were forad to return on foot, walking a distance 
of twenty miles through the suculdering forsst fires left by the passage 
of the muln blaze days before, and displaying eapower of endurance despite 
thedr discomforts end sufering and hardships of ‘hungr hurger and 
thiret that surpriged the nativeseBy Friday September the Thirteenth 
the wenger to Evangeline St Claire was practically at an end for 
gooddeThe moin forest fire horror had passed on northward leaving 
behind it an immense smoke sea which spread like a thick heavy curtain 
over #1] the akyeThe whole country lay buried in durkness and 
obscurity, clothed in a denge pall of smokeeAt Calverine three 
hundred miles north of ths fire horror there was nosunshine, Lt was 
as dark as @ dark rainy day but some distance scuth hung « dark 
sombre vedleFven ss far north es Abyss!

indeed were prewsome scenes clone to the forest fire zonesAt Beppo 
Junction acldlers carried on the work of rv roncue vhicn the flanes 
threatened thereelt isintaresting to learn that six or saven 
members of tho Genini elvud heroically tu thelr} post of duty 
during the whole scene of the ndvancs of the ferest fivasGingigore, 
Whillieam Schloder, Dargur und many otherseThuugh the ob servation 
post occupied by them wun exposod to the full heat of the dreadful 
conflagration raging thirty miles awny, thay remained undaunted 
at the lrpost throughont thet week of terroreOn the fourteen of

a dust stormeThe portico where he stood was half scorched by the 
heat, tut &s far as eye could reach en ocean of ashes, still saouldering 
tree trunks denuded of thoir branchep were nlona visits thr qugh 
rising foga of clouds cf moke, vhile the main conflagration aeen 
now far to the northeThe nonsterous poth of the fire sywoep was 
enveloped in « cloak of whi'e puffy and rolly smoke as if it was 
the sky hidden in a sea cf storm cloudseAs the correspondents 
agsc-n Asc n Ascended the mountain that had partly escaped the worst of 
the conflagration they were surprised at the apparition of burned tree 
trunks et411 enoking, the snouldering of ground degris and the desolation 
left by the passage of forest fires.They were also suprised by a 
nanother apparition of forast rangers who had been recently truppod 
by the forest fires, and who suddenly emerged from somethin glike 
caveseOne of the Gemini completed his r3cord of boldness by going 
to & point far too closs to the conflagration at the imninent 
risk of his life fron the heat to observe the conditions then 
existing. oa £ 
Therefore the reader can be well informe inv informed that the 
eastern parte of Calverinie down up from the suutheust te badng one of 
the most disasterious burned. countries in the whole world in this 
buok from the story out, whether the readar cin regard the nunber of 
terrific forest fires concentrating in so ernormous a spaes of forests 
or the axtraordinary destructive fury of the conflagratione¥orsst fires 
are raging elsehwr e elaevhere but not to such a proportions sf 
forest fires of sach more than 4 hundred miles dn extent and up to 
8 stretch of three hundred, to twanty miles in width or even to fourty 
there are no less than thirty six of themeThe fire lurndin g across 
the Mic-Whirther Run Terrirodty, and through the Mic-Hollester Run 
regions heading for the Mu4in Red Riding Hood Woods being much the worst 
of them knowneIn 411 1,000 mindor other forast flres are burning.The 
Forest fire however heading east of the Abbieann territory rival all 
the others in size and magnitude, and are more continuous in their 
progress and moreintense din fury n and the heat they throw, and 
the range of hills already traversed by the flames is fer grenter 
then the Rocky Mountain range going through five western StatessThs 
Nertheust branch of the Bonbon Hille indeed is not yet truverand by 
the conflagrations, vhile one quarter of the Vivtin Hille appear 
as if they wore «11 in violent eruption fran unisuel -trong 
subterranaun forces, and mike the mcke clouds cf the erupt don of 
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Krakatoa ond other volennons simulteneously sppear like a g:oulderding 
shoestring in comparidsonesTherefors theas fusst fies, which Tor 
10,000,000 men, and even rainstorms and fleuds dove not mi due 
bachuse of the terrific heat as being the most terrible disasters on 
recordeThe h heat wa'ias felt five hundredm idles amy has driven 
people tothe north tu escape the offectaeThe city of Galverdine aven 
now Jn October where at this tine the highost ‘auparature ds fourty 
in the shade, is still at T34 degrees und poople are flering for 
covler regions with the suffering of thousands of prostrations and decths 
from the heateThe usually cold climate of the Celverinian country 
for ite winter seasons produce vest qumnities of snow and ica which 
covers 1 G1) iountudn renges and fill up thea cracks and valleys 
in thedr sideaeTherefore whenever the winds wv ore ware on a southeasterly 
course, the intense hent even carrded hundrods cf di miles to the 
northward rise to high into the atmosphere makos the teamperaturs evan 
over the snow coversd mountadino at an slavation of fifteen to 
eighteen thousend feet ug hot as the same heat waves are in tha low 
lands, and vast masses of ice, great fields uf snow, snd deluges of 
water roll down the hillsides into the plains creating unieual floods 
and driving the inhabhditonts Lefors the torrente.So1c of these torrente 
produced by the highly reaching hot waves tear up rucks in thedr course 
and devastated the surrounding country for miles. 
In many sections the forest fires wre uccompunied hy dreadful 
floods proc produced by meltin g mountain snows caused by the heat 
and flemeseThe heevy clouds of smoke wae sean at Calverine to rise 
by day from the so far distant forest fires, and by night the red 
glare could he seone puring one drefdful heat wove in September 
cuused by southeusterly winds coming off from the forest fies, 
deluges of water rushed fron the heights of the Volcuno Mt Calverdine 
hearing Glong whole fields of ice, and rocky fragments of every 
size torn fran the flanke of the mountain iteolf and eurrdd to the 
huge Norma Run River making in it into a raging floodeBut the most 
remarkable thing ie the dresdful progress of the f4e durdngthe later 
part of September up to the time of the battle of Lebanon. Of this 
6 last extended description ts.worthy of being given in thds last chapter 
On the eighteenth of September the forest fire was then racing 
for the Lebanon rogion sixty (te miles northwest of Bvangeline 
Bt Cladre(I do cdeclare)sIt was preceded hy 4 long series of mysterious 
explosions which was said to have been heard at a ddetance of one hundred 
and fifty milese : 
The fie was then raging northward and the advance guard was in 
about a number of smaller ones tut winds then raging formed them 
into the union of an. dimense wave racing northwestward fran the parent 
blaze, which crossing and burning on both sides of the 8t Anne river 
or wide fr creek not only drdd it up hecavee of the dreadful heat 
but drded the sands on the river bottom to a depth of tan faet.On 
advancing across & huge ravine the f#e came to the margin of the big 
Sanders Lake which lay in the courge of the rivereHere it was arrested 
for @ while, it arened now as if the many thousands of fire fighters here 
had a dh chance to outwit the blaze--tut the fire gradually enoic 
encdroled the lnke and then went onward resuming its advence +111 it 
reached 8 wide long clear ingeHad tt not been for the terrific 
heat. of euch high reaching flames it might have bean checked at this 
clearing, but too for anothey reagon fo unfortunately the wifre wave 
was too far extended by thie time, and where 41t could not nat its 
way ucross the clearing by burning slong the ground rubbish 4t 
burned its way by flenking attacks, and scon the fire enveloped 
the clearing on all sides. 
Rnbers in the meanwhile formed another immense wave of f4re vhich 
advanced with great rapidity tward the foreste in which at the time 
of the Lebanon battle, the Vivian Girle were having their adventres, 
and ultimately combined with the firet wave to form a more huge well 
of fire now ruchdny on twenty miles an houreWhen the left wing of this 
fresh wove of fire reached . Turner Crask twenty miles south of the 
Lebanon Forest regions, it again struch a long wide clearing of 
the forasts(these were natural clearings not made by fte fe htera) 
and a portion of the fire couldn't cross and was forced to burn up 
the channel cf that stream tward the Lebanon forsatesHad thin clearing 
not interfored with the fire the Maze would have gone on ite regular 
couree and the Lebanon forest vould have escapsde 
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After persusing its course for several hours, the main Naty of this 
conflagration reached the Lebanon forests, and then 1¢ wns that 
Violet and her sisters had their atirring time dn the forsat ble - 
blaz blaze ua previously mentioned during the battlesAfter going 
forth the wildly raging flames reached another a thig nade 
by figh ters, tut the flames leaped this gap and the fighters wre 
trapped in a hugs ravines and fought for aix hours for ther Lives 
with the in: in ferno roffin roofing ths sky above them in roaring 
flameseAfter this 14 st411 continued up the chann #1 of the stream 
and began coming tward VanturixRoad and river which it followed untill 
it threatened Lebanon itself. 

Three daye afterwards breught fresh acesaions to the imnanse 
ocean of fire still pouring onward over the lan deThs fire in heading 
drreetibly tward Lebanon despite the inhabitants of ell the mn 
fighting it desperately continued on and there seemed to be nu hope 
whatevereput the flames as usuel struck cnother Natural opening 
in the forest in that locality, und ‘ as this opening was @ me four 
miles wide, and ten long, and thers being no way for the ff es to 
cross ag there was no ground debris in the clearing furtunately, 

Sue flames which hed - pe psrsued u northwosterly course, was forced 
to take a new direction tward the straight weat and east tnd then 
to the northeast, where it struck more denser forests than everseHero 
it peraued e comse siadliar to that as before but on a more winder 
td and extensive scale, filling ravines with the blazing debris of 
trees and spreading itself out in fon + of Lebanon into grea er 
greater oceuns of fire than ever, and Loebanon was almost 
surroundedeThe Clearing however was jn the direct way of Lehanun 
and if the wind didn't change diraction Lebanon was safe though 
the inhabitants suffered frightfully from the heat which bw sted all 
Thermonieters in ths aity.The fury of the oln flagration con binuad 
tu rage around the olty and so ernormous was the conflagrations 
that according to a careful survey eat a grant distances the whole 
togethsr woyld form : amass of fire at once the full sire of the 
Mediterranean sea in length and widtheOf the two arns of the fire 
the greater was that edise, and the the leas half as wide ut three 
tines longersThe height of the flames cculd not be estimated, tut sone 
eye witnesses testified that the eastern wave of the fies attained 
un the fevsatsdpladins a breadth of height rather fron twelve to 
fifteen thousand feet in height, that of the other wis only about 
half ae micheThough becawe of the clearing the fire wan eone ten 
miisa away fran the olty, wooden houses on the eurburbs went up ‘ 
into flamea fran the heat und threatened a conflagration tn the oitye 
Fanso.s army had aleo fought this, Manleys army had ren te fore it 
ran before it not daring to fight the blazeeThe devastation directly 
wrought by such an inneasuraable conflagration wus not the whole of 
the dreadful evils thr they brought upon the unfortunate Land and 
its Anhabitants even far fron itePartly owlng to the sudden meltdig 
of the snows and glaciers on higher mountains 4sven not in the path 
ef the fire by the heat waves brought up to them by winds, partly 
owing to the stoppage of river courses hacause of the damming up of 
the river by other disasters of thepasth!. Gunense Clouds of water 
deluged the country far from the neighborhood, terrific oyaloinic 
oyclonic storms originated, cloudbursts, hurricanas and fiered 
untimely out of seagon eletrictal storme, the Mluedn nid white 
destroying many villinges and a large amount of agricultural 
and other propertyeTwenty big tows wre ovorwhelined by the ragin: 
raging flanes or wvervhslned so by the heateas te burst into flames 
twanty miles away while the cluuda of enoke hurled upward by the 
draught of the flanss coversd the whole of the skins over the 
Galverine seas, und the emoks on sevaral cocassions ware dfifted 
atitted over considerabls parte of the far Mormonuia and Protestentia 
nations, and even obscuring the aun way dumm dn GlindeLindea and giving 
the sky & satranga wried and gloumy nspectetIn certain raspotts tha: 
reproduged the atrange phenonana of the axploston of KrukatoaeTha 
strange red sunset phenomena of the Intter warn produsad by the 
sickes of the gigantic forest files vo fur awnysThe vhols world itself 
was astonished as the phenowsna wis aeon in nen samt lave 
Out of five hundred thousand pegeone who had bam dedyen fron 
thair towne and villiages hy thie “Rid Plagua, fifty thousand perlehod 
by flares, wnoks auffusution, neat prestration toysthar wihIl,T47-7% 
head of cattle, hundrtds of thoussnds of shosp and hundrads of 
thousinds of hornes, and vardcun wild midcals of the forente by 
countless numbarse 


This dreadful destriction of Life wac cuted partly by the directfo 
direct action of tho forest fdas, partly by the noxious vaports or 
fumes the firs sailtted uve 39 moh of the landacaps, by the heat, 
smoke, and windstorms, partly by the floods of water, partly by the 
destruction of the herhage by tha heat and sinless weather, and lastly 
dn consequence of tha drying up of so miny rivers which ‘formed a large 
portion of the drinking witer for the people and animale. 

After this frightful prorrees of tho foraatvfires, and its serious 
disterous effects tho wholes population of Calverinia bacaas appreh n 
apprshensive becmgan of the terrific spasd of the conflarration. 

Mt Joan Volcano which had bean the most frequently active voloano of 
Calverinia, which had a record of fourty two terrific eruptions 
was soon becaning enveloped in the flames which caupht ite foreated 

slopes and tho psople in ite nodghborhood at first thought these 
mountains had sprunr into cruption araine The first inkling of the 
report that the fires had struck up to here was conveyed to even 

as fay west aa Domdobia Abhdeannia by darknesa ae intanso as 
nighteThis palpable hint was soon confirmed by a direct mows fron 
Calvarine that the forest fires had assimed an ernormous siz 4 

On the “Twenty fourth of September a asvere windstorm followed 

the same night hy fearful noises alamned the inhabitants of the toms 
naar the Yoloano of what was to come and thay flod.About noon the next 
day with a dreadful hissing noiss the fire poured forth west of the 
Volcano and rushed for the forantod valley.This torrent fortunately 
burned’ forward through the northern and northwestern sides of the 
huge mountaineThe inhabitants of the villiares at its base wore 
driven before the conflapration, but ssveral of them ware ovaroumea 
by the heat and perished bafors they could escaposThe vhole mountain 
was envelopad in smoke clouds and appeared in as fiarce on eruption 
as Krakatoa itself.Fven here «ll menvinhebitants of the threatened 
towns and villiages foupht desperately to try and atny ite jr progress 
but in vain they couldn't face tho flarce heat ton aiken away. The 
rivers becans sohot as to 1ill the fish, and tu be even tnap 
Aapassable on horseback or in boats of amall size.Pxploaions from 
sone where occured and made datonations so luud us to bea heard over 
the whole territoryeTwo new conflaprations were formed to the east of 
the mountain which wae oiphty seven iiles around its base then 
another on the northeastern, and the other on the oxtreme eastern 
@lope of the hugs forested cona.The fire howsver didn't bum around 
to the extreme north of the maintain slope but went its usual 
northeaet course.The volume of snoke risin ¢ from the conflagratdone 
Qssumed the very appearance of the flames thengxlves and ascended to 
8 score of times the height of the 19,000 foot volcanoeThe mountain 
when sotive naver had asoumed danrorous proportions, and at the 
very outbrenk of the disaster the majority of the inhabitants close 
to the comparatively safa vuleuno knew what ws the trouble and had 
dumeddately fled acreaning to avery body"Run, Run t-e forest fireeThe 
Forest fire." 

The ravers of tha vulcano on the north and burning sides were 
flooded by the malting ico and snow which had accumulated on the 
mountaineTha floods howaver did no extent of “hann''to the fires and 
the waters dn reaching fifty miles fron the base of the mountaln 
still were so scalding hot as to raise preat clouds of dense strom. 

or steamsFortunately owing tu the nature of the district through 
which the flames passed, there was on this occassion very suall 
lose of life as every hody had been warned ty the rangers a day or two 
before the fire came up e 
The forest fire horror tuo wis remarkable for the eletric phenomena 
which the rising heat produced in the atmosphere far of course out of 
thedr origins] course east or west or yther directdonseTha inost 
violent thunderstorm ever on record for hundreds of years with 
terrifio showers of rain and hail, and wind wore frequent accompaninents 
of this progressive disaster sverywhere, even over the fire districts, 
and the very condes conmdension of the anoke clouds was so sudden 
and violent that great qun quanities of sletricity were developed 
though there was no reine . 

The Conflagration around Mt Joan was indeed the moat furious 
action of the flanes around any mountain over on record and te a dis 
tance of three hundred miles the effects of its heat was astonishing. 

At Calverine so far away by this time of the month enoke filled 
the air above the city ao thickly that tho sun could not penetrate 
theneThe flames burat forth at first in three distinot great conflag 
rations and after ascending the forested slops of the mountain 
and joining with the main wing of fire rushing past the volcano to ths 


east and west the flanan soon united sesmingly in the air in a troubled 
eon u confused mannereIn © nhort time tho vo, whole mountain and 
others furested rideea naar it appoared Like bodies of fire extending 
the conflapration in avery direction and rushing upwardeThe fire ° 
contimuad to rage with unabated fury un till the # darkness caused tn 
the quanitdes of black saoke fron other section s of the hlaze finally 
obscured them, at about sight PsN. amoke at this time bename vory 
thick in the eky as far west as Srancis Atlanta. Twanty eieht miles 
west of Mt Joan a violent whirlwind believed to have heen caused by 
the heat ensued, which hlaw dam nearly every house in tha villages 
and towne carrying the roofs and Lighter parts away with it tullowed 
by eleotrie] storms and dashing rainn over tha whole sountry side 
far west.In the city of Joan its effects were mich more violent, 
tearing up by the roots the very larreat trees, amd carrying then 
dn the air together with men horses, sattle and whatelae or whatever 
elee cams within its influence.This acogunt for the vast amount of 
floating half burned trees sean on the bigrer rivera later, The 
whirlwind lasted sbout two hoursesOf all the villdaren around the 
territory of Mt Joann, Joan city though partly destroyad hy the windostom 
waa the onlyone rewsiningeIn other sactions no vestivs of a villdape 
waa left and a preat loss of fire from wind and fire ocoured. Fron the 
most peculiar and particular inquiries and investigations mado, 
there were no fewer than ono hundred and twelve thousand inhabitants 
in the territyry at the time the forest fire cane to Mt’ Yoan of 
whom only f¥e or six dared toremain behind. All ths reat had flede

As he knelt on the jutting stone the fumes rising from below enveloped him so that

he had fully realized what would be the horror of the rock giving way and uhurling 
him down Into the flery valley beneath.

Tho trees roured like thunder, wd foll, brunchas vere or torn off and 
emoke passad in foge.3, thia tims the fire sea win rolling up and onward ita 
tremendous waven, and that gtarring might not toma the prounduer of such a view 
he fortified himself mora against the wind that tried to awa, hia tree, and tn 
spite of the flercenoss of tha gule, pluntod himsolf between trunk and big branch 
{n a position favorable for u purvoy of all around him, and in sufty, so long as 
the flre pusnes without hiting t hitting the travo. 

He had often oeen good paintings cf florea forast fires, but hare before him 
wags tho orignal.Thosg tmitations aro often mraphic und faithful oo far as they go, 
But they are nocossurlly doficiont in accumpauntments which painting cannot supply, 
and therefore are fooble antl inoffoctive.you have upon ennvane the forest consumed

Thile reaming there, starring more than once heard the story of the appalling 
disuster at Abbieamn, the beatiful elty situated betwecn the two rivers of the Arron- 
bures Run and the IMic-yolleeter .  Starrine to suve his life could not comprehend hor 
it could be that in a very few minvtes hundreds «pon hundreds of thousunds of the 
inhabitants were killed cr drowned. Yet he came acrose the Little black haired girl 
vho in thet city had befriended Angeline ,icheo, and her venturesome friends befcre 
the catastrophe and who with them had survived and wes indeed a perfect eve witness 

of the whole cutastrophy us it uctuully ceeured, having not been in bed that nicht 

for fear of a dread event, ue at that time the sky far off was lighted tike un inferne 
by the distant forest fires ond she hud dreaded some eort of a catastrophe.

I asked my ather whether ho thought it was all over, for it waa stlent 
outside now, but hie consternation «aa so great, that he was not able to give me an 
answer, dy sfoter asked me {tn the utmost agony, if } did not thin think ‘the vory world 
was at on end, at the same time che complained of boing chocked, and begged me to 
procure her sume water from the collar taucet. Upon thie I went to the faucet, but 
found the water would not run. 1oWever recovering hi composure my father told us all 
that wo must.not think now of guenching our thirst, but of saving our livos as the house 
woo just falling upon our hoade, and if a second shock of ‘whatever it was should come 
would certainly bury or e.tomb us ail in the cellar and we would never get out.

hie large GnenoE from the mo gr ine se he tore ay feted aa it was eyeing on 
ne ac the water, thet. inm ate uypn thio most extra nory concussio 
+ tC) F ver rose at once neur y fourty foot, ad in a moment aes ee a a thieh Tnetant 
it he sew of ae much of the southeastern part of the city as the darkness would permit 
with the whole concourge of buildings of every size and height pink down beneath the 
outokirte of the great lake and at the same tiie every one of the boate und vessels . 
iwithin sight were dram into the cavaty or the luke which he supposedinstantly closed 
uponther in frightful waves in us much as not the ust uign of & wreck was seon 
ter the dis&oter. He says that any persons who do not believe it, cun mkeovundinge 
of that part of the lake und they'll discover buildings wdor the witor." 
Jane herselfthen went onj : : 
"We hud not been long in the partly floeded area of northern Abbieenn, when , felt 
a shock of some kind prodwed by the flood, wiich however was less violent thal the 
concussions the night before; the waters rushed on UE higher, und all of us for a 
time remained up to our waietea in water, though all of us had 
platform above Lhe street at some distance from the river with the ruins of many 
intervening houses to break the force of the flood, At this tine we al all took notice 
that ty the wetere were rising so impetiously that some ghips were being forced into 
the street2 of the flooded city. The flood we could see way rushing on at terrifie 
s¥eep carrying avay Whole swarms of wooden buildings, end throwning dow the remainder 
of the ruins Th puch sort that it wus justly drouded Abbicenn vould now mest the sume 
fate which a few woeke ago had taken Heidi yunction and other citi.e. W. were all 
in @ suchtia such @ situation now that we ala not know which way to tun, we were 
faint from the constant fatigue we had undergone with a whole night of ng sleep, and 
we hed not yet broken our fast. Yet this had not so much effect won un @s the 
unxiety we had of getting out of such a horrid place of death. And we were in the most 
reatest dunger. \ie determined to go and learn if possible if there was a way out of 
the ruins. proceeded with some hazard tothe large space before a ruined (athedral 
hich also had been thrown down, Pace ing through thie section wr wae onlf slight ly 
flooded, we found it full of wreckage o erery degeription, even o {ght coachob, 
wagons, Autos, horses and mules and auto trucks, dese ed by their drivers, an 
uiiendants. From this dangerous square we found ow way through a Zonk steep'and wide 
street. Here we met new scenes of horror, which exceeded all we can think of, but 
all was stillness in deathe. There wag not even the sound of u sigh, or a groan, und 
wo could not hardly take a step without treading on the dead. We expected here to at 
least meet with some survivors who would be orying over the deaths of their relations 
or dre deurest friends, but all wus silent. It wus a etreat of annihilation. In sume 
places lay curriagee, wagons and even autos, with their musters, horees, drivers, 
and ridera aluost crushed inpjeces or buried ulnost out of sight in the ruins. phat 
siruck us most was to see winy mothere with children or infants in their arus, buried 
undur rubbish, or eyen vwouen and children a iehay dreased, with ulgo pi deeeas and {iiare 
and eck eee of ALL kinds dither in the saws horrid exposed condition or entiresy — 
or almost entirely buried. Those seen had vtheir er and an pear ene sh tiie 
ta! Ones on their bodies, We came ucrosa an orphan asylum where & ec ren 
ve foit sure wer al ost all buried in the rubbish, ue there was not a sound, for they 
had all perished with the reste.At length we arived'to the spot opposite to the 
school J used to go to before I and my parents moved north, and finding this as well 
as ald the other buildings ane’ toron doves on peerne the Neon wep hee xia tee 
ot every hour, we tho wus me to hurry and get o of re 
f2°t ob ibiss fn Bes than an hour we tonched Bn ioternationa’ house, kept by the 
city avrthorities, near,a big eliy burying ground » about a bane amide fe 
Yr reons of many nationga ws ather.

The whole city north cf va not touched oo far by the flood wae in an avfid 
conflagration, end the glare woe so bright thet the very otretch of the flood and a eood 
section of the lake was lighted up. It looked oe if the elty not touched by flood wis 
en fire {nat least a thousand different places ut once, and after we had left we had 
hured the fire hoard the fires had continued to burn for meny days altogether without 
it intermiacion, and there wee no one that livedthat coulda have stopped {te progress. 

It was an awful fire." : ; 
"It must have been" said gtarring."For from the nature of the ruine observed 
the fire had consvmed everything the flood and the shecke had not destroyed.”

The forest 
fire that had kept me worried all the time since y heurd of it coming did esirike parte 
of the city net hit by the flood from the northwest, and the conflagration quickly 
spread to the neighboring houses, and there being joined by the fires atarting throigh 
other cavees among the ruins: increased to avch a degroeo, that it easily destroyad the 
hota. sacs tor af the city not ene psay by Ee {food as Jt ast yp no inte icon.

I cannot wmderatand what could have made them do auch ticked 
things, except to add to the horror and confusion, that they might by this means have 
the better opportunity of plundering the rulne with security. ,wt there vas no need 
for the enemy to go through all this trouble, for they con hive easily huve done 
all their vandalllem without i+, since the whole city of population is believed to 
have been ennihilated within that ten or fifteen minutes that night, that I believe 
not a soul excerpt us remained In it, escepting those dity scoudrele, and other roving 
clendeliniens of the same stam. I. believe it was possible some of them might have 
had nany other motives besides robbing, as one in being particularly apprehended 
they suy he was a forsegner, confessed at the gallows that he had set fire to the ruins 
of an orphan asylum with his ormhand, at the same time glorying in the action, an 
declaring with his last breath that he hed hoped to have the chance to burn up all of 
Calverinia, so “landelinia could win the Waress.see Bo always kept ourselves hidden 
and when we feared we would be attacked by the vandals, my guardians always hada their 
pistols ready, ana peiieve me wy frienaly companions proved to me what gooa crack shots 
hey Are Aenbennint nine . 

"T heera, ana reug,,, "" said pare "That the whole number of persune that pease 
ine Lud ing those tho were burned o evept -awuy by the flood or crushed to deuth while 
in their beds is sup;oeed on the Joswost Icvest culeulation to ammount to more than 
eight million, and though the damage fn ull respects cannot and never will be computed 

I’suppose, jet you ma: form some Idea of it, when you know this extensive city is now 
rfothing but wus what has been, that there were no survivors. pe you my child belleve 
that such a horrible thing has happened. "? 

"That is hard to tell." suid jane." It may take many years before auch news can 
be confirmed. Fut in order that you may partly realize tno awful havoc that has been 
mude, , will mention one more instance among the many that have come under my notice. 
This } witnessed mself during the first explosion from the window of my bedroom My 
bedroom window faced a high arch passugeway, fronting the ast dcor of an ernormous 
palace, on the :eft hand was the famous pribunal Building, and on the right of the 
street many houses ten and fourteen stories high. The street wae wide but did not 
prevent the disaster I eaw. At the first shock, nimbers of nighr roving people who 
were then pasaing wnder the arch, fled to the middle of this street for shelter, those 
in the dwollings who were awakened, and ao many ue had time to get out did the eames. 
Then came the flret awfulest explosion of all, and at that instant the big arched 
way, with the front of the two ernormous buildings, and all the skyscrapers all inclined 
one tvard the other,, with the sudden violence of the shock felll dow, and before my 
very eyes every gout as they were standing here in the ‘riddle of even that wide street 
vere burled winder a mountain of rubbish and wreckage." : 

"Well vhataver may be the facts of your statements said gtarring," the portion of the 
the earths surface that wus jconvuleed by the anocks of these wiesuel explosions fs 
estimated by many various newspapers, books, and meguzines, and by many persons in 
general tho experienced them in all directions and in every city and town, to have 
been four times greater than the whole extent of our distant friendly cowmtries, 
wurope and Asia. ,he shocks felt Ike air vibrations also were felt not only in parts 
of angelinia and gngeline yine states bit in landelinia, and Abbieannia they were 
one third as violent. All calverinia was ehaken nearly as violentecs.se- 

At a place about teenty fow milen away from Anjelinia agathte city,( Calver{inia) 
the side of a great mountain sliry-ed dow from the shock, and the entire villiage of 
svenaton with all ite inhabitanta, upwards of 18,000 in ninber were burled under that

Vivien wickey, chips were strained ae if they had atruck on rocks, the seams of the 
ddcko opening, and the meny compasses were upset. , 
On board a war ship one hundred and twenty miles south of the pelngiglomenean faJun ie 
the shock was so violen ¢ as to toga men up perpendicularly from the decks. The great 
ge wave proca produced by the concussion rose ulong the vhole southern and western 
cousts of calverinia and angelinia, and the eastérn cuaste as well, and ut Vivian 
Wickey it is stated to have risen to u height of sixty five feet. 

At Angeline Junction on the north weatern coast of Angelinia gtate, the tide rose 
and fella hundred timea in rapid succesoion. At certrude Angeline elty, vhere the 


saual ebb and rlow of the tide ig alx feet, it being low tide ot the time in all 
probubilites, the great wave rolled in sevety feet f high, and at once not only raised 


the level of the water many feet above high water mark but flooded gertrude Angeline 
eity destroying many -chouees along the shore, This immense tide rishing into the 
city caused great damage beyond comparison, and several other large cities along the 
coast were similarly flooded. 

The tide was _aleo auddenly raised on the southern coast of Abbieannia, the shock 
vug sensibly felt at fadroan Teland, end a sudden rise in the waters followed 
almost immediately aftér..” . 

"That is whet wus reported" said STarring" and all these tend to show that the 
conv laion vhich prodwed this greatest of all disasters must have its origin. from 
some other source than u natural eruption or an earthquake, and that the diet uwhbance 
waa more violent than any oarthquake ever estimatea ana far more sudden. The shocks 
continued only for fifteen minutes, and yet all that destruction was done. This 
catastrophe wlll long be thought of ae the most disasterous of all, because its force 
was spent on a big popullous capital city of abbieannia, where nat {onal and nternation 
commerce, and travel and all railroud centers, und show houses, and every ebny ence 
convienlence made the facts conspicious ut once. Artists will paint, and aurthors 
will write of ‘és horrors fov many centuries tc come, The scene of fhe disappearing 
part of the city umder the shore of ;zke lake Angeline where so many were in their beds 
und dromed Ike rate in a trap is and w111 ever be considered one of the most dramatic 
ana terrible ineidente in the whole historynof 411 disasters. 
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STARING TRACES THE EFFECTS °F Tiik EXPLOSION sHOoMs, 
AS FAR AB ABBIEANNIA, CALVENINIA, AND AM OTLINIA STATEL. 


Sterring continued the conversation saying; 

"The concusefone of these awfw shocks produced ty the oxplosions, thoigh said to have 
been felt in Abbieannta und Angelinia ,tate rere not av violent uy us felt in pongull 
tote end ,alverinia, The portion of the Vivian }fills in Bongull gtate I reud were 
evaetuted by the shocks, and the whole of thie zone of disturbuncgy appodrad to be 
connected with the great explosion horror arowd Abbieann and at Adelehenold.* 

"It seeme atrange for shocke to have reached go far" suid the cuptian™ but it ia 
absolutely sures I have mys-1f on the maps traced the extent of thia concussion, which 
in ite wovs- effects throughout pengall gtate, and parts of calverinia extended from 
enet to vest, net only to within a gore dfetunce beyond the shore of the Culveriniun 
and Meell Phirthian seas, to gertride Angeline City “and W Viviun Wickey, but so far 
an one cen judge, twara the péingigsomenedn Jstanay, fuu digo the boyring stanag 
and throuch the regton of the catherine lstea.In thle vast region the shocké were most 
vielent in Jengall state and Centrel Calvorinia." 

“From the oo: way Abbiocnn In wiped out, that seemg evidently triw." anla .tarein-. 
"Tho ritet news ot the uieaster toda that the concussion nag aeatroyea the town of 
La Polama ana that ou tlooa tintshea the atraster. The snock wag 1eit Throwwhour as 
of culvorinia, and it extended upon the other olde of the Angoline Vine Stato, to 
Anjolinia Asatte Jesolcia, and the Abysyinkilian mainland, The highland in the 
noighberhood cf ple Girlknool was violently convulsed by this shock. The carth shovk 
in secondary motion with each explosion, end the reports that the earth there undulated 
likea roa, portions being ratsed from eighteen to forty fot abve sbove their forner 
level, ond then depressed as far below it seems wnproved. Yet It is atated that the 
concussions caused the opening of great flasures in the river dikes, “hence water u 
{snued und flooded the land. Fen Vivian Wiekey experfenced a hundred eveceauion of 
secondary shocks for fifteen minutes, and nearly two thousund houses vere overthrown 
the enomy and benieging arnies were throvn Irto consternation, and the nea rose so hieh 
ue to flow flood tho nou front of tho city..." 

"That part of the news seema unfurndea" gudd the capttan,2 " but do not doubt 
it neverbheloass. 1 heard the enast lina of Lake gngeline in the nortdgast boundary 
ine of Bengall ctate was aloo violently shaken, and that the force of the oxptog tone 
ormed large openings In many placan {tn the astound, from which were ejected loth’o 
water and mud, 4 large river was draied xt Aldeon, whe while neur the same place, noir 
the luko, a Lurge piece of lund sunk down wags and was totally submerged, drowning 
two omall yilliasos and all their inhabitante. gixty square mileo of the coa: 
suboided. 1% was said that one amall mountain sank down untill ites aumnit only remained 
visible, while another dps disappeared ultygether,. several other hills werecryunt 
were rent asundor, and chasis from thirty to gixty faet wide were forced near und 
connecting with the craters by the force of the oxplosions, The many towns upon the 
land that subsided wore overf lowsd, and one was submorszed upward of trenty foot.

"Waen | went to inspect one ef the oxplgsion craterty sald Aaa I cane to 
the hills th the neighborhogd of abbieann west, and gbserved that geveral large 
matgsva of rock and earth and forest dobria were dotutched and hyrled into the valleys 


but novertholexvss the appearance of the landscape around wags otherwise not much injured. 


Tha sustern channel of a stream which nage , gannot recall however, which flows through 
thia yosion tward the Arronbutgs Run, sank qy a depth of five to seventeen and twenty 
five fost near the region of A oleheld lying to the northwest to gt John, und from 
ten to twenty fect in the other parte of the channel. The fortifications and the tom 
of flso fronburger north of sdeleheidwere at the same overflowed, having gunk dom s0 
mucttoe tflat only the tops of the housea and even the walls remained visible above the

having sustained no injury, afforded temporary shalter to the {nhabitants, who escaped

‘The strange phenomena which resulted from thie terrific 
terrific disaster ure highly, instructive, They Lllustrate the mannor in which sim.

"That sevue unusual but it the reports are true it will be more unusual yet" auaid 
tho cuptiun. I was at Angelinia A atoia, near caidnight June the Firet, and the shocks 
proved souevhat calunitous. { noticad shocky were repea-ed at quick intsryule for 
nearly a quarter of an hour, and noarly one quarter bile nuuwber of the houses were 
aomewhat dupsced or overtnurown, and a number of the inhabitants killed.. Lurge wassas 
of ruck wore detutchod from lit ,icksonta and wany houses were crushod by their fulle 
I hoard that halfvof the rouuindor of the city of Heidi Junction was deuatroycd by 
tne gone usyiona and twenty two thousand of its inhabitants buriod in the rulne. Then 
tne eusue ing flued dea p aeperoyen the rd rest of the town and killed nearly all 
the Populitt Lone yourtosn big fourts in the vinicity were so completely swallowed up 

a trace of their vrackage could ba discovered. The concussiongs and ongueing 
floods worked similar havoc in the neighboring towne und viiliages, and the entire 
leas of iife caused, by fhe two almost au simultaneous catastrophes ie 10+ known, 

; zoe a red pestis of oe et eu ioe ert was affected if not totally 
estroyed, causing wuch luas in human @, and great reas ng + 
inhabivanta. Loud “rump Ling noises wore like in +fis aky preceded every rock aan” 
continugd fer the suue length of time. It was eaid more than a third of the oity was 
totally destroyed. The great St uMichaele Cathedral fall,.burying however no one in its 
ruins 46 it happened nto be ar and no one was in it. Most of the inhabitante fled 
the city aut the beginning of the flood, and then scarcel¥ a house in the city was not 
injured to some degrese or loss. ortunately the inhabitants then ancanped {n the 
hilla, so that there was no such Fatality as during ne shocks, when 4 great many 
perished, aleven thousand six hundred being recovered from the ruins. The ilo 
Hollester city was aloo asrlously affected, and here the havoo was fearful by both 
the shocke and the floods, about neurly a miliion houses being destroyed, and many 


thousands of people killed. In the town of posana not one house was left standing 


and ull of the inhabitants were taken out of the yuina dead. 


The confusion which prevailed in the neighborhood of Mic-Hollester Gity ‘owing 
to the uature of the frightful war raging close to the pluce for saveral months, was 
atill further increased by these. cong .wsaions which did ee ,nuch damage to property, and 
caused the death of many people.

poard tho ship waiting for another favoranle moment to enter Apoieann to explore the 
Luke fuceline Section which wan satd to have sank beneath the waves had the worse end 
most tryingexperfence of their iiyes, a when 4 whirlwind of fire thet buret in fury 
from tha southwest and east simultaeneously awept the pitys Rivet roadstead clear of 
evervthing within sight, suve Starrings ship which thodgh set afire and partly damaged 
wos redeasea from her mooringe ov the scorched ona burned survivors among her crew, 
crawied pitifully away with dismant led ripe ing and charred sheets, an unrecognizaple 
hulk gray with ashes plow from the forests and wiih with dead men dying where they 
fell among her decks. The vessel hod pean on the west side of the river harbor when 
the eae conflagration of the forest raped the shrowis of the densost forests aroma 
eastern Abpieann in shocta of flames

of a hundred foet it swept Sackwards in a wrong direction seemingly tward the vortex 
of the fire hurricane, which rushed In persult of the fleeing waters, In enother moment 
the mighty river returned to its course ond like em enery tumed uron ite persusr, and 
iike a fearful tidal wave it swept oack tward the north tifttea the bimning ship high 
into the air, and engulfed a part cf the ruined city. Wien the strange river tiaal 
wave had spent its forces, the waters of the tiver were thick with the ourned wreckage 
of the shore and city, and in the niast of it the saiiore of the Mary Jane were strien 
Ling desperately for Vite. And ag they fought and chocked, and fainted ond sank, the 
tiery hurricane raped furiously and hot around them, and yeilow suiphuricus fumes and 
thick chocking smoke hastened the merciful h ena tor many. 

tt wan atorrinda experience for otarring for few of hip followers came out of that 
avful pat paptiem of fire and water Alive. The experience goes as follows; 

The Mary Jane had cast enchor and hold in the rivers ondsteat ever since the 
artval of at Avoteann, and starring haa investinetea the city for apbut six days 
with some findings which seemed to prove the indications that the disaster wad not 
causea oy voicunic eruptions. the haa passed once alreary through a territio ctth of 
tite o» her way to Abbieann ond with some tose at that time. 

Angeline pichee was ih a boat alongside the steamer chatting with gtarring about 
the adventure so tar, when one of the Rangers on deck noticed it was growing very dark 
as if a thimderstorm was coming, and a greay great winustorm was rising while in the 
southwest there was a terrific sheen of light extending from the horizon from end to 
entd.in mother direction about the southeast there was 4 torrifte walt of roiling 
emoke and i+ seemed to move forward with the speed of a tornado cloude 

Thinking tt was ouch he shouted" Tornado, " 

Angeline tcehco with her heart clmost jn her mouth from the shock Look ad and saw 
the tremendots cloud of emcke spreading with terrifte rapidity over the so hern 
n ond eastern section of the great forests near Abpieann, 4 forest go thick that only 
you could go through by roadways and pathés plserhere a bad could not squeeze 
fetweon the trees. she doked in terror and julekly or an instant later the comer section 
of thie forest was enveloped in a shast of flame that spread like a flood, and the 
terrific wind rained sparks and flaming embers on bonrd, 

“Quick for heaveng sake get on board" g screamed the Rangers, " and she did sd. fhe 
had fust time to climb on board, when her poat disuppearad, and the terrific hurricane 
inoraased to a cyl cyoloniowind and before you could wink an eye the whole wall of 
forests before their view burst into flames.

Several of the crew started for the ny house but were quickly scorched to doathe 
Starring rushed te the Mngine room yelling frantically};

"Are the qlandel inius attacking,?" and 
he asked this question us he rwhed to obey the ordore 

‘My its vorese then that" shouted starring. ‘The world is on fire." 

"Good God" cried the engineer, and Wy supper himen efforts, having steam fortunately 
the cable wae slipped, and the steamer bucled away from the shore, and then started 
_ scene worthy for a million dollar moving picture of this drama alone. ; 

yhile the ship started to back off, the tary Janes officers und crev had a thrilling 
experiance which never again 0 would they wish for. As the ship started a rain of 
fiery embers began to fly all about, and sulphurioug pe posionous fumes from the burning 
pine ed hemlock trees , began tl to envel :pe the Abbiemn harbor, and the f] ames 
reaching clear ucross the river, and sh -eting the very sky overhoud with ua clowl of 
booming flares threatened to envelope the shipe 

There vas a terrible upromi on shofe as if a tornudo wag lashing the bumning forests 
chich became Like 4 molten planet, and the captim ordered al] speed ad, and dashed 
for the plolet house himself, and steered for the open waters, closing the door to 
keep out the heat and the wijd windows ale. 

anid the terrible excitexont the officers and crew junped below, and closed all the 
hatches ta shut out the flames and sncke. The cuptien remained atbhis vhoel too 
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vas fLinwlly forced b: xe below, badly harnad, cod the wm ip with ne guiding hund at hor 
helm run her oxsn race for aafty, but seouing te cloga In mere neurer +o the bean ing 
side of the shore. The ci tef clerk. flve of the crow, and the auperearge, juuped vver- 
beard before they could be restrained and were sevlded fe death ir tne auter. 

The suddoness of the wowial catastrophe merved Starring and for a tte he cas not 
courageous enough to dure tuke the hem holm hinsel!, and when he then gunnonod co urag. 
to try it, Jewnde | urwer threutened to shoot him if hy placed hhopelf in thet damgerous 
place. Five sailor’ were gaon ts Pu dead ut their post, while aseiating in the work 
of slipping the anchors. Ag far as eye could reach the fire ran alone the shore Like 
the opeed of a hurricane. The rivor wae moving buck on ite course of the tins instead 
of running ite usual wa. 

The water was "inally coming buck however and the ship van toosed high In the air 
on a orest of water like an upheavaned oeaun, whirled around, und ite duck houses r nt

Starring took the courage to go on the fowor dock, ALl about to hin horror ware lying 
dead aid dying. ome of them were pe ala for water, and Starring did what he could 
for them, while a°sailor took the helm. arring obtained water, butt when {+ was held to 
their swotten tips, they were ‘mable to awallo- bacause of the heat which rongtod 
the inside of thelr throats. One man took water in this method, and rion rinsed out 
some of the dashed, vit éven then could not swallow, so padly was hie throat putned. 

He aimk vack imoonectous, and afew momenta later died. 

All aft the ship wae afire, and from the p:ening landscapes came drafts of moat 
terrible heat, and the distant hlitslopes looked aa if they Were covered with riarin 
dava, One mon veconing crazed trom the heat, tiung himself into the river, out starring 
Jumped overboard after him, The water was almost hot enoteh to parbotl him, bit a wave 
of fresh wator soon swept in from the north bringing with it cooler water. Sturrin . 
and the man he had reseed was cought in the wave, which win of tidal voloeity, un 
carried dom the river, and wae washed against an urturned gloop to which he aling. The 
ran Sturring had rescued was in dreadfit agony, and kept oecring piteously to ve p 
buck on the ship. Picking up some wreckage, and a floating tool chest, gtarring sunazed 
with the ald of others whe came to join him wade a rude raft, on which he placed the man 
he had rescued. Seeing an upturned boat, He asked one of the six men to swim for { 
aad bring it over so the reacuad wan ney Nave an o;portimity to live. The man succeeded 
in getting the boat righted, b:t instead of peing able to ret-irn the currant of the 
river svept him and the boat down strewn and he fan dromed. 

So.oing the ship coming back for him, Starring made the raft head for the aaty 
and he and the man were helped aboard, The others had token to the chorevard of the 
celty to esentpe the biting: heat. 

The gungwaynan whose Life was saved, vy Starring, told of a woman and child on board 
the ship was was who wan burned to deuth while she held her aby Inher arms, protect ing 
it with her ow oody from the fire that filled the air. The children were alive long 
after their poor mother had ceused to suffer. 

Another officer of the sary Jane who was saved also oy yaltar starring, was Henry 
Altrtha the second ,,ate of the Steamer. hile the reseu> ‘work wan coing on, there was 
a sudden cnd most terrific report, and u part of the forest seemed to give vent to un 


ugly muses of dark rolling smoke, which spreading over the entire rection for about seventoa 


seventesn miles siddeni: oreke into a potid flame of tire. The fire had struck an

The captian though wf ick ing to the ships helm was horribly 
burned. It seemed he had inhaled some of the tlamea, put he hing on to save tho shi 

and the rost, even though soma of the other crey ranted to Jump into the river. Indeed 
tho ciptian was a prove man too prave to be burned to death, It ras now five minutos 
since tho terrible sgone started and the oaptian finally got the ship into the middle 

of the stream. One of the seamen who van no frightfully purned that he 

having dhaled flame, said in veok tones that no one would pull through the " hell", 
eBturring sure hoped to beat in the race vith that. evelono of amoke und fire, bet auch 
wan the posionow chockine nature of the smoke that It seened to bum worse than the 
firs, and no one of the survivors c-uld remain on deck. The cloud seomad oi¢rer 

than the olecest - storm alouds, and the fire seemed to oun tho forests everywhere at 
pe a the heat was so tremendous that seme of the ruina in the etty far away began 

o nmokoe. 

A nother member of the erer encuped death, when after being throm overboard, he 
fastened himself +4 the bowaprit of the vessel, which stood ot of the water, when the 
ship for a moment or two ran aground on a river shatlovs, and he fa aaved,just as 
tho vennel ph mges {to deep water again. Susteas he was saved there vas a roar that 
umt the air ond sky, wd mas made theemeots of the ship to quiver, and the ship to 
shiver as thovzhshe vere alive. e ono could desoribe the noise for it Lett some of 
tha hearers genoa senselens for an instant. The vhole aky wag black, and there vas a 
great wprinht shaon of f lama, that must have reached tor nmberless ‘alles, and which 
pisreed the grent rolling clouds in unduiating waved. 

. Ones the ghip wos only a few hindred feet rrom the shore, and it seemed only an 
instant botore the t!re beran to come clear y the * to tho very edre of the sh whore 
Une ournine the tress now at the very waters edeo. The vhole forests necned ovallowed wp 
in an tmdulating seo of rire. The tire streaming onvard alien reached the edee of the 
shore of the River ,oudatead, and there wan an arf. hissing sound, as the puning treas 
and f{ro branda felf into the water. The air wus seathing with flames, the sry was all 
afiro, and het indeed seemed to break Loose. 

The mad rage tor porth ,end wao on. As the ship steamed on with her engines rinping 
almost above their apoad, Ange line icheo tek tne Rue chences after ott ing her clot 88 
vont on deck. yust-us she did an sone one hollored; 

"Look at the forest on shore." 

An ohe reached the deck she say the vast cloud of amoke and fire, and the sume man 
showted *" it 1a coming over the river.(o below for vou life." 

Indeed she rushed ts the saloon. gist as she ranched it she expertenced a froling 
of autrocation, toliowed vy intense heat. The ship oroke Into flames at mother quarter 
as just as the flames aft wore put out. The shipe carpenter assisted Angoline pichus 
and Jerniv jurnor and the tt voy scouts to a netter quarter. with the help of a ranrer 
he brought down a cot, and vy.on this the two mirl scouts were placed, ghile this was 
boing done another sailor died. The carpenter browht the two Little girls water at creat 
pevaonnl dancer. The to girls awffered some bums. It wus a long rim for the ship to 
pans throvch the shower of empera and fire and cloida of smoke to race the conflagration 
to worth pend. The ship had helf way more to vo yet, and the ship was covered with a 
rasa of fine gray ashes from the wind plow smoulders from the piaze. In some placen 
it la: in drifts on the decks. This had frijen in a red het state all over the steamer 
setting fire te everything it strick thet eould orn, and when ft felt on nen on board 
rorning off dimbs, and tarca pacer ot flesh. This wae shom ov tinding portions of 
homan vemains, when after the excitement was over ond the decks were cleared of the 
debris. 

The ri¢rine, rope, tarpualing, and emines, wers charred or brned, ard moot of 
the appor stanchions and spars tind been ave, 4 overboard, or destro-ed oy the heat of 
the fire on shore. chylights were seished, and enbine were filled with smoke. The 
neere of ruln was deplorable, 

Faster und taster went the ship, ond suddendy ftarrine obeerved the black squall of 
smoke to wrtoach the ship wa from the fond gide, and the air grey darrer than evere 
Starring khowine the naturs of this owffocating smoke, “elled out to everybody to stand 
clear, and almost in an instant the vhole ship and Jandsca;e wan onveloped in total 
durknegss, and the alr acain avemed to be titted with tlame, and taliing patches of 
fire, which lenited eversthing they streck. The fire tock hold of the ship in all parte 
and the resainder of the erey who had dared to gome aboard on deck again reshed about 
frentie with pain and fright. Starring of eevrse had gone into his cabin and shat the 
alte the door, ind elosad the port before if cdmitted the heae heat, As soon as he 
ectld gat ot of the cabin, ho rushed to the onginrocm talepvaph, and signalled to the 
eng ineor to keep the engines at foul mread, and mitod ror an answer, The cable chain 
had peen vetted amy ov the flerce heat of the five on shore. Blarving tried to help

In her calire earliest days resided here on an estate which mMperor Vivian had given 
her. Often ytolet and her sisters had boen in thie setate. Abbieann also was a aity of 
great clroustancos, ites origin being ascribed by Abbigannian tradition to emigrants 
from northern Abbieannia, bit it ta not certain that it was actually founded by an 
Abbieannian ymigrant colony. From what this oity ie, its destruction hae the same 
effect upon food parte of Calvorinia and other states, as would happen 1f yew york 
Chicago, Now Orleans and .anfransalo and other places would cause with all railroad 
und other comsuniertions cut off.

The region of Bengull tate now the scene of one of the moot celevrated digueters 
in the world( in ty this story) is situated not for from central calverinia, and is 
one of the provinces of the wide country of ,alverinin, ife ptarring wos hero, meny of 
his followore often alluded to the numerous fracks that fas reported to have boen 
formed over himdreds of miles of the country, ad by eome it was believed to haw have 
been caused by natural earthquakes. starring had wiehed to explore thie region, but for 
a time the smoke of the forest fires and the heats of the flames made the region almost 
unapproacheble, and as he had seen it had seemed ep if in the darkness 4 times a . 
ted rolling flame sweeped the whole country side with the uproar of the poa, One witness 
claimed to the scene ne being caused by oxplosions of eruptive energy. llany other 
“dtnesses speak of the disaster as the " explosion of the epurth". He said® the flames 
proceeded from the uttermost depths of hell, the thunderous noisep tere the exploding 
of the planet, and a terrific war in hell caused the concunsione." yhile the many 
Y¢nésves of one hand had invested the region with yarious supematural attributes end 
made it the region of country vhere hell a reg up ite fury from the uttermost depths of 
the earth, others endeavored to show that the * eruptions" and other phenomena of the 
unusual dfeanter could be explained more thun by the offorts of the ordinary operat 
fone of nature. : 

Sterring found mention of the many fiseures in the country by Gendgfal ,argur, 
parthquoke acientiete, and many othor investigatore...+e. One acienti arbte a brief 
history of the cracks, end described a crossing of one of the Largest by bridge makin e 
mekinge The position of one of the biggest fissures was described at length by the 
aarthqueke scientist Palfor, and a brief account of it wus given to G8arring by 
Starring by ,ingigore, rho Investigated onc of the strange fissures &t the time.

it ateitied encireled gt ANH city, and afterwards burned tward Jean 2 town of aighteen 
thousand inhebitante which wae epeedily destroyed. Seven seas of fire spread through 
other sections of the forests, and in three days united intu one forming one large 
conflagration a hundred miles in length and thirty in widty width, The sea of fire 
continued to race on, and it destroyed the torn at porestglen on eptember Ith. On the 
sume day the conflagration struck a cant used by forest rangers fo blaset trees in 
fichting such fires, and the force of the explosions cast up large quanities of earth, 
flaming trees, and dirt and scattered the fire over naw territories.

In an inetant red hot masseg of flaming earth, embers’, branches of treas Were 
hurted in every direction, ad a cloud of sirging fiome and amoke enveloped every— 
thing. Foorty six rangers were killed on the apot, and thirty survived but a few 
hours, and the rest tere too injured to resume their works 

A cvary severe prerrese of the forest fire rus witnessed ty a party. of tourists 
unknom to otarring who were uscending a hiiitop in order to Witness the om rising 
through a nBee of smoke. AS they ap. approached the nearest prt ion of the portion of 
the oummit the forest fire wae viewed in o ponorama of geettaize, In a narrow defile 
they vere met by a vi violent hurricane of fire, which overthrew the horses ard the 
ridevea, and forced them tward a larce forested ravine, They shelted themdelyes beneath 
some massen of great rocks, when aie the fire appenve racing, up thd elopes and 
the horses fled in terror. The tourists had to flee thenselves on foot, fortunately 
reiching the euvmit ahead of the conflagration without having sustained any injurye 

The fire raced across ond into this ravine, branching off so that one section roBred on 
up to the summit, while the other embraced the whole hillside to the left, The gonflarr t 
Conf lagration continued with abated fury duringthe arival at the summit as the flemes 
ctmnoat proceed dorn hill as fast as they do uphill and the adventierers Were neaved. 

The entire mass of fire roaring up these gore te estimated to be equal to an 
urea aixty miles long, by six miles broad, twenty to the center, with an averace speed 
vphiiL at fifty aix mile # an hour.

mest mightlea: cof floods. during the destruction of Abbieunn. He had witshed to find und

Detonationa and amoke and flashes.-of flame from the forest fire continued all night 
and a heavy hot windstorm occured at ,orth pend, bringing more smoke thn ever into 
the district. Starring and every one longed for rain. Indeed the heat and dryness 
“ara mprecedontod, ind because of the firee there was no hope for the resuscitation 
of the forest comtry for years to come. 

Even the canal tha supplied the water to that coumtry for domestio and manufactor= 
ing putpuses dried up because of the heat of the forest fire, and the district was 
dasolated beyond comparison. The continuous agitation of the winds in the path of 
the forgst fires, and the absence of the badly needed rain caused the vinicity of the

It continued for two days, Wednesday and phursday, causing the 
firea far to the southeast to reach the very forests vac east of gbbivann, and the fury 
of the wind was 90 strong and the storm of suoke and sparks so thfek and heavy that 
the refugees were almost suffocated, joaring sounds from the wind also caused appreh- 
eneion of another fire storm striking™the forests on the other side, and cutting off 
their escape alao.The strongtir of the wind alao was eo great that it distrub disturbed 
the weaker portion of the ruins, and many corpses not seen before were exposed to 


view. 

The conditions however were quite different when at last calm was reustorad or such 

an approach to it as cuuld be expected after the terrible calamity. Yet here huddled 
anid the ruine of ¢he northern end of the city were thousands of old wen women and 
children left homeless and without the moans of keeping, live except as they recieved

During a complete respitevin this awful element Starring alona this time rode up 

froat the city to the closeat edge of the fires track, and the sight sven on the 

vay of the last few miles of the journey was one of the must t:rrible and heart- 
rending that has ever been seen by mans There avemed to be a aeu of graves on every 
hand, not man made graves but natural ones, for where the people had fallen during 
the crashing explosions there ha they had been buried by the falling debris.And the winds 
had .o partly uncovered them In front of avery ltztle house not touched by the cone.

WHILEA starri.g was now on his way again for the crater regieny to wake unother effort 
at discovery des ite despite the perile of forest fires, he suid to Jane und the other 
brave child companions 
"Afrer this Calverinia will always be nicknamed " Tho howe of the wars worst disasters 
on record, for in spite of the fact that I yet make no discoveries I fell feel sure 
beyond doubt that Glandelinia 1s ryaponsible for all of this, us y read that many 
claimed they saw suspicious characters within the distfi district a few days before 
this awful catastrophe began. Few monthe huve passed since even Jine a ,ear ago from 
this past yune without one or more concussion shocks from unusually ernormous explosions 
of considérable and devastating force besides numerous lighter wnee of too sligit ' 
u nature to be worthy of remark and yot all these have been absolutely provened to heve 
been cavsed by the enemy mining engineers at the comuands of the foe leaders. calverinia 
had teen able through the aid of helpers to furnish many records of these etrunge enemy 
proc produced phenomen@e goat first got me guessing is thet when the earliest part of 
the dinuster was first known, and it.wus firmly believed tv have beon an erwmtion, that 
Culyerinia's most famous yolcano Mt oan had exploded und blown herself to pieces 
thus destroying abbleann from the erdpt jon only. This ie the highest and most famous 
mountain in all Guiverinia, It rises wore than tventy thousund five hmdred feet ubove 
seu level, and is shaped with three bigger cones on top like three wowntaing ming ies 
Info one, und each crater is me thousand feet deep. It is regarded by the galverinians 
ug a sicht for tourists, and large numbers of people for slghteveing make an uscent to 
the summit at the commencement of the summer, but ot great risks. Though now apparently 
extinct, it.was ubout wu hundred ;ears ago un active volcano, und the history of calverin 
culverinia mentions several very disustervuws eryptiona, in which the steam agh an 
clouds were hurled upwards of thirty threo miles and wes heard fifteen hundred miles. 
yet when such reports came that such an ernormow yolcayno blew itself to pieces 
many voloanic invert igatore were sent to find the facts, and cums buck sbmekh at 
later te eurprose the whole comtry with all proffs proofs and photographs chieétly 
mude to show that the volcano was as quiet us it ever had been, and had not been in 
no eruption, and neither had ite, meighbore, Mt calverine, ,ivian, and others. rhe 
disaster therefore =ook on a reui suspicous uspect and the Vivian Girls usked me to 
inve ti investigate to find out some real fucte,. ,nd as the forest fires hud ref wed 
to Wlow me to explore the v explosion districts so far, and as forest fires are sill 
,® menancing my efforts there is considerable difficulty in definting the kind of 
crater to make # better examination, and therdf. therefore severdl times while here 
I have notified general Vivian that it has been impossible for me to give un absolute 
statement ae to the real character of the disaster, but that ; will remain here and 
continue my effort if it takes all my life to do so. If under the term, volcanic 
disaster be verified as reports huve made be included not 411 these crateraibit all 
nowjtaing round about, there will have to be proven evidence that other volcanic 
mountaing in thig neighborhood have been in a state of violent eruption, before , will 
sent in any reporte that suspicious characters 9f the mountains may have caused 
the unusual catastrophes, because the explosipn craters ge give no evidence whatever. 
Yet around the district, only goan, Calverine, the Big Catherine Hill, and 
‘Vivien, and also Norma, and Klantoria are true volcanoes, but none of these have been 
or even are activie. active. And altogether through maguines ,newspapers, books and 
other literature, ; have read that about 1,234 distinct secondary shocke of great 
force have been recorded within that fifteen minutes of horror, tnat awful midnight 
of June the firet, of which two hundred und five were the most violent, and of these 
the eroeeee nunber took pluce in the northern districte fer off from Abbieann . So fur 
wy little friends the moet famous of these explosion craters which I have discovered 
at u groat distance from an en elevation, and tvard which I am now h ading for, is 
fouw y two miles northwest of Abbieann, ucroas the river, fortmately somewhat dut 
of the fire sone. Nigh witnesses mistook the explosion here for a very severe eruption 
of two seconds duration. I hear the crater ie very deep, but not on any mountain but 
on the level plain surrounded by a wall of shattered forest treus. If any sort of 
fumes are coming forth from any p apertures near or in the crater then,; will believe

A THE ABBIEANN gteamship known os the Hunsome, -nd laden with peat and aspault coming 
from the city of ,acremento ,Abbinannia gtate, to gbbi a gbbieann and southward 
bound, and they rfached Pandora as the Caption told gtarring on Jue the I7th after 
en experience thich the oldest of the suo sailors on board, said they had novor 
observed before, and hoped and prayed they would never seeugain. At first the Handsome 
ren into a mystericue eort of storm caused by the heat of forest fires, rhen some 
miles from the blaze. Then for twenty two houra end five minutes the vessel was 

buffeted and tonsed abot tn @ terrifying faohjon, when cavght in tho torrent of the 
flood that swept Abbieunn. Tho crow duzed, frightoned and puszled by the strangest 

of all these phenomonons hed expected that every moment would be thotr last. 

As told in simple r otylo by Captien portone, the story of tho ships plight 

{e graphie enough to be a nert of creation of fiction. 

"On yay the 28the" said the captian to Starring"We touched eat Abordcena for 

water and fuel and provioionn.Mine wan a refugee sh ‘ahip heeding for one of the zonee 
Whore a recent flocd disanter had occured, and wo wore bringing provistonseWe had an 
easy voyage dom the Mic-,ollestor Rum River from (iacomo, ond we wanted to finish 
en easy run hera.We Jeft Hooremento on the anme day. Cf course nothing worth while 


talking about occuroduntill about four or five deyos oftorverde or obout gune the 2the.. 
Fe wore plodding along slowly that day, end tho sum though appoaring in the heavens 


shone through a strange hazo that covered all tho sky andmake it appear a sort of 
strange yollowloh thitescssrces 

About noon y took the bridge to make an on observation for y know the hase in 
the sky was caused by tho forest fireoes And eloo there seened to be an wumusually 
trong eset by south wind blowing, and the weather svoemed to bo hotter than ordinary 
for even the srason. The normal senson for Jimoe at that time {is evpposed to be for 
the hottest at about ninty eight or lees in the chado.it wan over 100. I ehed ny 
coat ond vest and aloo my outside shoit, end got into whet little shade there wes, 
but soon “discovered the aun hed nothing to do with the hoat as therccwao no relief any 
enyWhoros.. Ae J worked it grew, hottor, ond hottoresc.++. I did not know what to make 
of it but suspocted it camo from the forest firenae 

About throe oclock in the afternoon it was no hot thet all handp ond all 

the pusengers began to talk oxcitedly about It. Jt was 120 in the shoge, shade and 
believe it it was otill rioingess..e. Fo reckoned that something queer was coming 
off but Just then none of us could explain shat it was. you could see the pitch 
softening in the seamnes 

Then as quick as you could wink an eye we wero struck by a large surge of 
water coming dorm in a perfect torrent from the northwest, end for a moment big 
waves of wator that looked as if they were coming from ell directions, and with lots 


of floating wrockuge of houses eri household goods and furnitures and bodies of dromed 
ag onco began to omash apainst ou pide. 


This Indeot was very quecr to mo, becawe the river a moment before was ap emooth 
aa: I ever saw it. Tho rivor did not do it, water even poured Into the river, and r ear 
saw levees d fall in before the pressure of the torrent. J had all hands piped on 
deck and we battened dom everything losse to make ready for what ; believed was a 
typhoon striking tho land and driving the sea into the rivers.But it was no storm. 
Yet there was comothing wrong with the eun that afternoon. It grew red, and then dark 
red liko a omiths coal fire and then about four oclock it went outaltogether The day 
got so dark that you could not hardly even see the forward eb ond of the shipe 

Wo got out oletric lights going, and pt on our f oflekine ready for what we 
expected to bo n torrent of roin. : 

All of a oudden from the southeset there came a ri red bright glare that showed 
up the whole tizbling sheets of water for miles and miles.. There was not even 4 
breath of wind. will sir, at that awful minute there began the most exciting tine 
I have ever been through my whole life, and I have even bee been on every sea and 
river all my life for many travels. verysecond there would be awrul rushes of water 
like ornormow waves belting us head on, pushing us forward at a terrific rate of 
apeod, striking us on the aide, end broadside, sometimes hurling wreckage of boards 
all about us and flying even household furniture on decks 

Fe could see the wreckage coming for without any stopp the glare in the dietent 
continuad and increased brighter and bibrighteressse. Something else we could sees 
too. Animals of all kinds struggling in the water. There were hundreds of them on 
O11 Aides. and birds. A flock of them squaking and crying, end croaking, wade for 
our rigging and perched thero.. cooming as if they were scared to death death... 

nd the queesest part of it all was the waters.iteslf. It was hot, not so hot 
thet out feet or bodies could not stand it when it washed over the decks, but hot 
enough to make us think thet it had been heated by a furnace under the floods Well

their wits. All of thom continvelly prayod out lowl, and nome kept yelling and runing 
aroimd, and one of the panoengors nhouted” the ond of the world te coming . Wocwere 
all worried, and even , and all the offtcern began to think for nure thut’the passonrer 
was right, ond that the ond of the world weo coming. Mighty strange things heppen on 
sea and lend but thio broke all revords. ; 

I though frightened out of my wits kept to the bridge for all thoeo tvonty fow 
hours. then the firet how of the next noon came we rero atil] boing carrted ob. On 
and we were al) protty well tired out by that time but thoro could be no Buch thing 
as trying to sloep. 

- The waveo were +t stil) pushing end pulling un along ond wo did not know whether 
We ware one mile or a thousand milee from Abbieonn.At one oclock that nezt afternoon 
wo found ourselves agroundit groing lighter my now, end when it wan day light we 
discovered wo had boon borne on by somo tremenedoun flood, Wo lay too untill. the next 
day, thon we took ott reckoningo, and getting the ohip off the bar aotarted off again 
but following la along the edge of the flood.We dincovered we were seven hindred 
miles south of Abbienann.We could novor find that place again oither.It eeoms as 

if that ci y city disuppoared from the earth. No sir you couldn't get me through a 
thing like that again for a million dollars. Of courne none of us oufferod any 
injuries, and the vescol hornelf pulled through 212 right, but I'd sooner otay ashore 
than get caught tn the path of a flood going down river, and heave cuch darkness tpo 


too.at tho same time..." 


Etarring knew thin man, end according to hie records it was knowm thet during 
a forest fire in southern Angelinia state, he ran his stenmoer vp close to the docks of 
a blazing town tr the face of searing hd heat and holped resew the people. guch of 
this captions crew ns cold sponk, and all c hor officera end many of the pansengers 
have p b published the same story about the mysterjJous frook of tho flood.It 
was not untill the ship reached the city of pendora late inthe afternoon of a week 
after that the caption ond ol] on board loamed of .the disantorouo oxplooions near 
AAbbieann ond elsethero. Then they suspected what had caused their troublese 

Bterrings chip avon waco to pass through a section of the forost fire, and to be 
able to reach another place and be able to toll about it( providing a ship can talk) 
Starring himself being able to tell a thriNing story not only of his own oxpertoence 
but .of what he seon in a hospital at the tom of yerduo, ofv of whom they visited 
to seo other disuster victims. 

After leaving Violot Pavl for good tho Mary Jano reuchod Hollester Tom on the 
evening of Soptomber 2th oxpecting to coal, roctovo pri provioions and leave the 
same night.fhie had experiencod ol] kinde of queer weather during the day, the ate 
mospheric disturbances indicating that comothing was happening eithor on land or in 
the aireAl) Hollesater town was in mourning, and the people vero no distracted by 
the news from the neighboring districts that it wav not witil]1 september 4th that 
the captian cod obtain coal and other proviatono and proceed on the jowneye 

The town of yle Terner anothor firo and oxplonion victim wan pasned at a 
distance of oeix miles, end all on boar! atudied the land with glaoves. 

The weather was intensely hot, and bo cause of the haze of smoke and strange 
darknens he could not have a very fine view, but nevertheless the outlines of the city 
of Mic-Terner could not be recognisable at that distance anyhow. Everything was @ mage 
of blue hase and the formetion of the landscapes in thie location also seemed to have 
changed. 


¥hen we were about ten miles of the northern end of the tom, he saw clouds of 


emoke and flame shooting high in the alr, and spread all over the sky, darkening 
the sky a little more..

0 faces o 1 of them were swollen and cut, an 
they were diez toured OF course it was necesgury to piace enh ayfferer in a cool sheet 

which was carried by four men of you ship.And with tWo men lowering the sheet by the 
corners, andc wo etunding below at the edge ef the alanting deck of the burning Thomas, 
to recieve them at the raill our poor follows were lowered with the greutest care 

and then handed or fa.led down abourd the big raft. Of course ] must say thet the women 

and children who were not injured were the last to come.It 1s a rule of womgn and children 

first but not In case of ow affliction, when it wus the injured firet.. Tne cuptians wife 

refused to to go firet untill hor husband had teen hauled aboard yow ship. The sailors 


from your ship carried the tatiotht poor woman very tenderly to the side of the ship 
and lowered her o upon the raft. The captian of yor ship then left « large reacue crow 
on board the Thomas to gather up the rest of the sufferers, and hecded the raft twqrd 
tward yours. After coveral trips back and forth they were ull taken on board, We saw 
ieee up many others at the northerly end of the ourning city at the face of great 
Sone of them in fleeing the burning city were on rafte, some on loga, end many were 
ewinming in the warn water..." 
Starringe ship now proceeded slowly and cautiously for a northwestern course. Even 
then the omoke of forest fires had not hardly lifted, but nevertheless those on board 
had an occansional glimpse of the ruins of the city of St john. The city and all the 
country around it were blackened with fire, both the shattered walls of the houses, 
and the remaining bite of charred trees looming up in glowing embere over the great 
clouds of heavy white and gray smoke that had sottied over everything. Flames were 
still rising from hundreds of houses, showing that all the inflamable satorials in them 
them had not yet been com consumed.The immense oh ipping in the or at the river docke 
had totally disappeared and had left no trace. The last Starring euw of the sh ip the 
Thomas she vas lying almost on her beum enda withn with inmenso shvote of fire blazing 
out of the steerage, both the holds und the suloon.. It yvusovident that she would burn 
to the waters edge and cink. Out of the fleet of u hundred ships that wus at anchor 
in the harbor of the city of St John only tho blazing hull of tho Thomas was left. 
Four of the rescued members of that ship died on the short run tward lansonville, so 
there were only a few to be taken to the big hospital thera. 
The doctor in charge of gtarrings ship told him that oven the wife of the Thomas's 
captian cannot live.And he said that out of ull those who vere taken from the ship 


only three or four maybe lesa will survive. nother wan was picked up froma small 
raft in the river. He was ald in rage. pis chotom consisted of a battered old soldiers

Of ull those who were rescued from the ill fated town few however weru injured, i 
Starring had hoped the vessel could have euiled that day but it had remained smoky 
and durk the darkness continuing and he wes worried for as far as eye cquld reach | 
tnlend from the river the utmost devastation dnd desolation prevailed and he feured that 
a trip down the river to the Abbicann region would be of no avail. The appearance 
of the whole landscupe was like whitewash, or indeed a sea of slaking lime might 
have eusily resenbled the acene with the thick emoke rising from it and scattered here 
und there the smoking gamut skeletons of burned trees. Nothing was visible but that 
awf ul gea of ash and amoke and overtopping all 4 buming ridge. In the harbor every 
vessel that had been passed that had survived further north was stripped of masts and 
deck housingae It soomed as if the whole country was dead, that all its inhabitente . 
ure dead, end that the country would never be redeemed from the ashes of the fire, and 
the flood and explosion horror. }10 one it 19 believed could live here now. Cutside 
of the disaster zone the people who are not in want, did theit b et tu ald those in 
trouble. Yet whon all the bodies are tuken care of there will be little more to do. 
The disasters left little to be donee. 
Despite the fact that the city of Calverine itself was fou hundred and eighty miles 
diatant from the head of the forest fires, the streets of the city as Starring recloved 
word by telegraph from there( wireless) was hidden ut times with a strange fog that smel 
led like smoke from burning wood and pine needles which at firet no one in that city 
could account fore.. The mayor said in his wireloss message that the first appearance 
of the fog was noticed on the morning of St Septomber tho twent Firot and for two 
days after the fog continued, sometimes dreadfully thick and some times less. yhen 
the wind turned to west, or north, or straight south, the fog dieuppeared. There wos 
no sunshine at the time tho fog came. Starring suspected there wags so much smoke 
sent by the firesthat the winde carried it over the ontire staber otatace 
starring also reuched or rocieved word that it would be high time when he could 
reache the city of jjansonville. So rapidly had the horrors of the last fortnight 
piled upon one another that to the people of that big town it now seemed uges since 
the firet nows was recieved thore. It was just on September the Tebtht third 
that the first wirelens recieved from come imknown location announced the unusual 
progress of the forest fire, and gave warning of the great disasters that were to 
d follows Starring in trying te got details while the ship lay at dock learned that 
the forest fire had beon threatening this big tow for ten days, but often a change of 
vind forced’the fire off in u new direction, but now it began serious operations. 


Though the fire was about thirty milea away the volumes of emoke issueing from 
it was go great und the rolls so funtastic and large that the conflagration seemed 
raging within some part of the city, and even then flames,had been seen among the ro- 
li rolling smoke. Naturally all in the » elghborhood of the forest fire were in a state 
of unatwral and horrible conaternations . 

sone ,ome -took th warning and began to leave yansonville but the great pro- 

port ion of the dwellers remained to take their chancese The next dai emoke began 
to reach the city, and theroufter business in the city was practically suspendedesse.es 
It ig worthy of note that the flames were first seen to rugh forward from the 
eust stretch of the Mic-Holleater Woode, and the question was then asked,, 
"What will become cf all our beautiful foreste if the Good God does not send us 
rain soon!" 
. Many ofthe scientists also believed that if the main flood waters of the Abbieunn 
torrent had reached and swamped the forests in that vinicity, the fires then probably 
would have been stopped, Cables came through on Monday tolting how the Sunday had 
been spent in Hansonville---the last .mduy that wus to be spent in that once flourieh ing 
flourishing tow. A stiff southwest wind then blowing had kept the smoke from fogging 
the city, and that day all were more hopeful.

The inhabitante Were in an open plain surrounded by burning forests, homelose having 
had not even time to save the leastse of their bolongings. That wus a tarriblo blow to 
those in Hensonville. Starring know that he had just recently left some refugees ture 
there ffo from his ship thinking that town safe and it was feared that the Cable ,hip 

had gone there. And tnat fear waa soon known to be too well fonded. To Starring und 
all the rest these wer. black days hore---da‘s of morni mourning and heartrending grief 
to all cf the inhabitants, a day to make even the meet thoughtless shudder ond stand 
aghust. The mind first failed to take in the ernormity of the forest fire calamity. 

Ard to make it worse news came the fire was coming headon for jjansonvillo a screaming 
hell. One other cable had failed to communicate with St Thomas, The condition were 
then sixteon hours after the catastrophe so threatening that tho captian of another 


ship who returned to Hansonville suid that he did not dare ¢eke his ship nearor than 

twornty miles but loathe to leave without at least trying to de something a boat was 

sent in through the impenetrable smoke pal) and darkness. Hew near the boat cot no one 

knows but near enough at any rate that when on returning to bring the word that the 

city of St Thomas was in flamos, und not a goul was to be seen. This ship had not 

reached the rivor rcadstead of St Thomas when the fire struck. He wus near enough 

to see the awful fate of the Cable ship sent from iiunsonyille, and many other ships 

in the harbor. The inhabitants had probab ly fled befr bofure the firo hurricane 

burst upon the city. It ies hie belief that the fire broke through the 7ap made by some 

ravine and thie ehifting caused it to change ite course and come for the vi citye 
There was ag tho cuptian stated an explosion that scattered fire, burning 

fragments of trees, rocks, forest {ire ashes and burning leaves for five hundred yards,

For sixteen hours on the next day a terrific gale sprung up from 
the straight east bombarding the city with flying embers of buming trecs, sending into 
the streets clouds of dust and emcke, and flaming brands rained upon the city. ,,ouses 
closest to the dangor zone were said to be destroyed, and fires were started in many 
quarters. With the Say Ane embers came clouis of flaning leaves and ushes.The air was 
zo,60 filled with smoke that it was barely possible to breathe, and at timos it seemed 
as if suffocation must vo the fate of all who could not be taken,on board the ships 
in the harbor and many started to fe floe for all the vessels. Yaile in this city 
the loss of life hao not boen great, the forest fire in coming nBar to this town 
was far woree than Starring had ever observed it before, and for many hours the explosions 
afresh from rangers airiving frantically to s check the flanes were 60 heavy and con- 
tinuous that it seomed as if the city would be shaken from its om foundation. The wind 
grew in intensity and burning leav-s fell at places or flew into the air and bome on 
by the wind as thick as snow flames in a bl inding bliiz blizzard, and the flames 
could be acen rushing on like the furious wave of theocean in a hurricaneeces

“We knew before leaving Pandora that this forvet fire horror was going to be a 
disaster that would shock the world, but we were not prepared for what wo observede _ 
Steaming into the harbor we saw the entire city in ruing, with no sign of life about 

the place, and thick suoke wus rising from the blackened walls, and the smouldering 
wreckage of the burned forest was horrible. As we neared the shore, we observed the 
wreck of only one surviving ship out of a hundred, which was still smoking. The sides 
of thie ship which looked to be the phomas were still hot, and as the river water 
lapped against her it sizzled and the steam,, aroseses We found all the largest trees 
near the river shore burned down to the verybroots. Everything was desolation. 

We noticed that one small house which had escapod the fire had fallen in, and the 
ceiling laths phon tor loose Were twisted all in one direction, just vas one 
wight twist a handful of straws or hay. phis scomed to me un evidence that the suiden 
escaped of ao much hoat from the conflagration caused a sort of fire harrjcane or 
whirlwind in the advancing path of the " RED PLAGUE" which blew down this bouse. 
guoke and flame were to be seen still in various parts of the tom, and far in the 
distance two.ridges was enveloped in rolling clouds of a:..oke. But when we tried to 
entor the ruined tow in spite of the heat we saw no bodies und wondered if all had 
escaped. Several Cathedrals were smouldering, and here and there we passed houses.

But [ came aoross the charred bodies of frefugees outside the city who had been 

overtaken by the blaze as they reached the river. Lying on a raft that was half 
saoking yet, was a body which we believed t was that of some fjre ranger. Not far away 
but under the smoking trunk of a big fir tree.lay a majmificent specimen of a man . 
evidently another forest ranger, who had perhaps-seeked to escape by the river when 
worsted in the fight, believing that he could escape the dangers of the burning hell 
by the river, but who had been overtaken. He had pulled hie wet jumper over his head 
to avoid the suffocating smoke but all to no purpose. Just a little way in shore 

were six bodies in a heap. all must have boen running through the burning horror to 
eccupe death, and were overpowered by the conflagration in a twinkling of an eyes 

. Thon.J came across the body of a slender Little girl, hardly eight years old, 

And I discovered that just beyond her, lay the charred bodies of two othera, evidently 
her,mother and father, their hands tightly clasped. 

Showing how sudden death had coming upon.those who had tried to escape, I found 
theSbedy of a boy who had just stood up against a tree to rest himself. Death had 
stricken h him as he stood there, and it seemed evident he died without sufferinbee 
suffering. 

A little further down the desolated shore,, I came ucross in what was once a road 
a covered wagon, and a dead horee, The horse had been burned to dgath, but the driver 
I could not find. Evidently he had escaped. pvery where 7 saw destruction and death. 
Bide by side 7 observed lying 4 young woman and her father, who had claspad a little 
boy to his breast, and had lain over it, hoping no doubt to save the childs life, 
though death came to all." :

WILE waiting for a chance to run through the Hell, Starving made effortea to learn 
of udditional accoumtes depicting the disasterous explosicns that deatroyed Abbieann 
and other cities, which could and phowd confirm all that had beon hitherto "= stated 
concerning the overwholming catastrophe. ,ut he was eo far being disappointed. The 
conflagration was spreading aroiund the walloy behind the town, and evon starring and sone 
all of his followers beran te show olgne of impasiness. pense volumes of smoke thicker 
thon usual bepan to rise from large prticno portions of tho valley, end at nicht it 
locked like a huge volcanic crater belching out flamens At the northern edge of this 
valley were two unknown villiages, and the inhabitants of theos places were thram into 
great consternation by the eights andthe sounds of tho conflagration, and espoc tally 
by the continued darkoning of the day by volumes nf thick smoke which rose in a porfect 
rolling wall, Therefore there wus an “xodus from ull ovor the district. 
Even junson ville appeared ugain as if enveloped in a fog and all the hills beyond, 
was wrapped in the smoke which innued from tho forest firon. All on shipboard kept 
their eves on the actions of the conflagration and the grentest anxiety prevailed and 
all business prevelled. : : 
A very enxicous morning wos pessod, but thanks however to a strong westerly breeze the 
sitcation appoared a little bottor St eleveb oclock bit as the breeze died away at 
noon the aaoke upain overshadowed the toen and the hille and the forests all around 
presanted 2 most dircmal aspect cousing much olarm as to what the arproachin - night 
would bring forth. 
Nothing happened however, and again on the approach on the noxt morning although 
everything wea not quitecoorene, the aspect wus decidedly oncouraging, Thore was not ever 
quite oo much excitement. At six oclock on that morning private wireless telegram 
cima to starring from a place he vould not name stating thet the vivian Girls had 
learned of his trouble and perils, end thet they wero advising him to give it up and 
return homo ao they believed conditions made it impossible for him to acco lish the 
oxpedition. Thay reported that the christian armies with which they were with were 
moving, someward somewhat northward all the time, and that the armioe hud frequ ntly 
encountered the forest tlazes, and that they h seen a large stretch of blazing 
ftros suddenly rushing up a slope near pale Calson pend, and following the course of 
Mic-Farrn River, overvhelming everything. Estates and towne vere destroyed by the 
fiery wave which eppeared to rise to a height of some thousand foot ovor en area of 
nearly twonty milos. 
Then the flemcs had reached the wider stretches of water, it wao found that the 
town of victorian on this river beach fifteen milea w eust of Hangonyille was destroyed 
by the fire. From where it was first se een the burning fires hed only taken three 
minutes to roach the town, twenty miles aways This new scane of the fire crouted a 
general panic, and the pecnts made for the more pen hills open hills, and the panic,, 
as intoneified by terrible detonations which broke from all distant points at short 
intorvals accompanied with dense emiseions of smoke and lurid flashes of flame.

Six hundred f esh refurees have boarded gtarringe ship, and Starring decided to 
head dow tward the north tward San Salvador which is report+d not In the path of 
tho Red Fugues He decided to bring these, and then get three hundred mor. Those on 
board the ship are in a state of poverty, and all are almost naked, end not one has 
brourht more than the clothes he or she wears. and among the homeless ones are mant 
many too young or too old to care for themselves. Many ara orphans, whose parents were 
victims to the race of the enezy and the disasters. After the refugees had been landed 
at Sen galvador, ctarring and a numbor of hig followers including the two girl and two 
boy scouts star ef on Beptember [6th for a view of the forest fire by the road lead ins: 
along the river course from san Salvador Point, end accompanied by the ships capt ian 
and two mates, they all reached a height of twenty two hundred feet without difficulty 
und was able to ascertain that the present fire is traveling tward the west. On the 
east the whole country side was or is an inforno of smoke and fire. In order to make 
know their presence at the point where they stood, to those still remaining on the 
ship, Starring waved a pece of white cloth, attatched to a branch in the air, which 
was replied by a correspondig signal from the bridge on deck, who signalled to 
Starring in that manner in order to show he saw him and his party. 
They folt a number of hot draughte of wind, and thelr very shoes were damaged 
by the heat. A lake which was situaed near them'was completely dried up and all was 
within a few scores of yards boyond them a smoking desolation, with a few burning 
smoking trees standing here and there. A big iron pridge which ¢ crossed a creek hea been 
beon melted. The edge of the fire zone was dangerously close and the heat where they 
atood was intense, and the whole aspect of the scene before them was most terrifying» 
Some burned trees fell near them, and the heat with a euden change of the wind became 
so intense end the amoke so thick that they were obliged to retreat. Their retrout 
from the birned area was more difficult than their approach, The wind hurled a blinding 
clow of hot ashes upon them, yet they succeeded in reaching the river and the ship 
on their return, after having been for four hours and a half on the edre of where the 
forest fire had pas © passed wmder the most dangerous clrounstancoBe 
Starring then went aboard and the ship continued on ite trip back ¥e gan gal 
vador.

With peeuras to the reported sounds of explosions frequently heard during the 
raging of the forest fire it should be remembered thet every ear of all refugees 
vas strained in that direction and all sounds are eger eagerly noted which under 
ordinary conditions.would be whooly wholly fgnored and it does not follow that these 
vaporta are from explosions however but that it comes from rangers and fire fightara 
dynimiting trees to breach the forest in the path of the fire. :

In the explosion horror ot Abhieann, treos for fiftoen minvtos had flooged and thrashed 
the ground ith thoetr branches, “hich proved thet their sters had been jerned instantly 
uvay for sume considerable distunce by tho coneusnions and an suddenly pushed badk back 
and tha sao conclusion followed from tho sxlden riso of the waters of the lakes 
and rivers wherg the haavier concussion s reached them, ond their fajl on the oppssite 
side the bods of the lakes and rivers being k jerked away for a certain distance from 
under tho water and nulled back. It was the compression of tho oxplosicn concussions 
that carried the shocke forvard and backwards. Ab tho shocks of the oxplonsiono raged 
the houses of the towns were seon to topple down in nucceonton, berinning at ona ond 
and Pune tng on to the other, as if a succession of min.s had been aprung. One surviver 
saw the wall of hia house bow forward and recover ftaelf not all at ones, pit with a 
svoll like a wava rimming o12 alony tt with bacenan ripidty. 


The acene of the black clowl an mentioned before came to its climax threo hours 
efter ito appearance, followed oy a moot ernormous volume of snow mits crouds of thundor 
headed shapes, piled Ike bales of thr whitest cotton in a mass oxc sading four times the 
height of the so gurrounding wooded hills, and the largonent of t's sky in that locality 
and a stream of fire began to rush up @ slope.

"Ah "would Starring say" You mean that flocd, and those broken hillsides, which 
nore than any other thing surgente a destroyed huden rogionel" A little nearer and ~ wo 
see thet it fs tike um an immense cemetery in a Laten Country. and truly it ie a vast 
grave yard. Orly when 4 person 1s close tward the ecene can he reutize that here wus 
one of the most charming ona most relied city in all of Calverinia. 

Yoet Starring really wondered was” What in theo world happened atb One A.M. 
thet fatal morning. Did the forest fires raging near by et the time really cause it? 
what matter if it did? The enemy made the forest fires and are therefore to biome 
on thet line. An hour efter sunrise thet day before, the aurthorities in the city, who 
had been uneosy for some dayn because of the forest fires, said to be menancing the 
eity, had send up early in the morning, end late in the evening signal rockets and 
tire rorke to warn the population to be on Thole giute end the tire departments up- 
peclelly.. put what aid this matter? The enemy had tried to frighton calverinia 
pofore with past dinantorn and had not succeeded. 

Yet the contlogrations ert the mky over the city thick with rolle of emoke. Poor 
peopla, Thoro woo Jt Jp boifeved almont time to escape, $f they had only knom. Many 
rotde Jeuding northward were open. Py teking all kinds of caro and trains or py 
wagon ind so forth they could have at leant won a chence for life. Rut no. There was no 
warning of what wae to come. The day before the terrible event had begin. In woods 
end cerdene cn the hilletden, end in tho city parka, the flowers werevopening to the 
hoat. Yt no pirdr were heard, mnimels atrange te the poople vere ontering, Ene eity 
odore of orange and joomin mixed with that of burning trees blent with the palm of 
the morning. And peacefvlly rocking Jn their towers o in the cathederuls, the belle 
vero humming their call to prayer, ond the golden notes went abroad In waves, reaching 
to the forant hid villiegas along the river shoro.. 

Chirmeye were sending up smoke, end talnt notes of unhurried life teausd throwwh 
dooro . The river waters nparkled green and blue, and a numver of vesnels awung care- 
lesely. The industries of the kitchens conmence, cemvonplaces on the streets are in 
exchange, bet then hark. Above and beneath the sound of the boate, the puffing of 
raglreadn ond ringing belle, e rimbJe. They think it Js only thunder. If it rains the 
Red Plague will be wiped out, Again , and much lower thet puleing sound, deep! Jong 
otirring vaguo terrore, and thie time {it doen not stop. Tward late night thev stranre 
rumble prove, that vening there teing a yellow light, like that from a dying sun had been 
had beon upon Abbicenn, meking it shadowy and imcertain. How close it had become, and 
that svitrinens there had been in the alr; 

The vory fish in the river are tmeasy, end are leaping from the water. People step 
into tho eatreeta to sen why it prove dark, fer ahead of the hour. Even the vhorses are 


atumping in the stalle, and the doge whinning and the cate screaming and peow lags 
Cleuds nearly always rest on simmit hills of great height near Abbieann, but not euch 


clouds as these. fec theyt aro rent with flames, end the gloom is deepening fast. Yet th 
the belle ring on, and there {s comfort in them. The people can take that comfort 
while thoy may for it is noarly over. you mother kiss yow Little ones for the ast 
time. Good Father in the churches commend all the souls of the people to Our Bleesed 
Plesned Lord who is to requirevthem, for the hour has comesIt is One minute to ,ne- 
rvery one io in bed asleep. Yet to every one in the western and extreme southern part 
of Abbieann thie {te the last of earth. 
The horSzen sky lightens, guddenly the groundshokes ag if there was a terrific earth ak 
enrthquoke, thile there -ame a roar as if the whole world wes blown to pieces like 
na fire cracker. A omoky pall appears to rise, end a terrific flash appears, blotting 
tho view of walle of flame that are hurled forward tward the city. A very de jis 
tatoo fe sounded from the cathedrals. ,,owever these rapid notes fre the Bou ng of 
stones that shower from the skyssce tie cloud of debris falling with the speed of 
hail spreading as a fan, its edge rolling and voileying like u breaker falls upon 
the city. In ene breath the people are buried beneath the ruins, In another moment 
it seers as if the cloud turne to fire, with a roar like a naval warfare. 
How great clouds of mud, eart earth, dust and the like falle thick and 
fant upon the northern portion of the city. ,ut human eyes do not see these piinges 
They are glazed, end stare at vacancy, for at one throb eight million human hearts 
have cetsed to beat. Abbieannf!? There is no puch a place, It's citizens abracd ebro 
tho have beon not there eat the time are of the race of Ishinael, end homeless. 

After fifteen or twenty minutes the tremendous roar of eruptions ie over, the qartle 
of stones are over, the crash of trees, ewept from the ground has ceased, from end to 
end the city 1s on fire but burned untill the flood obliterated the most part of it, 
the shipping in the river are aflame or under water, and all ies what hascbeen « 

Starring however saw that ips now even, hie explorations ofthe southeastern section 


of the city of Abbjeann was quite dangerous. On the second day of his entrance into 
that part bt the bigs he was ‘ook ing RE the distant forest Tires, wondering wha’ te 


next day would bring for in hie favor or diefavor, when to his eurprise a dense cream 
colored amoke,, began to issue from a new nection, as if a volcanic eruption was abou’ 
to_stort.. There wos a giere of tight, and soo-nit seemed as if the siope of a notherr 
hill was becoming a masse of flame.. 

Btarring bellevingb it was something unusual ordered his followers to retreat 
ond he and Eney took £6 flight, but before he had gone ne thousand yards he ond a 
of hie foilowere were suddenly throm down, as by a hot wind, and aligntiy bummed. Then 
to thotr relief a vbreeze cane from the south( de mouth) driving back the odors heat , vand 
end the sncke,, end as the air cleared they saw the southern ruine far below in f 
flomes. None of his party were killed in thie encounter, but twenty wero injured

and the clty was deserted for o good epace that time, and they remained on the ship. 
Not a one dared to leave the ship and go on shore again. He sew var off to the north 


that there were bright fires still burning near the river front at the northernmost part 
of Abbieann, He and his followers could seo them as the ship apprached a little nearer 
in the night,, end any one not acquainted with the region may Finey they Wore crematicns. 
But they were not, for uly were the citya conl yards, Jumber yards, and many other 
places whose doatruction however Jn delttyed by the fallen wreckage of buildings over 
them. Even here and there those on board the ship detected the odor of chemicals as ff 


they were burning in some cellar. The flames had withered end see@red where ft did not 
destroy. Starring the day before found among the ruine several bouks that were suid to 
be stil] good, though of courne the vary peras were browned, ond would crumble to dust 


before many days Were paaneds.. and ntrangely this char affected the whole book rather 
then x just the outer Janvoar. 

Uousyal end extreme he heat wan noticed on tho dny then they firrted entered the 
devastated city. 

The onginesr of the ship wan test the riyor wutor that runs throygh the city 
at this Yoon jon and diteneners a igen of 183 deta. Ho oie not condense pune 
the water, {t wae so warm. Jn the onvine the vac:m had dropped from twenty eix inches 
to twelve, the punpy refvacd to take the water, ond the hone tac turned on to cool them. 
Dur ing, this time many dead finhes were seen floating in the vetor. It seemed to Btare 
ring that the end to the dinaster horror ie not yot. Reenuse of the dfannter some of . 
the currents of rivers have chenred, provatling windy have gore about opreading the 
forest fires more then ever, and intonse hont prevails over the whole ntate,, but what 
the Feopte ineloet se not veval jie to that that this heat Jo added by the wilting 
humidity of an African August in the Go Congo. 

The ruln of the sections of the ely etili revealed in tte phyateal aspect, is 
remarkablely like that of St Plerro ih 1602, rerest fires, beittes, massacrosn, raids, 

vacking of towns, and visitations of horrore rep ting from such avful tattiee, and 
massucree of children wore thow ht to bo enough without adding grout exploelone und 
{mmeanureable floods, but such Enings came. fe escenen poing on were moro herrible 
than the worst kind of a volcanic ortption. 

Starring had hoard that gome reason or otner there had been various warnings of 
troubles several weeks wGes the ground shook from minor -xplosions, rumblings Were heard 
and the great fire was discovered very close to the city, and when ever there ras an east 
or south east wind the sim never shone. Sometimes when the flres dammed up a stream vith 
fallen mazes of blazing trees there Ww re were escapes of steam with great nolece, und 
the city population were excited if not alarmed by witnessing ernormous colume o 
clowl rolling upward to the height of probably fourty thousand feet. Soxetimes as it 
wag paid the clowl sometimes even descending a Little wae Lickened to strange f lowers 
end heade of cabbage, or thimderheaded nimbus, or leaves of v emoke miles long, incean- 
antly shot throwgh by webs and seete of red fire, 

The river running throvgh the city grew hotter and hotter, and when it was dark 
& glow as if from a sea of molten lava shone against the under side of the cloute.. 
Rangers flying from the battle field of the Red Plague reported danger to the settlement 
rettlementa in the forest, and presently there were regular processions running along 
the roads, tward Abbieann, and other places at of reach of the fire. 

For some time after the disaster occured it was not know that any lives had been 
lost, and more than a month Jater the discovery that eightbmillion persons must nave 
perished in the infernal explosion blaste, earthquake shocks produced by the explostons 
and the flood horror riehing over Abbieann, came with pr uanang forced upon the whole 
state of Calverinia and deepened apprehension which extenaed to the remotest conf ines. 
It te not thet the people are afraid of burial wnder the wreckage of their homes, but 
that in these great explosion upheavals, new caverne with roofs coliasping may broke 
break inder ores feet, and strips of cow t coast clide into the sea or river, the 
submarine avalanches falling for hundreds of feet, carrying villiages and people to 
eternal burial. 


On the following day Starring decided to enter the section of the city said to

A fall of eighteen inches or more of this had taken piace, ond all is pad colored and 
gray as in the neighborhood of the southeastern section, but the scorching has been 
Lighter. The terrible forest fire that starring seern sight of out of the corner of his 
eye te withdram in sulky appearance behind a curtain of rolling emoke. Neary every windo 
windor in this part on the aide tward the explosions has been smashed.. That means 
vither by concussion or flying stones, which vary from a pea o to @ cocoanut in size 
end which are atrem in the derocte in millions, and Starring acooped up a half oucn 
ounce with both hands to look them over. 
All down in the south it was dark, and sometimes it doked as if it wae going 
to rain but the thermometer kept otead ily. At four cclock gtarring feltuthe heat as 
he was trudging through, and it kept getting worse till at eight oclock, he decided 
to return to the ship. Starring thought he heard sounde lke explosions, but thought 
they were rangers dynamiting. Especially vivid was the recital of the victims which 
Jeter he came across on a high hili in a hospital camp northwest of the flood sone. It 
would need a Veddar or a Goya to paint the scene at migne when the injured sitting 
on their cote, theit skins red end seared, They waved helr bandaged arms, and nod 
their bandayed heads, their eyes shone in the light of the eines lantrene, end 
the gird scouts with starring listens in awe of one of them tells hie experience.

The captian and somo of hie followers, who wont to oxtreme north,, Abbleunne found 
on thelr return trip, that a bridge across tha roal had bee carrted a ay by tho torrent

Many in Pandora aroused from their beds fr by the esrenge shocks and thindering, 
saw even from there as they -uld the glow in the sky from the forests fireo far to the 
south and east, It renained there as long as night continued, and the pky overhead in 
the mlr mornin was so hazywith emoke that the @un only shone as a pall through iteces. 
Starring felt that he and his company wero to be marooned in Abbieann for a long tima. 
The forest fires partly surrounding it, greatly inoreased in its funy s and owing to 
the threatening aspect of the forest tres, work of axplog ine the city for a while was 
suspended. After hie first explorations of the city, the forest fires though for in 
the distanca increased conalderably, and once in a while loud explosions were heard. 
By this time the smoke clowls from the conflagration greatly increased, and indeed 
the acene was if a whole coimtry aide of volcanoes were in the most .violent eruption 
and were epouting forth fire and smoke. One of the conflagration though only thirt: 
thirty five nfles away was burning so fiercely that flames shot into the air apparently 
olear ucross the canp canopy of sky over head in Abbieann. The entire eastern country 
side east of Abbiounn was hidden from view of those on the boat by the ever increasing 
fog of smoke. »very now und then a dense strak of smoke would come tward the boat 
hiding everything out of sight, and continued to do so for hours. The worge of que 
forest fire la sixty five miles from their over observation, and makes & beauti 
and exciting sight at night. gome of Starr ings followers area frighteneé, and sal say 
they have never known before of such a forest fire horror as the present one. Others

Starring had hoard 
that many of the bodies found after the disaster were In life like psitiont an though 
death hud come in an instant as indeed may have been the case.Rut the fow bodies 
that gtarring did see were so burned as to make identification impossible, bit he 
soy go other kind. Those of course teken from the ruins before the conflagration hit 
the city have been identified by the searching parties, which were wdor military 
control and were conducted under ordars.No doubt immediately after the catastrophe 
the scenes in Adelehoid were hoart~-ne heartrendingspurual parties workd worked day 
and night but it wae impossible for the dead to be cared for as their friends had 
wished. Military rule was established before the conflagration in the town to prevont - 
vandals from working, for such property as had not been destroyed must be protectede 
One of the great miafortunes artsea from the fact that the storehousss of provisions 
had baen swept out of axistance, and alrendy at calverine and Pandora big as those 
cities are food was exhausted for they were overrun by refugees from all parts of 

the countryeAnd every days for months appaals contunied to come in for assistance 


while meantime the few provision stores are wmder cloge guard by the soldiers. _lsewhere 


in the country there to no food, and it was u fact that hundreds of thousands were 
still starving. 

As Starring was lookin: on the Abbileann disaster av proofs of theories, which 
investigatora have been long holding, and regarding the imnensity of the cata strophe 
suld to the Captian after pondering for a few minutes on the aituation; 

"It 1s incomprehonaible to me that since the terrible war began, and disasters 
of a terrible kind has occured people will peraist for months in continually taking 

their livasin their hands by taking for granted that the enemy cannot do such things 
uny more, that the christian soldiery will pravoent it and so on. They might as well 
mike their homas in a voloanie crater, ‘{th lava bo bubbling up and an eruption 
threatoning.For monthe the ,emini have held that there ia a certain ummount od danger 
especially in any part of the war zone oxtending from northern angelinia state, 
through Calvorinia, and partway into Abyssinkile. The Abbieann flood disaster has extende 
extended from Bengall gtate, and County, from around Abbieunn, and Nelifea Calverine, 

and the country aide of Central calverinia,: in oblong form to torthern angelinia, and 
thence rart way into the qtate of gngeline ,ine, and finally connecting with and along 
the Angolinian poundary line, and going tward Vivian Wickey, where the floods even 
passed far beyonds In that locality the flood branches off, also up through Delights 
Junction, and pushes through Lake Selicia, through the southwestern Mic~yollester 

Tun Valley.It has beon shown conclusively that all thia section was flood stricken and 
frightfully devastatad Half of the number of towns even now are still partly or entirely 
submergeadesesseee Thera is usually or little or no hope for the recovery of many of 

the smaller villiagea.This means too that no warning had been given of either the resulta 
of the explosion or the flood.I cannot u:derstund why people will not be awakened by 
the disaster." 

"The effects is too clear."Said the Captian.And the area affected is nov much 
larser than known at first. If other icities have not suffered severely there ia reason 
to fear that their turn will come, nor ie it by any means certain that corresponding 
wor disasters have not occured elsewhere without our knowledge or may soon fol lowed 
throughout Angelinia, or parts of Abbieannia.In the presonce of such war made forces 
it may seem ve are just now helpless and we can only prepare to relieve the sufferers 
an speedily as poos possible, and pray to God to aid us in finding out the right cause 
of the catastrophes ad ahd and find remi remendies to avert them if they are caused 
by the onemy.If they are nutural disturbances aa at first feared then nothing can be 
done and we must be resigned.sBut even now such ateps as may be pssible in looking to 
the relief of the sufferers of the disaster still continues, and representives are 
again and again being sent in every locality possible for the purpose of gathering 
exact information regarding the fate of friends and relatives living elsewhere. 

Ever aince the disaster unspeakable horror anh anguish and desperation has resulted 
from the inability to obtain news from any part of the disaster region because all 
communications are gsoverad with the whole nation. Without hope that the number of 
victims han been over estimated, there is is ever the feeling that the apparently 
{mposatble has huppened.The suspense had resulted in the prostration of countless 
woe Women and men whose relatives are believed to have perished aither from the 
shocks of the oxplosiona or the flood It seeme that it wao impossible for any to 
have escaped from the places more nearer the blasta as they were all caught asloep. 
Neither do they understand how the big ality of abbieann could be eo totally destroyed 
while other places us nour escuped only partially damaged. For all of the people it 
ig utterly hard to rob themselves of the only hope that ie left them Still it is 
useleas for them to take to themselyes what reason tvaches may be a delusion. If 
Abbicann has been totally destroyed, ac has been dt desdascribed by the dispatches, 
then there remains nothing to hope for.ALl of the other cities around and near 
Abbieann must have baen destroyed by thecaume blasts, that wiped out the main city 
of Abbiaann.Adaleheidi Lies closest to the explosion that tore down Abbisann, and 
she too was wiped owt.It has been {mpossibbd for any one throughout our country to 
fully realize the mst terrible calamity that has befallen Calveriniaslj In those 
cities and towns destroyed by the wholesale disaster many are doad, who had friends 
and ralutives in safer districts.Thsrafore ovary body could worryel know of two friends

The outbreak of so many disasters in the state of calverinia, and other places, 

had been as gtarring knew precoded by strange and sudden earthquakes particualr ly 

o in the southern part of ,alverinia, for a period of many months or nearly a year 
bofore the great ghbleann horror... Yst for weeka and months before this in all parte 
of southern and southeastern Calverinia record breaking forest fires had been raging 
throwing up dense cloule of smoke of over a murfaces of land for hundradn of miles 
followed at night by flames that Mehted the sky and could bee soon at a distance of 
three hundred miles.. Thin wag succesded by wiIndatorma of peculiar type hot and 
strong, which covered the J sky ovar noarly the whole country on thick as with thunder 
clows with ke ameke.and shut out thesun from view. and kept the whole country for 
days and day s tn continual twilight darkness. ‘ 

On the fourt gimday of the month of say 1913, date not atated here, ag stated a 
an ernormous stream of wildly racing Tire muries werurp the agronburre run with 
incredible rapidity, reaching the main forests, eccording, to one report, and speeding 
a distance of fourty milee in lesa then fifteen minutes, some nay in three minitene 
Thie fire then avept away forset plantatione, tome, cattle und residents , and covered 
the whole section in a sen of flames. The flamen wero forced onward by pale in a great 
wave, und this had caused a great panic among the Inhabatiantos of many towne In its 
path ag 4 fleeing to open spaces to the lakes, or to the shoren of big and wide 
rivers. Thersfors at the time the fire was speeding onst of Abbieann, the climax of 
all disasters whs reached on the early morning of June the Firet, when tho explosions 
occured destroying everything tn ite way.A loud explosion in the direction of gdele~ 
Held! occured simultasously, and a dense rain of debris of all kinds fell which 
covered the country side.Then there camea fresh otbrexk of floods, and no one 
yet knows the real Jose of lives of + or of property.During the trip the ship soon 
reached the city of  Wickey Lansin.ilere Starring and Angeline pyichee went alone to 
investigate, and were told by the eaurvivors they met how searching parties had found 
dead persons in the attitide of Life. 

About a hundred thousand lost their lives here. And there was not 4 building 
that had not been destroyed, and the ruins hed burned for days.Heart rending scenes had 
followed the annowncementde of the bodies recognized.The fires had continued for 
three weeks even though the greater part of it had been affected badly by the flood. 
Calvorine, Pendora, Francia Atlanta, and other places had been full of refugees from 
all over the northern district of the disaster zone. The city was hardly even repaired 
and even now the survivors were too discouraged, too disheartened to rebuild their 
ruine for fear the enemy may start some other disaster and shakecdown everything again. 
Most of the surviving inhabitants were mwomen, and when Starring asked the reason, 
he recteved the anowor “ most of the men folk have gone to join the arny." 

The most urgent appeals had been sent to neighboring places but it took a long 
time before these eppeals were answered Heavy hearted starring continued on and econ 
reached 6t Vincent De Paul citys Here he had a close up view of the gigantic forest 
fires once again.The scene before him was as if a long line of volcanoes many niles 
in extent were in full eruption. Columns of dense clows rolled high into the sky 
going many miles high in fantastic rolls with immense sheets and tonguse of flame. 

The city of Altrone was reported safe as long as the conflegration continues 
northeustward, but a large area of forests north of Bt Vincent was in flames, and it 
was impossible to estimate the anmowumt of dd destruction. 

The city of St Vincent ae Starring observed was both shocked by the explosion and 
badly ravaged by the floods.A great area oround her had been desolated. Famine even 
nov continued to add ite horrors to the eituation.and day by day ain ce the disaster 
occured the inhabitants ~were continuing to flock into northern cities, and all are 
stii] panio atricken.pood from rations recieved wis becoming scarce, and eupply depote 
are under military suerd, Atarring saw that nothing could avery the terrible suffering 
not even the ar{val of more provision ships. The sitvwation was made far worse because 
Abbioonn had ever served as the storehouse of the entire etate.All kinda of reserve 
pipplies had been kept there, and with the complete destf destruction of that city 
starvation aure becune an immediate menence for all in the disaster area.

had beon seen for a distance of more than a hundred and fifty miles. 
The noise of the loulsst of these explosions wus heard at Angolinin Agathia, 
9,100 miles , diatant. It was felt in Abbieannia 10,678 miles distant, und at many 
other plae places ,also throughout the whole states of Angelinia, Abysainkile, 
Concentinta, Domdobla, and angelina Vine .The lowlest expl : explosions were sald to 
have been heard over a goumd zone covering one quarter of the earths aurface. Even 
ag Starring learned, sea waves were oreated by the ex: explosion along the sea shores 
of east and Western Calverinia, which was aaid to have dest oyed all the towns and 
villiages on these shores, an all vessels and shipping there, and over a hundred 
thousand lives, raised a tidal wave at Angeline Junction, a hundred and olghty five 
feot high, covering a thousand square miles of land with a terrificflood, submerged 
into the bigger river a section of Abbieann the oize of New Youk York, submerged 
six tiver islands to a depth of fifty feet, sunk a whole country side, split 
thousands of miles of land into a million small and big fissures, and created the 
mos} ernormous fires and floods on record. Starring asked the Captian ; 
"fa it Likely as long as this war rages on, that are will be fur future disastors 
like this,!" 
"Tt ig almost certain there are sir.”

"Many in Colverinia." 
"Some in other Abbivannian states?" 


"Undoubtedly." 
The Gemini Leader Hendro Dargar's prediction that intelligence would sooner or 


later be recieved of the extent of the disaster; ite.resulta and so forth was fully 
vorified as Starring in his sight seeing observed. Calverinia had been sheken badly 
from end to end by the supposed earthquakes produced by the explosions.The Capt Lan 
said the shock had been felt aboard his ship, but it wae not untill he made an exped 
ition to try and reach Abbieann that any one in cities and towne surviving had any 
{dea of the seriousness of the situation in the stricken region. Acf. According to 
Cablegrana recieved at Pandora, the firet to know of the disaster, and reports heard 
elsewhere the dame was damage was indeod most imnenaureably terrific and the loss 
equally as terrible. Even the nearest point ch which could be reached, and which was 
Little Heldi there was enough evidence of the frightful convulsion that had avept 
the land and left death and destruction in its path. The land all aro umd Little Heid 
Heidi as Starring observed when he reached the place had been converted by the explos 
lon shocks into a chaoticcondition.

pefore.Even the bed of the biggest river gave up all kinds of junk.The railroad. 
bridges acrosa the river was telescoped by the contraction of the banka as Starring 
und all those with him sun, and the river wharf which was littlo Heldia Heidi's pride 
now stands as a sad monument to the explosion concussions ruthless strength, a mis 
mishapen mase of badly tangled wreck and angles. Further news of the concussion then 
reached Calverine further north, by a river oruieer which was at Heidi Junction at 
the time and left for Calverine barely in time to escape the flood .The officers of 
“the ship had sald that Little Heidi ity was completely destroyed. Starring was told 
that at Heidi Junction the shocks were felt for about sixteen minutes, and houses 
of wouker construction were cracked and destroyade Hundreds of persons had been bure 
led innthe ruins and str ick by the falling timbers and the stones.The loss of life 
wus variously estimated at from four to six thousand in the city of Heidi Junction 
according to some reports published in culverine, but some of the merchants engaged 
in business there said they had advices from the wrecked districts which placed 
the loes of life at from fifteen to thirty thousand. Since the first flood horror 
Hatdi Junction had a population of one million five hundred thousand, and after 
only about seventy five thousand before thi shock, which cout ravines in the fields 
and shook many of the houses to wreck. According to the stories in Calverine after 


sity not a single house was left standing.The 
d the streets ure fourty feet neurer than 
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confirmed the reports of the total destruction of abbieunn and it 
shipping firat by the rain of fire hurled by sxelesione, and then Settee a atti 
it was believed oven up to this day that the whole population had boon annih tlated 
with the exception of a few injured people rescued a few days later in the extreme 
southeustern section. Immedintely advafter the recupit reciept of the above dlepatch 
os, qtarring was aurprised by rectaving another dispatch, from the town of Calverine 
sent by probably the Mayor, announcing that after the news of the catastrophe he had 
tried to reach Abbisann, but found the whole cowumtryside covered with flowing waters 
and the eaky enveloped in smoky fog, and could not get nowhere near. He wrote , 
that at the time the greatest consternation prevailed in all localities in conse<q 
quences of supposed earthquakes and volennic activity of the most violent kind burst 
ing from the ground itself.Loud noises were heard continuously for fifteen minutes 
early that morning which at first were beliaved to be savere and wmusual volcanic 
action. e of course could get no real news for days because all telegraphic and tele 
phono comnunicatton had been broken with all the disaster area.He was informed howevor 
two weeks after by some who camo in a boat that the city of Abbieann had disappearod 
with all the poople in it.Tslegraphic communications with Angelinia Agathia was 
broken in every direction. 

E Yo was informed that the disaster had extended that far, and that many 
thousands of people had been killed in Angelinia Agathia also. Starring felt almost 
discouraged.He realized now he was oma desperate undertaking. Wiat worried him most 

was the still continued anxiety throughout the nation, of people in cities and tome 
who had friends and relatives in every one of the atricken sections, tho for waeks 

and weeks passed fin an agony of suspense ond even now ga” gave up hope as they did not 
hear whether their relatives were doad or alive. On One of these was a dear friend of 
Starringa who had been in the army for the beginning of the war.Thie was general 
Rosvell Buster Johnston.This general was born in abbieann, and lived there untill he 
entered the arny.}{is mother, and two sisters, and his wife and four children continued 
+o live tn Abbioann, wheres Roswell only twice in the war was able to visit tham 

From one such visit he had just recently returned.nat ther their fate has been the 
general could only imagine. yholly unfitted now for his wlitary duties for a time 

he sat at hie headquarters eagorly scanning the cable dispatches in the newspapers 

day in day out for woeks and weeks, trying to find a ray of hope from the doomed 
oilty. In the absonse of dea details he found Little encouragement. 

"If the ruin was caused chid chiefly by a storm" said general foovell "My family 
and all the others In the city vould not have perlshed, and many would only have a 
thrill, ly parents and even my wife and children and two sisters lived at almost 
the extreme southeustern section of the city beside the Arronburgs Run River, which 
is twenty miles north of take Selicia and Heidi Junction, which ia known ad the 
aus the Catholic City, and nicknamed it Zion for the wmusually righteous conditiona 
of avery one in the 1 oity.This section of the city lies about two hundred fest 
above the lowest level of the country.On the highest slopes of the northern town 
cluster seas of the modt attractive buildings of the well to do residents of the 
city.If the greatest danger had been that of a windstorm whioh ta a frequent 
visitation, al1 would have had a fair chance of escape as the buildings are windproof 
only a tornado being able to injure them, but I seo that all of the dispatches 
describe the calamity aa the shock from oxplosiona like severest earthquakes, 
accompanied by the descent of a great mass of flaming debris, hot fumes and burning 
olowis hurled by the explosions which were mistaken for volcanic erupt o eruptions. 
The fact that all kinds of shipping lying anchored in the river parts of the oity and 
on the suburbs ware smothered and seared under the fiery showers thrown by the 
explosions leaves mo little ground to hope that even those on the higher slopes could 
have paved their lives.Indeed ug they were surely more nearer to the worst explosion 
their peril was tenfold greater.If the enemy is responsible I'l) give no foe armies 
opposed to me quarter." 

As Starring heard the present outburst of the horror around Abbisann, was at 
first believed to be apparently the coum culmination of a number of volcunic dis- 
turbances which have been unusually severe.So @ some believed this to have happened, 
A giantic Glantio explosion of stean, gas and molten lave accompanied by 4 shower 
of red hot stones, and ashes erupted from the counts country side, which falling upon 
the city and shipping burned and buried them and that a large part of Abbieann was 
swallowed up by the earth opening up under it, and then the eruption caused the 
floods that followed.They said ae eruption alone that night vomited such vast 
clouds of dust which darkened the sky for @ whole night and day, and spread over 
the whole country side the darkness for # whole morning. They also stated that for 
z an eruption it has been the most peculiar and serious on @ and the ms moat deatru 
ctive the world had ever seon.Some claimed the Volcano called Mt Calverine which 
is south of Heidi Junction atabout a hundred miles, exploded like Krakatoa. The 
eruption was indeed a most fatal one in that countrys histony even Krakatoa not 
equaling it.Inventigations of that mountain showed proofs there had not been the 
6lightest trace of activitye 
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Even row sir though it 1s August the whole nation is still in ignorance of tho efoct 
effect of the disaster upon other sections of the country, because of the ruined com 
municotions.Because of that further disusters of sich nature are apprehended, end fears 
are entertained that the whole nation yot muy be affectod." 

“This is the way I heard of the dioastor Captian" paid Starring. "It was that 
beginning from one after twelve til} noarly fifteon minutes after , 4 storm of fire, 
flying debris, and a postonoun cloww eve! oped the city, and all coutry side around 
Abbioann.destroy ing overycity and town for ocores of Ales miles, and that only out 
of adeleheid were there any survivors.Even at Adeloheid I hoared that one hundred and 
sixteen ships wero ounk or burnod an or shattered with all on board, inclwing fourteon 
foriogn steumers.1 could not get good nowa hovever because 02.1 conmmication had been 
destroyed by disasters of the pant, and therefore could got no communications for 
thio elthor.But I recieved the information that many hundreds of thousands of people 
had been killed either by tho concussion and falling buildings, or by the hoat of the 
falling materials and singing, ¢ louis..." 

"It wus something like that# sald the captian."Vhile I was in Pandora after giving 
my reports I waited for n time to learn renulte, and appeals were rectoved by the 
city department from porsone living in Calvorine, who had relatives and interests in 
Abbieann that all river ships be imrediately donspatched to the region to render 
apsistanceeBut mo action could be taken oven though sooner for us in the north 
than oxpected the full extent of tho divacter woo know, because the flood barred 
all approaches to Abbteann and a steamer could not live in the torrent not even a 
big battleship." 

The captian ordered his ship to steun forth for the region of Abticann down the 
Arronburgo Run Rivor.The captian was Martinas Pletre. Ho wanted at first to telegraph 
to Pandora city, to the Mayor there, that he had a good bunch of investigators on 
board, coming to inspect the ruing of Abieann but Starring adci advised him not to 
as ull must for the present be kept secrote Communications with the whole cowmtry 

and the flooded area was still as badly cut off as when the disastor started, and 
gtarring knew no one hed been able to commmicate with any part of the stricken 
regions, and therefore wondered how tho people tock care of themselves, or whother 
a general exodus of (alverinia was starting because of the horrore of the paste 
According to all information he had recived recieved from many sources since the 


beginning of hie adventure, a great many people, in wholesale numbers rather, ha a 
perished from the plague, hunger and privation. frequent battles of great severity 


were adding to the great losses. 

The trip for gtarring and his friends was long and oxciting.He soon reached one 
of the first cities blasted by the explosions, a city of which no name was found 
but which was bdl believed to be Little jedi. This little city had been completely 
destroyed by the immense mace of flame nilrled upon it by an explosion, and of this 
tow about half of the entire population or about twenty five thousand out of fifty 
is supposed to have been killed, and injured, and tye the rest without homes, and 
seoking refugee in the wilderness, but je periled by advancing forest fireseressece 

When starring reached the river harbor of thia city he saw the ru8ns or remains 
of all the shipping that had been destroyed by fire, or aground.Far in the distance 
a nearer view of ravaging forest fires could be seen and it was as dark as a rainy 
day with the smoke in the sky..Here the conmander of one of the ships partly 
destroyed had been ordered to return to Abbieann with all the speed possible, and- 
to forward detaile of the disaster to the City Government there, which he speedily 
made efforts to obey, and here was hia detail to starring when questioned; 

"Sir all , can say te I never yet found Abbieannel firat believed she had been 
swallowed up ty an oceaneThe city must be still uder the flood.I had first secured 
another ship from a town not ravaged, gone to Pandora for provisions and started 
for Abbieann.I traveled for adays and never found the citysI telieve the Mayor of

By this news Starring, sent respectfully some wider river and ground cables 
messazes to Pandora for hopeful vreports of whether there was anything left of 
Abbieann.iis and the captian remained at Little Heidi while his crew worked to restore 
some comnunication with a cable to recieve answer fif possible.The earler report 
racieved notified gturring that all wires wore still broken down, between all pointe 
from Pandora to the Abbivann Tarritary, but it was gradually added that in view of 
reports that the oruption of the landscapes had wiped out all the city by shock 
fire and flood seemed to bo a fact, and all poate available for the city which had 
been dispatched to the asnistance of the place at the first news of the disaster, 
came back with the report that there was no such a thing as any location of Abbieann 
to be found only a sea of raging waters.The socond dispatch Starring recieved, 
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Th: ship had parsed through a torrificel ly hot fog the morning before, which hu 

. oe sally dart weather tvard eyening, Starring was suspieloug of indicat 
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naid to be so thick that no one could have hurdly beon able to even work their way 
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the aspect of things here, and the shore doka dangerous.

of these flooded towns may have spent while the waters trapping them like rate rose 
high and higher every day.The flret reporta of the disaster were almost too incrad- 
ible te be belleved.Thut wus why 7 J.vghed at it-But let's go omeHere's a ship.The 
sooner we can reach Abtieann or that is left of it the bettore" 

The ship thich was hailed by him and which stopped at a dock of Murchann was 
a Calyerinian cruiser, which had left the city of Pandora the day before, for ever 
nor relief work still continued, and on it were a large number of refugees. When 
Starring questioned the captian of the ship he confirmed the report that Abbieann 
had been entirely destroyed that fatal night of June the First. Starring asked; 

"Wore they volcenic eruptions from the cround as is stated or had been stated?!" 

"Yes VOLCANIC ERUPTIONS INDEED sir, produced by explosive powdero eet in thee 
the ground by our oe: { enemies. I saw the resulta of the disaster from u safe space 
and the entira section of Abbieann not touched by the flood was wrapped in flumese 
Wo ordravored tu suve about fifty persons from the ruins, and of those mostly turned 
from 90 many vessele in the river hurbor of the elty.You ust know ny officers went 
ashore tn smull tow!s nerkiny for survivors, but were unuble to penetrate the city. 
At the lower part uf the city at that sorning there wus a trem ndous sea of flercely 
rushing water.We believe ourselves that not a aingle person in a Abbiennn aot the 
moment of the disaster oscaped.If you desire to go to Abbieann sir, I1'1l gladly teke 
you, but it won't be much of a ecene.You'll find hardly nothing to make the place 
even in the part untouched by the flood.The flames consumed everything. The extont 
of the catastrophe sir cannot be imagined never will be.The captian who in a friend

e llect their thoughte, and face the stern fact that they had lost all that they hela 
mest dear, Nature geaded on by the enemy no doubt romained a mind as the foe himsolfs 

Theforest fires continued to threaten the ruina of the city, hinders its exploration 
mid hid everything avay In ite dreadful smoke mantle, and the warmpth was remarkably 
wnugual and the scene of aubdarkness and slare i of the fire alnoet supernatural, 

Starring hopesd that ths oh i ship now was at the Horth pend the fires would not 
endanger it sv mich, . ven though constunt streumers of fire Pushed up the hill slopes 
near the vini< vinicity burning all that remained in their way. Exploring parties 
belunging to Fvans band were driven in flight from th. vinieity of the city, by 
onalaghte of the Red Plague daily, pyen wien they were not terrified inte fi ight, the 
work of iuveatizating the ruins to find evidencas of what the so called eruptions :

One explosion was so terrific thet the suoke end debrie shooting up was visible 
for the entire distance from Ad-lcheid, to the ruined citys There was now a tremendous 
acene, and starring and his party returned with all possible apesd to the inner 


ortion 
of the city to avuid the terrific heat, but sux new by Bbuut fifty vel ugees coming 

y through fleeing £ for dear life. The wind dying dow for atime, Starring wid several 
of hia followers came closer to the shore with the object of or {ng the sur refugees 
nerogs. Indeed the aight of the forest fire was now & uost terrible one. At Starrings 
warning gestures the steamer yary Jane ; dumediately put out down the river au wuys, 
with gome of her landing-boate following her, the ah ip blowing ite whistle continuously. 

A part of the party ran along the river shore, and 4 boat came ashore tu ,ick : 
thom up. lameness quunities of fire were roari g on tward the shore at this section, and 
the clouds of smoke were scores of miles in extent. Those on the shore lost sight , 
of the wary Jane in the cloom and hase, but her whistle could be heard. Flames roso 
in great clouds from the horizon all this time, and another explosion océured somewhere 
moro terrific than before aid u black clow as fierce ue that seen from an exploding 
volcano and fill of fire und flanhes arose from the edge of the fire, accompanied by 
trenendous rumblinga und u trenor of the earth, that tossed the river in waves lashing 
back and forth trom shore to shore. 

Thie colum of emoke wag curght by a current of air and carried southward, und 
finally it formed like an unbrella the base cf vhich rested in a see of flame, and 
a wantle of derkness vas swept asouthwestward ucrosa a portion of the city, enveloping 
it. Then so heavy was the suoke that filled the air that respiration for the adventusrers 

became a lubor, und a fear of suffocation cuue upon them ald, They continued to be 
udarmed fur more than five hours and it was not untill the wind suddenly chanved its 
direction and the clow of smoke be blew eastward that confidence was restored. 

Yet all night the whole horizon line had ie uppearance of u great crevice of 
the glowing Infernal Regions at which great he ish forces were working to burn up the 
world. Janes sict skyward at times in shueta that 1 ghted up the entire view of the 
elty, afd continsed with increasing brightness. The dengactieré was full of smoke, and 
the heat was cost terrific. 

These flames cowd be seen streaming along ut times at the astern edge, and ancther 
explusion occured and roared terribly. Sometimes It seewed to Btarring and hia followers 
that life in this portion of the city was unbearable, and the owfering of the fow 
child scouts was extreme, and thetr clothing was wet from eweating. it was during suoh 
seenes as this that starring and his *€bddewocurcheors in working Gueng the ruins up here f 
fought their way among the debris in their effort to find seme vther clea us to the 
Wreckage thrown by the explosions. Sturring, wh s shose work and service in the arny 
from the very fireat daycof his urival in the ranke up to now, and wideh won him priase 
from all wus now most strenuous in his desperate eftertea to find clucs ue to the real 
nature of tie explopion.. At the sume time of course he wus hoping te discover whether 
it really had been the cause of eruptions or real explonicnseres.

The Work of sxplosing the ruins of this section of Abbieann for some of the treus ure 
a prosed to be burted beneath them was begin by Starring, but no such traces could 
be found. The valta of the ruined bake of Abbieann were buried beneath the ruines of 
the building, and no means could be fownd to cet to them umder all the rubbish. 

All the necuritias cash, notes and go forth of many banke buried beneath the ruine 

may amnownt to biiiions of sollers. hile exploring the ruing of Aobieunn, steamers 
douded with half crazed women and chYidren from imperited districts in the neighborhood 
of the forest fires were constantly passing within his vier,,, and were hailed by those 
remaining on voard his own shipppe 

Starring said when the search for the treasure was futile,

obtained, and the etill remaining darkness caused by the clouds of smoke from the 
forest fires raging elsewhere but close by shrouled the city, and continuous flashes 
of flame added to the horror of the escene.. All the town was razed, and the smouldering 
ruins glared feurfully, and sent a pall of swoke high in the sky. Starring or any of 
his followers could not trace any of the stra cts, or by ways, and all he observed on ever 
eves every side was huge heaps of smokin” ruins and smouldering ashese. At the landing 
place of the city gtarring observed some burned and ruined walle, which he believed 
Indicated the spot where u large factory had stood, and also slight traces of much 
larger places could be ssen Owe of the guides pointad to the spot w where hundreda 
of bodies had been found by the rescue workers lying in all attitudes, showing 
Indeed that the victims had b met death us If overwhelmed by a shuet of fires znd 
the guide said that every vestie of clothing had baen b rned avay from them, and also 
also grim piles of bodies had been atackad avarywhere, showing that death suddenly 
had stricken them while the crowls were vainly seeking escape from the strange and 
monstesrous fiery deluge hurled upon the city by some of the nearest of the supposed, 
avuptionaess.s.The gulde indicated another spot,,, where a group of nineteen hundred 
children were found in a mass of wreckage._very one Were locked in one anothers arms. 
This may have bsen the wreck of an orphan asylum.The ,anke of the city also wera 
totally destroyed, and the money boxes fortunately ware found intact.They contained 
in all over four himdred million dollars if it is be to be counted in American 
money, and also including other securites, which was sent on to Pandora‘for safe 
kaapings ~ : 

Many of the parties with gtarring were overcome by the terrible heat and atench of 
the burned bodies, and the surgeons accompanying them were kept busy. Starcing decided 
to report that there was no trace of anything of which he was looking for.The country 
around the city for as far aa eye could see was covered with the smouldering flaring 
wreckage of the fire awept forests, and along the rivera banks only 4 few small trees 
half burned, all bent riverward by the force of the explosion blast, were only left 
atunding.s Starring wished to view the explosion crater near Adaleheld but wus told it 
was dangerous because of the fires.The whole ton indeed was a mase of smoking ruins 
under which many of the victims as he believed etill 11 lay buried. Starring was told 
it was impossible to advance to the north of the city owing to the heat of the fire 

vhich was most intense.The nearest prtion of the unusual conflagration still pro- 
sented a menunciny appearance. Starring wrote on 4 piece of paperj 

"I have inspected the city of Adeleheid first.I could not approach Adeleheidi 
as the heat is nso intense a person cannot land on shores I was able in the former 
to find the securit aecurities in the rulned banke safe, buried under the ruins of 
the banka, but could find no trace of any other important buildings, or even of the 
rubbish thrown into the city as would indicate lava.The tom ia strwn strewn with 
burned corpses left hastily there by the survivors who fled when the forest fire

However if he wanted to Starring could not have given a description of the horror 
of the scene to save his lifeellever since the world began, hes human eye witnessed 
the real horrors of the greatest disasters and grussome scenes of real calamitias 
without a shudder and yet this was worss.As the gulde sald to gtarring} 

"Before the forest fire atruck the city, there were many hundreds of immense 

flaring funeral fires on which the bodies of the dead were hastily thrown thrown 

, and these sent up their flames to mock the still flaring forests fires work of 
destruction beyond. It was estimated sir that over twenty thousand bodies uf the dead 
had already been burned before the conflagration hit the city.Celveriniun soldiers and 
aurviving men citizens formed the cremation parties. They told me the work on which 
they had boon engaged wae the most terrible they had ever know, and the many bodies 
womany of which were already charred and scared by burne, and crushed by falling 
debris were suuked with coal tar and gasoline to make then burn the faster.These 
avful fineral pyres were emormow heapocof wood and branches of trees, and one of 
these made ue much flame and smoke as a house on firee Woon Upon these the bodics 
were hurled and what wos left of them conswiedsThis was a precautionary measure 

to prevent the cutbresk of disease and pelgues.They were only about half throwh with 
only & quarter of the number of bodies when the forest fire came on the tom and the 
vorkera and the remaining inhabitants had barely time to escape with their lives, and 
aterrific glae suddenly arising scattered the embers of the funeral fires and started 
conflagrations in the city. The forest fire surrounded the city, and then it wae 
totally doomed .""nnnn 

How long gtarring remained in his efforts to explore the ruins of Adeleheid he 
himself did notknow, but nevertheless the work of exploring the wreckagé of the 
annihilated cltyhas continued yet.Yet what was left by the fire,e there was enovgh 
already revealed to him to Indicate that the very worst anticipatione as to the resuls 
resulte of the explosions can be realised.All the streets and all the neighborhoods 
around, what had been bofore the disaster the best and most prosperous cities of ita 
sise are now covered with heaps of ruine in #11 directions concealed no one knows 
how many dead bodies stil] below.As the guide auid, all the dead that he had seon wore 
etark neked, their clothing having been burned from their bodies like so much tinder 
while they themselves were bw'ned to death.In the vast majority of instances the 
preatest numbere died under the fallen ruine, but aleo fire also seemed to have been 
the sole cavse of death to manye,ven as the guide had eald, great nimbers of the 
bodies had been burst asimder by the terrific heat and lie disembowoled.Yet in many 
instances the faces of the victims had been quite calm, for ao many of them had been 
atricken down instantly in their bede while asleep without « moments warning, or 
with hardly any time to know of the deadly peril they were in. Othare however who 
might have been awakened by the firet uproar and tried to eacape have on their fa es 

un expression of indeserfable terior.The entire city and the neighborhood while starring 
was there reek with a horrible oror odor of burned flesh. The total number of dBad 
Starring declared could be estimated at about fourty thousanfd thousand, but as the 
disaster tol took place within fifteen minutes, and in thet quarter of an hour the 
vast mahority of all these people were killed, it could not be fully estimated wulese 
the number of survivors of the town could be knowm.It can be eupposed so far howevor 
for Abbivann itself that there was nobody living apparently to tell the exact facta 
that there was suddenly shot upon the city by a moat terrific explosion a terrific 
Bheet of flame and hot clouds of debris, accompanied by a terrible gaseous whirl 

Wind of other explosions to say, and horrible flashes in 411 directions, over the land 
andaoross the sky, precisely ech ag are now reported os been seen by others. 

Starring now believed this for in Adelcheid he came upon heap upon heaps of 
terrible smowldoring rulne, covered thickly over where fires did not touch by the 
debris thrown by the explosion, earth rocks, gravel, dirt, and mud and all kinda of 
vegetation intermingled. Phat horrible revelationa of the havoc wrought to human 
life which these grim mowdes might yet reveal can hardly be imagined. In all 
quarters of the city not a trace of even the streets that had existed can be seen. 

Along the river front there were a few walls standing, and the ruins of the 
Wharf Companies could be seen.One of the most curious eighte in Adeleheid wos the faces 
and hands of many clocke of all sizes and even wretches, which were not destroyed, an 
and they all finished an important record in the story of this terrible catastrophe. 

The hante of all these c.cl clocks und watches found had stopped at exactly one 
minute after twelve, showing that it wae at that moment that the city wus overthoomed 
overwhelmed by the explosion, and all thoso thousands of persons who did not escape 
on time wore destroyed. Starring then visited the cumps where the refugees were, and 
finally heard this thrilling and painful atory from the caztian of & pansencer at eumer 
a story of horror and pain, sorrow and ¢error. It fe aa follows, the captian boing 
Franeis 6t Pierre; 

“The steamer Evening Bell of which I am captian, left Calverine on May 6th, and 
after a very long trip down the river was off Abtieann ut aix oclock in the morning 
of May the 3yth.el noticed that not any tuo far away to the euat a greut forest fire

struok the ruined city, the cremation of which the conflagration did of goud work.rothing 


VA 
was raging, and the whole horizon line there was walled up in tho groatent shoot of 
rolling smoke 1 had over imagined of seoing.I told my mate {t pit mo tn mind of boing 

on a river, running aloneaido the bottomless pit of hell with ite smokes rining high 

into eternity. Having business in one of the soithwestern wharfe of abblennn 1 al lowed 
the ship to croep slowly in tward the docks, finding there umong othorsa 4 acore of 
other big ships, river ru r tugs, barges, pleasure crattand the like.1 went to anchorw;o 
between seven or eipht am A.M and got my passengers loaded on for the nr northward 
bound trip for Calverine at about pleven P,N. At night. 

We remained waiting our turn to pull out as a number of ehipa were with vus,and 
therefore we did not get a etart wutill about Twelve oclock. We had hardly pulled 
our anchor when {t seemed as if the country north of Abbieannia or abhicann had opened 
out and was hurled into the alr by a moat terrible oxplosion. Tho shock hurled me 
down the stalra into the cabin. The great boom sounded an if all tho navies of the world 
had blown themselves to pieces at once, and ntagvering to ny foot, IT rushed on dock 
and there came another such crash but much closer this time, the city appoured to 
disappear In a clouw of dust, there wos the continuous awfi. rowr of falling bu ldingo 
and gimultaneously a strange wall of fiery smke und emboro xwopt over the crumbling 
city and country aide. The shock of the crash to the ship was terrible, andit nearly 
captaleed her. 

The steamer Evening Bell was struck broadside by the otrango burning niagg, and 
hearing the roar of a score of such explosions ut once, and seving the great wall of 
heavy enmoke approaching the steamer accompanied by rolling and shooting flashes of 
fmale flame, all tho the passengers on deck in panic and sereaming wildly sought 
shelter wherever it was possible, jumping into the cabiboabins, the forccartle, and 
even into the hold.The flashes became terrific as if the whole country near Abbieann 
wus being blown into the air, and the noise wae earaplitting. 

I was thrown by the second shock into the chart room, but the burning ombera wore 
borne by so avift a movement of the alr that they were suddenly swept in through the 
door and port holes, suffocating and scorching me most bedly. These embera burned me 
terribly about the fase and hands, but after the uproar ceased I managed to reach the 
deckeI could not gee anything of the oity, it seemed to have aunk into the bowels of 
the earth, for it was obscured in a thick whitesh gray clowi.As soon ae it was pose le, 
when , reached the c decks, I musted the few survivors of the crew,who seemed ablo to 
move, ordered them to slip the anchor, leaped for the bridge, and rang the ongineer 
for full speed astern.The second and third erg ineers and the two firemen wore on watch 
below, and so had escaped ininjurye They did thoir part in their attempt to escape 
but some how or other the men on deck could not work the steoring gear becaune it was 
jammed by the debrie from the eruptions. 

We accordingly went ahead and astorn untill the gear was foes free, but in thie 
running backwarde and forwarde, it was two hours after the first shock before wo were 
clear of the wharfe. One of the mst terrifying conditions I observed was thzt that 
the atmosphere being heavily charged with dust from the fallen bul buildings of the 
city, and the smoke of the explosions it wastotally dark like a closed room. The moon 
and stare were completely obscured and the air waa only 11] uminated from the flames of 
the burning bulldings of the city, and the shippingsIt seemed emall to deck re 
declare that the scene wae most terrifying, in the oxtreme. Asn we backed out we passed 
closed to the buming ohipe, every ono of vhich were a maon of flamea.The steam was 
rushing from the engine rooms of a number of ships, and the screams and shrieks of 
those on board and the panica ‘1 observed were teri ble to hear and eoe.The orles 
for help were all in vain, for we could do nothing but eave my own ship.yhen I last 
sew these veanele a number were settling down. That wus about two oclock in the 
morings mornings Wien the gvening Bell was safe out of the River harbor of Abbieann 
und ite horrore and desolation, I made ewifty for Pandora.Ariving here and when the 
ship wus finally safe, I therefore mustered the mrvivore of my orew as well as I was 
able and searched for the dead and injured. 

Meany women and children I found in the ealoon, where they hud vainly sought for 
safty but the cabine were full of burning embers ad been blown in through the port 
holes. Through these the fire of the explosions haa swept as through funnels, and 
burned the viotims were they lay or stood or cringed, leaving on some a cirolar 
circular imprint of scorched and burned fleoh.T and othere brought a acore on deck 
tho wore thus burned.Six of them were dead, the otherem vived survived although they 
were in a dreadful. estate of torture from their severo butns..Thelr screams of agony 
wore heart rending. 

Out of a total of fifteen himdred passengere on board the Evening Bell 

a hundred and fifty are dead, and the rest are in the Pandora Hospitals.And out of a 
total of fifty six of my crew on board, including nyself, and the two mates, twenty 
are dead, and fifteen in the hospital.My first and second mates,, my chief engineer, 
and othere were killed aleo.The ship was covered from stem to stern with tons of earth 
debris. It was two aays after that I was able to brging completely to clear and esearch 
the ship for any damace done by this explosion rain, and to eee if there were any 
corpses in the out of the way placess.Yhen 7 searched I found some men women and 
children in the forecantie.Their bodios were horribly burned, and they had died in - 
agony, And on tho arival of the ship at Pandora it presunted an appalling appearances

thig man after that, though I had known him by his clothes, but 7 was told by one of 
the survivors that he hed jumped overboard, and got on a raft that had been hurriedly 
put together. All thin time the soa waa r sad like expanse of suidenly forming 
watere was rolling like the heaviest kind of seu awell during 4 cyclone, more 
distant eruptions were stilt roaring, and the air was full of strange shocks. When 

1 looked at Abbieann while do’ p desperately pulling away for safty our ship, the sight 
was terrifying.One whole section of the city seemed to have disappeared under the 
waters,, the other part of the town was either gone of disappeared into intense 
blackness and in its place was a long wall of zray black emoking or rising clouws 
of dust.All about us all the ships Were sunk or aflame and between us und them 

and the shore dead bodies floated singly or in groups.We escaped, but we do not know 
what happened to all those on the other vessels.I was taken care of also in the 


The guide himself told gtarring, and those with heem thvat an examination of the 
bodies of ,delohoid City indicared that one of the fiery storms hurled by the exp 
lis supioaton nearest, and whjch which had burst over the tow must have been com= 
nosed of some strange posionous fases oF chemeicals, for all the victime had their 
hands over their mouths and noses, or were in attitudes showing that they made des-~ 
perate efforts to, sacape suffocation, and the likee also all of the bodies not within 
the ruins were roasted. And the latest reports from the regione north of adeleheid 
were to the effect that the land was in a strange position and that all of the 
country west of abbleann had aunk,e« The refugees from Adeleheid had arived at 
Calvyerine, and one Calverinian cable steamer in trying to repair one of the river 
cables reported to have found the cable sunk in sixty feet of water, where only 
formerly it was only five fect below the aurface..Also starring was fully informed 
of the horrible situation at Wickey Lansin, where it was believed fully more than 
thirty five or fourty thousand lost their lives as a result of the concussion of 
the explosions, and that all r the reports ware proove proven to be true.A good 
part of the city of gickey pansin however was flooded. 

some tima before soma one had told st Starring that the whole of Abbivann had 
disappeared within ten ~inutes into the bottom of the earth,, that all the inhabitants 
were instantly and horritly killed, and every place was desolated, and that the volcano 
near Abbieann called tr Bottomless , had suddenly first du dischaged discharged 
a torrent of fiery lava which rolled down its base engulfing everything before it 
and then blom itself up bury the city of abbieann under its debris. There was no 


auch volcano any where near Abbieanne 
The guide then told this story about the destruction of sieleie Adeleheid 


cltye 
. "The fear firet begun with the near approach of a dangerous forest fire, which 
headed northwestward tward the city he gaid."He said."I don't live here, put J was 
viaiting a friend at the time. On that morning of way 31th the inhibatants of the city 
awoke to find heavier clouwis than usual covering the sky and shrouding the whole 
country side. Fur away somewhere to the east horrid detonations wore heard, being 
as they said echoed from Calverine far northward, +o Francis Atlant: southwest.The 
Strange c cannonad ing ceased before night, and a heavy strong smelling fog came 
upon the city hiddins objects even us far as across the streetseThen the inhabitant 
were alarmed, but the yayor did everything possible to allay thevpanic, believing 
the forest fire would not touch the citye who thought of an explosion cominge? 
I was on a river steamer that reached Adeleheld at about four dnutes +o twelve 
with alxty other passengers.Wo were watching the tarrific glare of the forest fires 
in the far dietunce, when with & most frightful roar, and terrific fire works lke 
like discharge, something similiar to a cyclone of flashes, debrie and water and 
torrents of rocks swept dom upon the city and river, sweeping all before it, and 
‘ destroying a large fleet of small vessels at anchor. off the docks »There the accounts 
of the catastrophe 30 far obtainable for me ceased.or twenty minutes all was smoke. 
I couldn't aae a thing.,,ot untill moming could we learned what nad happened, and 
then heard that fourty thousand corpses wore in the wreckage of thia city.1 and the 
sallors brought sixty eight half charred half dead human beings on poard the ship 
but eighteen of them died before noon, and only one of the whole number Were even 
expacted to recover.That awful morning the whole sky from hor 
hidden bohind a huge veil of violent and leaden colored HazGessserees Ernormo us 
yuanities of the wreckage of large and small shipping, and houses atrew the surface 


of the river, which to my ourpris

That morning, boasts, and larger shipping were edging off from the devastated city 
with women and children frantic to get away, and some begged for even a passage on 
the otvaner.Tas whole country side around and north of the city was covered with 
broken trees of the forests, and furious seas of fire from the straight south, and 
southeast, Were roaring on tward what remained of the city. The city here stretched 
nvarly sixteen miles along the river water front.Tha amoking forest fires mady a 
horrible background for the ruins which were burning in many places, and a fright. 
ful odor of burned flesh filled the air. 

With greatl difficulty, I and a mmber in a boat effected a landing.Not me of 
not one of the weaker houses were left intact, and heaps of earth, stones, gravel and 
all kinds of vegetation intermingled with clay and dried ma were seen on every 
side, and even then as now the streets could not be tracedesHere and there amid the 
ruinag Were heaps of corpses, with all of their faces dowanvard dowmward.In one corner 
of a ruined house, a hundred and fourty two bodies of men women and children wore 
to my horror mingl.d in one awful mass,,, arms and legs protruiing, as the hapless 
beings fol1 amid the crashing houses in the last struggles of deathacagony. 

Groat trees with roots upward and gcorched by fire and plastered with mud and 
gravel were strewn in every directionbHuge blocks of granite stones were scattered 
Qbould, and from ander some of them th8 arms of a woman man or child could be seen 
protrwiing. And most nit notiable wascthe utter silence and the awful overpowering 
stench from the many thousands of dead. and also sir the careful inspection showed 

that the fiety cloul of the nearest explls: explosionwhat had overwhelmed the city 
must have been composed of psionous gases, which instantly suffocated every one who 
inhaled them, and of othervgases burning furiously, for nearly all of the victims 
and others had observed, had their hands coveringbtheir muthe, or were in other 


aos 
var lous attitules, showing they had desperately sought relief from suffocation. gnd all 


the bodies appeared to have been rousted from the heat in the clow itself..... 

I found a horse and buggy and a man in a deasd group in front of a ruined church, 
Every farm and plantation around adeleheid had been destroyed.Stones and debria of 
all kinds fell further south than ,deleie Adoleheid and at Jemtorn.Many persons here 
were wounded, and about five hundred were killed. Calverine which is in a great 
distance from abbieann and_also Pandora was in darkness for a time bef because of 
the emoke of forest fires. oats and canoes and other ships crowded with refugees 
were said to have arived at Pandora, and their occupants had baen recieved most 
kindly..I was aleo on @ ship heading for Adeleheid which had on board, a number of 
Governzental delegates,, a umber of soldiers,, a detatchmont of regular infantry, and 
fourteen priests bent to do what they could for the survivors.The vessel also carried 
a quanity of fire wood, petroleum, and quicklime, for use in the cremation of the 
bodies of the victims of the torrible explosion horror.glso on board were a larce 

quanity of disinfectanta, and stocks of clothing and provisions for the refugees.The 
refuges women and children of thie city, Adelheid had assembled on the hills some 
distance from the city, and it was reported over a thousand of them had died, because 
of injuries, or overcome by the terrific ha heat caused by the fierceness of the 
forest fires raging in the distance.As we approached adeleheid the country for 

miles around was covered with slowly moving water and with wreckage of houses, but 
when We arived near the city we came to higher sround all rolling forested hills 

and so steamed out of the flood zone. Then while nearing Adelchid adeleheid the 

ship came up with a number of tugs, towing barges f coverad with rafugees.e 

Every one was crying.e The heat from the distant forest fires, was almost suffoc 
ating, and we feared we a would not reach the city on time as the conflagration 
was heading for the city.Only a few good houses were still atanding, or all of the 
stronger ones.¥hen we got there we saw on all’ sides portions of corpsas, which 
ee Were gathered up by the soldiers, and burned on one of the big open squares.Not 
a drop of water was procurable on the shore wmless we chance drinking the dirty 
muddy river water, and the darkness caused by the clouds of smoke from the forest 
fire shrouled the town, and the terrible noise of the flames added to the horror of 
the scene. The buildings on the quays, and all qeaker buildings on the northward 
side of the city were razed to the ground. There was no trace of the streets. At 
the place wo landed we came upon some ruined wall. indicating the spot where one 
of the big cathedrals had lately stood, and here in this locality hundreds of 

corpses were found lying in all kinds of attitudes, showing that the victims had died 
from singing and suffocation. 

Evory body 7 came across did not have a piece of clothing on them, and in many 
cases their abdomena had buret open by the intense heat. Curiously enough the feat — 


ures of the dead were generally calm and peaceful, though mostly on the faces of children 


children terrible fright and agony were depicted. Indeed 1 observed grim piles of 
bodies stacked everywhere sowing that death had stricken many of them, while the 
crowds who had escaped from the buildings after the first shock had vainly tried to 
seuk refuge from the fiery deluge. Before the conflagration hit the city we boarded 
in trips back and forth nearly five thousund refugees and took them from the vinixity 
vinicity of ateleteh Adeleheid, and brought them to Pandora. Yet at that time the 
dearth of provisone was beginning to be felt throuzhout the region.Numerous families 
were completoly ruined, and all shelterless, while the meane at the dispoasl disposal 
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es were much too far beyond meane to cope with the situation.To 
Sete Geret cc auio a lose were cut oft from all the surrounding cities and towns 
by river, railroad, wires and so forth, except by vessels daring the Weed of 
the flood, which were seized upon by the inhibatants to flee from the hell they ice 
in. The stories y heard from the survivora at adoleheid added to the awful aoe : 
of the particularly harrowing account of the Abbieannian Passenger gteamer calle 
the St anne their chief engineer peose Whillians, who was then at the hospital at 
Pandora said to me that the vessel loaded with women and children arivad at Abbieann 
near midnight prepatory to land.Two minutes after twelve belle was struck, thore Z 
was a damable crash and roar, and frightful eruptions near and close, far or scatter 
but scores at once was heard almost simultaneously, raging for Lit Seite aeteaae 
causing concussions that threw down the buildings in the city, followed by a Ae : 
frightful explosions as no mind oan concievees. Clouls of fire, smoke dust eee a 
mal and water, and vegetation of all sorte, toppling and roaring swept with : ehtning 
speed over the city and river. The St ann was nearly sunk, and caught Piss: & See 
The concussion shook the air, and the boat was tossed by big waves. The Engineer 
suid that he could never forget the horrid, fiery chocking clout of horror are 
enveloped him from the sky»He said he rushed below, that he was not badly burned, ey 
so bad ag most of them.Most of the children being down below fae eee the noes 
came the engineer was going to his post to cast anchor.,fen he came Uj 
oR ship all atirs aft, and fought it forward untill morning, when oe 
other ships which were said to have arived a little later came to the cae ies oi 
the time the captian oriered me to up anchors! got to the windlass, I eae : 
captian was badly bumed.He had inhaled flames, and wanted +o jump into : vee 
of the river, but we prevented him.The first mate was so frightfully ee - 
he died, having inhaled flame.From my own ship a good number Were ied seh 
were in a frightful state, except the capt jan « Although on deck an ee one 
he was little burned. He said there waa an awful noise of explosion, an Hs 
a cyclome of smoke fire and all hapa aie nai a the awful. poslonous 
re of the smoke that urned worse Ge 
bie sa fae toe they fell dead. The cyclone of gas tore the mast at of the 


s hips, blew others up, and sunk many of them.Soon afterwards came a wave of fire 
bigger than the smoke cloul." 
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ADDITIONAL D'TAILS OF THE TERIUBLE CALAMITY. 
STARRING OBSEMES SCEIES THAT BAFFLE ALL DESCRIPTION, 


STARRING realized now he was witnessing the afteermath of one of the greatest disast 
disdsters that had ever happened.The disaster even at Adeleheid was ulmost as completa 
as at Abbieann,even thia city had x ceased to exist, and that half the population 

shad perished..All the survivors were homeless and facing starvation and perils from 
forest fires, and were still in urgent need of all kinde of provisions, and that the 
visit of veasels that couod come could come for the work of swply and rascue wag 
imperatively required. 

Even the Government had requested that for the purpose of rascueing the people 
who atiit are in such aeadty peril and threatened with starvation, any one man 
may send as soon as possibl e the means of transportating all refugees found from 
the stricken zones, and convey them from the path of forest fires. The Secretary 
of war has also been directed, as well as the Navy to take suth measures for the 
relief of these stricken people as lie within the executive discretion, and they 
earnestlycomnended this case of umexampled disaster to the generous consideration 
of oll the people of Abbiesnnia. Starring hew that the profound impression made upon 
the paople of abbieannia by the terrible calamity was manifested by the action of 
the ,mperor when he succeeded in ralsing great contributions as well as the nation 
also in mobolizations by the wholesale and so forth, to crush glandelinia. Others 
had been sent to report the extensive character of the catastrophe. 

Flags in cities and other parts of the country, and in fortifications, and 
within christian urmios, and all other places as wa!] as in all priviate residences 
were flying every day at half mast because of the disaster throughout cflverinia, and 
the loss of Abbieann. ‘embers of sixteen hundred families in Calverine were lest in 
the Abbieann disaster. 

Starring mede a statement in regard to the unusual explosions around Abbieann 
wnich he declared was very much similar in effects as the St, Pivrre dia disaster when 

a volcano there exploded from its aide but of a hundred times a greater violence than 
Krakatoa, and was probably caused by some unknom high explosives of some high of an 
moet immeasureable quanity.Starring said to the captian, as he had spent some time 
in the study of explosions, and is considered an authority on the subjoct; 

This is what he said; 

"All the evidence gleumed from the newsxpaper accounts and from a magazines and other 
writing, and story books {a all contradictory, and inconclusive. The blasts were of 
the explosive type similiar to those which made our big floods before, but different 
in the nature of the destruction, and thesize of the flood.In the case of this great 
disaster the explod explosion was great enough to powler most of the debris.ro this 
the still white hot flashes of the immense quanities of powders can be ascribed the 
destructive fire in the city of ,bbieann with a ten billion dollar loss, and among the 
shipping in the river harbors and docks. The report of a terrific rain of fire, was 
simply this white hot flashes of still wmburned powder.Gases probably were present and 
did burn, but any fire from this source would have ascended, owing to the lighter 
weight of the gas .The sudd-n hurling of clouje of water and mud in ancther explan- 
ation worthy on thevpresent evidence of the depth the explosions dug. The explosions 
are peculiar for they had enough force fo powder moat of the debris ejected." 

Starring still heard other evidences of experiences from persons in the great 
disaster.This was from a passenger on a ship. He nad left Francia Atlanta for Abbieann 

at midnight on the 20th of May and arived at the latter at about eleven cclock 

of May the 30th.For the ceptian and his crew the greatest dirficulty was exper fenced 
in getting near the city, the air being thick with smoke of distant forest fires, 
and the night darxnogs intense.The ship had to group ite way to thr anchorage. 

Appalling sounds were issuing from some distant places, and clowis o: of smoke 
for a moment e enveloped the steamers deck where the passengers and the othere were 
gathered gazing at the glow of the fires, some being engaged in trying to take night 

photographs of the scene. Hearing a most tremendous report as if a million bombe 
going off simultaneously, and seeing a.roll of smokewis! oemoko rise high into the 
sky, the passenger dived into the room, dragging with him another man, and shutting 
the door tightly.ghortly after the first inmense crashes had cessed, he heard a voice 
which he recognized as that of one of the Captiana crew.Opening the door with great 
caution, he drew him in.The nose of this man was burned by the intense heat. and 

thie passenger was the only one on board out of a number of one hundred and oighty 
nine that escaped uninjured.Tne heat being unbearable, he ermerged a few momenta and 
the scene that baffled his eyes -r greeted his eyes baffled all descriptions 

All arowmd on the deck were dead ana dying, covered with mua, ro krocks and 

gravel, There they luy Little chiloren, us well 4s men und women, and indeed the 
appa appeals of the children for water wus heartrending, and even when water was 
giving to them they could not swallow a dropp for their throats were filled with 
the burned powder, or burned with the heated uir. On the aft section the ship 
was burning,, and he finallu jumped overbourd, and stranger still found the watore, 
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of the river intensely hot. He declared he was eweptat on ce by @ wave in the river, 
which washed him against an upturned river motor boat to which he desperately cl ung. 
Finelly he was h joined by a man so dreadfully burned and terribly disfigured that 

he could not be recognized..Afterwards I found he was the captian of the ship, and 

he was in dreadful agony, and begged piteously to be put on board the ship. Securing 
some wreckage which contained some bedding and a tool chest, hewith the holp of ten 
others who joined him on on the wreck, constructed a rute raft, and placed the captian 
on ite Then seeing two upturned rowbeats, he askec asked one of the en men to ewinm 
and fetch it..He did eo picked up two of hie country men, and returned to the raft. Sec— 
ing a ship which had escaped the effecte of the eruptions, he paddled the raft tward 
it waving a white flag.Theybwere rescued and taken to rrancis anna.Threo of these 
diod before reaching the port.A number of others have since died. 

None on board the s hip were ever xnown to recover.The one who had saved hime 
self said the scene on the burning ship was awful beyond - description.The groans and 
cries of the aying, forv which nothingcould be done at all was horriblo beyond all 
comprehension. He described even .f a woman as being burned to death with a living baby 
girl in her arms, and that it seemed as if the whole world was afire. 

The infmal inflamable matortal in the forepart of the ship that would have ig 
nited that part of the vesgel, had been throw overboard by him and some othors.One 
other ship aisappeared as if blown up by a submarine explosion.yhatever he hadcheard 
made Starring now realize that the pengall gtate catastrophe was even more terrible 
than at first reported. Refugees streaming past oven now dcclared that their homes 
were wiped out by forest fires, that streams of water are tuming boiling het, and 
that large areas are still submerged.Other districts are also xr crowded with refugees. 
Almost half night darknens still continvesa. 

After more investigations further on, starring wr wrote this note,=

Al] river villiages near Abbivann inclwiing the city of deleleihid and Adeleheid, 
were destroyed simultaneously with the bigger city.The entire fegion is covered with 
explosion debris, and great forest fires is making our work painfully slow. Smaller 
streams have dried up, ad and stil] thousands of persons are flocking to the hille 
not knowing where to go porsued by fires.I do not believe untill connum! cations 
are restored that our country cun relief relieve the stupendous distress, famine is 
seid te be raging, and plagues also, and there is more urgent need of ofor the servicee 
of the Abbieann fed Cross. The terrible supposed eruptions, 1s not yet discovered. 
The central end eastern parts of adeleheid struck recently by the forest fires are 
still burning..very bedy among the refuggeos is mourning the loss of relatives and 
friends. pwiness in other cities not touched by the disaster is at aconplete stand= 
still. Abbieann was the financial and provisioning city of Calverinia.Eleewhere the 
forest fires are still raging more violent and aisasterous explosions may follow. 
What I have seen tends now to confirm and emphasize the horrors of the terrible blow 
that has fallen upon Abbieann and all of southern ana central caiverinia. Indeed 
ne such arpalling disaster, distinguished by the suddeness of the bioow blow, the 
number of victms cit victima, the immeasrureable property loss, and the great flood 
and forest fires, the completeness of the desolation, the reported force and effecta 
of the explosions, has ever come home to the civilized world with so overwhelming 
and harrowing a force.The convusion convulsion of nature in Krakatoa wae not greater 
than the slightest of theee terrific explosions, and nothing can compare.. Ow 
Government requests our aid in transporting what refugees We can from the stricken 
region, where famine stares all in the face day by daysivery gtate “overnment has 
appealed for aid.Abbieann ie surely wiped out completely, and the inHibatants of 
the surrouding towis have also all perished.In the city of St Vincent which 1812 
I'll reach next they saw thousands have perished, and the Lana has been iaid to wate. 
waste .Plantations have been wiped out by the explosions, and floods, comtless 
stock have been killed, hundreds of mili ions dollars worth of crops destroyed, and 
the means of subsistence have been wrested from the people « 

From present indications the forested country around the explosion and flood 
zone have been turned into a eamouldering amoking aesert of heli by the remains of 
burned trees, and so far as I have discovered fifty thousand homeless have been 
counted by me, and no one is able to xa care or provide for the, them. It 18 a most 
fortumate circumstance that we do not save to wait to find waye and means for extending 
help on occassions like this.Al] our people are not only willing, but they have been 
doing all in their power to aid.The wacninery for collecting and distributing aid 
had been as I read in papers sent in motion at the first news of the disaster, and 
we know by experience how effective is the work trusted to be accomplished.The 
impulse to give has stirred the heart of every @e one and we hope as soon as comme 

wniication is restored something can be done in bringing a speedy relief to all..."

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Arter the inspection of the city of adeleheia was over Starring boarded the ship once 
more with hie forces and the four ci child scouts, and py night the whole force started 
next for tha city of 8 Vincent De Paul where conditions had been reported to ve worse 
outside of ;bbieann...The grrat explosion took good effect on this city as he heard 

and a shower of stone, and clay had even fallen thirty wiles away from the city ite 
self, end dust was two inches deepe Seven thousand dead had been the first report, but 
now it had been oetimated that the total number of dead had reached near ten thounand. 
nd most of the victims were said to be women and childron as half or over half of 

bre men population were either out in the army or had been drafted by the government 

to aid rangers ana the othere to fight the torrible forest fires... Hundreda of met 

most beautiful estates in the vinicity had been rulned. Throughout the whole region 
north of the disaster zone great alarm had even now been felt regurding the fate 

of such a beautiful tow os St Vincont De Paul, and also Abpbieann. At that time a 
gigantic forest fire was beaing furiously dowm upon thie city, which was surrounded 

by forvsts and which had not been touched vy the floods, and the northern region of 

the country had been utterly destroyed. It is feared that even the estimate of 10,000 
dead is exactly too rmatl . From the newa of the stupendous disaster the whole nation 
still was greatly ex: excited « 

Starring was willing to go slow with this part of the trip after leaving the ruins 
of Adeicheid, for he folt he nwust rest up after withstunding the terriole hardships 
and his encounters with the horrible sights that he had witnessed every minute. of 
the two days of his stayb there.. starring had been surprised when he reached St Vine 
cent De Paul city, that no more dead were in sight.Bit he was told that thousands 
of bodies had peen strewn along the streete only a Weok after the disaster, and others 
being at Jeast partly puried wmoaer the wreckage of the buildings, but now all of the 

«bodies found on the surface at Jeast had neen ouried a week after the disaster, pit 
none of those in the ruins had yet oeen dug out as it was impossiple. It would re- 
quire months, unless a greater force of men is employed,, otherwise all of the dead 
could not be properly disposed of.Every moment of his stay in adeleheid Starring 
and followers feared greatly that the forest conflagration would come up as stated 
and surround the city wi y with its billows of death dea, ling fire.The fire continued 
to rage elsewhere, great clouis of flames sometimes almost roffing the sky above 
meking a most awe inspiring scene. Starring discovered that the reporte that a.1 of 
the surviving inhipatants of St Vincent De Paul had deen vrought away saftiy from 

the danger zone was not trudee. No one had escaped heree dike at abbieann. A great 
wave of debris hurled py the explosion awept across one prtion of tye the city, 
destroying the Lives of all in that section in an instant.The others were said to have 
flea dom the river shore, and were rescued py some ships, but this had not been; 
confirmedes Other villiages near St Vincent, were destroyed by the explovion, 

and a flood of deprie was hurled o all over the citye 

Great Indignatiojn indignation against the ,landelinians grew, and grow 4e the 

panic among the survivors subsided, and so many mon victims of the di saster who 
survived entered the army to fight that few of the survivors had any males among 
them.It is well remembered that while other disasters had occured elsewnere throughout 
the autumn and winter and 0a 1 eas early summer, GlandeLinia was vonmmitting vile 
massacres of children esle edsewhere.,veryoweek as far as the abatement of the flood 
would allow some provisions had been prought here and there for the refugges, out 
famine continued elsewhere. Starring could observe where ever he came upon refugees 
that they were all on half rations, and when it can be also rememebered that danyer 
ous pestilences 1s alao an inmediate menance, it can be understood why there should 
be plenty of food to give to those who may be attacked strength to fight the dis- 
ease. What gave starring some hope however was, that the nature of the flood , ite 
results and the aifficulty of any persons getting to the disaster zone, for one goood 
instance prevented any such an added horror as vandalism, and anyhow so complete was 
the devastation that there would not have been anything for the Glendeliniens to loot 
to boot.0f course a there are the most severe capital penalties methed out to alt 

Who are caught steating in the wreckage. 

As Starring was ariving into the vinicity of the city of st Vincent De Paul he arte 
with a government Tug, sent from Fancia Atla, which arived at the same time, bringing 
with it five membors of the Gemini, & ton of supplies for the Burr take Cotes 

. tug had peen compelled to go twenty miles out of her cours 
SOune die ie ys EEG a colum of the ty ickast thickest smoke and seething flames 
flomes on both nides of the stream which she could not pass.iIn the river also were 

a number of ships and poate inconstent readiness to take away the workers, ir the 

forest firec pears down upon the town as ia warned, and a deligent watch is 
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constantly maintain ed ready to give eet ze warning, and if the conflagration tums 
in the direction of St Vincent De Paul the place will be immediately deserted. 
Busides t:. those working in the ruins, starring could observe not a singie hunen 
being within the city. All wio have not been killed have no uoubt folt to somevremote 
countsy. On voard this tug, was a man who witnessed the distaster from the etart, ond 
who wave this accoumt of the event » preceding the disaster at St vincent ond Abbieann 
and also of the catastrophe itself, aa backed by other eye witnesses, who were on the 
River Coal Battate parge, called the "queen" Befora the catastrophe a strong poay 
belonging to the scientific commission, presided over by Dargar Hornor agcemed assem 
bled in Abbieann on May the 2Ith, the fr fewolays vefore the calamity for the purpose 
of studying the effecte of the raging fore t forest fires.It was for a time agreed 
by the mempers of this commission that the relative direction of tho movement of 
the conflagration, end the valleys depouching out un the river regions, were auch 
that the scientists could affirm that the security of the region was completo as long 
ae the wind retained a southwesterly or a westerdy direction, and this annowcement 
was made to ally the fears of the ffi frightened citizens. 
The moon rose clear over St Vincent at about six lock oclock in the evening 
of May the 3Ith.The groat forest fire was raging to the couwthwara, ena tho wina was 
blowing northeastward. A few minutes before twelve oclock a grant white colum what 
appeared to be smoke and dust, suddenly peinched forth rrom some section o not far 
from North pend, and which appeared to suddenly open up a rent in the ground ror a 
li long distance.The outoreak caused the utmost consternation und panic among those 
of the inhapitants of the city who were still not in their bede, who fled tward the 
river parte uttering frightful screams.There was a terrific noise that would have 
crowned out the lowest thunder ever heard and a moment later a gignatic mass of thick 
impenetrable olack smoke torn vy terrific red flashes poured upward and forward 
and fetl with frightful rapdity tpon the city. In a very short time before the shocks 
the whole city was a mase of ruins.From the concussions the waters of the river 
were violently agitated and everywhere was heard the sowd of falling houses, 
and vessels were seen to oveturn and sink or buret into flames.Aleao the cries of 
the doomed beings on shore, and afloat lasted only a few moments, when the stiliness 
of death fell] uponnthe city and the whole region. 
Only six vessels of all the shipping in the harbor of thi thie city had 
withstood the terrific apparent convudesion of nature.Many of the survivors who 
Were saved vy tho surviving ships crews, declared they had sprang overboard, and 
deapite injuries recieved py falling aspris, and rocks and fiery clowis, succeeded 
by diving ena swimming for two or three hours in sustaining themselves, wmtill they 
were picked p py tho crews of the surviving shipse 
Nothing then had remained of the city of St Vincent except vast noaps of pmok ing 
ruins, indeed resemoling & vast furnace of the infemal regions.But here and there 
in the open spaces large mmbers of partly pumed, ana asphyxiated podies could be 
seen lying on the ground or amid the ruins. It had taken thousands of workers to dig 
out and oury what dea they had peen aple to find.The ameli of the purni ng flesh 
had been observed three miles away. yowever now as it was luck for Starring access 
to & Vincent was much easier, and py this time the ruins o: the city had ceased to 
smoke.It haa peen Learned oy him that the svrange rain of fire ceased at a distance 
or one himdred yards from the city of Wickey Lansine Starrings taik with survivors of 
the disaster at gt Vindent, confirmed to him all the previous statements as to the 
awful suddeness of the catastrophes It is thought that an ernormous quénity of some 
unknown explosives might have been tiverated, with yas Liquia also, producing vy 
force and noise great atmp atmospheric pressure, which overwhelmed everything pefore 
it, and tye the concussions which leveled every puilding.The strange fmes absorbed by th 
the bodies of the victims caused them to purst, end the fire coming aftr afterwards 
carponized themesce 
This no doubt was followed by a terrific rain of all kinds of rocke and depris 
which enveloped the city, and one survivor said he had oeen out late that night 
and soid at the woment of the explosion he hau the impression of being violently 
dram tward the explosion py a strange powerful currentbof iar.Then the whole cowmtry 
epened into eruptions, according to the description of the » wan, and flumg tomadoes 
of fire and debrie at every city and tom within range. 
On account of the great“dlsaster, and because of its effects Starring had heard 
that throughout Abbieannia and the other states all pusinesa had suspended, end this 
wus alarming news to him.The people in all cities had towne had day after day month 
after month assembled in the churches, at all hours, Cathederals and the like, where 
often special services were and are being held for the dead of all the war disasters 
»sand in particular for the dead of the city of abbieann. 4 1 yamine also in wany 
parte was raging, ‘and many sections of the disaster zone waa now becoming entirely 
depopulated, as people who can were moving off northward. Starring on boking things 
over observed that prov ¢ provisions were needed in the vinicity of St Vincont 
inmediatedy for nearly three hunred thousand poeplepeople, and a ship Load of line 
or lime for sanitayy purposes, for the stench there from the dead podies was over= 
powering. Starring howeer said about general Hendro Darga: the Great deminizssjpp} oo’. 
“TY have heard that general Dargar has asked the aurthorities of every alty by | 
telegram to render and continue assistance that can be possible.Great praise is : 
given the great Gemini leader.He and all his followers have worked desperately and 
' Sas : 
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and inf indefatigably to succor the survivors that are go hard to react \ 
tha nature of the disaster, and the destroyed comnumications.ile in ecedad fis cand 
aged the limbs of the wounded, and has worked without sleep and food, and they day: 
he {a now completaly exhuusted.>or Fourty persone rescued from the ruins by him, are 
in a hospital at Calverine.In addition to the species alraady secured, and Stoo O09 oO 
were rescuad from the half ruined bank of St Vincent. The whole nution was said to px 
be git eee ne Strange to relate, in view of the great number of inhubitants of St Vin- 
cent who Were awapt to death by the midnight explosions, Starring learned that very 
few corpses had boan found by those who had been engaged in.the worl of burying and 
eramating the dead bodies.This may be due to the fact the that the most populacus 
populious quarters of the city are buried under the wreckage of all their tall houses 
, and with the conflagrations raging in the ruins, the bodies under:near underneath 
might have been entirely consumed. Starring also heard of many strange and most 
incomprehensible incidents which had been recounted in St VineenteThe charred remains 
of a little girl, with her clothing still on, and unburned, and in perfect condition 
had been found there. 
The erlap bodies of young children have also baen found, but al 
they wore were iminjured though their bodies were charenaled..Taa bath de the serene 
torrent hurled by the near explosion which swept over the city of St Vincent, Starring 
discovered marked out in tho strangest manner. The vinicity of the northern limits iz 
where the vessels were destroyed was evept by a whirlwind of flame and smoke, which 
ripped, tore and shattered everything in ita passage but left few traces of debris 
pehidn.On the other hand, the centre and adjoining southern parte of the city, were 
a aise i by the concussion of the explosions and also recieved a rain of 
ebris hurled skyward by the oxplosion 
Sry riladcenet ec i oa xplosions, and then fires broke out which consumed 

Every one starring talked to of importance, told him that ever since the cataatrophr 
catastrophe occured the work of succoring the refugees continued incessantly and ot ill 
was going on.. Ono ship filled with refugees rascued, had to pass through cloudjs of 
smoke and flaming embers close to a forest fire, at the risk of catching fire, in order 
to 6 bring the refugees to a safer place, and then to repeat the harrowing expartence 
in order to reach the other terrir terror stricken people waiting for ald. 

But this ship succended b in bring to the nearest places of refugee 5,078 
Laat mainly former residents of what survived in villiages aroud St Vinvent. 
his was on a gn Sundey night, a week oefore cturring came. Since 
as the result of other most daring trips through" HELL® had oat metre 
many other persone to safty places.0n the vory day before Starring arived she reacued 
nearly a thousand persona, und piloted some half injured ohips, who took on board 
other forest fire ufugitives..The other ship the Mary ann having done everything 
possible in the efforts being made to auccor other fire fugitives left the region on 
such a mission just an hour before starrings arival. Tuge had distributed to the 
sufferers still remaining large quanities of buscuits, milk, brandy, and cheese. 
Starring was emotionally interested in the stories of survivors, and in the efforts for 
weeks and weeka being made to succor the refugees of both disasters,. A woman named 

Marie St Claire, who was a hospital nurge in 4 hospital in St Vincent, and who was 
among those taken to a refugee camp untill she could be convoyed to a j hospital, in 
describing her experiences, said that on the night of the terrible disaster, she 
had just finished her prayers and gone to bed, and was hardly asluepp, when she hoard 
a low report, fet felt her bed j jump wildly, the furniture she observe dance, 
and noticed the rocking and awaying of the house, wherein she fainted.then she re- 
gained her senses, a few hours later, she was under some wreckage horribly bumed, 
and glacing around she saw no one else alive. This luiy though she aurvived tobtell 
the tale said she would never be able to forget it as long as she lived... 

A little girl whose name was ary qhannon, the nine year old daughter of the 
Mayor of St Vincent, who with her mont mother, two brothers aged five and eix,, and 
one sister alsao aged six, was asleep in their beds when the explosion came .This 
little girl is in a hoapital in Pandora, and is not expected to live.Her Aunt Clara 
Shannon, who was in the refugee camp at which starring vieited told him the following 
story of her experience; 

"] was just preparing for bed, when the butler called out to mej 
“Look at that awful cloud shooting up inthe air," 
“I immediateldy imnediately went to the window, and as I saw a vast maso of 

black and white clowl come rushing forward as it seemed to envelope us all, with a 
strange noise, there came a tremendous report, which caused all the windows of my 
room to fly out and the whole house to shake feurfully.Part of the house crashed, 
and I rushed to my clothea closet in panic, suddenly experiencing a fevling of suffoe 
ation, which was followed by intense heat.The other section of the house broke 
into flames.Ag I was not hurt, I assisted my nephews and neices to escape. They were 
carried out of the house, just us it crashed to total ruln.yien we got to the street 
the two little boys died. His mother algo died, the two sisters howevor surviving 
but terribly bumed. In I fortunately did not sustain surlous injuries." 

Starring found there wero after all nany ourvivors out of the city of St Vincent 
and all these refugees of the oxplosion dinastor even now continued to be greatly . 
broken by the terrible experiences throucrn which they had pissod. Starring 8a the mayor 
who naw sutviveu aia ne Wugs im &@ pitiavlds conultlon, aid ne einot takes nig wina yrom 
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the sceneselHe was the ast to Leave the ruins of hia ourning homo.And he sp: spoke 
in the highest terms of those who aia such nople rescue Work in the face of aire 
periis . The captian of another ship reported to Starring that at aoout Yrourty 

two mites southwest or govivann, after the exptoaion horror on the aate morning of 
June the First, the river rose and incrvased in width a dand ita current sped with 
e great fury, breaking as if on rocks.This continued for hours, then the river broke 
ite bouds.The schooner labored very heavily, but sustaining sl ight dansge, though 
beyond control during the phenomenon. It was believed the action of the flood olsevhore 
did this. chocked by the news of the disaster at Bengall state and elsewhere, 
which had destroyed his residences at Adeleheid, wharshouses and stores, 4n aged 
morchant of Calverinia, sat silent and amazed on 4 pier near the refugee camp, and 
when questioned by gtarring at first only looked at him vyaoantly. Sitting beside him 
was his aight year old daughter. Near him stood his wife,. portmately he had not been 
in Adeleheid at the time of the disaster, neither had his wife or child.They had 

been in Pandora, having left Adeleheld because hie daughter had wished to sve that 
the great Pandora city was likre like. As he refused to speak his wife suld; 

"Ws; had aleo a home in sdeleheid, and another in 8t Vincent, on the stream 
called the Morne Rouge, near the mountains" she guid. “Thesovhomes of ours were filled 
with valuable curios and men mementoes of various trip.cal islands which even the 
biggest sum of money could not @ replace.All these and my husbands places of business 
are swept avay.The lose to us will reuch $10,000,000. We had many friends among all 
the people here including the Mayor himself and his wie wife und children.We usually 
remained in gdoleheid city all the summer.My little daughters desire to seevthe bigger 
city of Pandora proved our oulvation." 


Her husband was so terribly overcome by the news o 
ed that dispatches from the Local regions ware 


find voice to talk. starring also learn if 
giving more attention to the living und tho injured than the dead,, and had become 
lies for the millions of refugees. Aa it guid 


more urgent in their calle for food supp 
before because of the cutting off of Vivian Wickey by the seige, and the wars horrid 


cprogress Abbieunn was the storehouse and main supply station for the whole of 

Calverinia, and all of its supplies have been destroyed by fire, or swept away in the 
ernormous flood that had followed. In addition a large tract of country as big as the 
whole of North merica has baen Luid waste by flood and forest fires, and buttle ; 
and masaucre ~forrors thus depriving the surviving inhabitan te of vegetable and moat tg 
supplies, for the cattle and all other kind of farm unimale and fowls are reported | 
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dead or dying of starvutions...ee 
Nearly two months have elusped since the great disaster began,/ and no one knows 
when all of the refugees can be reached with supplies, and this new disaster has rende i 1 
rendered morecdustitute those who were homeless because of other disasters, and it A. 
waa harder to reach them, for they had not been fully succored either as disaster { 
after disaster had come so quick one after the other ./ 
All other cities und toms as Starrinj; knows havo surplas food that could have 
» aen sent to the disaster zone in a day or two if all communications had not been ih : 
destroyed, and thus aff rd relief enough wmtill the arival of the larger supply { : 
ships sent from bigger cities and porte. As it occured ut night, at ull points within if 
the disaster explosion zone, and mostly'all the inhabitants of the toma and cities, ‘i 
wore evidentl, in bed sound aslesp no one had a chance to escupe. The ajacta throw all 
upward by the explosions came dom iike cloud bursts, und the cities were caught 
Like rats in a trap.. If every one had been out in the streets there muy have been 
some show, they could have fled wider cover, or to the rivers.. In many towne the 
river shipping at the docks did not ga nave a ghost of a show to get awuy.Yet il 
‘ und ite people can easily imagine the scenes |

STARHING HEARS MORE NARRATIVES OF {EN AND WOM! WO HAD THEIR 
OW: TERMIBLE EXPERIENCES, SGMIES IN THE STRIQ(H! REGIONS, 


Additional horror day after day had been excited since the disaster happened, by 
every account furnished of the terrific explosions and concussions and floods caused 
by them, which was published by all newspaper concerns und correspondents, throughout 
the region, and here is another which Starring himself heard from the experience of a 
war correspondent himself ;; 33,3 

"Yrs sir y had hard times to go through the devastated ragions in which | explored 
in order to get pictures if y could, for all communications between the triple disaster 
zone, and all the coumtry is destroyed, and so many hills here and there are so covered 
with foreat fires of the most severe kind that they appear like a greut number of 
volcanoes in terrible eruption. The nearest of the fires was twenty five miles east 
of adeleheidl, and yet the flames from that could be visible mors than 4 hundred 
mils miles and the smoke fow hundredeyhen I first heard of the disaster rnwent out 
and belleve moe after two months of the travel I believe I had passed through hell. 
Never again. But ['1] tell you my whole story sir. Knowing that I wished to go on the 
special trip the City Government of Francia Atlanta paid my passage on a refugee 
poat.I¢ left the city « at seven oclock in the morning. I wished at that time sir 
not to go to view the results of this Abbieann disaster, for it had not happened 
then but some of the later ones before that.I must tell you sir 7 arived at Abbieann 
in time to particpate in a part of the horror and only a miracle suved me. Terrible 
flames from the distant forest firso racing onward along the eastern woods were visible 
during the entire jomrey journey.At midnight it was seen that a big ridge of hills 
were all afire about fourty miles away.The ship ran into a dense gray cloud, and the 
people on deck were almost suffocated and went below to get relief. 

The atmosphere became so dense with smoke that we could not see a thing shead 
of us.We wore then encountering an wuusually degree of heat, which finally forced 
‘the captian to order the steamer to be put about, and steam northward untill we 
could be clear of the dense snioke and get away from the unbearable heat. At four 
oclock the stsamer put back tward the original course ugain, and encountered a 
thicker cloud of smoke rolling northwy northwestward, und was again compelled to 
put off. 

It arived about ten miles south of adeleheid at ubout six oclock in the morninfg 

morning of May the 26h.eIt was seen that the forest fires were dangerously close 
and there was a tremendous roar of explosions occeussionully in the distance which 
I believe camecfrom the dynimite used by the fighters to breach the forvet in the 
path of the flames. Great flushes cf fire played incessantly over the smoke filled 
sky. ud there was a fog from it all day. The forest fire was first observed so 
close on the. week before my urival. Huge volumes of flumes shot u-ward, and the 
people in all that district were fleving.There had been a continuous uproar all 
that time. The northern forest district from west of Heidi Jumction to pvan SVille 
has boen completely devtroyed by the fire.It was {mpossile to proceed beyond that 
point on accowumt of the hot debris left by the fires.The whole region was on fire. 
A huge hill was observed to be lit rally burming up. On the 27th and the 28th, the 
whole country side was covered with wreuths of dense smoke, und everything was ruined 
by the heat and the smoke. Many persons werz brought to Adeleheid in boats from towns 
menanced by the forest fires. All of the refugees were nourly dying of thirst, and 
all of these people had been thirty seven or fourty hours without u drop of water. All 
of the cattle were dead becuuge of the heat and he luck of the water.and on account 
of the scarcity of wuter and the destruction of commmications, it wus impossible 
at prresont to go into the in interior und investigate the extent of the foreat 
fire diguster, and tward where it was heading. It was impossible to suu say just 
how many people micht have perished in the flames if any did, but the number will 
probably run into the scores. We loft Adeuleheid at nine oclock in the morning 
of Hay the 29th with orfe orderg to ‘ow a relief boat full of refugees to or near 
Abbiounn.A quarter of a mile further on near North Bend wa recieved a messuge by shore 
from a boat that because of the forest firss about to cross the streum, the pusscage 
would be bpossible. imposuible. “Nevertheless we proces ded on our voyage. wien 
opposite ,orth Bend there was a greund virw of view of the forest fire now only 
ten miles avay.The whole sky was covared thickly with rolls and cuuliflower like 
colwms of snoke and there was un incessant flashin; of flunes throwh them... Great 
quanities of sparks and light embers were blow in clouwis in the wir, and wers fallig 
falling tward tho rivor obscuring overytiuing.It was impossible tu get close to the 
towm of Costollo.Ws attempted to proceed to St vincent through a grout clow of smoke 
overhanging the river and the country side,,, but found it impossible. It meant 
sat’geution to try ite We returnod and entered the bolt uguin miles dowm thy river 
ubut thers ,i+ wus the sume,,, result. On tho horizon thers woo nothing to bs sven 
but rising smoke clouds and leapin; flanoa, and overhead the sky Was darkeee 


oe 


Un the.orizonthere was nothingto be “sen sven but rollingclouts and leaping flanes 
and other forest fire scones. We wers forced to put back becuuse of the fierce heat 
and str stuancd down tne river to find a branch stream that might conduct us past 
the fire and give us un opportunity to reach Abbieunn. Opposite pur po Kown we en~ 
countered u hot yale of wind carrying clouls of smoke and debres debrig.To the north 
the entire territory of the danger zone was clearly violble. Besides the large forest 
fire numerous smaller ones were aglo and smoking or blazig, and the rear portion of the 
main one where it had pussed and left only the smouldering embers a great stretch of 
white and gray clow rose thousunds of feet highe uch of the smoke was going westward 

and iv was quite dark. Yhen we were close to Turpo town we passed to the windward 
along the center of the river tward St Vincent, and saw no eign of Life. It is belleved 
that every person within the forest fire zono hud left.The refugees at the towns 

were in dungor. : 

It took us u long time to gat within range of abbieann, and we got there just 

on time sir, to see the terrific disaster.pirst we heard ams most extraordianry 
noise, moresxtraordinary, than those ever heard when a tornado approa h approaches. It 
seemed like when u flock of glengiglomenean creatures were wining winging tward us 
as fast us they can fly. Just previously the air had been very calm , although the moon 
and stare were obscured by smoke clouis.At the same moment when he heard the sound he fel 
felt a strange vortex of air likened to a ewift passage of some heavy body. Then 
there was a» most terrific roar,, a noise similiar to the firing of some huge cannon 
but a hundred milifon times louler to my way of believing it, and I saw a huge black 
clow rising high in the air with the under part arching downward and rolling and 
rapidly traveling tward Abbieamn and uli over a as far as eye can see . The voat 
T was on was twelve miles from the city, As the cloud traveled I heard other numerous 
explosions far or near, as if whole fleets of volcanoes were firing a tremencous 
Krata Katkaoa eruption at each other. A spur of some hill, and a stretch of dark 
forest prevented me from seeing what happened at Abblecnn, but I distinctly heard 
the roar of falling buildings. I ran to awaken the captian, who however had been 
uroused, for all on board came running on deck, but all at once something biackand 
stifling enveloped all of us, followed by a shower of something scorching and hot 
ow rinning flared into flame, mo many of us writhed on deck o in mortal agony 
und zy only saved myself in the neck of time when I rushed below. I heard that Abbleann 
vues wiped owt, and ; believe the clowt had been sorespectes of fire damp produced by 
the avful magnitude of the oxplosion , which had been wide enough to envelope the 
city und the country ull around..." 

After this interview starring und his followers left St Vincent city, being more 
distressed by the probable fate of the city having not hardly believed it before. 

Ae the boat traveled onward, the whole crew, and all on board including gtarrings 
followers were on the alert, and every eye was directed tward the forest fires, ,very- 
body on board was afraid that the forest fire was going to cross the river through 
the section which the ship must passes, und destroy everything before it. For several 
days di during the onward trip, the forest fire had been traveling on, and iumense 
quunities of forests hud been destroyed by this time.ttany inhabitants from other villiaves 
villferes were still fleeing before it, some had asked to be taken on board, and Starr 
inc himself said there was no room. Starring even white in tho cabin could see the 
forest fire from the rear windows, ond although the nosrest portion was said tovbe 
to be fully five miles away, he could hear the roar of the flames und seoi the fire 
rubhing upward with terrifle etretches and speed, and the inmense clouwls roiling upward 
tward the heavens os if the whole world was b:wning and tye the end of the world had 
alroady come... hile traveling on they passed a town covered with smoke and fog 
and which had algo been hanging ve overhead for several days like the blackest kind 
of a roof of a dark cuvery cavern which darkness only broken by a terchlight..The 
emell ef buming pine and lenves was ver very «trons though somewhat sw e + swoet 
ond while on deck many of the crew und others were oblired to wear hundkerchlefe 
over their faces to protect them from the strong fumes. The captian’ uasiwed starring 
that ther; vas no danger, and if there is he would not attempt to run pase the danger 
zonee 

Sturring feared that many more perlshed in the triple disaster than he even 

heurd about. If the disaster overwhelmed such a big city as Abbleann, and spread 
ua far on it is predicted, then it might as well be as great ae if the whole of the 
ihnited States hud been wp wiped out in tho sumo fuchion. Starring said to the 
Captian; 
a “hen! wan Irformed of the disaster ut Abbieann I was in my tent with Angeline 
Jennings helping e hor work out ado code letter she had secured frdm the -nemy 
camp. Ac I had just finished, « courfer came riding up and handed me a mersuges 
It “us written bs seme one whe I did not yrow and therefore laughed and told the 
courier that he might as well let the follow huve his joke. Put when 7 recieved a 
note on the disaster from Gertrude Angoline, ans us I knew her, 7 felt funny." 

At first chen they believed {t ylolet and her sistera were almost prostrated over 
the neve of the terrible dfoaster et Ati feynme nany of their best friends resided 
in that city. On leuming of the explorions and the resulta theytwere wild. At first

The difficulty of searching through the rutne of Wickey Lansin increased tward 
late afternoon, when the cloud which had scattered so deop 4 murkinese over the carly 
part of the day began to c become a solid and impenetrable mass. along the horizon 
it resembled the thickest gloom of night or when you look into the big opening of 
an immense dark cavern.But as in proportions as the blackness gathered, and the glow 
of fires increase in their vivid and searching glare Starring indecd became alarmed. 
The glow was of a lirid and intolerable orimeom penetrating through the thicker ond 
rolling clowis of emoke along the horizon far and wide, and Lighting up the whede 
whole city every now and then from stresut to street, then to suddenly die into a 
sickly paleness. 

Starring indistinctly heard the moaning of the fire wind, and a nolee as of 
5the roaring of the sea waves, the hiosing murmurs of flames searing pine treos 
and other noises, and he said to one of hie followers- 

"I pelieve it's coming.We might have to méke for the ship.” 

He looked again as the clowl appeared to break suidenly from ib its ovolid

The retreat from the olty commenced, plowing through debris or clamber ing 
over high piles of wreckagoe gmoke started to fog the city bearing with it tha smell

aguldenly a wine wind began to rise, and then as they came noar the wharf where tho 
ship was they were surprised by the place becoming lighted with an intense and lurid 
glow onee more, but more brighter and nearer and more extend ing this time. Starring 
stopped to look. Strangely bright, and gigantic through all that darkness, which 
closed arowd it Like the walls of hell a immense stretch of forest far in the 
distance glared a momtain of leaping fire, racing madly onward like a cyclone, and 
a noise like shooting of artillery sounded from it. The horizon sky seemed riven 
ih in two by the leaing leaping wall of flames , the two sections seemed to take 
two monetor shapes, one confronting the other.

Onward gushed this source of sudden disasters. Starring hullose d to the ship, 
but suddenly a duller shade fell over the air.

The southern suction by the east ia devasta ted from Reclair, to Wickey Lannain.On the 
southeastward side, matters are worgo.The refugean number thousands, and only sictaen 
sixteon hundred are under rellef. The ship now left Wickey Lansin with the purpose to 
steam on tward St ann, and starring requeoted to the captian that the h ship would 
lay a course almost due northwest, after leaving Wickey Lansin, and go through the 
passage of the Hoidi Stream and head for the open water way of the Arronburg Runs.The 
entire journey of one hundred miles to QAbbieann he hoped might be made in a day or 
two.The ship the captian told him would be pushed for a11 he she is worth( providing 
he can push her) and he expected she would go the speed of fourteen knots, very good 
apeed for her considering her fould conditions put upon her when she was in the ax= 
plosion area.If not mentioned before the Ships name is Jane. 

What Worrlod .tarring most of all was that the forest fires were a trying to 
follow his course, and to make {t worse the winds were southern and a little east, and th 
anoke of the greater fires were borne avay further to the westward. Starring know 
that this had somewhat relieved the working parties in some of the ruined ofties 
» and they wero having a good chance of making a more careful examaination of the ruins 
If possiblee Baing forcud to stop at Josephine .umection Starring mado a trip also 
through this ruined city of fourty thousand inhablants inhabitants, and through the 
ad jacont villiages, with a new searching party organizad by him from his followers, 
this time being accompanied by the two bo, and girl acouts,-Here there were many 
examplas of the curious effecte of the fire blasts of the explosions which svept over 
the toms and cities, bodies being burned beyond racognitton but @lothing of the most.

Tho body of the }fayor of the town wae found nearvthe villiage of ic-Holis 
a surburb of Josephine sumotion, and the scenes around here were worse than any plave 
place Starring had visited yot.. In the latter place the victims were mostly ocvered with, 
debris and other wreckage hurled up by the oxplosion und which then fell. Near Mic-tolls 
Starring was told where over five thousand bodies that had been terribly distended 
and in an advanced gtate of decomposition.Thess bodies were oouted in the streets of 

the little village, and on the adjacenr land, and many bodies looked as if they ‘had 
even been hurled there by the explosion as they were terribly mangled,, and nearly a11 
the dead in the city were lying with tye their faces of the ground, and all were 

found badly charreds Tho bedy of a woman, man and three little girle and eix boys, 

were found in a near by atream, to which they had been throm by the explosion as 
evidence showede A large heap of bodies badly torn and mangled, and even diamembered 

of either heads, arms or legs, oo absolutely disembowled, or whole front portions 

of bodies torn away or in a worse sta e state wore found in one spot.Thoy were 
apprently near the explosion when it occured and the blast had destroyed the. Another 
residence close by but sha sheltersd partly by a hill on the Josephine sumction aldec.e», 
escaped almost untouched. The windows and blinds inside and ould were gone, but 

inside the furniture, papers, books, clothing, and flooring were unscathed, though 

plan plastering from walls and coiling was badly cracked eT © only living thing of any 
kind that gtarring observed in this desolatod district was U little kitten thin as a 
skenol 6 skeleton.This little animal stalked after Starring meowing piteously.

Yhon the main tom of Joseph- 
ine Junction where many survivoed the disaster was reached at day break starring found 
the ourvivore punic stricken.The streuts ware covered many r feet deep with debris 
from fallen bul buildings. Josephine gunction 1s soventven miles from one of the 
“Eeploston Crutera", which blow into the city debris of all kinds. From another place 
norty north of there Starring learned the distress was great, and that a call had 
b an sent for priests to administer to the dying. Up the 3° sides of the north 
strotch of the Vivian Hills east of the city forest fires wera burning in hundreds 

of formations, which uniting and seperuting, formed at times a nework network, from 
which there was no possible escape, for any living thing caught within its grasp. 

By the awful explosion ariver that had existed near the scene was dried 
upeStarringcould see that many searching parties had been out. He lost hope howevor 
when before reaching thie city the steamer was forced to rim through five or aix 
miles of sioke that was so dense ‘hat all on board were aluost suffocated, and the 
ship for more than on hour or two had to e be left to its own gutadiance. The forest 
fire though not so near as before was 5 still to s throttening as to tr terrifiyn 
the survivors, and to the left smoke and flame continued to rush on within easy sight 
the flames at timed reaching far up into the sky. Starring had been warned that for many 
days the forest fire had lubored forward, to envelope the oxplosion region and erase 
ull cluas sooner or later. Smoke arose all over the territory in immenso clouds, 
tnd the rumbling of many explosions made by dynimitera in their efforts to stop tha 
Red Plague redoubled {n mmbers and force, and before the concussions the ground at times 
trembled as if in the throes of a terrible agony. At night in intense darkness as 
Starring had observed the flames would seur the summit of a high hill making it 
look like a yoleani volcano in eruption and giving to the whole scene a weird and 
terrible appearance,All during the tip trip so far the splendid yet terrible phenom 
enon continued, giving all those on board the river craft a view never to be forgotten 
but hardly any change for refugees to make their eacapa.All on board the ship seemed 
hymotized. Ao he watched tho display of flames Starring heard this excited story 
from another explosion witness} 

"It was about midnight sir, when the whole country side suddenly opened 
sending great clouds of earth de bris over cities andvtowna.Death was everywhere, and 
in its most terrible formseI+ seemed as if flashes of fire and clouds of it came 
down from the sky, killing many who had escaped into the etreots.For this great tragedy 
the sottings were wonderful. The country side before the conouseions Literally rocked 
with devastating effects in ita agony. From the nearest explosions majestic columns 
of smoke apparently inky black, raachod skyward, and the scene was for that moment as 
{f craters from the surface of the ground was vi vomiting incandescent matter that 
gave forth priamatio lights as it or the fiery clow rolled over the land, sending 
grout waves of fire over the cities and toms, and euch thunder, as had never been 
noid by man cracked and rolled through the heavens. From the earth came the most 
tremendous detonations ever heard on record.,These joined with the secondary thunder 
all for those fifteen minutes merging in a: in incessant roar that added to the panic 
of the fleeing people who had any chanoe of eve escaping. 

All this of course lasted fifteen minutes and the clouls the color of sack- 
cloth ross to an awful height, mushrooming at the tops, spreading at in denses clouds 
that descendedcand spread far and wide to bring night at 2a late morningsFor hours 
the atmosphere had been so laden with powder cases that life was made almost imposs- 
fble.It fe believed that many of those who escaped from their falling houses were 
suffocated by this gas before they were touched by the flery clow. 

Many expected that the entire country would be destroyed, and all morning th 9 
darkness was beyond description, save when everything was made light as broed day 
by the fleh flashes .f flames from the forest fires. 

For fifteen minutes by the concussion ot the exploaions the earth qaked in 
quaked incessantly and most violently, the very momtains shook and caused torrif io 
landslides, and so terrible wore the thund rs, tnat it nau scewen to the terrif teu 
that the universe was being rent to pieces. " 

At first an Starring well knew from oll the first reports, the disaster was 
culd to be from volcanic eruptions. The naxt morning when therd was © respite in the 
go called eruptions, those of survivors who were more stout heartecd ventured out 

but were trapped in the fires resulting.As he inspected the scenes Starring saw with 
hile own eyes that even all areas of farming lands were totally destroyed, plac 
meny places being buried under banka of what had been called volcanic matter, lava 
lava stones, und oo forth.From a height he observed all plantations and farms as for 
us the edye of distant burning forests being devastated. Some pluces nearest the edge 
of tho flocd zone were under water. The better clause of Galverinian farmers 
had mide:this portion of the lund their cowtry. ow beyond this dietrict the whole 
countey was a smoking smouldering ruin. Ashes where forosts of trees had stvod was 
less thun six or five fect of rod hot smouldering ashes 


everywhere, ne place being 
yend)—sn some placesthe very growd was red hot for a considerable depthee Every farmor 


had dleuppeared, ond 1f they had either perished or escuped, ft cunnot yet be known. 


All kind of vogetution had entirely disuppeared, for no mutter how far the eye reached , 
not o spring of greon wus to bo seen, end further off the horizon was walled up in 

the omoke of the forest fires. All live stock belonging to these wmfortumate farmers hed 
died, ull houweo had disuppeared, and small creeks and rivers wore dry becuuse of 

being eva crated by the fierce heat of the forest firecsercsecee 

A guide pointed at to him there overywhere north of Josephine junction hudcboon 
had been found dead bod! .es, some half buried, or others showing thoy had Leen stricken 
down by stones and huge rocke. The guide said , c decompopition had been almost immed— 
{ate because of the a f awful heat. any soldiera had come to do the bh burying, and 
foe prisoners had been pressed into the work us rapidly as possible at the point of the 
bayonet, bit the conditions are such that pestilence can not te avoided. Violent 
Lensin gtarring heard was safe, bit ylolet Paul had oudder suffered torribly f iret 
from the explosion and then fire und flood, but he was told that that district so 
fer vas wmapproachable. In the hospitals of Violent Lunsin there were ubout 11,897 
s ufferere from Violet Paul who were being tuken care of, but with little chance than 
uny of them would ever recover. He heard that also throughout that district a fumine ta 
raging or throutening. and unless supplies were quickly recieved, e11 will sturved. 
yvhile the forest fire hao passed this district without threatening uny of these places 
the air is still filled with fog und smoke, end the heat wuo increesing, creuting an 
vee thirst and causing such suffering us only those who experienced It could 
believe. 

Starringdestring to leurn the cuuse or what the debris contained that wus hurled 
into the streets of Josephine Junction by the explosions contineed the work umong chet 
the ruins, but it wan not quite so sutiofactury. The poldiere Were about and hud to 
be forced to act, even though hour by hour a danger of pestilence increused. He came 
to a place where dead were stilt eing b ried in trunchos or turned in heaps, the 
pyres boing fod with gasoline and tar. ‘ro get rid of the deud bodies the great fires that 
had broken out among the rulno were kept yoing by the soldiers, vhich hu at night 
lighred up the entire neighborhood, ut which being sogn at Violent Lunsin led to 
the belief the forest fires had spread west of them. Thile There fer the few days 
Starring and his followers oided the soldiers in theif work. He came ucross utreets 
on the outoekirts of the tow where debris throm into them ty the nour by explosion 
wore in places six fevt deep.Still aven now everywhere within his sight were dead 
bodies, deconposing, and giving off a atench that mude many of the workers falint.One 
soldier said that although thousands have been burned or hastily buried, bodies still 
rerain to be cremutered. They were also hard to handle as many of the bodies even as 
Starring observed were carbonized and swollen, and many bodies ure found here that 
never belonged to the city. gome were still encrusted withnmul., The naturevof the 
debris hurled about by the explosion showed no signs whatover of having como from 
volcanic eruption, as they consloted of, debris, from the ground, pebbles, clay, mut 
sund, limestone, and gravel of all sorts. 

Armed soldiers were ulso watching out for val vendale, with orders piven to shoot 
down any sneaking ,landelinimm that many enter the ruins or rho 1s seen robbing the 
wreck of the tom or a deud body, but no such a vandal has appeared. One disuster alone 
in many others pust so far where from any location known it is believed not a single 
robbery occured.The ,landelinions no doubt were afraid to come from the awful nature 
of the disaster {tself. fome idoa of the terrile hoat by the forest fire in speeding 
close by this town but not touching it may be had when we can say that the iron frame 
works of an immes immense bridge crossing Neidi® Heidi's creek was melted as though 
they passed through a iron foundary or furnace, end the creck a hundred foot across 
was boiled or evaporuted entirely away, and the sundy bottom turned like white hot 
lave for a time.. As Starring observed from a high rise of hills above the tom 

the forest fires elsewhere were -t11] in destructive fury. Stranger too a torrific 
cennonading of something he believed he could hear a hundred miles awuy somewhere. 
fund the reports could be seen followed by inmense clowls of white smoke rising niles 
in the air. Imm-nee balls of colored fire wlso rosecupward, and the whole neighborhood 
was one mise of traveling flame.Starring believed the fire s** struck some rangers 
explosive shed and blew everything ue It was impossible to reach Abbieunn 45 he 
observed by any straight northwesterly route by land or river tecause of these firen, 
end he gaid there was no means of estimating the destruction added by this fire to probab 
to probable life, and entirely to property. 
Leerning that Violent Lensin wag still safe, though the sky over the town was 
dark ag of a storm from the smoke, he decided to make the trip by that rout if the 
captian of the Mary Jane would submit. The hille in thut direction were Invluible 
becauso of the fogs of dense smoke black, sruy und white... Also it wus reported 
from Colverine that gresy quunities of hulf burned trees wus flouting ‘ow the 
river through the city, that 1s the Culverine Fiver. end that {t secmed strango to 
the {hn Inhabi# tnhubitenta for even half b med houses cume dow, Starribé folt 
Starring folt sure the forest fires wowd continue wmtill a rain came, and inless it 
does wony hundreds of milan of coumtryside would econ be covered with omoulder ing 
uphes which are many feet dcop. He asked the captian If Violent Lansin could ‘9 approach 
upproached.Ag t'e caption contempliated on the etjects the ronklines of the dy inite 


explonions covld ho heard continuounly. An the Cuptian knew that troops and some 
river war ships have teon sont there, to search vhat ruins are there, end bury the 
dond, he decided to try the trip.It was however a longer wuy round to Abbioeenn. 
ne the boat continued on again, they had then travled for about two miles 
when they came within sight of one of the explosion craters etsily sven from the bout 
which lonked lke large end deop crevices of circular shape. These craters appeared 
to have no water. The signal station at Francis atlenta reported that a new and large 
forest fire was seen there in the avening of "sa tho First in the direction of 
St Helen, and thet the latter place was in polit, 
starring was getting used to such reports and as he continued with cthers 
in oxumining the ruine the search parties discovered safes end molten precious metale 
in stores and burned dwellings in the towg. jo one who was not able to show a pass 
from the ,,jlitary Government, or from the Emperor, of the Vivien Girle was permitted to 
penetrate intu even the suburbs of any of Fhe ruined cities und towns, and to prevent 
any one without passes from going, in a cordon of soldiers had been placed uround 
the towme.ghcnever he entered for his investigation, starring increased the cordon of 
soldiers by his om, ond giving orders to admit no one without first being consulted 
by him whether he had a pass or not. The biggest Cathederal of Violent Lensin was 
all dom, «ith with the exception of one tower, and of six theatres only one wall 
was standing. A big convent which contained five hundred school children, two hundred 
cirls prepuring for being nuns,, and 137 nuns to inclule, alone was not injured, 
but the college adjoinig adjoining, where 345, men scolara and fourty priests and 
profecsors had been wos missing. Yot there was no evidence of much loas of life here, 
for though many buildings were badly ruined, the majority of the city stood, with 
miny houses only amiss of window glass or framen, md roofs partly orn off torn off. 
The Aovetner yuyor of this city, who ascaped the disaster, od the insular 
officials had declared that for this city all danger from the horrible forest fires 
in thi the disas distance wus pasned end o cordon of armed soldters at the advice of 
Starring, added by policemen was placed around the tow further out than the inner 
suburbs to prevent timid people from leaving, or to prevent so called vandals from 
entering. The Mayor told Starring that when the explosions occured he was riding 
on a suburban cur back to Violent Lansin from Violet Paul. The cur he rode tue 
derailed by the concussion, the roof blew out, by the shock, the glass in the windows 
were 5 sucked out, and the car stood on the roof of a bullding after the concussion 
was overs He suid he never desires to ride © jumping car aguin. 
The Mayor continved; "The destruction at Abbieann air ia appalling beyond 
words, for , was there myself two weeks after tho flood had subsided.. The streets 
of the horthera section of the city not touched by the flood bectuse of the high elevat 
ion are tro feet deep in rubbish throm by the oxplostons, which cover the wreckage 
which I know covers thousands upon thousands of bodies, scorched black ed shiny 
as if they had been plunged Into boiling pitch. No one yet had taken them out ap the 
region is yet dangerous to approach. ley of the dead were never touched by the explosion 
fire, and many of the houses destroyed show no sige of burning but of being wrecked 
ap if on eurthquake of terrible violence occured. 
In the northweatern portio n of the surviving section of the city the tom hall 
and portions of the oxtended olevated structures for trains ore still standing, 
and two skyscrapers, while at the north end know ag Biéthbt North nd the most massive 
stonework and brickstfuc structures are culeined. Here the force of tho blast was closest 
anid more stronger. The Big Church tower built by the Abbieannian government twenty 
years ogo of pyclopean, reciun and Spenish mason work combined, is by a miracle in 
that il feted city the only buflding building standing wholly intact. The very golden 
nix foot crucifix on top exposed to the fullest force of the blast, is not even harmed 
except from discolartion from the smoke. A huge gtantus in the front entrance made 
of iron und brass not facing the explosion is found twenty fect away from tho tower 
beheaded, and without urms,.and oo disfigured that we do not know what it was supposed 
+o bes There are yet no soldiers guarding the ;roperry as the region ie euid to be 
in the poseion possession of the Clandelinians. Yhen | was there, the stench throughout 
that section was terribly offenesey offensive. And the streets are still obstricted 
by huge piles of debris and doad bodies, and it doks like when Bt Pierre had been 
dostroyed but on a most inwense scale. Mo one is there to attempt the work of cleaning 
the streets and thoroughfares, and if it is done 1t will be nececaary to employ 
Jerge numbers of men for many months, and maybe force many prisoners to help. 
A part of yortheustern Abbileann called Inpersole is purtly prreerved, ond Port 
Run, and Henvens ,,aven ure yet unhurt, but the inhabitanta have left, having crossed 


the river and fled the disuster zone ontirely

yt was now three weeks since gturring had left peneral ponoont infan Ar ronburgs 
cumpa, and for all tho time of his trips, all hills, and vyulleys, and plaing would 
seeme to literally follow him from b hind, vomiting clouds of densest smoke. giving 
forth sho.te of flume, und us he doked on the dar: side of things in those days he 
sure dreaded the coming of nomo other preat cutustrophe. For muny people of towna 
eastward which had not bee in the aweep of flouds, and only slightly affected by 
the coneunsion of the oxplosions, the smoke of forest fires seemed produced so 
constantly and normally that it was permiusiable for oven those who were inclined to 
leck on the dury side not to dread u audden and more horrible catustrophe. Even ar 
at Evangeline St clore,, where the terrific fires attracted, as they continued on 
& on, any anxiety which may have exintted, jradwilly died dom, when on , 
ae a a terrific. sea of tive, Sea mtieomed the north aide of the city, 
and for ten days the men inhabitents ull of them, battled oes to bla bed a 
w fo ely unknowm te gtarring, Concentinian Arronbirga tholo 
PR re a et i LS AG fightifie againet the conflagration did no good. 
kven his whole army could not stop it. At Evangeline St Clare twenty five persons 
were killed fighting the blazes, and the river northnof Evangeline 8t Claire, mysterio 5) 
nyateriously swollen to a muddy torrent noieily overflowed, and its wuters wus terribly 
scelding hot. On September the 7th while there wag stil] deliberations going on 
at Evangeline St claire, ond thile the fight still ou waged desperately against the 
flames, and were duys and nights had been jassed in terrible anxiety und unguieh 
and ignornace as to whether this new advance of the forest fire wus the precirsor 
of or end of the fire disaster, wus within ton uinuwes the annihilater of three quarters 
quarters of Evangeline St Clare city, and three others. But tu go back to the 
horrors of Abbieann. Many othor 6 intorviewed by gtarring, stated that the upper 
portion of the city not touched by flood had been razed hy strange clouds of fire 
thrown dow upon it by the explosion, which crumbled everything in t{a path. In the 
lower portion of the city there ts no or where it stood « vast Joke of water that 
refuses to arain out. And to the stupifection of many wio ore familiar with the spot 
, abig Clock in the tower of a romaining portion of the Cltys main Cathedral 
atrnneoly rim remained intact, as if to show the precine moment of the disaster, and 
this sinister indication desply affected all who had soen tt. 
On the other hand, ths other section of the Cathedral wan shaken dom, or burned 
and only the alter and the walls beh behind and the doom remained standings 
Some fragmenta of the pews were thrown a thousand yards. Bodina found within the 
ruing of bulldings and shoge strange attitudes ware precoptible, were lying as they 
were killed, with bowels protruding, as though forced out by the tennion of the hoat 
of axploding power clouda, and with thelr bodies partly or wholly carbonizad. 
Starring had when leaving yiolent Langin drafted some scientists, who he forced 
to come with him from the city to help him trace the cause of the disaster, for he 
now began to realized that the damage done to Abbicann md the whole coumtry sida 
would be knom to be considerably greater than wan at firat entimated. The ;resont 
uneasiness of all the inhavitants and refugesa that gtarring met with on his long 
trip was continually Increased by the continuous ravaging progress of the forest 
fires. Before leaving Violont Lanatn gtarring had brought on heard the stip 
large atonos, a canfull of the dust, and other fragnents of debris throw on bo 
the streets and having a yoleunte gelentiot aborrd he had them exanined. thore he 
secured thig a hot or clow of hot something passed over from the oast, mand owing to 
this great heat is was impoonibls to approach one of the explosion craters. 

Starring while in Violent Lenain, and while going north to the comtryside 
had made surprising and wondorful discoverios, in regarding the phygictl changes of the 
landscapes there resulting from tha oxplosions. Several fissures had heen observed 
near the craters. An estate of some ones hud disappeured, and had been replaced by an 
inlet of the rivers . Another entate belonging ta Pott io Rangers on formerly ‘Lat 
ground and upon which there had been a small town, had boon completely buried imder 
4 lmdetide. The hills to the north by this time was waaring a cap of smoke clowds, 
which ts being Lumined avery now md then by flashes of something red. Svery one was 
wishing for gavoral honvy rainsowers, which would wash out nome of theso stupendous 
fires, and save the vordure of the rest of the forsutse 

Oviug to the fives, and the other Visasters many farma have bos. wiped out, and 
destitution prevailed among all the laboring classes who survied survivat,, Win are 
without homes, without clothing, food and fbbbhtett frenh water to drink. 

ALL throughout tho region when the floods had bem slowly abating ,tarriny leurned 

that for wooko md woke, bodies have best Hacovarst in flood swapt houses in Life 
Like attitudes, presonting grewsaag apoctactes, and that the knom daad wag growing 


and growing that ft was becoming iimseusurenbla. He heard that noorly two hundred 
thousand ware found that belongod to Mildred qruonbgure along alone. Bodins hadeb on 
Bolies had beon discovered in houses of violent Lanain iteolf, mostly which wero fe 
decomposing and in in order to guard agningt lissano, it wan necossary for the aut- 
horitles to burn these dwellings.And Starring had observed that oxing to the many diffi 
diffns diffé ties 
difficulties in the way of those who should have the matter in hand, hundreda of 
bodina canot be Aterred or reached. No ae has bsen able yet +o approach within nine 
miles of one of the oxplosion craters in this neighborhvod, because of the intense 
heat, and judging from what can be seen ab a great distance, a Lake of water near 
the city has disappoured. The nimorous fissures in the groud extending to a grat 
distunca from ono of these craters show no doubt the mighty force of the explosion, 
but sometimes this scene vas enshrouwded by a deneo volume of amoke that would pass ovor 
lik. a clout from the distant fires, and ag far as eye could reach it suemed as if b 
the whole country side was covered by a peculiar migte peciuse of such lack of sunshine 
for so many waokn, and for such Intense heat, created by the fires, spreading 90 much 
und because of the inhalation of noxious smoke fumes the spreading of sickness, dreari- 
ness and discomfort was increagingess 
Starring did not know what to say when other information brought him the fact ,o5 
that starvation wan raging in good many parts of calverinia, and the horrible effects 
of the dinastar, thoaa before, and the results, and the stench of so mi many decay ing 
bodies te driving out so many people that it seemed ag If a general oxodus of southern 
and central galvyerinia was undor way.,,utilated bodies when found were tied up with rope 
ropes, and dragged to trenches and buried, or even cerematad in the trenches... : 
He knew the many local governmente were ot111 feeding and doing what they can to shelter 
ag miny refugees as possible, and even now aubsoriptiore for the relief of the sufferers 
were atilt being raised in all portions of the maffected areas, and throughout sbbie- 
annia, but that did not seum to hatp him, or his purpose my. He knew now that Anroughout 
all districts affected by uny of these dinasters the dol desolation was most appalling 
and for hindreds of miles b-dies found were being burned upon great pyres upon which 
oils was poured, but in spite of 411 this, tt s»vemed that though woeks and wooks 
passod the placas recovered from the flood, could not be. cleared of the dead.The more 
deud were fou'd, and put out of the way the more wera discovered. yy Yet none of these 
bodias saomed to have come from Abbieann. 
Phystolans in the city of Violent Lanain who made oxamination said to gtarring 
that in most cases death was dua to either being burted wumder wreckage, or to asph- 
yxiotion, and that the fires came lnter.It io bal ieved by starring and all of his follower 
followers agreed with him that tha oxplosions were also of some sort of destroyers 
that threw off some oxcecdingly heavy and noxfous and paious posionous gases, something 
akin either to w fire danp or to the posion gasea used in the world war, which settling 


upon every region ologe to the blasts rendered all the Inhabitentsa to death. this 
theory algo was accepted by many of the survivors who were taken from the ruling, alive 
or from shipa in the harbor of this city, ao they said thelr firet exporien ce was 
olther one of faintness or that they could not get any air to breathes... 

Starring was indeed duubfounded, because now it wane September, and quite a long 
time since the awful yume disaster, and yet suffering to an iinmense md terrifying degree 
continued throughout all the devastated districts of Calverinia, Food was boing recteved 
but aid came alow, beca.we of destroyed commmications, and the majority of ref ugess 
who could flock to the bigger cities were able to raciave more aid then elsewhere, 
or those who could not como, and they horrified the people of the cities with 
the harrowing stories that had to tell. The bivgest flock of refugees flocked to 
Cal vorine, sacramento, Eonbon. and Also Pandora, Wie} hollester, and other places 
and Starring had reoleved word from both Calverino and Pandora by wireless that all 
those who arived aa refugecs aaid that the.dumb mimals eufferered worst than.the 
people..The aurthorities believed that by the disasters before the diandelinians some 
how or other might have given some sort of warnings of ot least the storms of fire 
which they had been storing up to hurl won the foreste, that the refugoss though 
they heard the warmings Jr or not refused to heed them, and therefore remained, and 
the danger which had ine confronted them brought destitution to many thousmds ,but 
no warning was given of the approuching explosion disaster. : ‘ 

Btarring knew that animals of all kinds can usually suspect a disaster long before 
it comes, for as survivors told gtarring, live stock throughout the country became 
medsy, and at times were almont uncontrollable. Calit Cattle lowed in the night, 
horses screuned hens and chickens showed great ueusiness, there was aigne of panic 
among all kinds of birds in the sky, and dogs howeled and sought the compemy of their,, 
uipterg, and gave every evidence of fear. Cats even though usually fearsome of dors 
sought thelr company and dogs harmed them not, but lo-ked even for their a;mpathy. 
Wild animals of al) kinds disappeared from the viniety of all forest fire horrors, and 
even the snakos, which at ordinary times are found in greut numbora crawled away, 
the much needed presence of Slongiglomengsan qreutures was athing of the past, 
nnd all birds ceanad singing, and left the trees of the foruntsa, so that no birds were 
seon. They all aonged either diauster, saemed to know what the socretly disguled 
disguised “landelintann were doing, and therefore a great fer seemed u to be upon the 
vole land, andvthough at times {{ was ohared by the himan Inhabitants, they alone 
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apparantly noglectad to protect thomnolven, or wary not preparades. Thero win another 
thing that wad more astonishing to gtarring, and that was of the reports he had fre. 
quont ty rectoved of the de lerttely auspendod magn tele nond lon at nll conat Moen 
throughout the world, In all the goodetic survey observatorivy boing diaturbad by 
the ernormous oxplosions, at the timo the catastrophe at Abhieann wan reported to 
havo occured. The delicate apparatus int Installed at al) of thono obsorvatorias 

are so arranged that they regigter automatically by photographic means the very minut. 
set variations in the dirsetion ond intensity of the saryh ourthe magnotic force. 

Evon !¢ can bo a noteworthy story that all saiemological observatories throughout 
thd world also reported a neismie disturbance alt over during the time of the awful}; 
axplos lone 

No magnetic effects due to voleante sriptions of the most violent kind on Calverinia 
had over been recognized at such maghotto observatories, and thereford gturring bel faved 
the explosions he wiohed to Investigate were rath rrather queat. In galverinia before 
this disaster, pre purely mechannical vibrations from net ural earthquakes or by 
the other explosion disasters have boen often registered by the delicately polaed 

magnotic needles, The Lake gelicia Explosion disaster for instance wag recorded not

Therefore no one was able to rescus the Injured pinioned in the Wreckage or got 
at the corpses and that the amok ing amouldering ruing was hiding the bodies of the 
thousands the falien buildings had engulfed in an indescriably horrible doom, There 
was no need here of funeral pyres, for scenes beggaring descriptions was done by 
the conflagration, and bravery also beggaring dasecription was enacted by the 
survivors who had strove either to make some dispogition of the dead or save the city 
from the conflagration. ven now after the conflagration, wherever’ there ix ig a 

spot that is easily reachdd in the face of the terrific heat, Little groups of men 
Were 6 seen engaged In dragsing together the horribly charred bodies of the vikims 
victims which were piled tocether. There was no need of reburning them, they were 
already burned to a cripa crisp, Ano Above and b yond the presonce of the present 
horror there was or is in the minds of those who have taken up the work of des 
troying the ho:ribly bumed corpses, a still Greater horror.

ponathie.It dn almost imponntble to de anything at all for the despairing energy of 
the men tho have Jent Camtly ond fortine In tho catastrophe have all gone off to tho 
imy to revenge thelr Jonas on the onemys I am here to sce the boy of my own wife and 
childron vho met thelr om deaths. And I have no means of telling just how many 
died innthe cvervhelming of the city, but there so far aro only a thousend men surviv 
orp, und sixty thousand women and children nrvivors out of a population of over one 
hundred md fifty th usan thousend. Thousunds others surely have been caught ut night 
in their beds und died under the ruins of their buildings, ond p’ pinioned there 
while other thousands finally died in the deadly storm of fire and confligratione 
that struck the city, tmpro imprisoning many who had tried to sala salvage their lust 
hopes. gnd tho vork here by these nnldiers is carried on in the face of such uw death 
an nevot wus met by any peraon before. The clowls of smoke from the firen hengs over 
the sky day in and dey out novor allowing us a fringe of aumehine.s And oven air thile 
the awful work of the soldiers are going on here, we are fortmete onough to report 
that ao far no Glendelinion ghoul: have ct freed their way Into our eity, and no one 
has yet robbed the homes of tha dead that may bo ontered. Of courne nevortholosn we 
are careful end have posted gu r guards, ond the acidiers have orders to ehoot any 
porgons uctine euspictously but none. have beon seen so far, 

In trying to salvage what can be saved desperate chances have been taken by these 
noldiera tho fight their way th through ett hot ashes and siouldering ruine to get 
into the houses to nuve from the ruins what they con. I hear thot throughout all 
the verted disaster zones famine menanceo the people al over the southern part of the 
state, and us far us possible a penerul exodus of the ;-eople are conmenc ings 
At jresont those whe ure leaving, for the north have cnly a Uttle food supply, but it 
must be restored in a few dayy or they won't even be able to continu thelr flight. 

I vill sir also toll you of my experience. 1¢ wus early in the morning when it 
occured or at. least a little after midnight.. I had been in the southern outskirts of 
the city in i, om home, watching the glow of the nearest forsant fire, and the oir 
sae po hot and otifling that y Uid not sleep. There was a thick cluud cover the sky 
that that but that that being from the forestvfire rae not at ull wusunl. I went 
buck several times into my bed room and tried to sloep, and thet 1 Was not 111 by any 
fever produced by sch heut, or did not suffer uv heat. jrostration qui could not under- 
stund.

Tie lant time made my trips buck ond forth, , walked down the steps and into 
the strects, then buddonly there was a eight which 7 never thought 7 would behold.

Mang refugeeschad longed to return to thelr Nomas,, holieving that the forest fires 
might turn another way but they are now asain tn fly flight, and the distresy te 
Increusad, Search had aloo been made by 4 party from the River crews for the body of 
the govorner of ;engall State sho with all the members of hin fauily p ret perished in 
the debris , bub the goarch hun now boon abandoned, and the searchers have returned 
to hives Knoll. hey report that the hoat of the fires ts wibeerafle, and It is now 
balleved that the body of the Beverner cunnot be recovered, then 1 came to the city 
the conditions did not seom dangerous, and I had intended making a tour of inapeotion 
of the crater, but owlng to the fierce hent of the fires the trip was not a nsuccegn. 

Wion our ship artyed beats were lowered, and — and ali of my officals and 
the child scouts started for the shore. Before a larld ing wae made, the forsaet 
fire hit some explosives somewhere which went off with terrific nolea, The crash 
was not in tho direetion of tho city, and no damage vas done, but the invest lgators 
fled precipitately, back ty our ship, loaving ne alone with the girls on the shore. 

It wan af this time that th the worksrs abanioned their labors among, the 
ruling and took refuge in flight. . 

While on the boat we took soundings of the river,and 1+ was discovorad that 
the bed of the river had been changed by the strange Upheavals, that have strangely 
accompanied the explosions. In some Pluses the bed of the river had dropped beyond the 
roach of the deepest plummet which a Tprived us greatly. And yst in some plavses rocks 
and land have hen foresd to the gurface that do not appear on any chartt, and which 
Jav have never been noted before. , 

Ag I watched the shore move as the ship passed on, there was panic evarywhere. 
1 met women and children straucrling twurd umforo unforeated hills, and all were 80 
badly frightened they g2umed dazed, even almost afraid to look behind them Ag I 
passed beyond the ruined city pm met many of these refuseus and they were too 
frightened to opeak. There to danger everywhere of pestilence, und great epidme 
epidmmio o8 disuses are ragins elsevhere. It hun baon ost {mated that there were four 
hindrad and fifty explosions within the minutes between Elel Pleven thirty und twelve 
velock be>f before tha big ones came. and the extent of the devastation cannot now 
be esotimated. 

Acrording to witnesses no mud or other explosion debris feu fell upon the country 
districts, which ware however fe fr. ly beoprinkled with the dey dust hurled inte the 
aly by the wxplostons. It ja probably the oxplos‘ne uxploaions save a good demonstrat 
jon of 4 foree gd of which the world before know nothing. It ts bellevad that the 
singing ¢' flane was the st11) burning powder, travoling with strunge cye. gyclon te 
force and rapidty. Outside of the tmuediate heut zona the dame dumage was not go ° 
great. A great tron locomotive onging standing in the path of the shooting flame from 
the explosion was affected in a nope aincular z.nns manner. One side yas nelted 
while the other side wan seurcel, touched by the intenge haat. pust fell everywhere 
and most horrifying detaile of the condition o of the country where dead cattle and 
human bodies lay for days are told. Although the numbers of dead in thin city due to 
the e: disanter ta estimated Juwiging from the missing inhabitants at twenty thousand 
up to now only fifteen thousand bodies have been rivecovored and buried. ‘The und igscuverad 
bodies probably are still under the debris. 

T discovered in the ruing of a bullding uo hundred and eighty seven bodies, and not 
one of them could be recognized. In other vruina bodlea were found tn similar condition. 
and other tarviple discuveries have boon made. Many injured persons are auf fering 
from fret ured skulle caused by the wreckage of buildings falling on them “ilthough 
attonded with sualler Llosa of life the destruction of villiages is sever. 

Offietals in the vinicity ars busy relieving the oufferers and nek ing camps 
for the injured and the hopele homeless. Tho wuin problem now facing the government 
is how to provide pormanontly for the poopie who lost all they possessed as they 
cannot be reached. 

™ha area covered by the foreat fires in this neighborhvod compripes un umknowm 
number of miles. The fact that the loos of life is so severe ls of the suddeness of 
the disuster." 

When the ship finally wus to continues on, £1 the investicators were to have weird 
und Interesting + 8xp riences. And it was only through whit. soumed pri providental 
acciddnt that the steamers engines were sayod from serious injury ag the result of the 
oviftnessa of th- ships movements, Starring alse brought up the tnformetion that 
the viel- ation brought upon calverinia was lovuked upon by the survivors as that 
done by nat rs und not the Glundelinjane this time. He heard Saveral of the residents 
of a tom that survived talling one another that they bolieved the dag ruction of 
so many cities and tema was a terrific convalelon of nature and of volcanic activity 
from the cround, but Starring belleved different. 

As the ship continiud on he notlead a pecwliar haze o covering the lundscape and 
the river in the distances. The air Beomed more henvy and oppressive, and the weather 
condi‘ fone ware sot at all unlike those which proceed the great Nic-Whirthian seas 
Typhoono or huge eirenlar sea tomuadoos buf knowing 1t was not the season for them 
19 come along the shore or enter any partes of the country,; Starring rek remark ed 
that there must be a heavy storn approaching and that at lust the forest firea wilt 
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dém vhile the ulr wae thick with strane fome and dot and omokos. The Ath ban 
n The River wee a confused of ruaring sannes of roaring seater all of a suidens 
T feeling a ve my ohip had estoaned wp at me onlera, and instantly realizing the 


neconnity of oncape rushed to the engine room annumcfator, and oignalled below to 
the engineer to start the engine full spped apecd. The anxious jementa increused by 
ny burne and agony of wind, and by the ei:ht of the city going into clouwls of dist 
with a terrible roar were relieved by the vibration of the enginers und the reply from 
polow.The terrible righ of hot alr which had syept over the ship and nearly cuptized 
her, patted the cuble, and the vesnel was adrift. 

Then came other creat argtions and concuasions furthev avy, and ween the ercines 
atarted if was found that the steeriny gew!o had become disabled in seme manner 
and could not be worked. For nore than two houra the ships engines wero worked, bucking 
and going ahead, with the hope of bring her head tward the river and uvay from the 
falling smoke und diwt covered # cltye : 

“yee she got danceraunly near and almost between two ships all afire.fome of 
those aboard were jumping into the boiling wator of the river, sume fel) dying to 
the deck. AJ] thia tine the strange wreckayve was falling, end the water wae rising ag 
if there wus the dangers of a floodsgrcke and dust and falling wreckage filled the 
air and strange fumes like that of rower spread ubout. After three hours effort 

the steering pear moved a Little, and enabled me +t. head her out for the river, and 
with donaiderable diffudie diffioulty T managed ty steer her a little (J stance 
from the wharf of the city. 

As the air cleared the scene aboard the ship becume all the more chust ly. 

The ship steamed on through thick clouds of smoke, and the screama from th » the 
injured became more plainer. Some rwhed frantically about with their clothing on fire 
and large pieces of flesh burned from their arma, others in their agony Jay writhing 
in the debrin. It took us thre: hours :ore to get inty more clearer air.Ther an 
investigation of h the logo on board, showed that besides me, who as you see ws fright 
frightfully injured, only one engineer and six sailors were uble to do duty.Fire woe 
still bwning about the ship, and the rising wee in flames. I decided to ruach 
Poverty Row fourty five niles fistant.. Thies Te succeuded in doing by the nek next 
mornings And in the time ocewled on this terrible voyage the experience of the 
survivors was still worse than the formor experieces I and my few men fighting the 
fire, exhausted and bumed, atrurnnled ard worked, trying to do something te assiat 
the dying shipmates and passengers. Those working below strove to j keep up the 
steam, IT suffered the greatest angony spony, but rucceeded in v navagiating ty 
vensel saftly to the city of Poverty Now, with one hindred and eightauncdead bodies 
lyine on the deck and human limbs scattered about.One of the surviving sullors 

ateod by constantly wiping my injured face and eyes..." 

Starring belleved from thie that the performance of the captian of this ehip wan 
indeed most wondorf ul, and the more so when he saw hie pitiful conditioneHe did not 
wideratund how he kept up, yet when the steomer at that time had arived at Poverty 
Row at vhich Btarring was row and medical assistance was obtained, this brave man 
asked the doctors to attend to the others firet, and refused to be treated witill 
this was donee 

Bturring knws knows that aince the outbreak of the war, every batile, 
avery earthquake shock from explosions, every war dinantar so far, manracres, and 
every horror know brings out a most curious phase of human nature. Many of those 
who had soon their houses destroyed or their nearest relatives killed, despite all 
periid have teturned to the possible scenes of devastation as possible. But in 
this casa it was not ao. They hardly couldn+t even leave the acene of devastation. 
They were cut off from escape and almost entirely from sufficient aid. It wan Bo 
after the great Irientow horror, it was so after tho Lake Selicia and the Arronburgs 
Run fluod disusters, 1+ was su after the floods swept Central galverinia,, and 
in more recent weeks, the Aboicann disaster, the pig flooda, and other parte of 
the catastrophe confirm the ol d éxporience. 

This disaster nus Indeed destroyed much more property thun Atarring ever 
Imazined it would und an tmmeaswreabte number of Liver, and rendered a whole nation 
of people homeless, and he was forced to sean people forced to remain in homes 

wrecked beyond recovery in alght of the telegriph pole from which the fatal live wire 
dangled or the flood in which ao many drowmed.. He before could not coneleva such 

a terrible catantrophe as that which ao aurly tn yme suddenly overwholmed not only 
a big city but a whole country olde, simply bletting out Bengal] hata ao mn land of 
fairy homes and extinguishing ita grent agriculture and business, and destroy ing 
half of southern Calvarinia with flood, raising the old question again how the pover 
nment of ,bbivunnia ean deal with such fearful avents.

ridden the crest cf u giguntic slide for two miles and u half without the alightest 
dunuge to the treus and the villiace, oven the birds neste In the branchus of the 
town had escaped The untonished people of the tow looked cut of the windows in 

the morning to find that a good purt uf the high hill had moved the town off it 
its former site with the roud and line of treos stopping Ite lines of muree murch 
within w fow foet vf a yanning ubyoo, In unother villiaoe the only people found a 
alive, wure « few women und children.They waru only saved from deuth by the fuct 
thet their relatives dicplayed a most utrunge luck of filial pe piety, by sending 
then to live in a house on the outabirts of the villiage, which was burted deup 

by an ayulunch.The death of the rost of tho Populution wan taken as evidence by 
survivors in the neighborhood thut God had pmishud tne rarelatives for its tack 

of respect.

{ngs howover were not so Savere, but thy most appalling, sight was what is now known 
us the Valloy of the Doud, whero a hundrod greut olidea crashed into a valley, aix

wmothor villace in the crooscurrent of two uther 9} idus, vhirled inte u gipyentie 
vortex, und catapulted the thres toms +o the Slopo of unother hill, dem. lishing 
every building to a total less und killing wll the inhabatunts. 

One of the districts thut suffored the most wus the ublolund to the north of 
Bengal Coimty know ao the Parudize Coumtry, which oupplied the bect fruits and 
farming crops of the shole state...The soil is an ounyeilding alik akl 
alkali which cracked in the most uppulling manner, eince there tan no hardened kind 
of ground to mitigate the force of the explosion shock und concunntun... In one 
tom with a nonaal pcpulation of neurly a thousand the tnvestisatore found not a 
single survivor, The losa of neurly three hundred thousand lives and the total 

destruction of hundrede of cities and toms by the shock culle for reconstrict ion 
work on a most stuggoring scule. Seventy thousand ninndeliniun prisoners under 
strong guard huve been forced to work in roleusing the dummed streams, und to 
try c und gradually release the waters stil) covering Abbleunn, und thus prevent 
further dicusterous overflowa and other floods.Thelr work and that of volunteer 
citizens od aurviving toms, and of suporintendunts, {s said to sooner or luter 
nour successful complotion, which ohould be u romunce of udventure in itself." 
Fortunaorely there {6 nu problem of orphans as children in the devustated 
districts wore ao much in demand thut they wero Promptly udopted by the survivors. 
Of thio most remarkuble o r series of explosion shock dfsturbunces which occured | 
throughout the whole of gulverinia since the war began , the moet strange und most 
phenomena] wae undoubtedly the great Abbieann horror of that fatal morning, the 
date uf which 7 forgot. 
Owning to the unusual characer churucter of the conditions of the hilleides 
, fantastic effects wore preduced upon the surfuce of the earth wal which they sald 
Gives the observor the fee] ing that he ie on some strungo planet stil] in the 
forming otage.In reulty no earthquuke uccured which played such havoc, und never 
a 8 yeh havoc occured as thut at Abbleann and Its region.The series of greut oxplosius 
explosions around or near Abbieunn who or Which according to winesses thie time 
played havoc nuch os never was witnesoed for reul ity, or never recorded in truth 
historical facts with ths face of the earth, und the hubitations of mens ikely 
noeurthgqunke no eurthquuke in any annals of science over could have changed the 
physical ger geographical conditions of any led as did in this etory happen to 
the physical googruphy of the affected rogion of the Calveriniun lands to the extent 
of the Abbieunn catuclysm. The ragion nover had boen of uny eerthquéke disturbance 
since it became inhabated, and therefore only two immense shocks like earthquikes 
Were ever recorded that in a little degree muy huve oquilod to some extenr the 
recent calumity in destructiveneas.One of the disusters was at Luke Selicia, and 
Wiekey Lansin But the Abbleann horror affectod moat severely un area northwest of 
Abbleann, and two hundrod miles tu the east, of the city.The areu mst effected 
by the disaster--that ons cun call the ures of Supreme destruction, where no bulld 
ing cf uny Mnd wus left in a hubitable condition le betwoon the Mic-Hollester and 


. Avonburgs Run Rivers, three hundred and se venty miles Long, und two hundred 


miles iuwide.The region comprises two distinct typee of geological formution 

at least on tho surface which udde adde Great vurity und interest to the unusual 
Occurunce.The southern half of the region stretching from the northern bank of the 
Mic-yollestur yun tward Abbieann is with tho exception of the mowmtain ranges and 
densely forested regiong cutting it from eust to wust not far from ite northern 
edge, a part of the groat farming und forest region, which stretchea from Central 
Calvorinia ulmost to Culverine Clty. 

It is in tho hill countries that the struhgo und itmmenee elides occured, burying 
or carry ing uway villiages, ocvering level furmod ¢ vulleyed floors with a debris 
of rocks and trees, damming up strecn bedo, und turning wide vulleya into lakes. 
und accomplishing those hardly believable freaks which no one cuuld accout for. 


The other half of the region was # rolling o platouu and tn thie district 
the sol) being brittle But fimner did not slide, but crucked Into countless 
fisoures.The suomito of the hills conaisting of rock protruding muny thousand 
faot ubove theos fields and plutouus, although in the burt of the although in 
tho heart’ of thy concussion urea werevno wore not shaken sovoruly.The uwful slip 
apparently occured in the rock bed wdorlying the hard plutouu and sent vibrations 
to thy surface in vurying degreos of intenoity, according to the nuture of the soll 
und the thicknean of the ground blanket, which uctod us u sort of custon or cushion. 
The vibration wuo only; slightly transmitted to the mountuins. 
lt will bo a long time howover before the remotoness of the district in which these 
disusterg occured cun be of uny unusual intorent.Although the pust disasters ara 
to be all hietory the Abbieunn dipuster is stil] nowe. What uctually hepponed in this 
port of Culverinia isc only now through the reports of the rulief Investigation 
expoditione of which friends of dnew ure membarg heing mado known in any compro- 
hensive way, even in» Culvorinius cupital und othor citius.. 
Ae it happaned uleo the concussions of the grout axplonions, selected for 
destruction in the ugriculturally rich farming countrias, and thickly settled repions 
cof the whole uffectud area, und the most populeun portion of the Ftute, und to 
the south, many of the bort Culverinian cities which wore leveled. ,lthough the 
immensity of the population © la not more thun one half of the region of the 
southern purts of culve’ celvoriniu, the losn of Life from the landslides, col lapped 
country homes, destruction of villiaugos und towns, together with tho dsathe from 
exposure to all kinds of weuther, wus according to some officiul figures about 
tires hundrod and fiffty five thounund. and according to the sstimute of the 
irveatigaters more uguin than twice this number.

At Povorty Row, und palverine Hille, where u , 
long high:uy forks,,, ons railroad going north to culver ine, and the Mic-Hollester 
Run Forest region ulong the same river, and the other southwest to »rancis Atal 
Atlentx, wo obtulned our firet pictures of one of the ruined cities, shuken by the 
shocks of the explosion but not touched by the flood..The Invastigatora taking 
the road thut leads moro sraight for Culverine soon ascended one of the bigger 
of the » famous « Calverine tille.. With tho elovations here eviden oe of the 
oxplosion shocks grew somewhat less, to become much more ubundant @ again shen 
aome of the foothills were reached. 
Two of tho hardest shock hit clitien, ,iceyollewter Crogoroud d 
woro passed by the investiraters, and then they visited thie tisteina Rites ae 
sides of mountuins cascaded into the valleye and olsowhere. Following the Mic- 
Hollester und central Calverine ,uilway, they ascondod a small valley of deep 
Grade diractly some distunce nest of uimt Timi. guddenly the roud for more than 
ten miles dropped out 1° of sight. It looked us fr some giant machine hud cut it 
down, or chopped it with millions of uxes, leaving . tong stratches of old trees 
of every kind with which tho road te lined purtly uprooted like sentinels strick- 
en at their:psts poets, upon the edge of the one hundrod foot gully which occupied 
the oe es positton of theszrallroud. 
@ roadside immones watorsl supply of uw neur by city had uo the investigators 
ha told by survivors di-appeared down the sume faces tuk ing their way over tie 
ne terraces te a Largo luke suddenly coming inty view, u luke suid to have boon 
ormed by the valley being dummed up by u four secticnal slide from the hills 
on euch tunk of the streum, the in vestigaturs secured whut are perhaps the moot 
unusual pictures of tho scene und forwarded to the Abbieunnian g ,overnasnt. They 
aloo suw surviving natives currying their water from this lake u mile to the north 
in tho center of the valley..The lung valloys In this section juin one another 
like links in o chain. 
The investigator roda to the suomlt of the divide which as he suld seperutad

Not a single portion of the valley fl corvrewalned wmeoverad 
Not a single portion of the valley fluor rumuined ancovered, und ull valloyy towne 
lay burfed beneath the debrie, und not one person auvived in tho ruin . 

It seemed tho only survivors of mother yal ley wore cuved ao If by 4 mirace 

miracle, a small population of u small villiage, which tom inotoud cf being bur lod 
wao caught upon the back of one of the slides, curried txo mties down the valley 

to whero it wao divertud by two streame of earth coming from other directions, und 
ap the resultant of the two forces, sue pushed wmother mile or two uu pmull 

draw, 

The people of this tow Vike all cthoro in thir strange olids sone wore absolutely 

wawuregs of the natura of the creat dinanter rhich had evertalen them unt ill the 
following morning.The survivera doctarud thay heard a tronendous mou nuioc or a 
series uf loud thumering crushos, and felt the shocks thich wara accondary und 
iomeusureubly severc, onding with u sickening swing to the orthwegt, und 4 moat 
violont jerk back to the cust’ by south, lasting two or throu eveynds. They mude 

abl ordinary efforts t to pave thensutven oven thy ach the town ovemed to nove 
vo etrongely.Then not unt!l] day dawned and they cravlod out te fight the neigh- 
biring villlagos towne und cit{ns obliterated, farm Lunda carried away or buried, 
Btraame blocked und hills of orth towering ay ubove their compounds, did they 
apprehend that something unusual had huppenod to the country. 

It woo in thie vulley of tho dead thut the most curivus freuko of the con 
cussion shocke occured. It would they euy tuke four nontho muybe longer o to 

reoustablieh emmunicutions over these broukagos, to rebuild telogruph lines, and 
pack down trufis on which horses would not aink te tholr bellies und carts and 
wagons to their hubs.The valley of dacolation opened In Ite auntern end into a 
wider valley where tha destruction wus more severe. 

At tho functionof tho valloys stunds Heldone Junction u town of twenty thousand 
people in which ull were Milled in the collaspo of bulldings, and other poople in 
villfugos wore saved by tho miraclcun stoppage of two bodles of ourth shuken louse 
from tho mother hill and left hanging ubove the villtage lacking only wmother half 
seconds ubsck to send thon tuj tumbling do domn, 

Another geriue of avianches having flowed from the higher mountains on the 
opposite aide of the valley across the valley floor und the atreum bed Je paid 
to be piled up in a young mountuin near onough to the villiuge to look like a lava 
floe.Their route thro.gh this larger valley led then pust four lukes forged through 
the blocking of the stream by five ernormous slidas. pcme of tha sco, scooped out 
pluces left by these ol due were six miles in width ut the mouth, extending back into 
the hills for a mile and a half and furnishing onowh dirt to cover 4 thousand 
farms. gone were us regula as if they had buen wade by a series of giguntic troweln 
while others were ua rugged as if they hud been ripped at of the hills by the teoth 
of gome coliusul monster. 

In each case the earth which cascudeddomvard bore the sure uppeurance of having 
shuken loose clod from clode und grain from grain, ond then cascaded like wuter 

forming vortices, owirls, and all the convultions into which # great torrent might 
shapo itself.i-y und gruin and ull kinds of crops were mingled, und mixed with 
the ourth for miles uf miles,, for miles und miles, showing how the dir h dirt had 
worked in ite stronge descent,On the oposite cide of this slide a thrash ing floor 
call carrying all the stacks ond orchurds of all kinds had coms duwn intact. 

Hundrede of herds of cattlu and other farm animale had been s ocaught in thr 
go caught In the olide that either their limbs or hoada protruded, ond steeples of 
yoma town churches showed above the ground. 

Two other slides causing the loweest of these blockades coming from the aides 
or of the valley buried a large tom of 10,000 peraons converted a shapely high 
ground butte into o ruggad mound, and creuted ten mileo of lake out of large rich 
valley farms. 

The local aurthorities reulizing the further danger od of destructive wash 
cute {f these blockades ware not opened before tho lute summer torrents, had before 
he tho orival of outeide reli@ made ouch pitably insufficient efforts a8 were 
at their commands twurd the relause of the dummod up waters.And their efforts 
upon reconmendotion of tho oxpedition were also incorporutud in the work of the 
relief suciaities.Conditions in u score of other vulloye in the Abbieunn nelene 
noighborhood are similiar to those of the threo valleys duscribed.There 1s probubly 
no other area, however where withihin o hundred miles one may count two hundred 
{mmense landslides. A humdred milre furthor east, neur qurner city u blad slide 
occured, and sixty miles north othor bad slides occured one of which was eald 
to be responsible for the greuter number of toms being burled. In ie in this 
incident which gives the Calverinians couse to rate the oxplogion shocks us 4 
punishment for the Abbfeannian Govarnment, as they cluim the government was tuo 
overconfidont anddid not belivve the glandel injure could do anything. At some 
plucea for from hille north of Abbleunn could have basen soen the hardest shaken

many who wero “itnosous of the divastar, of flood and explosion, that the ohock 

wus like u moot violent varthqua.s but of course of much shorter durstion, uw but 
the very awful noise resembling Youi but distant thundor cume some mononte fi ret 
following us it ovomed by complete aaturation of the atmospheres with strange suoky 
sulphurous vaopr ic vapor, causing the durknese tu continues somewhat tate in the 
early morning.The screams of the inhabatunts of tows nour by, tio vers either

boum and flash of thy vruptions of explosions, and the rcuring of the two big rivers 
the curront of which wen retrogade for u fow nyconde, formed a scuny truly most 
horrifyig horrifying.por fifteen seconds the oxplosions anda shocks continued, at 
which time soma wero mors vieolont than the obhare and with the sane ascompalnments. 

The shocks probably thoy cay continued fifteen minutes, bylng many shocks 
and eruptions of oxplosionoe in that time following like a rolling thunder on the 
ground but all soomad to bo oqually us violent alwayo iccompaniod by tho same awful 
phonomena, and where flvode did net touch tho flush of explosions were suld to 
have started forest firsd. 

All this time the garth was in continual agitation but tho main axplosion and 
shock cams at the lant, and the concusnion avamed to mibe the Mic-Hollester Alver 
and other streaus recedy frum ite bunks, burst levess and sturt floudo, that the 
waters evidently catbhorud ap Like a moaitain curring with it to the flood tide 
all kinds of river boats and ohipo, or stranding many othere, hurdly giving the 
crewa passengers and sullors time to even save thunselvog. 

pout wrecks worg numbered by theusanda. The concussions seomed to muke the 
rivera rise high and oxpand»s as it wero at the same time, overflowing bunks, burot 
ing the dikeo and lovses, und then the floods rushing on tore with such violence 
that {t took with [4 whole forgsta of trees of every cize which Were in ite path. 
mhe trees weru broken off with aun regularity in all ie inetances that persone 
who had witnop witnessed the fuct could say that 1: looked the work of mane 
The f lood was Literally covered with the wreck of buats ships, houses trevs, and 
debris from cholo towns owopt uway.Yet they guy the main flood that swet Abbleann 
and othor big cities away did not como from the rivers. 

The ourfuco of the surth in the vinicity; of the explosions was sulu to be coverd 

covered to various doptha by sund and varth that issued from fissures that were 
myde made in great numbere all o ver the country by the shocks and foros of the 
terrific explogione, (oma of these closed .p Imuediately, but the coumtry elsewhere 
was split terribly by the shocks. It {8 impossible to say what the depth of the 
flood was, but we have reason to bolieve that over the vite of Abbieann it Le 
atill vory deop .The highest purt of the town wuo cettled,down at leust thirty feet 
but not more thun two miles below town there duce not uppear to be any kind of 
alteration on the bank bunk of thu main river.Back from the Mic-Hollaster Run and 
other rivers] lurge pnds, lukes and swompe which covered a large part of the country 
Were nearly drjldried up.Tho beds of sume of them are ulavated seventeen feat 
abuve the former anke bunks, and lately 14 has been discovered thut a strange 
lake had been formed on the opposite side of thellic-Holloster piver, upwarde of 
two hundred niles long, ad fromy und from ten to twenty miles wide, of a depth of 
fifty to olx hundred feot.Therefore wo do n know that an explosion of such force may 
have prodwed the shocks which cuusod ten times mre dunuge, than it was even 
eaid to have done. ; s 
pho lake of water over the site of gbbieann was not the only luke formede, for 
. large areus in eustern Calverinia, und northwestern angeline yine state were partly 
submerged for weeks, and u number of omull lakes remained ulso eleowhere. This 
consuccion eurthquake causud by the explosion will be known 4s the “Abbieann 
Explosion earthquak2" und the shocks of the terrificc oxplosions caused strange to 
suy 4 settling and rising of the lund over a lurge territory, and partly demolished 
the cltivs of yic-yollester, Luctllie picksen, Glorianna, and a hundred others. 

Although moet of the region 4 affected by tha shocks of the explosions was & 

wilderness, which hud Lured muny uraies to hide from one another during sucrat 


expeditiong and during thooe dreudful four wouko of horrore, the devastated 

regions were viaited by Honry pergar, the well Noted Gumin! leader, und many of 

the christian genorals with the oxpeditlon of river minding und other engineers. 

In middle Angelina Vine gtatu Lived the governor of Angolinia Ayathia, und othors, 
by bestdun the Mayor of other cities who #ltneased sumo of the disaster ynich ended 
so trugicully at Abbileann and nuny other big elties. All of these greut men left gre 
accoimts of what had huppengd. 

Jamen Gingororo, of Profenttonal spy and jild lava liberator fame, Living 
or working hia own time noar Abbioan st the Ulm saw groat blocks of sandstones 
luouened loveoned from a high cliff, tve thousand foot ubove the river crash dom 
the mountain sides by ald of the moonlight. 

An ornormous aren throughout Gulvariniu wus affectod by the concussion and exe 
plosion shock.Fur up in the northern wooded country of yurthwestern Culvarinia the

the svuthoagst, on tha Avonburge und Norma Hin Run Sivere, there wan much feur 
wong the pupulution of elties and towne thdr thure,,.At Angelinia agethia, five 
hundred miles uwa,, at Durethy dale, six hundred miles away, at Pandors seven hundred 
miles away, and oven at prancis atlanta, and belovged ylvtun Wiekay, at « dtetance 
of 2,200 miles slight trewore wore folt..%

Pmtill thecreat Abbiesnn disasters said the officer " occured, few hud over 
thought that so vust a city would be a thing of the past in a fow duys.The do 
coming cfouch a dioaster waco rever thought of, and the fuct that it wus fora 
city a gloricus gem in tho world, a righteous city to boot, its coming destruction 
weuld naver havo teen believed.It wus ua wo all know, inhabatated by the biggest 

population population , uscore of city, with two million orice eculd boudt of. 
could boast of, ond people from evrroumding cities ond tome, used ull railroads 
to go to visite in that mugnificent city, while foriegn tourieta roumed through 
Lite wide otrevts, and watchod the wmupually righteous and good little children at 
play or at thoir duties, a place whero no meanness or scold ings wae ever heard. 
Geographers, and eo forth condescendod to notice big gbbieann more than any city, 
in the coumtry, it was the gummer homo und hoadquortere of  mperor Vivien, and also 
fanous for u tremendous and unusual christian victor; early in the war. 

Whe name of the city would have beon far bettor than unianything else ever put 
on the map of golverinia or her sister et atos. 

It was know to al] calverinian and Abbfeannien Pullroad manupera ond presidents 
n and onginaors und so forth, for {t too was a great railroud Center llke Chicago 
in the other far away country, and It le narked on the mape as one of tho. most 
greatest properous cities in tho world, and nn next to yivian wickey in size. 

yt Wua no doubt recorded, that beforo the disaster the locality hud been once 
or more than once, the seut of greut circuses, and pasttinea, und ‘so om. In fuct 
the city owoned ite exlatance to some food purpose and support of the nation,,and 
hod existed for nearly a century withouta single disaster. It scomed ua if the a 
of .bbieann might be repaumeegurdod us a city that headed all the others in magnif- 
feence In calveriniu.In this respect it would be like many other good cities ae 
tome ull over the globe inimpotunce importance to tho whole world in general, Iike 
fomous pleasure resorte. 

But’ us wo ull know Abbicann on the date of the first or second of zune this 
yeor,. Terrible ag all past explosion disustor, or even all voleanic or ptions 
throughout the world 6 exietanco had beon, these great explosions whib eae 
flood to wipo out a good part of bbiearnia was aoon to compoll by the torrid q 
& thundore of the disaster the wicle world to pay attontion tc the moet frightfu 
und marveous and astonishing disaster ever known to huppen or probabl, will ever 
happen.The region of abb lean: and pengal County becume the acane of the out break 
of u twofold disuster eo appulling thut it will be dostined to be remembered 
throughout the oxietanco of the world, " : 
“But waa there not ovon the nlightest cvidonce that tho enemy wus £¢ Ing to make 
auch a disuster,?* usked Ancgolino ,ichoas her oelf. 


"It fe hurd to say” sald the general. have heard however 


thut In tho opring of 
this year, thore sore symptono that tho disustor wus tc come from the fact of other 
grout oxplosion and flood disustera before this.Other notable warnings wore givons 
from tho perodic explosion dicasters strange socondury, earthquakes had tocn felt 
at evory given point, und dooep far distant rumblings prececded from the explosions, 
ehowlng that the onomy wus in preparation of something unusuul, and that the foe 
wan about to do something thut would be « surprise to the world in general.Trere ito 
nothing knom thon abcut the diovster than chut we investicutore have discovered 
which wo can toll you lator, for we aro going to tuke you to the ocene and let you 


investigute firot.At first an ; believe you know, though tho preceeding disustore 


wore cf a serious nature, yot no one know or even belleved that any such horror 


would occur at Abbloann, which {to ubout two hundrod miles southoust of ,slverine. 


In fact the good poople of Abbioann city, so fur at being torriffed at *h what 
vwas in progress elsothere in pulveriia, or of the news of floods, and forest fires. 
and dopredations cf the enamy,, cantinued to live in apparent security, never 
dreoming that quite a long distance away . but dungorousty near fust the sane secret 
onemy ongincors were vorking at ; reparations to stuart u world fling dieaster. 

Many others y am cure would have teen dalighred to have been ub lg to sec the 


people of this gcod city bofere tho horror camo, but not 1 am eure to witness ao 


torrible a spectacle. 

48 We all know the menthe of thie dread your cont invally ndvanced and paagoa, 
it flret being april,, and to ‘way and the vogor vigor cf tho disusters of explosions, 
fires, horrors 1 of battlas, and ruide steadily Increneed aince the first disaster 
in the late part cf 1912.The nuloes of each explosion disuater became more and more 
vohemont, terriblo forest fires atarted In acuthoagtern Galverinia, and horrid 
tfloods curricd all befere thom, und bloody masaucres of ch children occ ared, 
which alno broke al? records for massacres. geome of theae explenicna sere presenily 
heard for « himdrod miles from their source, but still othor axplostonn cee ured whoge 
nojees waxed louder and leuwer, w umtill tho great thimdorn ef the explosions before 
the Abbleann dieustor, now ao rupidly i ccuring, astenush{ astonushed the whole 
nation, and there were othor symptons of the approucking worse catastrophes of 


thio war. hich with ouch successive week of the months pusoing by, the forest 


fires in southeastern Calverinla as we all know continwd to spreud, hurling unusual 
quanities of dense smoke aleo far beford the highest clouus in the sky. 
The winds of fierce culos it is auld could not curry this emoke away aa rapidly 


as it was hurled upward by the seas of smouldering und blazing ferest fires, ond 


accordingly the utmoaphero tecumo heavily clowlod with tho eusponded smoke. 

Thie ie the cause cf even now of tho pall cf imugual durknesa which hangs over 4 
good portion of Culverinia, and a ovor the adjoining shores of the Culverinian 
and Uic-Whirthian seus. and even new such is the thicknoss and density of those 


atmospheric vclumos of forest fire smoke, that for hundreds of miles around the scene 


of forest fire dangers the darkness cf midnight still provaile at midni midday 
and all over Calverinin the eum nover shines.This Js cuusing many plagues to breuk 
ow, from lack cf sunshine, und crepes and other growth do not thrive without the 
au, and some bablame the smoko for the luck cf rain. 

Then the uwful tragedy of Heid! Junction and other placos took place.Muny thousands 
hundrede of thousunds of the wmfortunate inhabatante cf that city, und other towne 
und villlagees were destined never to behold the sun aguin.Thuy were Fresently swept 
away to destruction in an invasion of that part of tho country, by the tremendous 
flood of that time, which only was exceeded by the Abbieunn torrent which came later. 

This shows that gradually but q quickly the development of the disuster energy 
procued produced by eo vile a foe proceedad, and gradually the terror und apprehens 
jon and suspicion of the inhabatants of evory city and tom of all our southern 
Abbiounnian estates rose to a climux.May had just ubout neared its last wook before 
the manifestations of a disaster at Abbieunn should come. As tho days of May pussed 
by, disusters far and near of every kind uo all of us know maxed more und 
more vehement and devastating, und the forest fires ran wild. By the end of , ay 


the panic wae wide spread, the christian urmies frequen Ly fled befors the forest 


fires, little dreaming that the supreme catastrophe of our side wus at hand. 
On the night of May 31th thie awful year, the blucknass of the smoke clouds 
now much thicker then ever over the ekie@ was only occassionally brightened 


by the lurid flashes of fire from the forest conflagration. Fearful was the fifteen 


minutes of horror midnight of June Ith .gven though the oxplosion thundore of the 
gudden blaste had been pron the point of attaining their complete dove lopment 


no one in the whole region thovght of dovustuting floods that would follow..At the 


clty of Calverine, more than two hundred miles distant, every one wore routed out 
of their beds, ae the houses trembled und chook with the unusual violence of the 
mysterious secondury shocks, and the windows rattled and broke and fell into the 


streets us if great explosions every where wore going on in the strecte, and 


still these shocks seemed to be only rehearsing for the supreme display. the shocke 
had by thie time continued for about twelve minutes. py fifteen minutes after 
twelve, there was a cort of overture consisting of six secondary great shocks 
, Which was succeeded by a frightful convulelon cf the country for hundreds of miles. 
with crashed dom many tall buildings in galverine, and scarad the population 
out into the stroots.In that finall efforts all records of ul} previous explosions 


even of vyoleunic explosions present and past on thie whole earth were compleently 
completely broken,go great was the force of the oxplosion, that nearly six hundred 


miles of cowutry were oplit into millions of cracke and fuen fianures by the concussion 


and a large part of the ftelda and pluine in tho vinicity of ,bbieann was scar 
acuttered to the four winde of heaven.This caused an investiguticn of persons who 
to thie day are trying tc leurn from some evidence that might bo left of what 

the qlundal inions might have usoe used that caused this awful series ef explonions. 
the most suprome effort cunnot be sald to detail it properly, but ne vert he leos 

thio supremo offort of disuntorm disnsters it was thich produced, not only tho 
mightiest noleo that so fur us cun bo vecortained has ever teen heard on this 


‘ gurth, but also the most world breaking ruin of tows and cities ever known of by 


the concussion, and alno a fleod thut broko ul] rocorde for + combination of the 


‘goret floods of the pust the world hae ever beard of. 

Yot it indosd must huve teen tho loudoot noiee uver recorded, which could truvel 
from the region of abbicann vo Calverine, and preserve its disastcrous vehomence 

over Bp? freat a diotunco, but noverthe lens wo Culverinians should und wo uld form a 
very inadequste concopt ton of the onor energy of this eruption cf oxplosione, if 
we thought or dared to suy that tho cgoundo of the crashes were hourd by those mere ly 
a little over two hundred miles off. 
Indeed for comparison thio would bo litle indeed, if {t cun be cluimed on toast imony 
which we have found it has beon absolutely {mponstble to doubt, deny or oxuggerute. 
Westward from the city of Culverino strotches the wide expanse of tho wreat culver ine 
County, full of towns and x cods.East lies the city of Evangeline St clure o distance 
of four hundred miles scuthoust, while Pandore esty In Abbfounnia City or gtate 
y mean is a distunco of noarly five thousund miloe.It 1 has been proved, general 
Sturring by thousands of hundreds of avic ovidences, which cunnot be doubted under 
any condition that the thundors of theso great explosions, attracted the attention 
of ull the people in Pundora, Abbfounnia, who carefully noted tho charactor of the 
soundw sounds, and the time of thalr oce urance.Thoy had hoard them just five 
hours after the actuul oxpleatens, fer this was the time the sound cccupied on ite 
journey. 

Probubly ceneral Sturring, ve can bottor roulize the extroa extruordinary and 
tmmeurureable vehemence of this tramendous soricn of noleos if ee imucine u similar 
event to tuke places in lol localities gore }nown to most of us, thun are tho fur 

eustorn regicna. 

If any volcano in our vou w country wore virorious onough for only fifteen 
minutes tc emit a sorier of thunders like thoou explesions, how grout would be the 
consternation of tho world itself.Yet the report cf thoso explosions were heard by 
Dmperor Viviun ut Angolinia Agothia, throe thousand milos away, and by Emperor yanson 
near Vivian Wickey, whare ho wan conducting tho tentacing armias.It astonished 
those grout Abbieannian yaporors and all the Abbieanntans ,The sound penetrated 

to the seclusion cf the gtutes ,overnments of abbiannnia ot Pandora.Those at far 
Jonnio fron Torm and Crowley heard it.1t had extended to the nourcos of the Mic- 
Hollester pun, way up north. It was heard in pustorn Calverinia., and it had been 
hoard by the coverners of Angcliniu State, and angoelino yine.It reuched the ours 
tf the inhabatante of Porothy Calo city further avuy yet.to Inhubutants in gby eain— 
1 tle woro boyond the range of sound, while crews on besteging warshirs around 
che sections of tho suarard oldes cf Vivian wickey aleo caught the mighty und unusual 
reverbration.Ot yot, to tele another doscription, let us suppose that au similar 
aurthshaking avont took placo in a central portion of the Europe ian Nations Let us 
say for exumple genorul, than an explosion occured at Nt VYeouvius."uch a report 
might ohake cities with pad effects on windows in qermany. At windsor the King of 
Inglund would seo the magnificont windows of tho building crash out, and the 
Cror of all tho Russos at Moscow would wonder why windows in his elty streeta 
would rattle as if artillery was beingudischarged in the strees streets and a]60 
hear a hundred strange booming eomds follow each othor in rapid succession for 
fifteen minuce minutes.Tha s jultan at Constontinople rould see his howes go to 
ruin before the shock ond lots of his people buried o under the wreckage. It would 
have bean felt and heard by the Mohammedan pilgrime at Mecca with energy anough 
to scare them intb fite into fite.Or lets eay it happens in central thited gtates- 
Su supposing an explosion occured at a pleace culled Nt Hood in what ever tute 
you call it, an explosion as fierce as those neur “pbieunn. It would cartun fy 
_ certainly ecure the inhabatants of that state far wid wide, und give their cities 
and towne a dreadful shuking up.The oars of dwollors in neighboring etates would 
recieve a considoruble shocks, and they would soe the window glans of thefr houses 
gome tumbling down into the otreets in perfect showers,Yot with Intensity that 
would bo somewhat less the sound would eprend further uroud, indeed it could be. 
heurd and fclt all over tho United gtatoe. : 

The terrible ond sonorous waces could have rolled ovor und acrese the vert 
very atlantic ,cean, they would have beon heard ond folt with greut and telling 
offect on tho shores of all the ocouns, oven outh umericu wo ald not bue too far to 
the south,, nor the northpole too far to the florthess.eeee If indeed general wo 
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could believe also that the sound tenvled traveled from the site of the oxlrs 
oxplosione in ,alvorinia to the northom covet of agbbleannia, und we can saft ly 
duclare that every ear in our ,bhieun!on states might have Lletened to the tnunder 
ef the awful oxploatons nuar Abbieoin.. he reverbrationos wore somewhat aut ible 

by the ,landelinians in thoif own statoo, therofore can wo doubt that the grontast 
noise that has ever been recorded were produced by the explogions fifty miles 
northwsst of Mbbleann. ttt??? 

And gonoral gturring, omeng the many ethor incidents connectad wity wity this 
thio explcsion, we can specially mention the wondorful ayetom of dir divergent 
ripples that sturted in the atncephero trom tho point ot which tho great explestons 
touk place..We muy cull them ripples tf anythim; olss oir, from the rasomolunce 
which they can bo wade to confirm to the eirculur oxpandin rigelen or cire las 
produced in a pool of water by 4 hoy flinging « stone directly into the center. fut 
it can be wore correat to euy that thado abjects might have been a great sories 
of undulattons which started from the scone of the yraat oxplosions, and spread. 
forth in ever onlurginy circles throwsh the atmoaphery.The unasatl and initial 
{impetus Vas 80 trewendous that these waves sproud for many the uganag of wiles. 
~They diverged In fact, untill they put a nid wighty gine rowmd tho whole world, 
on a great cirele of which the explosion region near Abbioann was the polos. 

na atmospheric wuves with the whole aartn now Well in their grasp, ad vanced 
into the opposite humisphors.In their further progross, they bad from nocosalty 
been compel led to form yrudually contract ingeirclos untill at last thoy conver: ed 
to a point in the contral point of the graster ovan ut tha very opr sosite peint 
of tho diunctor of our earth, aighteun thousand thleo from Abpivann. 

Thus the waveo completely umbruced tho oarth. pvary part of our atmosphere 
nad buan set Into ua tingle by tne great axplosion.In America tho praut wivos 
affecting magnetic nendles in all houdquartera pensed over the heads of tne people 
the air in tho streets uf avery city trembled from the axyplosion impulew. The 
very oxygen supplying the lungs of the psople respondea alu t9 the sum suprome 
convulsion which took pluco so far away-It te noodno nosdleas to object that this 
could not have takon place becuuse wo did not fect tt. Self rugistoriny, p4arometors 
all over the world have enubled these wavos to bo followed unmistukably al! over 
the world, for it ulgo caused a magnetic disturbance felt all over tho world. 
ft wos reported that by both the air waves und other diotarbunce vy the blaste 

that ouch powerful electro magnetic waves wore phot fortn by the axplosiona 
that the magnetic needles, were disturbed ull over tna world for muny hours. 

Tne suporintend of the Abbieunnian Coust aurvoy roportod to the iovatnment that 
the magnotic neodles ut th. coust Survoy magnotic obssrvaturios, at all placos 
on the coust, inthe plengigiomenoun Islunis, Catherine Isly, and ulso of the 
couste of foriegn Nations were disturbad on the early morning of Jue Ith aren 

the time of tho explosions fifty wiles nortn of .bbiounn.Tho needlsas are very 
delicately suspended and ulwuys register automat leu) ly by photographic meuns 

the mun minutest variation in the direction und intanst tintes intercity of the 
eurthe mag.atic forco.The magnetic disturbance begun ut the Concentinian Gity 

observatory at a time corresponding to about Twolve,twealvo , und again at twelve 
fiftven, Abbioann's local time, and at the Inpertul Oheurvatory, at Twelve 
Fifteen, Calverine time.Reports from that region atuted that the explosions 
vecured a little before and after twalve In the uorn ing. 

Acclock in the city of Calverine was stopped ut qwelve oclock in tpe morninger..es 
As 1 was told by the uurthiroties aurthorities of uny governmentul tates official 
the magnetic disturbunce wua thug almost Instanoously recorded at the Angelinia 
qgathia gurvoy observatories. The nesds had been disturbed again and again for 
every explogion that hud occ ured and these disturbances were plainly due to the 
mugnotio effects,and was in no sense caused by plainly wechanical vibrations. 

It ie for ar scountry tho first inetunce th at magnectic effects caused by 
distant war explosions have ever been recorded at mugnotic observatories. Mechanical 
vibrations of magnetic needles cuused hy concussions of far distant blasts 
have also been previously recorded.For instance the Luke gelicia crush, and 
flood yovember 13th 1912 caused a distinct mechunal c aschanical viberations 
of the magnetic nesdles for at least two hours, ad a magnetic disturbance also was 
recorded afterwarda..3ut the distinct magnetic effecta of the morning of June the 
first pulled the magnetic needles anide from their usual direction for many 
hours indicating a great disaster had occ ured somewharee. 

Yot in explosi-e violence, , the eruptions of It Poloa, yrakatoa and others 
vyolounces put together in one was to thie great series of explosions at Abbieann 
but the explosion of fire crackers of small sizeKrata Krakatoa was heard distinctly 

about three thousand two hmdred milea awsy,, the sound of the explosions at 
Abbieann p penotrated two hundred miles short of IF,000.Krukatou sent ite dust 
round the globe, the forest fires raging still in Calverinia and ANgelinia « le 
algo carried around the world according to recorded statements mude. 

And such wao the eno ‘ onergy With which the vibrations of these ono hundrad 
explosions within ifteen winutos were initiated at or nour abbieann, that even 
when the alr waves tnus arising nad converzed to the pulnt diamet ricul ly opposite 


ie wee 


tha coast near the Caulverinian geass their vigor wus not yet exhuusted..The waves 
strange to say were then reflected buck from thoir pint of convergence to retrace 
their steps back to Abbioann.Sturting from ,pentrul Miceuhirthian Seus they again 
go ahead and describo a series of onlurging circles, wmtill they embrun embruced 
the whole surth,,.Then udvuncing in the opposite hemoophore they gradually cont ruc- 
ted untill they hud again roguined the centrul portion of Bengul County, or 
neur Abbiaann from stich thoy hud get forth about thirty eix hours previously. 
Hore wug indeod bacaase of puch explosions u anique experience, for the ult waves 
had tates cono from end to and of this globe of sira. Even then tne atmosphere did 
not subside untill after some oscillations of gradually d fuding Intensity ut lust 
thay bacama evunogcunt .... 

The axpluston also from acperiance known drova into the upper utmoephere 
for noarly fourty wiles so thus auy  prodigous qeinitias of dust and powder 
amoky, and rained down on tuny tots and villiuges u veritivle torrent of debris 

and eurth us ff the plains had brogen into a volcanic oration an violunt, so thut 
these toma and villiuges suffered dustruction in the same fashin fashicn as 8t 
Plerre did when Ht Palso blow ap, Himdruda af milos of uir were thas clouded witna 
that rolling ball cf sucka, and the winds of the prer atmosphere Were compellad 
to disclose thoow novenonte about vhich only aftor Krakatea nad we any opportunity 
of learning.The forent fires ala also sent sucke clowio equally as hign all 
the time they wore and are burning, snd with eyes fall of blunk astonisnment many 
of the population of our states nuve .. watchad thooo vart volunes of smoke start 
on tromendous journeys in uny diroction according to tho actions of tha winds. 
And yet like a mighty tompost of fire striving to wipe out our country the “Red 
Plugus is inceansuntly hurrying witha spood much groutor, than any other avf al 
fire aver huad of vofcre.cortunutoly for usp thio forgst ftiren huve been prevented 
by the floods freq coming witnin loos then twonty milos of our bingur cltios.. 
Angeliniu agathia, Derothy Sale and other big cities though wrecked by the floods, 
ars thus presorved from foarful and total bkeplostontt destruction thut the f lames 
would produce, blasos which sole forests of treed do not even stund before, and which 
in ten minutos do as much damase to u fifty hundred acro forest, as would the 
most violont tornudo.fhon this great forest fire makos so iuch enoke, then for 
Sy3 firet for the firat time, wand , wuy aleu ndd for the only time,hus the smoke 
ever kept u wnols cowmtry side in total durkneos for rontho und kept the sum 
phi shining all over the stutes for the oume length of tine." 

"It is gaid" declared Starring," by wany witnesses that thane forest fires pute 
thon in mind of tha oarth buing turned into u hage fire mist. fven Abofeann! n and 
foriagn aston ustrongsers tells us that tho fcruot fires cignt as well be Licened to 
the vast nobulus seen in the heavons These hot forest fires ruging for hun cede of 
mlleg uround and ovor the country will I'l] bot {ff they keep on burning ptevent 
Calverinia frum svuing auch of a winter this coming ysur.aAnd as J huve kept record 
of, and av ap have Violot, and her sisters, thers have bean since the war commenced 
about thrus hundred and oixty five disasters throughout Galverinia ulone caused 
by only the enemy hinself 

Thies cetimate inclates mostly sualler digsustera , and disasters whicn which 
within the lust nuaber uf months have byen in 4 record breuk ing force una fury. 

gecuuse of tha forest fires 4 ring of terrific blazes u eurround Angelinia agathia 
er hag surrounded her. Starting at the southeastern section uf culverinia in June 1912 
several hundred niles south oust of Angelinia Aguthia, u belt of forest firas had 
burned thelr way up the east cuntrut portion of Calverinia, extending also to the 
extreme aust, and west, und to a4 axetern Angaliniu gtute, from there it crossé 
crogsus the Jegeica (iver, and spread along the Evangeline 8t Glalre to and off 
the city of tho suma name, thenco it follows {iret the aust edge of the November 
River through the Eastern yohula ,orests, the easter section of the Nic-Hollester 
woods, and finally oxtando up tward Angelinia ggathiu. 

The serias of forvst fires forming und sweeping in all that region, have in 
places -rajeq in long runks or lines wany wiles wide, and no one knows how inuny miles 
long, a9 slong tho Calveriniun and angelinia beundury, and near Lake Belicia when 
Irionetown Larned, elsewhera probably the forwst fires may have been seperuted by 
long distance ve, but novertheless in tiwe they connected with each other. gomat imes 
they ouy the line of firos, was aither narrow or wide according to how they burned 

us in gentral angoling ,,ine, and then aguin some others broadened in a fire of 
hundreds of wiles in extent, as in western Culverinia, where the sorat fire of 
all is raging. 

Within this great stretch of flerce and terrific forest fires, hundreds and 
hundreds of wiles in length, are muny big cities and towne, which fortunately through 
the floods havo been spared the horrors of the conflugrution. Eastward from this 
dread point, another branch of fires extends through central Calverinia.On the 
broken points between Big Girl Knool and Francis Atlunta, are over one hundred 
firos burning, muny of which ure striving to make 4a jmotion with euch other and 
arg oo fierce that they might as well be volcanoes belching forth lava und clouds. 
«This te the great focus of forest fire horror in Culverinia caused by the enemy 
und blamed on thevia - battles.. pound nourly throo sides of Angelinia Agethia 

forest firas rages.in the far north of Angelinia Agathia, the Mic-phirthian woods 
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are abluze, and neurly one scura or othorg of forovt fires ura raging, cutting 
off all coumumicution with the north..We can alow druw tha atention to tha fact 
that the gr great c.-ntora of the war disasters in western ud und suuthorn culvarinia 
nd in gngelinia State, are converging tward Angelinia Agathia, and Vivian icky, 
, ond that thess centors of activity, are west und southeast, and sither one 
or beth may terminato the whole wur.. 

wheoories about too sir, ut to tha cuuse 2f tne forast fires and the like, but 
of actual causes We know little but that the enewy did it. And perhaps tho imoot 
probable axplunution of the explosion disustera can be as follows; 

"Flret...In a) 1 probabilities the enemy engineers might hava worked deny untiar 
growm@é, forming by laboring crews of soldiers undur their inatrition inatruction 
great mine gallerios.The laburing men gradually placa in the unknown kind und amnoumt 
of dangerous explosives, and as time gues on, more and more explosives ure placed,.Then 
the awaount of all these high explosives ia constantly increasi.g, saitill the time 
comes whon the amnuouwnt desired by thoso wio co: saidod ghia vile work to va done 
die placed..Probubly then butieries from mi wmknoyn source but at # groat distunca 
is thorefore placed, with long electric wirea.?The charge ta let go and the whole 
like an ernongous volesnic orwtion explodes with the woot terrific fury.The propor 
atrength of the oxp olectric might bo aprlied wiich ould hasten tha «x. lsaton, but 
it te doubtful If thore way used enough power to da more than this. 

The concusston shocks of the Luke $o!jicla piguster probably timed tho explosion 
that produced that terrible November flood. But in all prebabllities the great Abbieunn 
horror is the lust gtraw, it browht the last omer of ersasure to vaur on the pat- 
{eco uf the people of qvubieannia, once one more vice than aven 4 stean buller 
could bear.The local explontongy of idullencatt and uther State districts were ules 
unusuel,.T¥o uther factors way as:ist this recess; "Tho making of mine galleries 
under river levees, which explosions wither violent or less violent allows the 
river waterea to pour out over the lund and generate an ernormous flood wore rapidly 
h than a nutural break would nave ever been able tr o do. Of explosion disasters 
in ganeray general I say that the cuuse is atiil 2 matter of discussion. vertain 
geologists content that gun cotton and T.M T.N.T waa the sole mutive power, while 
others consider that explosives known only to the Glanielinians nave wee. iad 
coming from only the Glandelinian povernuentul amition works.The view perhaps 
most favorable entertained at present in referency to tha generul nutural o nature 
of these explusions te that the Glandeliuians dusguised as Angelinian levee enyginser 
chieftians und the like insert explosivos amseon, explosives that go off by time 
and not of batteries mid shock wires.But what aver produced the wost conspiclous 

and the most terrible phenomena acc mpanying the Abdiewmn explosion ulsuster is 
a profound mystery." 

aYou might be right at that general Starring" said the loader of the Culverinas 
whe e whose name we will montion later.'The recent disturbance of the Abbieann 
horror were sxplusions of the eription type if they hed come from tndergroud 
volcanic eruptions us many people believed, and which eruption had exploded through 
the surface of the surth.But from the smell of the smoke produced from the blusts, 
the odor was that of T.N.T, Gun cotton, No Nitrogiycerne and Dynanite. These 
explosions were similar to what would happen if a munition faciury with as much 
explosives would haveccrashed.The city that factory is in, would be hurled to the 
aky with all the pzuple with it.We hava co volcanoes in our comtry that have 
crested auch 4 disturbance and they are worse in eruption than Krakatoa ever could 
ever buast of." 

“Maybe if I was there, and could do some investigation of my own" said scarring 
I could light upon the aystery.I‘'d have Nasses offered that Our Blessed Lord 
for the stke of our holy cuuso would allow ma to succeed.2 know that those «ho at 
4 first did not know the true nature of the cisuster thowht the accompany ing 
shocks wore natural earthquakes accompmying the terrible oruption of some of our 
yolcanoss,.N-ne of them hava ever yet been eruptive.One man told we some tine 
ago that one of the least of the explosions left a crater in the groumd over four 
hundred feet deep, now filled with water, but the rim of the hole shows abo above 
the lakesRarth debris fell over the comtry for many miles wroud.Tie people 
in the noighboring villiages fleeing in terror from thelr tumbling homes were 
caught and crushed under the shower, which buried fertile fields of crops.The 
outburst was proceeded by concussion shocks, and the shocks of the explosions were 
felt with havoc resulting affects as fer as Angelinia Agathia and neight 
und neighboring cities and heard just as far just as you told ma for 1 heard 
evidence of that." : 

"You mav have the chances to make the investigations when you get there on time* 
eaid tho ocaptian."But Jet we finisn first.On our urival four weeks ago to the 
scenes of Abbieunn, our parties wore forced becuse of the nuture of the disaster 
to seperata.I and many others in boat bouts when on the flooded site of shat 
ve still believed was left of abbioanmn, to ex examine the flood itself, and what 
might be left of tho bulldings of the flood torn city, while the rest of the party 

proceeded to thr scenes where tha oxplosions had occured to invistigate to invas~ 

tignta conditions in that suction. The expedition of wnich We were a part tad also 

beon udvyised to enlarge the party if pssible, tu accos associate ourselves with 
the guprems Persons of the rewini,, pargur, ,inigore, and Wiilllams Schlooder who 
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having mot with Starring and hin scount ing party, and knowing the two girl 
heroines with thet, ond having som concerns about the disaster at abbtoann ho 
dacided to advance his army thitharrard again, and have Mtarring and his party 
with him.'Thorefore he proposed it to gtarring, h who for the sake of the full 
accomplishment of a part of hin mission decided to no with him, and therefore 
he tonk up hin bdgings lodgings with the camparn which tore 10,900 strong. 

Next morning during brenkfast, the Angolintan and calverinian general fell into 
discourses, and tho talk happennd to be about Gneigore and hiv travoloe, for 
thus he bagen with tho foeneral;

County Calverinia, and Avyssinkile aiocturpances of unusual severity, accompanied 
by great loss of Life, flood and oxpi, explosion ana fire horror, while tho regions 
of southeastern Calverinia and central north gngolinia State ore uiso swfering 
from aisasters of markea violence.Yet it was reserved for two groat disaster, that 
of Lake Sclicia, and Bongall to give us an voxhipition of suaaen ana aeadly violence 
and to awaken a worla wide sorrow and oym; athy for tho oufforers of these disaster 
phenomena, ; 

As we all know your Excoitlency, the first nows of the flood outbir outburst 
from the Bengall region to reach the gooa safe parts of Ap.{ Abbieannia was a 


dispatch August Ith from tho city of Panaora, to tho Sacremento Journal of Abbdieannia 


State, announcing that Calvorinia waa poing devastated py un unusual floou from 
an unknown point from tho north, a floea pegim py an oxplosion ceveral x. months 
eariier, and which within 4 short time wao destroying more cities and towne than 
‘any other flooa combined, and a repart also of a rumor that Appieann city was 
hit, ena haa entirely disappeared. It was not wmtiil July ninth however that 
the frightful news followed, announcing that tho beautiful and large citybof 
Abbieann with all ito inhabitants haa peen annthilatea on tho preceaing day of 
the riooa vy the 1orce ana shock of a terrrific series of volvanic like explosions 
that plastea towns and cities for mites arowa like Mt Pole did to St Plerre 
in the islond of sartinquq 

As horrible as are wiusual explosion disuaters, they are always exaggerated 
in the firat reports, and the whole nation at firet really laughed the news to 
scorn, saying it was the greatest joke of all ever heard of, and refused and wore 
loathe to believe that a city of eight million inhabat inhabitants had been 
awept into eterninty 1 within fifteen minutes as was described, and then the 
remaine of the city, with all the bodies in the ruine being awept away to no 


one knows by an enauing flood.gitting in my office where at the time I was preper ing 


a long deferred report upon the na tur nature of floods of the past, to be published 
by the presses in two cities the newe was made know to me by reporter “ ‘ha 
Pandorax Daily yerald, who asked me to give him aome information, uoon the nature 
of of explosions of the past, andewhether they were graater than erupttone of 
volcenoas or not.From that, moment wmtilll I started off for the region to see 


ifthe truth wae there, I wao besieged by all kinda of reportaere and correspondents 


for information, but I could not give any.J had no information to givee- 
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On Agud August Folst, the officers of the Cominian Inveotiration Committes ro---a- 
quested me to accompuny them on the expedition for not only to Inventivate the 
region of unusual calamity but aleo on a rolief oxpedition, which was to sutl on 
the following morning.Being a dangerous trip at first I heattated, but fially finally 
not wiening to be a coward, ~ after having 8 yeurn Mannes naid for me during the 
meantine joined the river shipp, and on the morning of the thoid was wold on dom 
the big Mio Mic-Hollester River, heuded for the scene of the disaster....... We had 


hardly settled ourselves on board thie river man-of war, for we need such a ship because 


we heard the reyion or ainanter nov is in possession of gi@nucliuiw. amui.d io 
wany Pplee places, vhan we }oran +. speculate concerning the conditions which wo 
vwould find awaiting uo when wa renchod the acones of Penpnll County firet.. Every 
where dom the course af the river we paw desolation for many milea desolation 
sooning nover to come to an and. Immediately following the nows of the mususl 
catantrophe at Abbiearn nroper, tward where wo wero Mterall; heading, the report 


were full of accoimmtes of juny start lin: phonomena. Among t ose these may be montioned 


the rumors that the tor of a hill had been levoled by the concussion, thatva whole 
torn had been blown away by one of the explosiona, the top of a hill from another, 
that no volcanic eruption of all volcanoes going off at once could compare to 

a single one of these explosions, that the region of the river by being drained 
by leveled levees wore rivers no more, that the entire norty voast coast of Lake 
Belicia near the axplosion region had disappeared, that the leve of the ake 

naa eunk one thousana foet, that up north few streaus of waver were rlowing 

and that the configuration of the lanascapes in ,engal coumty had been changed 
from the shocks. Finallybas we left Mildred Greensonia town the afternoon papers 
pre printed rumors that Mildred Greenburg city had been dovastasd by flood, ao that 
for many daye wo sailed in ignorance of the still worse conditiona than even 
reported awaiting for us. 

From all parto of Abbioannia also came notices of accompanying phenomena that 
seemed impoosible but which happened. «Craters ao big as those of volcanoes were 
found where the explosione had occured.Some craters were seven wiles wiue,.The 
earthquake snocks prouuceu vy une expiosiona were reported from Sacremento “Abbie 
alina Abbloannia tate to Glandetinia,, red aueets were really seen in distant 
parte of the land where forest fire smoke did not obscure the sky, fileating bodies 
and dobria picked up fur from the acene of the record breaking diauster. Fven 
recently it hae been reported that the surfan surface of Bengall par cowmty had 
caved in since the disustor, which we ourselves actually seen with our eyes, and 
that those who firet discoverad thin unusual fact, was coming to Genton city 

the State Capitol of Bengal Couty to see if h it had suffered a almiliar sub- 


sidence.We ourselves went there, and thero is no trace of the city.We were horrified. 


How glad would be the fortunate renult {if we could only have found that most of 
these reports had been only foumded uron imagination, or over excitsment and 
over enthusiaom, but this ia not really one third told,.Two floating islands 
are in the river, and one almost crashed into our boat. 

Tt will be Imosatblo for me in thin letter o to take up each letter or 
rumor and diasect it specifically, but I shall lengthen this letter for your 
benefit and shall endeavor to pronent every fact which has como umder our obser 
vation or baen recorded by me from the ligs of witi witnerses, la leaving to 
the end the presentation of deductions concerning the immediate cause of so world 
record breaking a disaster, 

Ve all know by now, that hurricanea of forost fires, plaguoe,, and terrific 
massacres, battles, buring of cities and towns, and other war dramig have played 
terrible havoc with the whole estates of angolinia, and .wlverinia, but the awfulll 
awful calamities resulting from such dreadful explosians, and floods were some 
of which they hardly dreamed off....«.As we soon when We reached the Explosion 
territory , within the region of Mic-Hollester Run, and a portion of tho Lake 
Belicia pegion, on tho southeast comer of ,engal County, two of some of the most™ 
serious of the exploetons were the most appalling and destrucive the world had 
ever heard of or observed.Near Mic-,ollester North Bend, ten miles weet of Leke 
Belicia, and one mile of qihi gdeleheid, the scene appears as if the whole 
country side had literally erupted.This explosion was a most fatal and far 
reaching cataclysm being equaled only to the eruption of ten thousand times 
the probable force of the well knowm volcano Krakatoa, excepting thia former 
{gs not an eruption as the nature of the region proves.In the tom of Adeleheid 
11,000 persone were buried by falling debrie in a wingle moment,, and‘from the 
concussion of thie and succeeding explosions as the scene is froma height, 
ruin was wrought within the whole region as far as we can observe.The crater 
caused by thie exploaion is several hundred feet deep, and is partly f ‘full of 
muddy water. The crater is fenced in by almost steep bankesIt ie two miles wide 
and six longees gome force this explosion must have had. 

The second scene of explosion is near St vincent De Paul tow, where the 
‘terrific mine eruption was double to that between Mic-Hollester north Bend mud 
Adolaiald olty, for It buried the whole territory for scores and scores of miles 


.in debris, and from the scenes there it is doubtless on that occassion that the 
concussion made some monstercus lonaylides as seen in that locality where many 
unknown numbers lost thelr Lives.Though the explosions occured at midnight the 
thickness of the clouis as some survivors I interviewed told m darkened the sun 
for an entire day and spread over two hundred miles of land and over ruined towns 
and cities.The volume of shock changed the whole configuration of the landscape. 
split up hundredo of of miles of lond into tnnumerable fiesures ar cracks, and 
leveled whole forcest forestea from the concussion. 

Of course your gracious Fxcailancy is by now aurely aware of the genoral feat 
ures of this great national tragedy which took placo in June .Thia article,,,, 
of the li letter will point ould so far an can bo learned from the reports of to 
day the essential features of the rout enatustrohpe and their interpretation. 

Ay witnesses sald to me the poople of the doatroyed city of yobieann locked upon 
their part. of tho state 1 with pride and love....Tho charming ravines, rivers, 
and foresto and rolling hille wore tho homes of myth and legena of ,eligious 
worship and the big rivers pleasure reso rte resorte.That because of explogions 
the waterways here woulu vieit the eity with ainsastor, the inhabatante could 

not belleve.But the people now gone, had as witnessos told me felt the shocks of 
ogn other far distant oxplosions.During the first greatost horror at Lake Selicia 
there were some shocks that vibrated Abbioann, rather unusual occurances in thie 
history of all parte o1 Calvorinia, although come of ite no ighboring states 

ara quite given to real earthquakes but of no severe nature. 

The explosions at Lake Selicia tn that fatal October or Novembor 1912 startled 
the oity,, and when day broke the pwopl people found their hourstops and etreote 
covered with mua, grass, tvigs of trees, jayers of atone clar, and sven sand and 
gravel which gave the city the aspect of having been visited by a atrango eruption 

which might have vomited this strango ejecta, and this debris covered all the 
country between Abbisann, Wickey Langin, Violet Paul, and { yrientown.The clty 
of Abbieannia however was not inu injured by this explosion.goon the scone passed 
and Abbieann forgot the intimation which the wioked enany had given of what was 
to come in tho future. 

Just when the presen. oxplosions of such force came no one can tell, but many 
who eurvived told mo that before the terrible blasts, tha there had boon all 
day and part of the night of May 31th a series of smaller bouming of a far distant 
nature rolling like thunder.A woman Living at the tom of St Troase which alone 
survived stated that on May 3 Ith at seven oclock in the svening, ehe hoard 
sixteen district shocks or roports in a long thundering roll in the direction of 
Lake Selicia which were so great that in hor home the dishes from throw from 
the cop cupboard shelvoscand broken, the house rocksd, and the furniture danced 
the tango and highland fling. These your Excellocy as oho sald wore the first 
effects of the presont series of more disastero{s dinasterous oxplosions that 
dostroyed the big city and many others and lot lnoss ouch a record break ing 
flood. 

At the same time others said they had geon a great cloud of powder colored 
smoke tward Adeloheid Junction, ond from that hour umtill the catastrophe at 
Abbieann omaller oxplosions hed oceured.Those were noticed from soven to eight 
thirty. At oight thirty several childron of the tom of St Treuso observed a 
roll of smoke rieing from a distant plain from a high hill they stood on, and in 
the slowly gathering darkness the clowl was a remarkable black mixture of 


clowl of different black shades. another oye witness had discovered what ehould have 


been an alarming fact that strange men had been seen in the reglus savoral 
aays vofore, just at the time when the distaut 1anuscape waay wiles away naa ves 
emitting strange clowes of smoke for three minutos, but the amoke seemed to have 
b en been produced so normally that even thooe who Were always inclined to looke 
on the dark side of things sesmed not to even think of a coming catastrophe. 

For a strange reason or other, in many near by towns there came borne on the 
wind a blizzard of dust, for a moment for those outeide in the streets breathing 
became uncomfortable, eyes were dust filled, and soms chocked.At this + ime 
ominous rumolings were huard at Aduieunn, aud wiite qouds Posting Upwaru spreau 
over the aky.At that time straije five uust iss. over the | city. Rivers began 
for an wuknom reason to ewell, and some strea-s became raging torrente, carring 
carrying debris and dead fishos in the current. At elght oclock at night the 
firet series of real alarming shocks occured, and debris of trees and graval and 
grass and even flunkse of water fell on the west side of qbbieann. Cout thi could 
this have come from the explosions many milena away.After this date it was 
continually noticed that coluues of uebriv Guu earth had been hurled up by & 
bloat ten miles north of “deleheid.Thia occured at eight oclock but its effects did 
no harm to any city or tom.The rivers were of a dark hue, and as shocks repeated 

and fearing {+ was of a strange natural phenanom phenomena many began to depart 
from the towm.Wion it grew dark flames uccompaniod with rumbling noises lighted 
the sky causing wide spread terror.On thi c this hour the first railroau line 


wn 
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disrupted north of abbieann at an unknowm distance from the v city.A rain of 

of debris tom from the oarth began for u few moments, and the action of the river 
prevented river craft from reaching ,bbioann.After eight thirty oclock the 
strange incident ceased, and a calmer estate provatled, although some smoke clowis 
still seemed to rise near the city cf sdelohald. 

Strange, to say, however a straam of muddy water as witneasus told me flowed 
our. of place over tho landscape, ana reached the olg river,, Michollester in three 
mu minutes, and in its rish the stranga flood awept from its path, plantations, 

tome, vactories, cattlu, farmers poultry, and hundredo of people over a breadth of 
of fourteon miles wide aid ix y, milea long along the Wic-lHollester Run branch. 

At the junctiono «of the river stood the town of La Palos ono of tho finest 
villiages in that saction.It was completely entombed in muddy water.¢hurch spires 
alone coul. be aa observed above the flood.It is entimated the people of the 
whole tom had porished, but the officials give 4 somewhat smaller numbor.And this 
your Excvllency ,bofore tho main and horribl>s disagtor.e.s..... At the sane time a 
most remarkable phonomonon occurod during the rush of the muddy water tward and 
into the Mic-Hollester River.The river firut apparently alightly receded, all along 
that section for a distance of about two miles, and then overflowed ols .where 
with 5 gradwil strongth covering a large landscape not far from Adeleheid and 
swamping the city in some placos to a depth of three feot.Thie crauted a general 
panic, and the terror stricken poople were suid to have fled to the hille, though 
later the river resumed ite normal course without doing any great damage. At that 
time the most terrible dotonatione wore hoard hundreds of tdlea to the miles to 
the northvestward , at short intervals, und continued untill midnight when the 
main and most frightful crushes cam». In Abbioann city at this timo tho electric 
lights for a uninowm reason fuilod, but the city was lighted by strunge flushes of 

from from the far diatanc-e.Terrur atrickeon the inhabitants of other towns thinking 
the vory sarth was breaking out into volcunie eruptions rushed for the hills scream 
ing and wailing. 

It happened that at seven thirty oclock the railroad lines from Cav Calverine 
to abbieann and Wickey Lansin was swopt away to the west. Gemini ,,ondi who published 
a news of the disastors of the south, noticed that the river Mic-Hollester at 
this time was furnishoding furnishing « hundrod times the voluno of the greatest 
power und carrying even stones and rocks wolghing many tong, and oven ships could 
mako no headway against the curroent.,ut thio oce ired before dark,,,5ome refugeos 
from Wickey Lansin stated that on the hour of Seven fiftvon most terrible dotonat ions 
broke from the diraction of the stravstraight north at short and irregular inter- 
yale accompanied by dense powder smoke ana liria flashes which ore seen in dintance 
explosions. 

This wae awfus so earty in th the evoning but when darknoso came on it appeared 
much more terrible.This awful phenomena wus so terrible that even in Abbieann 
people in their night clotres carrying x crying and frightened children, and lighted 
by any sort of lamp and candle they had caught up in their haste ran out into the 
dark streets walling and screaming and running almelesoly up and dow the otroets. 
the mental strain becoming unboarable, and refugece from towns near by go on 

board ships and startod off for the north for safty.At quarter to ofght, the 
aiestant explosions apparently were in full sway.The detonations Were heard as 1 was 
told as far as Calverine for naif an nour, and thick clouds overshawoed the whole 
northwestern horizon line.The town of Handon was abandonod because of the awful 
concussion, and debris fell in Abbieann.Debrie fell even in ,ickoy Lansin, 
a foot of earth, grase and all kinds of ground and other debr 1s wae reported 

even in the Lake Selicia pig lob Fegion, and the majority of same debriea fell in 
Abbieann.People wno survived former disasters were departing from Wickey Lensin, 
on foot to neighboring villiages, and by river stoamer to Culverine.At thie time 
all telegraphic: and wire communication between a hundred cities wus interrupted. 
There were six main line trains leading to Abbieann city, all of wh. which were 
eventually broken or destroyed. The hour before the end, was one of horror in 
Abbieann and elsewhere, though the strange diatant phenomena did not seem so vivid 
as before.Detonations like the heaviest perke of artillery were heard from seven 
thirty to quarter to eight.People as far as Pandora( Cal veriniag) heard dotonutiones 
as of artillery firing in their streets..These oven reached as far north as 

Celverine, and ae far south as Francis Atlanta. 

Similar detonations wera hoard even in Mic--Hollester City but these were 
believed to huve been from some other sourceeAt that moment the telegraph operator 
at Adolecheid recieved a message from the operator at Wickey Lansin suy ing; 

"Great concussion felt here, don't know how long y can hold out. Many buildinga 
have fallen.Great horror raging in abbieonn. Build ings falling there as if from an 
earthquake." gimultaneously the Counsel at yiolet paul sont a messuge to the 
railroad telegraph office, and was informed that ull railroad communications were 
broken, great concussions were shuken ehaking down cities and towne u elsewhere. 
pefore this untill midnight the frequent detonatione had apparently ceused, and 
the Heyor of Abbieann in the tom of Wickey Lanain at the time tried to stop the panio 
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whih which the strunge disturbunce cuuseds He declared that probably somo big 
battle was raging near somewhere, that the danger they feured would not incr -use 
that there wuo no preut voleanic .ctivity anywhere, and sent a large detatchnent 
of soldiers t ally th ally the panic, and help those who wished to leave to 

get the earliest boats and trains and other care still ra runing, and later 

he hineelf went with hie wife und children to Abbieunn, where they too wera killed, 
when the greut disuster. 

At about twelve twelve, Juno the Foist, the steamer ,ertrude then approuch ing 
Abbieann, and hor fute,,, roported strunge flashes ull along the distant horizon 
and the sky wus red oloevher-, und something like rain was falling, uloth although 
the night wus .air, and the moon and stare bright und clear..Indeod the rays of 
the rising moon had hardly descended over the castern hills,, back of avb feann 
on the midnight hour of Jime the Foist, when at ritteen a aftor tvolve , as 
witnesses toll mo of cther towne a great series of most terrible apparent orupt ions 
occured raging half an hour at different puind in a perfect rolling fussliade, and 
not only suddenly destroyed the city of Abbieann and ite probable eight million 
five hundred thousand people, all river craft und ships in tho river anchorage, 
and oll the country places within a region of fifty miles, but devastated many tows 
and villiages in almost the same fashion as tit Pelee uogtroyeu tho city of St Pierre 
60 waaay years ago.the pnensomend ol tnese veries Of wOSt er.orwous due as ured ie 
expiosious go far as | have tecn able to ascertain thon wor. mc follows; 

The witnesnene..eeeVlinesian of these terrivie eveute were inugeu wuworous, Dut 
there were not many of thom who survived.Of theno I porsonully tnterviewed the 
captian of the Steamer Cortrude, Captian Horns, ana his engineer ana so e some 
others, who witnessed the event from tho river side, and avout fourty others 

who obperved it from tho landside mostly soldaiero on guard in 4 camp of troops 
near by.I have aleo carofully proserveu the printeu roporte of many other witness— 
ese 5ome or the wituouves .4 tne .1rst suppuveu oruptivu9 vevouse of the aarkness 
coutu only see 4 portion of the pueuuaenu, ix persons at Mt siliabury whose 
stories are the most intelligible of those from the landolde o..id oe. see the 
explosions bit intervening hills and forests obsacurod their view of the rivet 
and the city iself itoolf.This also was the caso with many others, wh: Lived 
northeast of Abbieann.eThe witnesses from the ships could see the sequence of the 
apparent eruptions, out uo the edyus of the dea denoo black masacs or swoke app- 
roached them the clowl iteou1 uverupresding tana ana river cut off thair full 
abeervation of what was taking flaco in the city which coulf be soon vy observers 
from the shore siue, thourh of course they .ueuru the awiul noise o1 iwliing 
pulldings.All of tho witnesses on the ships wuny of them Irightrutty unaken, 
and Injured were too ousiiy enguyed just then in securing their own suity to 
dovote their attention vo wne strange pnenomenu uxcaustvety.Apout tienty twenty 
have given unusually iutelligoie and accurate accounts of what they witnessebe 
These were the crows o1 4 steamer culled the Auna.I was associated for some time 
with the latter for a wock upon our return on the ship.Many other witnesses have 
noted moot imrortunt o ngle fucta. 2 

Ancther man who did not like to give ma his name, but who was a farmer near 
Abbicenn, and vhose miraculous eucupe from the city bofore midnight, informed 
me that the necdle of a large anerooid barmooter batometer hanging in the house 

at which place he wun visiting fluctuated violently, and this fact determined hm 
him to leave the city.These fluctuations were widoubtedly disturbances in the 
aly from the other distant explosions heard before the destructive blasts came. 
Professor Hansonia who was an. astrononmer of the Abbieunn observatory at the time 
of the unvou:l catautrcpie was on his overlooking platauve about fourty miles from 
the city.He told mo ho heard an immeasureable roar of detonations, when the disaster 
took place, uescribing it as a hundred thousand volcanoes erupting in one places 
with all thoir foree at once.Jeunle pvans, a foreman of the yeldorn .arm equally 
ag far from Abbieunn, but northwest, also told me thet there was a roll of the 
most frightful ana douest uetouations he had ever neard in the alrection where 
the apparent cruptions cawe fromAli w.tnveves agree that Abuicaus aid cary other 
towns wid cities near her were overwheimed by the concussion, and by terrific 
Landslides that buried many villiages with an uwknow loss of life.Great clouts 
from the explosions also wrecked and destroyed towns, which travled with great 
rapidty over the cities nearest the crash.One witness eaid he saw a great series 
of black clowls boiling upward in great ballooon baloon balloon or mushroom dh 
shapes with numerous rolling convolutions, dissipating above, and flouting away In 
grent horizontal ribbons. preceeded by tremendous flashes.According to fhe engin 
eer of the ship called the Gertrude, was locking at etrange glows in the sky tward 
the northwest, and suddenly noticed there were about fourty miles away about a 
sorieo of ernormeun apparent eruptions, big puffs of sroke coming as if from 
elmdrede of voloanic crigtions at ono time which mushroomed end spread out, and 
accompanied by u deafening thundering rotling scind, which ehook the ship and 
tonoed the river intu crect vaves.Then after a noticeable inerval interval, there 
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there wan again a second series of apparent ery tions « hundred times worse 
than the firot, and whih lower portdon of tne csours uiu wot ascena out suddenly 
fell ana rushed aowm tward the ship, auu the city uf Avuieann in ton great horizontal 
puffoe No one could tell what cuuaed this part of the frouks of tho explosions, out 
on seeing this wnich was know as ono of the first futal apparent eruptions, the 
crew of the ship ran dom into the engine rooms.One of them with the mginner 
Engineer when w1 was quiet aguin took nerve enough to return on deck, though 
strangely vurned and sutforing, us they were, and saw a third and apparent 
more severe erution ut a Lonver iistunce which took place about three minutes 
after the second one.There wore quite 4 number of others after that, 4t wiich 
the eingineer deocribod the vory landscape soomingly tu open over an areu of 
twenty to sixty miles, at « point yrobably fourveen miloo northoust of anpieann 
followod py a most terrific eruption of .laume and smoke Accompuntyu vy we Lout 
luuwwasuseacly sear vuat ho could not doseribe.The cuptian of thio ship had a clear 
view of that locality but not of the city of adeloheid, and of tho nearest oxplosion. 
However he saw u moot Lip, and dense column ohoot up and sidewuyes from tue gubvace 
of the ourth full of fire to tho very top, which sproud out liko one of the biggest 
of thunderheads seen at the approuch of a du distant thunderstorm. the cloud was 
full of fiery flushes, thich even soured abovo the cloud ana fell like fiery rain 
with a groat hiesing.Thon 'e wuo torrified to ave the cloud ccming forward tward 
the river still retaining ite fiory color, und he ran for to G0 bolow decksHe 
declared the clow did not go up in the uir howevor ifke a volcanic eruption, even 
though of course it wont very high provaviy thousduus uf avet but not like a volcante 
eruption and it spread Like & ball or cauliflower, and then burst into columns 
like clows of smoko viewed in oxplonione .Threo woman } on deck at the time 
saw tho immense column of anoke issue from tho surface of the lund at that distance 
which ag thoy cluimed ut the lowor parte did not riso but suttlod dow in a flery 
rain like a clow of fire worko display tvard and uyon Abbieunn which suidenly 
becamo obscured in a donee clowl of dust and a torvible roar of falling buildings 
startilad hor. 
Sirante indosd vas the composition of the cloud... It's visible compo i composition 
wag of cour 6 a most dense mass of fire hoatened powder smoke which everywhere 
filled the air wixad with dust, lirt, ound clay and debris of 1.1 description 
all of which waa hoatoned or caught fire from the tremendous flash of the oxploding 
materiale. Rasiduga thin, axslesion made powder heatened jugeu, and ouperhvated 
emoke Were appurently preasonted as will b? shown. A ton of heatened sand was found 
in the officers cabin on the Gurtrwe.Froa fifty to six hundred tone foll upon 
the docks of the bisser ship xnown uv the St Ann, loos than a foot in all the 
bigger explostons fell on tho strovta of badly shaken Alelohoid. These were piled 
highest agninat the northern section. Examination proved it alt yrouna uooris, 
ana Yrugments OF treeo Guu otOusB. 
The immense clouds as seen approaching from the source of the apparent eruptions 
were dense, opaque, and of tho varied colors producad by the blasting of high : 
explosives added with a brownioh black color.It's size and dunsity wus se great 
as to obscure the wholv sky ovor tho scone and to carso more total darknoos of 
positions it envoloped than the night hours did.Tho cloud not all of suokyv but 
debris also was hauvy, and tho lowor parts waich travlod alon tho warhs configur 
ationa © driven by the forward forcon of bluste destroyed everything tt touched. 
Owing to the heaviongs of tho dobris oithor shot upward and then falling, or 
shot horizontally, houses, estates, forests, and people on the higher el ovations 
beyond Abbievunn and other places were spared, except from the concussion, as well 
ae forest and towns in the extreme northwestern ooction of the County and elsowhoere. 
The lower part of the clowl was forced by the vibration of the plasts to advance 
horit horizontally through the air, ut tho speed of a mile u socond, following. 
the configuration of the landscapss, and besides the progreasive motion its con 
volutions surged and rollod.ifany suid tho cloud rolled vortically.From the con 
cussion in the Lowor lands forests wern jrostrated, bis lundol ides buried all 
villiages for nearly a hundred miles muking as it 1s termed moumtains to walk, and 
all fallen trees lay in one direction.And the path of tho oxplosion clowls was 
from north to southeast, and the clow came against a strong southwest wind.No on» 
can ever I beliove interpre: the phenomenon.Either the cloui was hot or full of 
flashing fire and buming sands and dust and debris. All witnesses in towne and 
yilliages and on the shipo spured testiried reeLing a yreat heat e en even when 
beyond ite margin and great fires in forests broke out..The debris of dirt and 
even ground was hot for hours on the ship known as the Gertrule, and still warm 
about two hours after the disaster. 

.The flaming debrie falling upon the St Ann and other ‘ships were auf ictently 
hot to set some ships on fire, to cause ignition of the rops and rope and bedding 
to ignite woodwork, and atch pint tar timber on the ships forward docks 

For hours the smell of powder was in the air. 

Other witnesses aight oon miles northeast of Wickey Lasin felt a hot biast 

of powder tanuen air.Others on the margin of the exptosion aisaster tont:fy to the 


hot air and smoll of powler in the air.Othere have personaly telt the not oiast 
of air from the expLosions.In adaition to the hot aeorts, some say there was un in 
visicde hesteu suve.duce tu the cLoud of suoke unu aeoris which penetrated clothing 
without firing it and yet acorunsa and burned the human skin beneath as attestod 
by the burns of many survivors, and others.It is possible that the explosions dug 
deep enough to touch water and shot up and forward superheated clouis of vapor or 
steam. 

There as was plenty of sestimony that the cloud of the destructive explosions 
were from the ernormous flagh of powdor invand incandescent. Indeod ail pa rtios 
who that fatal night witnessed the clouw from the front and advancing and rising 
aide testified they saw for a fow moments during the uprour fmag or incanduscenco 
in it to a most terrible degreos.There indend is positive evidonce that the clout 

at the under section was aflame or incandescont.The onginesr und some of the crew 
of the ship called the " Gertrude" who looked up through a skylight says he at 


firet thought the heavens ned token fire evon though his point or view was the vuterrr 


the outer side of the destructive recion. There is plenty of great evidence that 
from the heat of the flame resulting from the omormmous ox:losions that flame 
doveloped in portions of the clowis during the ottbursts. AL] persons who witnessed 
the terrific oxplosions from any side of the region of aestruction testity to see 
ing great shorts of flame develope witni:, aud under the clouds and anu even rar 
above them susgestive of suiden ignition of the ejected inflamabla materials 
probably thrown up by the force of the explosion.The Mayor of Adalehuid city 

saw a shoet of red fire in the air following after other phenomena observed by 

him. 

He said that in the city of ,bbfeann, not all of it but the oxtreme north aide 
behind the smoke clouds thore camtl shoot after anecet of IL4tuso, vtating tnat at the 
time of tne explosions he saw the heavens clowod with rlame which descended like 
fiery rain in all directions with a fierce hissing roar, and then five minutes 

afterwards there was total darkness.He suid other torrific explosions occured of 
more greater viol violence, and then a great cloud aparently seemad to settle 

over the northyest and of the city, there wasn a roar of falling buitlding,s followed 
by a sea of flashing flame und he put his hand over his face to shut out the awrulll 
awful sight. He suid; 

“As J looked I saw an immense clow roll upward and forward, followed by @ 
earasplitting roll of thunder, and after having rin from the shuken scene for a 
few hundrod yards, I saw 4 most blinding flash over the northern part of the citye 

Ao I looked torrified ao I was. there vas a blinding flash of fire, and ina 


moment that vortion of the beautiful city wae in flames, while the rest wuo roaring 
withfalling bulldings which finally obscured the scene with great clouds of owoke.The 


flame seemed to travel like lightning over that portion of the city from west to 
east but it was not lightning and most of it descended like 4a fiery spray.It looked 
as if something shot up with the black clouds had been ignited as soon as the; 
basen ejected." ‘ 2 
The Mayor of wickey Lansin but who was not in that city but in the country 
about ten niles north of the city saw a flash of flame within two. seconde after 
the clowls had erupted from the ground.ilany others testified that the clowl itself 
was not visibly ufire, at the time of the explosions, but that the heat of the 
« flashes of blusting wuterials inflamed all objecta ejected by the force of the 
explosion that could bum, as well as fragments of tress and so forth, and hurled 
‘thie over the north part of the olty.lisny said that all these blazing things when 
they fell set the ruing on fire.The engusing flood the next morning had carried 
. the fire dow with it for that reason there being so many big wreckage jams and 
windrows afire for many weeks after the flercenass of the flood had spent itself. 
Tremendous displajs of strangs bolts and flashes were seen at the city of San Pedro 
Junction and Gen Antonio before the flood within and far above the clods oclouis 
during the explosions. 
The evidence of these flushes is indieputedly testified by many witnesses. 
myseld have personally witnessed the phenomena in other big explosions already 
recorded which I happened to witness. Many witnesses in describing the ourrent 
explosions that flashes of all kinds more like a tremendous fir.w fireworke dis 
play and like bursting bombs moved the length of the sky , along the horizon and 
overhead at al) pointe where the explosion occured, and that the noise was too 
severe to dascribu, saying that the whole world was noise.Thi:c This pnenomenu 
was produced during that intense darkness for several winutes with a moet beautiful 
and thrilling horror.Greut sparks shot along the horizon alao in every direction. 
Others distinotly and voluntarily testified to me that there was much display of 
fire worka like diaplay in every dirsction during the explosions, during the 
catastrophe. Though destruction of Life was heav; in qdelehoid city there was 

nu nuaitive evidence of dusth from shock or concussion, sur is thera aulficient 
data to say thet there were no such kind of effecta.iio fulpuritles even were 
foimd, no splintursd tress, no shattering uid most Luildingsthous vurnod were 
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“recked Ly concunsion or shock. .The ironworkof tracks und some buildings ware 
bant by combustion haat of the burning elty.R The only apparont phenomena reported 
where some of the flashes wero Like lightning or olectrity wus the alleged report 
ef a survivor who said he found . ton of commerciul iron bare standing 4gainst the 
walle of a shop that had been fused and somewhat injured and some parte molted 
dowesThoe tale,rayu of2ice an giedouoim city and its contonte were burned, and 
that some fragmente of the app aratue were thrown a hundred yvards.The office was 
pelieved to be burned by the hot contents of the cloul, but surely the throwing 
was not due to this cause.!any of the bodies looked us if they had boon struck by 
some unseen ubjects, but thie cowd not be proven. 

Inportant studies of tho results of death in the city of delehold by officials 
of the cemini in th» the vinicity, this town having eacapeed tne ravages of the 
fluud, being on too high an elevation to be reached by the torrent..It ia certainly * 
an interesting coincidence that the marconigraphe on some of the boats and in 
towne were made useless during the disaster. The Superintendant of the Abbieunnian 
coast quard, Ir yangon wie -Hollestor reported that the delicatly cuspended 

mimetic neodles at the many oa t Qoast and-qoodétic survey Magnetic ubsorvutories 
--und me situated at pandondén, abbieannia tate, ond the other ut Forne southern 
Angelinia gtate--were violently disturbed, Beetnning at about the time of the 
unusual catastrophe at Abbieann and  engal Comty is reported to huvo ace ured. 

"he Nagnetic disturbance began at ard pointe at once, at a time corresponding 

+o Twl ,Wwelve thirteen, Abbicunn Loval time.This distirtance wac ulso registerated 
in many foriegn countries, und in the p! “1engiglomeyn endccutherine isles. 

There vug direct oval cral testimony of’ explosion powder gas in the cloud and 
air, all silverware in the ruine of many towns not hit by flood were black enod. 
most of them re resembling black junk, gilded picture frames and other objects 
were blackened Ike ink, and silver plattera picked up in the ruins of houses 
were black and corrugated.Bronze allver and images made of reul gold were likewise 
blackened, but the blackness could be removed from the gold. in fact every metal 
relic suspe suscoptible to powder fum 9 and sulphur discoleration showed its 
blackening effect.Even twigs of many trees showed the sul h sulphurous coating 
from the smoke of the exploded powder. : 

The presence of the sulphurous powder gases was reasonably sensed. xd and: 
it was worse than sulh sulphureted and hydrogen gasos of volcanoes..The deputy 
mayor of Selson Tom told me that the captian of the Gertrule picked up fragments 
of exploded shells in the ruined streots of Wicky Wickey Lansin on the afternoon 
of the catastrophe.-Th The whole region was filled with silphu reted smells for 
days after the explosion, as testified by many, the smoll of sulphur of powder 
being eso strong that survivin, horses would stop and snort, and some of them drop 
and die from suffocation.Many of the relief parties and rescuscworkers in the 
rogions not flooded were obl’ sed to wear vet handkerchisfa to protect them from 
the strong fumes of powder sulphur.One of the very few survivors of Abbieann city 
who arived in Calverine on August the elghtconth, and whose name is HicNallie 
claims to have escaped from Abbioenn to a ship in a raft, and that he tas picked 
and that he was picked up by the Gertrude.He suid the air wag filled with mud and 
falling debris, and the sulphur fumes in the smoke was 80 strong that breathing - 
was absolutely difficult. The d deputy Sheriff suid that when he approached 
Abbieann on the night of the explosions there was afterwards a most terrific ofor 
or odor of sulphur and smoke in the air. Governer Evans of pengall State said 
that in hia city there was little sulphur smell put the swell was dike sometning 
dry Jace stotw wavn a Itt Mttl- sulphur. team cliuds were seen by many others 
rising from the erupt erupted olows which no doubt was produced by sudden 
heat of the water. Strange {+ soemed but steam may be inferred, and the burning 
of persons bodies through their clothing without firing their clothing indicated 

the prosence of steam, and the great rain of wet wud and stones and olay and 
fragments o: trees uno seuceB whicn.101lowed tne catastrophe from the cloudless 
eky might theoertically ve assigned to the condensation of the steaw with the 
ejection of the cluuds of dust plow upvard with the steam during the explosions. 

Algo one of the uost tremendous aestructive forces ou rycord wasepresence 
was present during the explosions. It uprooted forests of trees, uestroyed many 
villiages uma tows far eouth of Aubieann, threw all the people out of their 
houseo, made the river momentarily chunge course, overtumed river ships and boate, 
destroyed their rinn rigging and for many miles caused tremancdows landslides. . 
It is impossible to concieve that the force was initial from the explosion blaste, 
fourty miles distant from Abbigann. 

Bhole walla of b-{ldinge in north Abbieann which was too high to be reached 
by the flood were thrown dom, foundations were uprooted and displaced, pedestals 
with stutues standing head down, rigging and uppar works blown off all ships in 
river streams and small lek'es, hulle keeled over, and ships Literally hurled out 
of the veter won dry land by the forcesHundreds of big bulldings Were shaken down 
or tom asunder, and thrown great distances..The Statve of the sacred Heart and of 
the Virgin as obs:rved. by me on the upper cliff on the north side of the.city 


was thrown to the south withtheir heads J-ing to the north, but not dumage in 
the least, not cven scratched or aiscolorud vy the riame. in the cloud. ,Hany 


parts of the woods southeast of the town which were tov high to be reached, by 
the flood on foothills were throm goutheastward ar. agtiaut ine cliti, asthough 
vothera in the north side of the city wore appurentl; rooted afficontly to 
to withotend the blaste..Against a cliff near tho no southern part of the city 
h which was swe:t ava, by the food aru are nundreds of strange rocks tnrown 
there appurently by thy uxplosion. Howeaver.in the cliff line ub. above the city 
many trees are seen still etanding with their branches and scorched fuliace 
foliuge, and a green roofed building preserved there , with furniture and fol ago 
foliage htact showing the Line of oxplcaton fire cloud did not reach thoreee 
why sh cehock wan felt as far as Calvorine, ei-ht hundred miles to the south 

or northwest, and Angeline junction nearly o thousand miles to the southwest 
where many people rererted in letters that the; ware throm down. 

According; to Engineer june of the ship Gertrude there was u great horizontal 
disturbance in the water of the river cuused by the strange aerial force produced 
by the explosions.Thie atruck the port side of the ahip, her hyad boing on shore. 


She keoled tu the cturbourd, so that the trid.e got under water, and water came inty +h 
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the hold +hrough tha fiddlers. f 
The wavyo lifted the Certrude, go that her anchor chain broke, and she was 
enabled to escupe.It aloo took several of the crew off the deck, but the return 
return movemont brought them back to u tucy, from wiich they were rescucdd.This 
return wave tore up tho river beach. In the south end of the remaining portion 
of the city of Abbieann «hich was teo high to be reached by the flood objects 
were blow suutheustwurd by the force of the explosiona in the northwest, the 
north and south ende of vbullding bulldings being blown in.The Gertrude at Buoy 
wus etreck by force from the northwest, other shipe were destroyed by force off 
the west and northeant, traos und foreste of then in the vinicity of Adelehedi 
were Llown by force from the northeast and southwest, ol1 trees of the slopes 
of the Cealveriniea willie tward the roads to Francia Atlanta were bent by force 
from the wort md oust, and nany other vointe was destroyed by forve from the 
straight north ona south. This scomsa to have boen near the north end of the remaining 
portion of thy vity where destruction was greatest, the atrange effocts decreasing 
radically in all diructiunge : ee? ; 
Among the evidence cf forey nye the fact that in the smallnorthern part of 
the remaining higher anctions of abbieann the b i buildings were absolutely 
pun volversicd pulverized. Jlot a veatige of sany little villieges near the city 
wore left, and not a piece of the buildings of these towns could be found. 

Algo a return force ip absolutely evident by the south end of buildings of all 
explosion torn towns blow northward, and by the tostimony of witnesses..The 
engineers of the ships said that the force had the strength of a mest wild tormado 
,zand noted that it went out, and thon whon the explosions ceased came back.All 
who felt i+, teofied that they were blow abour ag if a hurricane was raging. Evidence 
of great earthquake like shook was algu noticed to «mn unvauel degree, and the 
vulldings bridges and eury earth enbenkments within o milet a hundred miles 
.of the zone of oxplosion disaster, which showed disturbance also to disasterous 
and most appalling effect. .urvivors similarly loca.ed testified that at first 
thoy thought there had bee a most violent earthquake. : 

Also many witnesses on the perimeter of disaster testified they were not 
suffocuted by heat, sulphurious fumes or powder gases, but could get no air to 
breathe.These worue to ite effect is the testimony vithhundreds of witnesses 

from the ship officials to the survivors of ruined towns and villiages.Even the 
‘’ engineer of the ships that were in the zone of disaster stated they could get 
no air to breathe on deck after the explosions wmtill they went below.. 

Coverner Evano of Rengall State said-." It was not at all hurt +o breathe 
wmtill all was nearly over, then the wrolepopulation felt as if they could get no 
air. The engineer of the ship Gertrude insisted there wae more noise than any one 
could degeribe to savo their lives, a most terrible deafening roar ti.a°that injured 
nis ears 9 good dealSome desoribe the falling objects and flamo making 4 hissing 
noise like escaping steam from pipes. have heard evidence of the most resound ing 
explosions ever known on record for the testimony concerning noines was inquired 
for throughoutly. All witnesses testify to the sudden and inetaneous instant anoous 
conflagration of the north part of surviving Abbieann, all other cities and toms 
noarest the blasts and of whole forests.im Meny noticed that the seas of suddon 
flomas swept rapidly from northweat to south.All combustible materials in all 
places was destroyed, but in tho southern and northern edge of devastation large 
foresta of trees stand which were only singed of their leaves and twigs. 

And the whole catastrophe, outaide of the fires, from the first tremendous 
world record breaking saxplosion to the main and final most frightful convulsions, 
was over in lose than fifteen minutro mmi minutes, although the forests even 
now up here are still burning. Immediately following the terrible destruct ion 
there was still more strange to aay accuriing te witnesses a tremendous rain of 
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Wot sand , mud, clan clay and torrents of water.This wai and wet debris plasterod 
all objects upon which it fell with a thick coating of wet slush, howes ships, 
loans landscapes, and heads of human boings.The landscape was everywhere coated with 
un, envelope of this strange mud from the skysThis rain of mud continued for one how 
after the explosione.Accompanying the rain of muddy debris, was a shower of rocks of 
all sizes.These stones were wmdoubtedly those which had been thrown higher tn the 
air from tha force of the exploaiona than the other ejecta and which with a long 
trajectory came dow last of all.These stones of small and large sizes falling on 
the soft Plastering of the landscapes, rolled down the hillsides, striping the 
plaster with their parallel paths as if it hand had beon rakod with a lice comb. 
Death was an accompaniment of any of tho terrible phenomena of the apparent 

series of world breaking eruptions of explosions deseribed, and without the 
slightest doubts occured in thousands of was and in different dogrees of sudden 
ess end horribless.Mény were killed throuzhout tha region vy iuhaliug not fumes, 

otners nurned oy the same on the ships, others ourneu oy stranye otetu, wolis 
othere jkdlledu by force,and :killod.b; flmo.,il sf course did not die auddenly. 
Nearly all those wh: ware woimded wove twakd burned survivors of the ships 
we the even of the injured wors not uffectod, and the ovo lashes were said to 

6 intact, on the other hand remuing on shore and In the tone wore ho evibly 
burned to the quick.lan; children were foond whe mouned fur vatar, but who were 
wna unable to swallow because their throato wore scorched i on the insido. 

It is not believed that the tnhabatants cf all taens died of asphyxiation 

in the position in which the disaster surprised them, for man were fowmd in 
positions indicating flight in esearch for sheltar. 

The captian f of the Gertrude told me ho saw many 2e ple running along 
the river edge for several minwtes..In the town of St ,nn a woman was found dead 
in the act of pitting on a nat, 4@ man was Kidsed wnise aight ing hia pipe. 

Another o;0 wivwese told me ho saw in jduleneid a tian holding «© wirulling 
frightened porso of nia deliverswagon, both bBing killed in thie poste. Tha man at 
the pi plleet house and steering wheal on the Gertrude was killed almost instantly 
where ho was eitting, for he never movod.The First ‘iate wus giving orders whon 


‘killed, aid yet near by somo childrea and thefr mother and father wer: only burned 


and recovered..It is also atated a man wae died on the sane ship wag burned badly 
ond infernall:. 
The offects of the proceeding explosions of that fatal and most fearful Mid= 
night of June firet, and of the results and awful floods which had taken place 
and raged for many Weeks and months sin ce the day of the )reat explosion catastrophe 
notably that of the main flood, all of which devastated lurgy paris vf casverinia 
and norvavrn Anyetinia are so intermingled, and their reaults so terrifying and 
so conglomerated that it is difficult to distinguish thoem.The area of devastation 
4g seen by me and my followers, represents mainly the offects or reaulta of the 
force and concussion of ali tnoay tiityen minutes expLosions.As a wnole this ilm 
immense area includes all the country, pvetween Anpivann and down youth rurther 
than jessica Angelinia pounded by the north and south, and along all- points near 
Angeline Vine state, previously mentioned {n all the n wspaers and in the description 
of the configuration as constituting the most ernormous and immeasureable and 
horrible amphitheatr.: of death and destruction: 
Thies area practically as discovered in my many months of + trav woeks of travel 
and by eye vitnesses includes he country between Eengal county and ,sngall gtate . 
all portions of southern calverinia on the south, and all of the Central oart of 
pf of culverinta and the section of the Lake solicia pegion, with the addition of 
southeastern Calverinia and wesern Angelinia state,.added with gngeline yine State. 
The whole of this area, voth the inclwieuw sections of either stae ana «cate wid. 
and territoey Was envelopea in the tremendous flood.Thie riood had covered # 
confined and weit derined zone, reps representing tne the area of the main 
catastrophe.Yet in the area of the explosion outside of the flood zone the whole 
of the oxplosion area, both the included valley and the faces and aunnit edge s 
of the escarpment and landscapes ie enveloped in a smooth compact casing of. gravel 
and mi plaster, resembling a coar coat of black gray oement.This ocament aleo 
covers a well defined zone of the disaster arc, the shower of mui and gravel 
following.the explosions.It may be noted that the mud was the unusual featuce 
of the results of the ernormous exploaion, and was extensivoly found in all sections 
of the explovion aroa. : 
petween mul rivers mude by the flood of mud in the otreans south of Wickay 
Lansin {s wreckage of buildings hurled about in all direction by the blasts of 
the explosions. Along thie bluff extonds the remaine of what wan once & most * 
magnificent and costly highway and also crossing it a portion of the Yollow Briok 
or Big Girl Knool Red road.Their ourfacos is now covered a depth of many feet 
from the landslides causad by the concussions, and ohactured here and thera by 
fallen trees and buildingeas.In the ‘lobris there are numecous bodias of animals, 
cattle norses, hogs, calckens and birds of all kinds, with -o'ge mabora of 
numbers of occassional hymen renaing.s f

All the houses of the 1any millions of people of Abtieunn are dastruyad, 
three quarters of the lower sections swopt away by the ernormous found flooda 
the other sections thrown down by the concussion and blaste.Outaide of the big 
oity in the aren above the fiooa Line there ts not avisipte sign rematuiuy, i 
any of tho towns ur the nunureas vi thousduas of people $ why Livea in them 
ane and elsewhere. 

For ull these section the only term for good and complete description is absol- 
ute annihilation of both population and buildings..yhile two quarters of the number 
of hourees remad:. in guvieunn und only in those sections where no flood reached 
high enough the wnaihtliet jon of pupultation extends northward to as far as 

La polama city.Among the muny country tome destroyed of witch ao few 1 Wao at ond 
which I cun name are El Verso, EL puzo, Murcaun and folldon.Over thie entire area 
the vegetation is entirely denuied by the force of the blasts with the exception 
of a few larger trees stunding in the unflocded vuctions of abbieunn, from yickey 
Laisin southward, etripped of wl leavea und twige and oven bark, only the trunke 
in most cases rewsining not even the largest branches. On the edys of the hille 
above Aboiownn au large forest with part of the foliage singed remain sviding in 
the area of dcetruction. 

an deep valleys eepeciully in tho gradients of the valleys and of the heads 
water ravines, forests of trees ot 11] otund untoucnea Lut badly ghuken from their 
roots by the concusuion.In proted protect ed Jaterul ravines, other vegetution is 
still green though treos are slightly stunding, inclined in every direction from 
the effects of the voncussion.The vegetation on the suamlt of higrer nille nearost 
the oxplosions strangoly enowjn was killed or blusted a.d einged, but in the deep 
valleys of the Algrove gtreem entering the Mic-Hollester piver southwest of the 
city of Abtieann, trees were aot affected tivugh partly inundared by the flood. 

Along tho stretches of the river vegetation wun Ligsted as far south as 
Wickey Lansin twe-ty miles suuthvest of AcLiouis. vidi further south the treep 
are groen.Tv tho north near Loucher city ay sur un the north wra.cn of tne Still 
water creok cli forests is uleu denied vr iurned end Llusted to un altitude of 
three mundrel feet or core. 

Meorer MiceHollester Town deud fureste aid utier trees ure troken down three 
or four feet from the ground and lie to the southwostward.Tne viele region of 
all this explosion horror had recieved u epr inkling of the destreutuve force of 
the explosions.This nl ic not conspicicw or discolering, however, except within an 
area or tvo coyoud the wreckage covered region clese to the explosion ureno.. the 
quonity und extent cf ui and debris wd dust und folisce ud rock wreckage wrupted 
erupted by the explosions currcet Le votimated, nor iv it material ot present to 
do so. Meny creeks are filled .p sv with debris of .ath earth ond mud that they 
aro absolutely and terrivJy obliterated.that was the lower valley of the Creek 
Babbly for miles down is so filled up from londslidea that now it ie u convex 
elevation, build up by the yreat slides from the adjoining nills.The river Palto 
northeast of the city, and the St jnna nave Leon the site of mud torrente from 
the effects of the explosions. 

.Phe river Know ie stil} flowing mad in Intermittent gulps from the region of 
crater numbur one which is full of muddy water. eleevhere are there many conspicous 

mud streams near adelehoid end La palo, preswely from the other mad filled craters 
above that tow but it is not proven.Two other wud rivers outside the area of 
devastation are elsewhere mentioned..Gne mile south of Abbieann there were two 
small gullies or canyons in the bottom of which there were two flowing streams 

now these canyons cannot be found, where they were there is nothing put a leke of 
water to a great depth. Besides the nud streams there are many great stretches 

of plasted rocka scattered all about. On the mouth of the St nna Crook is 

# stutue thrown by the blast and where the rive.r border is e ending from the 
deposited mad and gravel.A small islet one hundred feet long, end twelve feet. 

from the shore has appeared above the water to the north of the mouth of the st 
Anne. From the River stretch down from Abbieann to Wickey Lemsin there are many 
strange and large and small triangular bights in the river beach on both sides 

and unlurgenent of the mouths of analler streame entering the river cut by the 
force of rebounding waves.The mouth of the Creek Johne has been deeply incised and 
pre present new vertical cut pull bulffs, some thirty feet in depth, which rendore

uround the rivers show serious change. Lvery hill, valley, scarp, precipice, or 
other surface foature of the relief ag Jaid down upon the map of thirty yoars aoge 
is absolutely beyond reco racoguition.The -orse worse changes however are the 
destruction of vegehation and the veneering of u small trimyular area within the 
region of mud showers, so thet it is converted from a green curpet of woodland and 
grassy country to a barren desert like that of volcanic regions. 

Of the total area of Culverinia, besides Bengal) qtate, obout 2,167 miles 
have been seriously affected by both explesivg furce, cuncussion and worse od 
of sll by the ensueing floods. Tne ejacta from the explosions have conristed of 

limestone, clay, gravel, sandstone and algo granite, together with egond and waters 
.At eome places along the rivers in the vinicity of the explosions there had been 
gome evidence of subsidence and e.evation of the lund, that has Leer recorded 
und recognized by me»There had been produced by the explosions serious concuosion 
earthquakes resulting from the rending of the eurth by the oru; t fons.ydthin 
fifty miles south of ,bbieann, the broduge bridyes, road houseo, und otrees ahow 
pigne of the concussion. Eyewitnesses tostify thatithoy folt 4 sensution as of great 
earthquakes, and also 'a force in the air vhich tended to knock thom overs 

And on the other hand there have been terrif fc jars und trenore from the 
tremendous explosions felt at Calverine, end these were of oufficient force to 
rock buildings and break windows.

hundred thousand doad, the sixth of Abvieann nculdering dead populat ion, which 
either moulder beneath the ruing remaining or ovept to heaven knows there by 
the flood.

THE EFFECT OF THE EXPLOSIONS.. IJHPURTANCE OF! ST PANGE 
FLAME, AND MAGNETIC PHNO PHONOMENA. CHOICE OF THEORITS. OF THE 
CATASTFOPHE. EXPLORATIONS OF HAT WAS LEFT OF ABBIEANH. 


In giving seee some of the doscriptions of the effects and thg phenonona of the 
usual eruption like explosions, I your Excellency have almost fotgottan the main 
part of my story the enemy who might have caused all the trouble.Firet I have 
observed that far across the :eird landscape from the far distant summit of a long 
high hill the distant forest fires produced by the flashes and singing heat of 
the explosion clows still senda forths ita frequent purate of flame and emoke 
coulds rising in great thunder heads to apparently tweny twenty thousand feet 
above my viowe.At night the summit of that ridge is aglow like a seething h :11.But 
to go back to the explosions. I went first to one of the craters paid to have 
been dug by the blast, and _ observed that outside the rim of one of these gigantic 
holes that existed after the explosions one can see plainly a built up pile 
risen a hundred feet or more, and largely composed of treuendous blocks of 
utone. stone send, gravel and dried mud which have been throw agide and accumulated 
around the edge of the crater during the descent of this debrise 
I never saw a volcanic crater so lurge, not even in the biggest volcanoes of 
the piwait or gandwitch Islands. ,owm the dreary western slope of the Valley 
Fairyknoll ona can 3nu the seoke of another forest fire some three tiuugua feet up 
tna slopes of a high ridse, end not over ten miles northeast of Abbioann.thile the 
first fire sends up its greet seething balla of cluw, which flowte awuy like 
the immense thunderstorm clowds,, -rom this lower slope may be seen another and 
larger wreath cf smoke which also lingers near the growid.In all the fires I 
witnessecd wich bare my 4proach to Crater no number two the columns of smoke 
ascended whole while the smoke from the other blazes rose higher firet and then 
floated off horizontally or followed the contour of the land tward the southe 
The fire is far from the crater but i cannot approach it for the heat is terrifice

a grout bluck cunopy of cloud continuing to rige and spread along the far southern 
and southeastern horizon which spread out over the sky to the opposite horizon 
cuuriv: lorkress even in the widdls of the day making it hard for ma to noke my 
invee i invecticationr.Cn tiw evening Lu varly of the same day a great cloud of 
pmnoke rolled ap continwilly in the suuthwest, and was witnessed by all of my members. 
This clow fren tne .: c: ite appearance wus timed and rose up to the zenith 
tn throo minutes.£ icck photogruphs of dials cloud, from which others wade a sketch. 
One of the viunwscer told mo thut the lest three of the explosions Worse the most 
vielet of them ul] end occured ubout Twelve pourtaun. The clouds floated over 
Bildred grecnburg and cuused « jaiie unong the people of the cltr.Trhis was ace 
panied by wany detionaticn, and it wus sald that in the city of pildred Groen 
hurg keuvy showers of stonus of all giz u Veli upon the roala of tho buiidingse 
The vulling somded 1iks neil and tore the Leuves from all the trees in the 
etreets. 
he explosions wer: accompanied oy total darkness over Atbieann und neighboring 
cities and toma, after a greut explonaion of flame, one half of waich soared up 
to heaven and the ots. Lulf fward Abbleunn wid purreunding country. Many others 
stated that a v.ave surf followed the concussion, und stones fell on the decks of 
all tho surviving ships, roaring dow like & severe nailetorm.According to muny 
this explosion leveled mun; vuiléings ulnost to the groumd in Adoleheid and buried 
the dead in the city ef qbie Abt icunn bens beneoth a shcwor of ‘debrie. Many 
who witnesses tho blaets thought they were frightful oruptions from the surfarce 
surface cf the crounj and that the laches were uccompunied by Lightning effects 
believea to be the ignition of fExses under cYound.An account of this horzrer fe 
dencrivec in mony papers already. Anotaer told me ho had soen u outburet of 
inceundescent gund from tne surface of the ourth, end thet vaet quanities of md and 
mud and ave rclten lava flowed cut of the craters in the ground and that torrents 


of it overepr a oversproud the recion.I investigated und aew no evidencu of lava 


ppumica or enything relilirg to voleanie eruptions, end no volcanic guses either 
had traced itseld..Teporte of other seirexauries of of explosions have continu.d 
up to the lust few weeoks, end will probably continue for a time untill something 
is done to find out the cuvne, end mowuns tu. n taken to etop thosa horrid disasters 
It fe now evident that the destruction of fbbieann viewed from a broader 
standpoint than human and other disaster wae but a general drama and episode in a 
group of more than goneral phenomena const it uting the graat explosion disasters 
of gengall gtate, and that the great explosion of disasters it 1a but a eploode 
in a gertas of stranger ovanis than by mere natural occuranco ag many believe 
Which have beontaking place since the war bogan.. Lat us your Excellency fora 
tima forget if poasiblev the catastrophe, and consider whon whether it te a 
natural phenomena or 4 disaster designed by the enemy. 
hat fromthe nature the coumtry slide for ons hundred and thirty miles 
have collo collasped in long fissure Like lines in connecting with each of the 
thirty eix ernormous cr craters, something by this ta mighty mu ouspic lous. someth ing 
putting me In ,1 mind of mining galleriea underground by human labor, ‘and also 
that the country for five himdred and sixty nine miles ie terribly split up into 
millions of girantic cracks and fissures like shivered glass, that a hole 
coutry side is aunk by the eonvulaion makes me think that something 1s pr pecul far 
in tho whole range of disaster. 
].T, Where Lake Selicia used to be , ever since the explosion disaster and 
flood, there is now an inland sea, and the water doapite the old time gap refused 
ov refuses to drain out but inoreases overy day.I witnessed this change. 
noth that The Calverine Itllle rising to wu height of one thousand feet above 
goa level is devoid of all ite soxptor slopas which crashed dow in the most 
devrifie landslides every knom carrying ite forests with it and burying many tcwne s 
His according to wivneanos vent to destruction in fifteen minutes time. 
ng that the flood which occured came from a mystortaus source, for though the 
explosions lovelad the levers of the big rivers, the rivors waters nevor rencited 
Abbieunn.

axplusion made flood of last October precuded osimiiiar lengthening horrors, which 
hud as we know resunod to some extont with the coming of spring, and had almost 
affected a similiar area.Ths firat important deduction then is that the present 
horror at Abbieann is only the redoubled repetition of horrid events which have 
taken place time and again, ab different spots throughout Calvorinia aince last 
October, and that the results of the explosions and tne flvods succesding have buen 
altogether the samo, though the former in lesser violence, the worse probuble 

next to the June horror being that of the Arronburg Huver River disaster which 
flooded Angulinia Agathia and hundreds of other places. 

So far as recorded, the flood symptons is the same ay it was the date of the 
horrid October disaster, no re new kind of results have been recorded, but morely 
sane symptons in different degrees of violence ovor und over again. The second 
principal features of floods, 16 the opened axplosion nade outlet of tho great 
Lake Angeline or Selicia, which wade a flood of racord breaking force for days. 
Tne fact that there were serious earthquake ifke shocks for every explosion horror 
recorded, shows that the explosions wore more exception lly sovere than they ware 
vither recorded or known, in fact no vio volcanic sruption ever recorded in the 
world were us severe as muny of tho alighter axplesiongs which have taken place - 
from October up to now with such deadly eurthquaxe Like afiects, withovt. which 
nothing was at first really known to full conditions. 

No evidence ua yet has been dec deduced showing that tha prasont sxploaions 
was produced by the snemy or not, or by accident or. dovlgn, noither is there 
excopt in the crators any condition which yet enables us to hypothssizo 4 deposit 
of materials which would show the cause wid 80 forth of these great blasts. 

Tue c confo configuration of the landscapes, the repetition oi the floods 
one after another at different locations., the absence of many well known creeks 
of times gone by, the failure of ihuny towns to reconstrwt, Indicate that the 
natures of the disasters taking in also the forest fire pPlagues , indicae Indicnte 

that something in the country of Calverinia and Angelinia, ts wrong with either 
one of the State sovernmonts for not taking means to prevent the repent of such 
culamities after the firet and most horrible October one. The floods of Juna this 
year which even now is still in progress over wide territories has boon one of 
moat progressive intoisity for many months.The waters of Lake Selicia despite 
the gaps fail to drain out because recloving the waters from the still remaining 
floods and all the same territory flooded by Luke Seliciu vefore is atill under 
deop water. : 

Conspicious activity succestive suggestive of intonse flood waters wag 
first observed since the beginning.The strangeness of the floods of this one 
with the others before, and explosionea of 4 similiar but different varitles of 
force throughout Calverinia, to say nothing of disturbances reported in other 
areas throughout the war zone, is strangely almost positively suggestive, that 

tho causes of such horrors succeeding ne after another was not the ¢ devel opment 

of strange volcanic erupti » eruptions uder ground as many balleved, but upon 

the contrary the nature of the explosions and their results show that they resulted 
from far any nutural means, and if the enemy cannot be blamed or proofs cannot 

be forced from ‘thé foe, then we will have to take the matter as that of natural 
causes whether they were or not, a8 there is no other outlet to the mystery. 

Finally as witnesses declared there accompanied every explosion the strange 

phenomena seen in volcanic eruptions except electricty, gases and magnetism, but. 
some do declare that there was such occurance, which while not probably really 
ecuring, yet such news have been conspiciously brought to our attention, and 
should lead to important deductions upon the origin of the magnatic storms that 
followed every explosion, and whether the nature of the earths interior under 
ground had anything to do with it or not. The strangest thing of the Bengall 
Terror was that the 7,678,888 people of Abbicann city were by the concussion, 

flume of explosion and other horrors exterminated withina few minutes, death result 
ing from being caught under falling buildings or killed similiarly like the people 
in the city of gt Pierre by volcanic activity, the town on the upper landscapes 

get on fire by the audden eruption of the explosion clowl, and flano, and the reet 
with all the slain carried away to heavon knows where by the flood. 

This is the investigation by many of the death caused by explosion also 
in Adeleheid tom which was the same in Abbieann.The fatal clouls of the nearest 
explosiona came from the North Bend of the Adelzhoid River, fourteen miles north 
wost of the city.The flash of the explosion singed the cities and leveled the 
ground itself around it from the hilleides by concussion and set fire to forests 
and buildings and changed the course of streamse 

The smoke coming from the clow were sulphurous from powder and other explosive 
material added with posionous fumes. There Were unusual forces accompanying the 
explosions of greut deetructiva nature, 1 something Like that of Mt Pelee but 
reuching a greater distance than twico the extent of the island of Nartinque 
which left much evidence that heatened powders within the clouie exploded from 


‘terrific heat from tho blast after having reached the alr. The unuwouel axplostions 
wero wccompinied by a tarrif fie and strange fire worke Like do diopuly dinspluy.A 
unusually zrent mignotte storm accompanied the explosions which were recorded all 
over tha world and which indicated a connection between them and the axplosions. 
In connection with the magnetle phenomena it ie of interest to note that many 
others presented a table saswing the relution batween explosions of such nature, 
and thoao vccuring during battles, which were absolutely the same and had the sume 
effoctaeThat dovys sound suspicous doves 1+ not your Excollency. One to .r was 
during the four battles or four days buttles at Delight's y;umetion or Eva Crania, 
Of thirty eigi' explosions at Cedernine, seventeen occured near Headrick Junction 
and fourtaan noar Nelkingburg and had the same effects of concussion and blust ing 
things to destruction und doath,.The maximum of number of oxplonions occured during 
battles und yice voraa.Thares te evident that flame accompanied evary explosion. 
All the evidence indicitos that the fatal explosions ware alwaya different in 
places.All the elreunet‘ncas show evidence, and mich Ia strony Jn evidence that 
the destruction of towns for every distant blast was caused by the fur reach ing 
nature of the blusts, aid thelr offects. 

The foregoing data and assential fachs concerning, tho great catastrophe I have 
not dared t: Interpret, nor du I wish to ov observe the understanding sf the evenia 

by individual interpretat lon and hypotthaio. tevertholiaa it may not be presunpt - 
vous TO succest that conflagration, death, and fatality in Abbivann and other cities 
may ultimatoly bo explained by vithor of the two theorlus. 

tee The heat blast theory. This hypotgeatea agsaumod that the unexploded powerful 
powder were sufficiently heatened by the flash of the blast to catch fire und fire 
the alr and cloud and debris hurled up by the oxplosion, and boeane aiffiebently 
hot to have inflamed the city and neighboring places and doalroyed tha people by 
singeing, suff:cation and asphyxiation. qt does not howover uccount for the foreess 
exerted radically und horiaentally, nor the fla. f lane 
Qe. The strange serial-exploaion theory. The explosion of powders within tho 
explosion erupted clowls after their tremendous projection into the alr would also 
account for all tho draudful phenomenn observed by many witneseos. The: 4 etranga 
aerial axplosion which thore te evidence that it reall; necured Was must probably 
aportion of the woxploded portiona of the powder that shot into the air and caught 
from the flashes, but vat acienee fa atill unable to solve or state whothor this 
can be trus or not.The dincusston of unexploded powder catching fire in the air 
{nvolvag u line of saclontifie specialization which I do not possass, but ug salden 
and as mysturivus ans wag tha greut secret as it has left its torrible traces and 
elues which the detuctives of science may follow up if they come to do it.Metal 
gurfacen of all kinds of objects in the ruins otil1 left cun be examined and anulp 
analyzad for tracan of blackoned pwder amoke/ .Even the finer debris and dust throwm 
by tho explosion will bye submitted to investigation. And then thera wors those fright 
ful firovorke display and bolis.%hat of them, and their owm igniting powere? 
Son several days lator I headed for whore the unflooded sections of the 
higher elevated portions of abbinann la: buried in debris, and explosion throm 
wreckace un and ust and mui.Yast cloud banks shrouled alike the terrible explosion 
region and the stlont victima 4 distunce off.A few smouldering forest fires were 
visible where the once beautiful forests and towne had been, the sullen glows of 
the lust smouldering ombers. The morning had just approached when [| approached 
the city.On nearing it I firet came to a scone beyond a desolate ridgo, where 
smoke in large cloude and volumes was rolling upward in dark colored sheets und 
wreaths, and beyond could be seen, the gray blasted eastern slope of the vnearest 
of the nearest atretch of the Vivian Hills. pounding a promontory, the desolate 
ailent city was in sight,, where Abbivsann but a few monthe before was embowered 
in magnificence and beauty, but elsewhere for the site of the main city the und 
eye must needs be strained, or field glasses used in order to distinguish the outlines 
of gray ruins riaing up through what appeared to me a sea of water stretch ing 

an far as eye could reach, vith wreckage floating as thick as log jams here and

Ve glanecd uside in horror in paseing the grim remante cf whut on the : ig mid 
night hour were living but sleeping men and women and ehildrensWe could not aid in 
the work of c eraration going on some places, end avoided so fur ar peasible the 
gruesome aight et111 lingering.On passing to tho higher portion of the city however 
Where the soldiers hed not ae yet performed thoir sunitary work, the jileo of dead

The best general impresneion cf the ;rosent condition of the ence beautiful city 
of Abbleann, wus by me and my followers obtuined from one of the high riscr of 
cround to the extreme northeast end of the remaining end of the city, termed 
St Marie, whero formerly stood a colosal Cathotrel, pear the f vecunt ruing of this 
creat cathedral ie the wrock of many giant forest trees, their broad buttressing 
roots still anchored inte the ground, and their blarted tranchen lifted like 
appealing arms twerd, heaven seeking help. Prebably Jong ago from beneath tho deop 
shape shade of those wide spreading trees, any one could have glanced over the once 
immense and peaceful city, with its almost new york or Chicago Like scenery of 

treen end houses and yet twice wider streets, and then beyond to follow the green 
glopes of the Calverinian Hills to beyond the fields of every kind of crop know 

on the market, upward to the dense forests of hills and mountain aides and Icvel 
plating. dny person “ho may have last saw that fair est of pictures, of beautiful 

city landscapes, verdure covered slopes, end the vust clow filled sky-- on the 
morning of the fatal disaster, were swept away never to bo recovered, while one 
even now on the days of my visit here, bodies of them lay etili under the ruine 
with many others, heat shrivled and deccmposed corpaes, partially or entirely

the water, here and there in places on its probable shore linss buildings in 

rine showed somewhat above the water, and jame of wreckuge floated here and there. 
Not a green thing -as in sight.Not a tree was standing, not even on the far away 
mountain ridges leading down to tho partially destroyed city of St Jceeph, end oven 
these were ncorched withered and bla blasted.Reyond lay a sea of wreckuge covered 
‘waters. It je imporsible almost to convey in the proper number of words the 
appearance of such a sea of wreckage covered water, the absow absolutely plant less 
landscapes, the scenes of terrific forest fires in the distance, but in this location 
a far as oye can see there was not a thing ut all left alive, and not a tree left 
atonding, efter the explosion bluets, forest fires, and flocds swept over this 2 
territory. Age 1s evidenced here terrific firescfo and flood followed the hurricane 
of hot blasts and flaming clouls and the rain of explosion debrie and fimg howe 
debrie buried what the fire did not consume.

Gazing dow into the silent etreetna from the heights of St yarie I could trace 
their course and gee the beautifw plaine and hilleides and plateau the city 
had been butlt, but now no conspicious objects were in sight.Even the big cathedral 
ves a mase of ruing.Ferthor northward, there the higher sect lone of Abbieann 
extended beyond the bold hi heights on the landward aide of the flood, where formerly 
rope the moet beuutiful buildings of al] and beautiful parks and gardens, the 
houses were level with the ground except amuller buildings which were partly wrecked 
and geome buried out of sight in the debriscof the others. 

Even the etrecte were completely obliterated in the debris, and probubly 
the reason for the worse ruin and deeper covering of debris of the northern than 
the southern part of this highest section of the city, irc le that the former 
wus was et the margin of a Bloping plateau like surfao 6, leading twarq the Calver ine 
Culverine hills, ‘here the concvssion wap worse, end som of the sectiowe were even 
elmost buried jn slight lendelides, while further soith shelt ering heights inter- 
vened and the area of which dobris could be thrown wun much loss oxtonsive.! fect 


howervar your Fxeelency, that from roading so much of thia lone lettor alrendy that 
younre oe faniiior with ike desolate pietures, which Abbicann and hor surround- 
fnce prevent ar any one tho viewed these scence therselver, but 7 may wink to ask 
not only you, and all tye cenerale but many ethere av well if it is reelly tru that 
ull the destruction wae done firet by the explosions within the spuce of a few minutes, 
ond ond the lower sections of the city end all its reighboring towns swept away In 
Jean thon t'ree quartere of an hour by the big floods, and how thia most exceptional 
event in the history of al) disasters, came about.phethor it was a mysterious freak 
of nature, or whether the Glandeliniena,,,, Wore responaiblesse The evidence of many 
thousarda of eye witnesnes, vho wore near the border of the dovastated area, on 

the shore ofrivers, hilltope, or on the shipa in the rivern, or who survived among 
the ruina, and all other places facing Avbieunn te conclusive that the more than 
seven to eight million people an the catimete Le who perished with the city, and 
many other places died within the space of « few seconds, or perbapr twe to three 
ginutee cr shotor. shorter. 

Indeod your Excellency 1 t i may seem safe +o predict that probably the mont 
of then met their death in lees then one half rinyte after the nevrest bliste of 
the oxplosions abvok deun the bulldinpe of the city and neighbor ing towna.licet no 
doubt us J telieved died under the rine, ef of thone injured boing drowned while 
pinfoned in the wreckure when the flood dencended upon the cityes. Ae to tne precise 
nuture of tho explosions the merberr ef your orn commission, i believe differ tho 
opinion , 

It hae beon stated in nany various: nevepepers and all nazagines throughout the 
stete and in oll history ond new story booka and noyole that the inhabat inhubitet 
Inhabiiente of abtieann were mostly or ell killed only in the ruins of fallen Lulldings 
with the lajaed drowned, wile cho opulistion cf Adeleheid city und other placer 
vere tephyxitted by strancely noxtous yures, or killed by the exploal’n of ignited 
powers shot up with the clovie,Or was the cloud it iself really heatencd by the 
flash of ‘he crnornens explonionoetiieny suy the ¢ laud destroyed like a hurricane, 
putting me in mind of the volcanic ernptionr of St or Mont Pelee only on a 
hundred thousurd times biccer scale. My own observation and the best interpret ion 
that I or my followern cen give you placed upon the tentinony of surviving witnenaes 
many even children Culholic prienta ond nuns favore the opinion that the general 
cause of death wun u blant of mysterious flame, charged with many explodions In 
explogiona ir the forward rupling clowt, the clowl which did not ascend. 

Powders rbot up from the mineo prohubly in part becoming afire from the shoota 
of expleeion flashes, were no doubt present ae all evidence shows everywhere | 
gp f go- us the odor of auch powders, thich reminds me of TeHeT, cuncotton, Nytra 
Glycerne and even dynimite and other drewiful charges wes still noticed at the time 
of my vielt, but the part that such hurled up powders might have played inust have 
only been secondery.In order Your Excellency to be able to judge the conditions 
where everything was destroyed by the explosions themselves it is necessary for 
scientests to be sent my conscription to investigate and learn what took place on 
the outskirts of the dreadful fire storm from the explosionse 

The people on the borders of the unusually devastated areus, or who were in the 
heart of the dieunter urea and escaped, Were in all. instances injured to a slight 
or severe degrees, and it sucme evident the injuries were afflicted by hot or flaming 
dust or powders, which on touching the ekin adhered and burned, and caused among 
inany eve: the dread dieanes locked jaw. These burns resembled those when you touch 
a red hot iron, and even resemble scalde, but destroyed deep into the phebbtot 
flerh of the more serlowly injured. 

In all auch inetences the hair on the burned portions were totally destroyed, 

, but where the bodies were covered with thicker clothing they were more seriously 
injured even unto death by the clothing catching fire. Nhatever it was, or if 
it had been ignited power or dust, yet what ever it really was what struck the 
injured people it was hot enough to ignite their clothing, end those w.o they suld 
liad inhaled the hot pwdere, death had been almost In an instant.The condition of 
the dead in towne north end southeast of ,bbieann and in ,deleheid favors the 
conclusions that thie deduction shows what there took plaog.. hile the awful ine 
halation of smoke charged with ignited powders und duet way seemingly be accepted 
as the prinicpal cause of death in these stricten striken toms, it must be admitted 
that in abieann and other places too the manority of people were no doubt killed, 
by falling walls, by nervioua shock, and by drowning in the floods that ensued. 
The blusta Wilch swept over northern Abbieann on the first hour of the June Horning, 
passed throuh the city with explosion force.This is demonstrated by the gunner 
in which great forests now the city were uprooted, the strongest pulldings throw 
dom level with the ground, elevated structures for traine torn asunder or to 
pieces, and the streets turn away.The direction in which all these objects were 
avept, was o little tward the southeast, ond southwest together, or directly away — 
from four gigantic explosions naarcet. Tho i.08t conspicious evidence of the atrengti: 
of the fow bluste which wrought this strange mechanical destructivun ie furnished 
by the tallest bsiidints, Which were swe, from their upper sections and hurled 
several blocks to have thetr ruins geutiered wong other fullen bull. ingse ALL 
evidence cullected in this cunsnection cunnot here be present, but it indicates 
that the blast Wale: wrougiit the huvoc refurred te puso ever the city with expicsion 
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forces Thuugh it too te a big eity, Adehele! adeloheld glyco o much less lea 

of life than any other city on the explceion area.As has beon reported by the 
‘Mayor of that stricken city the nusber killed wes about 34,567-fiany nore were 
injured than of any other surviving city. Yet the region around this neighborhood 
was more thickly populated than elsewhere, but nevertheleasthere were no oitite= 
comparable to Abbieann in size, but was ie significunt no one in any neighborhood 
of the oxplosion disastor had been warned of the coming cutastrople, and Lf they 
had basn guspseting any such disagter probably not onathird euch a loss of life 
would have ovcurad.

‘The destruction of gieluavid way dua to blast heat, materials and rocks hurled by 
the eruptions, stones and earth, and vo forth , but the suiden blast charged with 
burning und vxploding potder swept more down upon this city aid her seighbora 
than it did in ybbieann.The area in which the materials thrown dow and about by 
_ the explosions was about twice as great as any torritory coversd by the eruption 
of Krakutoa. and extends in a belt some six to esven himdred wiles wide across 
the northern section ef gengall gtate luaving however 4 uurrow strip of verdure 
elsewhere but blasting everything avery where olaa like My Mt Poleo did at ifartinque. 
I vguchod the northern extreme part of Abbinann on tne morning of August the lath 
and lator the sume time through the courtesy of the Calverinian Governnor who had 
imnediate charge of the distribution of the relief stsres for the ratusevs, I was 
enubled to reciever soma helpers who aided me in a trip on a boat northward on 
the flood watera tu the extreme dovastuted northern areas of Abbieann and hor suburba. 
A lunding was affected without diffteulty and the cowmtry around northern Avbivsann 
carefully exumindd. hile proceeding curefully forward on tho bout culls wore ule 
at ruined and blasted” yilliages, and an opportunity was afforded of secing rulno 
dimilar as at Abbieann and adeleheld, yot as’ fully desvlateed as Abbieann, and 
her sister a cities. 
wNear the shore of the flood waters where 4 tom of some four or fiva thousand 
people stood before that fatal night of Jume rirst we sudly walked over the burren 
wind rippled and rill cut surface uf devastated anu badly eracked land with a 
huge crater looming two miles in the distances This tom ay in the casos of thr 
the northern portion of poor Abbisann was situated at the margin of 2 broad aloping 
upland from whicn tho uvoris was swept anda piled deeply on the fiat land to tho 
leaward. After inspecting the towne Courthouse, a strongly bw.it ouilt stricture of 
stone and conerate, whith which was completely destroyed, pfessed on with oy 
helpers to the bluff overlooking Mio-Hollester Rum River, aud had an obstructed 
view of the dgeply filled valley of that once peautiPul otreua, and of the forestud 
alopes of ,srtrules Ridge oven to its atl] smoking and blazing sides and suanit 
whara forest fires set by the explosions still raged.Naver have I in my life gazed 
on a more atranger or more instructive scone. We had caught the very effecta of 
the explustona at this. location. 

On the slopes about us still stood the denuied smoking thrunks of tress, their, 
aides facing the crater In the far distance strippod oven off their bark and scorch ing 
with the heat of smouldering fires about them, showing that the wind during the 
hot hurricane of fire had blow from the dir ection of the conf lagration.The hills 
about us were covered to the depth of three or six feet with suouldering and em:king 
forest debris, and so terrific was the heat we could not dare an oxploration in 
that directfoneTo the northward, we aaw the effects of two tremendous dandal idage 

One of ‘the mmy int'sresting sad sad features +o cluim attention was tho wondorf ul 
uunner in wiich the la-er of burned forest debris nad peon cut by the rille origining 
originiting on it from heavy falla of stones.Ths cillg and gapa Wore 1ike channels 
through the amoking detris.tis sésep sided trenches with well markad tr terraces 
‘wore leveled into slandslides by the explyetons.Among the Larger features of the 
recent horrid changes that sapectully actracted attention in which the aloping sides 
of the MiceHolleater Valley, hal been thickly covered with raghig forest fires, and 
tha way the turlous flumes were endeavoring to burn through to their own right of 
WAY 

whe ano a suoke from theae blaras formed colo colwma that rose for thousando 
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of yarde into the air. The volwne of amoke was no great that at somo polnt tho 
antirs landscape was obseursd and tne upward rolling clouds anc mdad Like thoae 

seen during terri terrific volewto ariptions.The roar of the flanes could be neard 
a mile or more.Explostona of guna kind at times secured tn the blaze thut had at times 
such onegry that black clo colwmme of earth, and flaming embara were ahot upward 

like Zeyserg'to a height of fully a hundred fast, and would occur for sevoral minutos. 

3imilar phenomen phenomenon was witneased by me near Adelshoid, and was ugain 

avo near Wekey Loin, and in coach instunce the catwe was the oxplesion.Tas 

uppar part of the Hic- Hollester Rivar wan somewhat displaced: from its former bed 

by the concussion, and # landslide, mainly the vast landslide which prec tpitated 

an inmenne unmount od debris into its Cchtmnel,.The debris had checked ita Clow 
and for a time had held back the water and acted as a dam, the streambed dommstrean 
hecominy dry, but as the pressure of the water had inorguged, the dam had siven 

way, and the large flood of water black with material in eusponaion, had rushod 

dom the praviously dry channel, and became a flood it ita ow to join the bigger 

one «A similar behavor of some streuns nuar Abbieann, and uleo thogy near Wickey 
Lansin wus or had occured.From the heights above the ruined Courthouse, the entire 
country side wus in full view during our visit, and like elsewhere was without lifo... 
Nota green sprig of anything was visible, but moro utter desolation could be obsur 

ved than it tukos vords to dosoribe. . 

And over all of the davastated ragton lay a thick shoet of alther wator, razing 
forget fires, or a thick sheet of gray smouldering debris, or the wreckage throm 
by the explssions. Tho newly added fires, which so recently formed a part of tho 
atouster horrer wis boing rapidly opread, and taking its place in regions that 
would in ammount of tras. dastroyed cause an immeasureable loss. zvery spread of 
the flames this way or that, causbd per half day hundreds of thou#ands of acran 
of tress to ba burned. Tho spreading of the flames which had boon going on since 
tho explosiona with auch o rapidity that within these few months hundreds of milos 
of forests may hava been denuded from the hills and mountain aide valley and plain, 
sakes for northern Calvorinia another record breuking forest ftres.Outside the 
devastated aren where the fall of explosion debria was not quite so hoavy and in 
depth did not exceed an inch or three, it had already at tho time of my visit been 
partly sunken into tho softer sroumd. 

One of our trips in the flood wators, was precipitous, not that we hurried 
to go off b cause wa feared more explosions, but om owing to the factthat in 
our sxcuraion tward the north part of gobieann our boat struck an object in the 
flood but under, and all we can say is we regained the shore wet to the skin and 
our bont broke into two places und ainking.W were comeplied to compelled to walk 
arowid th our wot clothing, and worse of all there had baen no sunshine for days 
because of the sky overcast by smokes of forest fires, hoth near, and distant. 

Wa in our wot clotging continued northward along the shore edge of the flood, passing 
as near to the floods sdge as pu prulence would permit, and we had splendid viows 
of the very blasted and utterly desolate moumtains closest to the oxplostons. 

This part of the country of  engall gtate or coumty is remarkably rough, and 
before the catastrophe presented @ paradiza like sconary. 

wecould ase far up the slopes of calverine yills whero boautiful forests once 

were in presences lika immense waving and rolling greon clouds, and birds hawtoad 
tho shadowy recessos, hut now all wag amoke and fire and desolation.yot a trunk 
of a tres remained tn all the stern oppressive landscape to suggest the loveliness 
that had been blotted out so suddenly and terribly. Here we passed a tom where 
many wore killed when a landelida buried it, and obtained a full view - a P 
great forest conflagration which though about probably twenty five miles off we 
could f301 the hent to an uncomfortable degroe, and the wind was from us to thr 
the fire tooe..es,0 
Out trip hore was Indeed oxciting.We had to avoid the fires of course as 
no one could live within a mile of them so fierce is the haat.On t returning o to 
Adeholeihoid wa found the work of discharging the relief stores brought by boats 
still in progress and through the courtsey I of the Mayor } was enabled to maka F 
another trip on a new boat in company with one sclenteat und my own companions, an 
this time to Mleheid and then through and into that tow which ta situated somowaht 
somawhat southwost of Abbieann but on higher elevation. Ariving at Adololohid a lindins 
. mas affected by means of a stronger Jine which we pulled on to shore.The landing 
wns no vol and to a degrese somewhat exciting and perilous. some distance out from 
the town on the shore of the flood was a masn of srounded wreckage.The shore bont 
minod by atrong men who well understood the situation, was loaded with rellof Pe 
supplina for the hundraina of rofusern in qdaleold. the boat was rowed to the wreck:70 
joa, where after sunny omauccensful attempts, the rope cable leading ea pane 
granped by strony hands.Ths water of the flood hary was rushing pant heavi Ys aoe ng 
past tho almyet tnnovablo wreckage jam, aid passing with a heavy rour.By meungs 0 
the long atout rope the boat with her provisions and living examples of the people 


from the nome lands was drawn with Brant difficulty,without however baine lino ct 
cuptizead to the wreckage jam, and held thera, although surving up and dowm with 
auch oncoming wave of the floods rush an if ft was trying to danes a strango sort 

of buck and forward steps.?rom the shore noar the jam projected a rudo drrrick 
derrick made of boards taken from tho jam at the ond of which wan a pully und ovar 
the pully pulley pasnod a rope from which | could m3 suspended a largs cago like 
box about fourteon fect square.The derrick and eace had heen made hurrtodly for 

the purpose of embarking many of the poople injured during the late disnator, and by 
no mennn seemed an attractive instrument or vehicle in which to bo Hfted from anch 
aeraztly acting Bones yne ascdnt was madv however with many dipa md small dinavtore 
in on in which once t recieved a good ducking, and « hoard on m; heat, and 1 jam 

in the mouth with sémething algo, and a bang in tho sar, and other imeertainitias 
and minor accidents too manny and fimny to relate hare attonding It awakened tha 
keon st aympathy for the sufferers who dascendod by the samo noua an hour latar.s 

A fow minutes lator } was viewing the ruina of delolehd, with two tooth misting, 
from my moth, a black eye, a lump on m; head, 1 bufdacad hand and a swollen somet, ing 
hehind my ear. 

It was a fine start. 

From some h hp hop hospitals many of the recovering patienta who woro burted by 

the flash of explosions on that horrid night were taken to the ond of the wreckaze 
jam, loworad into the danc ing boat, and convoyed to 1 ftond ship whera thoy wore 
thon taken on board as gently as the unusual circ cirowunstancas would permit, and 
placed on mattresses on the deck.All of the wounded wore suffering from burne on 
tho hands, face, neck feot and elsewhere, inflicted by hot flames.Of tha injured of 
dolchoid numbering I believe five thousand, all suffered from birns from the natura 
Faust reforred to, 0 cexcepting others injured when caught tn the wreckage of fall 
ing buildings, or strogk by flying explosion flung wreckage. 

At ydelohoid the fact that a terrible disaster had rectontly recently occursd 
was impressed on my mind even more forcibly than durinoduring my visit to the 
wiped out city of Abbteann.The beaut {ful Abbieann city wan so complatoly dovantatad 
by flood and fire that very little remained to proclaim the tatl tale.But for 
the presence of some of the bodies in the ruine stil] remaining, the ruins aight 
ssom to be two cen 1 centuries old, 

At adelehoid howsver although the tom was only partially ruined, and losg 
of life was only less svore, the strange dust’ etones and broken frugments of trevs 
and ground turf piled high tn the streets, the shattered windows and roofs, the 
blastod trees and tee tolephone und eletric light poles, th the sbsolutoly 
barren landscapes adjacent, and the stil) smok ing Porat fires far beyond, all 
appaalad fo more forelbly to the imi imagination and assisted in enabling any visitor 
to picture what had occured. The people who had aurvivaed and been explosnd to 
the groat peril st111 thronged the streots, many weeping or mourning. their lost 
loved ones or property, In the outekirts of the eity, refugees were crowded in 
houses not even sufficient for their shelter. 
About the doors of storehouses croupe of eager applicants were reeleving 
covernment aid but here no acute suffering wao visible, excort the most aad sight 
Whick wore of the injured persons, althowh their wounds had been well cull cared 
for by the phyeciane early on the seene. sadly leaving the half ruined tom, oftor 
having my black eye, and other minor injurie s attended to, I hurried inland 
with all my followers, three of which carried cameras to visit the stretch of 
the Aronburgs pin river in that location and get 4 view of a typical oxemple 
of the rogion on vhich the descent of explosion thrown wrectage dug from y the 
growd had been heav;. Our tramp took us across previously cultivated fields 
now buried some four foot doop beneath all debris , and across suall streams of 
no hot and warm weter. The view tward the volcanic ike pall of smoke from foresr 
“+ forest firce, und northward nlong the flood coast, where many plantations and 
eetates had been wiped out, although depreseing in the extreme on account of the 
un unusual devastation that had been ‘wrought was highly instructive us an exemple of 
the explosiona effects. 

-It woo in thin region that~great loss of life «cc eccured.In ono tow which ° 
ew virtted wo vinited nl? persons had perished.The woodwork of many of the houses 
were not burned, end no othor seoming evidence remained of the death dealing | 
ugency, excerpt bluckoned walle and strange blackened burned dust on the flr or, which 
san extremely fine, and hed a depth of about four Inches.The windows of the houses 
rhich faced northword were had ly shuttered, the clase being broken by rocka and 
stonen which evidently panned through them from the outside, and their frames 
were indented in aych a manner ee to show that the flying stones and rocke must 
huve struch with great. epeed end force.This interost ing observation taken in con— 
nectjon with other facts dh shows that the wrockuge hurled tpward hy the tromendouw 
explensone might have strane stren ccly enough rose through tho layer of the atmosphere 
atmen, here affeeted by the eastward ble {.blowing winds, end on reaching the hisher 
region of the at, atmosphore where the winds might have been blowing onnt to west, 


vere curried well to the cartward and westrerd of Ads dchoid bet > on faulting were 
muopt wertward ky a new trade wind, cancented it Is to be promured by en irdraft 
tard the explopion arcus and civen aveh a plant thot on striking the ran; vindown 
refored te thay passed through and entered the roomn withi,, within, In the recton 
of ,delchoid the rain of debris, dust stones water and ground turf and nurren of 
trees vue similar to that rhich foll on ,bbieann and other pleces, ond in general. 
the materiul ie more course. Indeed througout the desoleted area rough, enguler rockn 
very lerge in size, some five to siz hundred poinde to six tone in welght foll in 
vent quentition and at a distunce oxceeding five miles more from the dust clouds 
descended ro abundently thut even at prildred Creenturg , 112 miles from Abtieann 
they ulso fell, At Pandora, end again evon at calverine, euch distant about one 
hundred fifty miles from the axplosion area, J had recieved reports that rocks und 
stonon and dust fell to even a few inches. This te a minimum measure of the deu.th 
dopth of the dieasterous shower of stones on the devastated area and the averuge 
thickness of the strange deposit is several times ns great. 

Thies material it must be romembered came dow, in a terrific shower, end not 
only were the stones that fell on ,deleheid lerger then those thich descended upon 
northern Abhjeann but what can also be inetructive, stones of all classes ure vor'y 
conepicuows on the dcvolated fields,The greater part of the debrie, coneistes of 
sand clay, end linertome end soft carth nnd grasses and plents of all deacriptione 
besides fragments of trees, sandstone and granite und much of it also was rediced 
to dust by the force of the expanding explosions.In eddition to #11 this, the 
fiolde ere strewn with angular masses of different rock or more compuct rock, 
vhich wee torn from the deopor recesses of the earth by the tremendous force of 
the oxplonsona.Thone fragments of differont rock are much more dense then the 
tecompenying fragments of other rockse Thony that fel] on the dasoleted aren were 
somewhat hertened by the flaehes of the oxplosions, and retre retuined the heat 
vhen otriking the croumd und capable of igniting houses und shrubbery.In probability 
thene heutened rocka and flashes of the explosions set off the forest fires 1; seo 
raging. = 
This brief accomt of the mateir materinl which foll on deloheid vill I 
believe chow the main cuuse of the lose of life, and the destrAction of houses, vege 
tution, ec ete, on the lendecapes.The majority of peoplo Hlled, as elsewhere, in 
tho opinion of physicens, and others early on the scene lost their livee fromthe in- 
haletion of strange hot dust or powder, flaming flashes, and being scalded by 
stew: cherged with heatened powder guses.On the outer margin of the rogions of 
destriction the expliosn ex lesions must have shot up mud and water from the river 
for ; fond mud adherring to everything within view oo if mud had rained dow. 
ceevleties algo resulted from the rain of falling stones, crashing roofs und wallf 
walls cf houses, end as had been frequently o‘stated, heat from the flashes nao 
intense end frequont, ond is supposed to havo cused many deaths. 

After returning on the boat to Abbieann, visits were made to more interest ing 
places thich 7 was told was olightly not so badly injured incliding the boaut if ul 
parks..e erived there co at noon on the third day aftex leaving sdeheletd.Thero 
was at that time a slight trace of sumshine, but the vust columms of smoke rising 
from the forest fires which rose probably to a height of fifteen to twenty thourand 
feet was still a blot. On parsning the main site of Abbiesnn we had only a view 
of what the raging waters would pormit.,)) this acenery of disaster may seem inter- 
ing and worth explering for by many _ supposo, but it hus left to me a forlorn 
-belencholice feoling, something of a Foeling thet tells of a sad occurance & drewlf ul 
“event of the past which the world itself could not atone for.This long letter 
Your Evcellency 7 trust will serve to show the mombera of the gemini at least in 
a general way the nature ef the observations we were able to make for the sake 
of our Cause, bet | trust it will in time he followed by a critical diseusrion 
of the vory characteristic explosions which desolatcd auch largo portions of 
country end split five himdred miles of cointry with fisreuree, sunk one thole 
country, destroyed vast forests, end made sear of water whera cities and towns

Arn y know, goon ufter the disustor wrod Abbiemn the Abbieunnia

Therefore vhen | rectoved from Conerul yrendro 
Burger for study the matertel which he too collectéd at Akbteumn north during hie 
Inverticationa for the abbiesmia Geographic ‘gocibties, 7 recieved much pleasure 
in gearching for the sources of the dust. Hecdro pendre purcere eellcet ton embrines 
rim, cyectmena, moat of thich came from the regton of abblemrp.aAll the npeciments 


resulted from explosive forces. Net me particle in lave, pee or ae ye provcht 

up by any kind of volcanic eruptions. The rocke of the blasted regions throw 

up by the explosions ore remurkably simple, and belong to all kinds of rock, frenite 
being the leading ,end Linestone and Sandstone folliwing - THe’ region from Abbieunn 
past piildregreen Mildred greenburg is composed largely of thos vlasted kind of rock. 
In the prevailing rock of the collection, gundstone is the main kind.In clorely 
allied spocimens, gomething relating to marble, end even coal, end peut comes in. 
ond increases wntill in a few of the specimens it shows the rock belongs to tne 
granite and sandstone type. 

To il'ustrate the etrange products of the explosion activity of ,engall tuto”

But overy evidence of these stones, with growmd dirt, found, , ,,endro regarde 
ne not from any marine or surface eruption or volemic activity, for he aleo eays, 
an eruption that would break ott et one place, last x second, quiet dow and preak 
out new continunily at alfferent places ror fifteen minutes if happening would 
be mm wmmusval ease indood. Ist tf there could oo fowmd my auch rocks volonring 
to thoan that wodd give ovidenes of volcanic activity it might have happenod, and 
a strange thing indeod, but there is no sign of any wolten like rocker, neither 
is thore my trace of fieldspar,hypernthen,, magnetite,, fround mace, rhenocryst, 
piogtociooe,, andesiten or other such volcanic rock. There if ucither riemtac 

scorin or any other kind, the rock fragments are gonernlly normal, 

There igs st-e eure evidence that the explosive enegry in this section vas fer 
from the cause of ,,olcanic activity an many beiieved. The etrangest material 
consist of merely ground dust, the color paling the usual graybe gray of dust seen 
in a comtry road. The 9 Riversteamship the Nic-loner was in the river harbor 
of ifildved creonburg about a himdred miles from the place of the nenrest of 

the explosions, end sand and dust and rocks came on its decks.The color of the dust 
wes similiar ne elsevhere. From dust found of different colore it ia alec believed 
the force of the explosions might have pulverstad the rocke and growed dirt.A 
yormariaon of the material ejected py the nlaste discovers wider the microrcore 
certnin difference between the two kinds of dust, out chemical analysis which 
deain with a darger quanity then a thin section and which recomiazed anal). difference 
py means of analyses being nde proves the dust was from ¢roiumd, end roadpeds ond 
send from river shores or from sandstone. 

There in a small emromt of morpet, and onJy a small ammount of harden atone 
of which mnname  cmrot guansSfost of the grenter portion of the finer material 
which feil on tha decks of surviving ships war derived from tho sudden pulverization 
of polid limestone and granite by the axplosiona.

Many exploded rocks were picked up from the remaining streste of the 111 fated 
city of Abbloann.It contained stone nnterint of ntl kinds, end the largest pieces 
of. which there are many sre composed of cement stone and cobbln stone. In this

If we Your Hajest conaider now the moat complete mtlyses, those of ,argar 
they eppear chemically to fall into tro main groups,, granite, end sundetone, 
end therefore 7 con assume that the figure given for these stones is correct, ond 
moans tyat thet ve have hare a proof of cases that the eruptions could not have 
cecured from eny undergrowmd sources,, and that the fragments of debrin from every 
blact je equally alike.Thexefors thet the eruptions were volcanic as many believe 
je highly improbable, and } doubt greatly that the explosions came from any kind 
of nuturel causen. In moot ’other respects enalyses show these facts frombtho 
condition of the explosion j ejecta, likewlee the high granite and Limestone. 

Therefore how is it pseible thet these eruptions conld come from volcanic 
dfuturbunces, md should heve ejected fromthe samo vent as meny times ut the 
same time, and fallen with such disasterous effects upon deleheid.? 


yven had this happened it voems beyond the bowdes of the possibile that an explosion 


sould occur ike thin from underground eruptiona.Je tt an unwarrented suspicion 
thet the netivity was volcanic. It Je hoped that thie point can be made clear by 
the edijor of newnpeporn, end the chemast rho wadervthe analyses. 

Ae te so many statemonts the annoumcemont in ecisnco implies that the explosions 
came from ptran-e underground uctivity of volcanic origin but there is no proof 
vhataoover thet thie is se.The interval evidence of the analysia itself pints most 
pointe mort ntrencly to explontena ne the source, end 7 and general pargar shell 
so rogard it utili proof to the contrary Je forthcoming.The wreckage left by 
the exlerione te civen in the original publication as such, without any statement 

to the contrar y .The raneon why the materiols throm up by the explosions is 
that because of what they conolet, especially fine send wet and dry and growd earth 
and dust, clay, ond lineetone and even md ond some portions of erupted quicksnnde, 
which wore blom Lich into th the alr. 

If the shove ine infarences are juntified we find then that while the ejecta 

from the from the explenions ave of the same material from the same creters ond 
they do not vary In the componttion, and between the eje ejacta they do not show ant 
any difference by which it is to appear eury to distinguish the prodvct from or of 
one ernter from that of the others 

Pooribly, ac | have olrendy admitted further coreful investigation will not 
neur out the concl-sions above suggosted, but the evidenco in their support are 
fo strong at prenent thet reog geologista and chemests will do well to put them 
to further and decinive proof.The any analyses aff afford room for speculet fon 
in other directions nina.If itbietruo as anid If it is true as said, thet the 
deaths in citsee not totelly leveled by concunsion resulted largely from atrengyl 
ation from the fiman of the explosions and blasts of power end powder gases, the 
acuree of this gas is not far to seek, for there might have been liquid explosives 

centained in quanity which blown in the alr would ast as deadly hot fumese 

In meny places the testimony as to powler fumes of dead ly 

nature in the emoke and dust cloute ts overwhelming and the odor of posion gases 
under favorable conditions, perceptible miles out at sea itself, but {t doos not 
appear to have been formed from volcanic eruptions, as shown by my mnealyses, which 
further accounts for the nature of the explosions.It is not my opinion necessary 
to aseume the prior existance of pwder sulphates in the explosives powers, for 
while there may have been such in soke some there might not have been any in 
others. In making further ala analyses chemests should bo particular to ascertain 
the condition of the rocks, end end not be content to report it simply as probable 
erupted fragments of magma without further comment. Vork of thie kind te surely 
worth doing well, especailly for ow’ cause, or it were better to bo left wdone. 

It may be hore said that in the analyses showing much limestone and granite, 
and ground dust and earth are absolutely a fact.The exact error dus to the fe ef 
effect of too quok an examination causea difficulty in correcting, and secerteining 
anoertaining the total and right ammount of rocks, which serves a8 the bases for 
calculating the rocks.

From the decko of the ship called the peechnut, about fifty miles south of 
jbbieenn the captian claimed that by half past twelve, the sky overhend became 
overenet, end tinted a strange sackcloth black color, ond that shat surprised him 
at{ll mere fine whitesh gray dyet dust begen to fall at about one oclock or later. 
fe penpected a yoleunic eruption from some point, end reported such things to be, 
Therefore on my reference to a chapter longer for the letter, Tt can give an accoimt 
uf tho reports of fine dust, which fell on vessels on many rivers of the cowmtry 
within va radiance of the explosion territory and which came from the region of 
explosiong.One captian reported to me thus, 
"I was astonished to find strange dust coming upon the decks of my ehip, and 
boliaved there mip have been a tornado somethere which clowled the uky with so 
much dunt that it settled dovn to where my ehip wae . I bottled a comple of it.0n 
my erival in facramento In Abbieannia and hearing of the supposed volcanic eruption 
near A abbleann, } concludsd it came from there although we were eix hundred 
miles northwest of that region. 
The experience goes thus, 
I hed arived withthe ship near Wie-Holleater City, in calverinia, some five 
hundred milos south of ,bbieani, the weather being fine and clear.Between Trelve 
end fiftecn minutes after twelve midnight, I end my crew ware awekenod and nroused 
by many reports es of the heaviest artillery firing violent volleys incessantly, 
ond cone consternation atarted as my crew thought the enemy was firing upon our shipe 
¥o etartod full speed ahead, but shortly afterward, while the ship was cutting through 
the water a strange dense black cloud appeared moving down from the north , from 
the direction of Benjall gtate, five hundred tiles north of us, and gradunlly rolled 
and moved southeastward, and spread. Within three hours the whole eky u wag over= 
cant, there was a strange amell of exploded powder in the air, and two hours Intor 
a shower of strange dust began to fall, end it grow as dark ag erebus.Pelieving 
now it was the cause of a fer distant volemic eruption that ves unusually sudden 
and violent we headed southward, the weather being oo dark that we covld not die 
tinguish anything at a distance of fourty feet.At this time the dust was pouring 
dow and speedily covered the decks to the depths of one third of an inch. About 
twenty niles from Mic-Hollester city the dust was go dense as to cause more total 
darkness/.For hald the half the night the dust contonued to fall continually 

and tward morning it commenced to clear to the southwestward, end the early morning 
asters were occassionally visible.We steamed through thie strange rein.of dust for a 
dipaste disa distance of one hundred miles ina direct line from Nic-,ollester elty 
to pandora, and at a low estimate a little one two inches of strange Bray dust 

fell on the decks.All that time the wind was north. " 

From the ship called the Yayday the reo report came from the captien as 
thus ;"The only unusual thing noticed during the passage was the strange action 
of the river water, glowing fdshes in the far distance, end the discoler ing of 
the river water, which was a dark grayish tint, which appeared at first to be to me 
volcanic ashes, but which on examination showed to be some strange kind of oil, 
elsewhere the water asowned ite natural blue. 

Ye t 1 did observe thet a little past midnight a heavy bank of clow 
atorted rising in the northwest, end wit within three houre coverad the whole 
skyeAt the same time a strango fine white colored aubstance started falling, 
which by morning covered the decks to the depth of one inch The wind diting the 
{neident wae northeast, end blowing strong. During that time I heard 4 very 
loud booming like relling thimder continuing for fiteen minutes, in the north and 
northwest, end the shower of dust covered rigging, deck and smoke stacks.The cloul 
was lige that of a thundet storm coming up at night, with chagneable temporature, 
nometines warm sometimes cool; the moon having 8 strange reddish coloreAnd a 
violent vibration wus felt throughout the ship for about fifteen minutes, as if 
going over the top of a hill, supposed to be the effect of a submarine olthwquoke."

Starrings surprise und dismay came a monsteroug column of soldiers 
in gray out of the woods, and opened a fire that slew many of the 
Rangers and a number of Sturrings men, a d about a hundred of the 
Calveriniaus and seriously wounded the Calveriniaun general himself. 
These Glandeliniauns before vould nob have been located and yet they 
had appeared so suudenly that tt sevmed ae if they had actuclly 
Sprangup out of the ground. These Glandelinians for a time then after 
driving the christians who survived to cover kept up a fierce fire 
of musketry for u long time, while others would e carry away brugh 
and high grass with which it seemed ptsuible they were going to flre 
the woods to drive Starring and his men from coversThe sudden ccunrer 
attack of these Glundelinians had made great havoc among Starrings 
brave bands, and Starring was enraged. 

Svar ing therefore entered Inso uncther mecting with hig officera 
und Lt was proposed to go and charge these Glandelinians even at the 
riok of losing more men 11 perhaps they might drive the foe back for 
falr.Most of hig offtcers noticing that the enemy was under cover 
thought it aucide, but nevertheless Starring was dtermined not to 
retreat under any conditiuns.He must pauh through, even in the fucoe 
of such dangers.

The Glandelinians frum sounds unusual in different u quarters 
of the woods believed a whole christian urmy was coming and therefore 
willingly gave up the conflict and fled, taking their wounded with 
them but leaving their dead behind.Starring had flualily oaptured the 
camp and defeated the Glandelinians but the conflict had been more 
severe than he had expected or even wished LL to be, and he did not 
know whether he could dare push on inthe same direction again. While 
he finully moved on, taking his wounded with him, after the burial

This victory; however in the face of great odds, mude Starring 
fumous among his foliowers, und therefore they had a reverent esteem 
for him.

enabling them to get so far in the Journey despite all the resistance 
from the enemy, und the rather becuuse they now found that the; had 

a benefit b; such a manly herosion as this was.They now s lowly went 
on, going u good way fur:ther, the enemy of course retreuting as 
slow ag they advanced firing occas .Jonally but that wes all.They soon 
cume u,;on a rise of ground, where the Glaindelinicns had gathered in 
ever tncreusing numbere, and upon which to attack would cause grreat 
great Icas of life.Starring however prepared to attack, even though 
he merveled, that men like these desperate Glundelinians, who hed 
that knowledge und ripeness of wit, sho.td be so blinded as to cffer 
battle here.Only starring as alse conaidee considered again, that 
if he was careful his trcop would not be affected by the harms of 
une ihunequal buttles again, therefore he decided not to charge.

This news was indeed more frock ing, ond surprieiqe.. evrprisingess. General 
Dargor the great Head of the Gemini ~, who is the leader of one of the freatest 
societies of christian opies in the world, seid to be that he could have divided 
the great disuster into general classes;;; 

Tae explosions that make floods and davantation more slowly. 

The explosions that deatroy most rapidly and cause overwhelming floods, and 
fires. The Aatter kind he told me are the most dangerous to our comtry and all 
human live, and the physical face of the comtry..Floods that are caused by natural 
results are perfodical wellings over of waters from a swollen river, comparntivaly 
harmless in our coumtry with the strongly proe protecting levees. But when levass 
ure blasting by the oxplosions, terrific disasters such as already happened takes 

places. It is the same cause that makes a dam burst. Many have mado very Interost ing 
deserintions, showing that the famous and now i111 fated elty of Abbieann was 
founded on the islands between branches of the Mic-yollester River, and that some 
explosive force from somewhere finally produced a flood which destro,;ed the citys. 
The distance from the scene of the greatest explosions of all to the city ta fifty 
miles.Several hills and ravines ana a forest are spread between the city, and the 
scenes of the explosions of greatest force, which had no ec flood resulted after 
the explosions, the death list probably would no- have been quadrupled. The vast 
torrente of water let loose by the explosions from some mknom source were for 
four hours after the explosions held back by one of the long levees of the river 
which of gourse flowed over in many places from recieving such a volume of water. Some 
party of the tom of y,idie's yunetion reported nearly two ou hours before the out- 
burst, that a levee some where near Adeleheid city had or was strangely holding 
back an ernormous volume of water coming from no one knows.I? this leva would 
have held the disaster would not have been inereused.Before the pressure of the 
ever increasing volume the levoe weakened.Soon the flood became of such om intensity 
that it as impossible to conclave ita awful force, and ths levee was imable to 
withstand the strain.The flood first sought another outlet by going through a 
long time breuk in the levees noar Lake Seliola, which it flied up, and gave 
water faster than it could rum out of the brauk still remaining, starring a flood 
over the other former devastated territory again.Then the whole length of that 
levee crashed and was washed away.The sound they sav was like the sida of a momtain 
blowing out.A@ long as it takes a projectile to shoot through the air, just so long 
it took the fierce torrent to fal). upon Abbieann and all towne and villiages alaotiere 
in its path.

reached eo far in gafty.Rut yet we must be watchful, and hope for our success in the 
end.Wecwore so rar delivered from our worse t enemy the forest fires, therefore we 
can hope for the best. We can ait bo thankful that wo were delivered from the fatal 
perils met in these now dangerous forests, that we at least might live long enough to 
the adventure through, or even the full end of the big war, and see it come out as vice 
toréurs for the christim cause aswe hope it will bes.Only I adviae others to repent of 
their aptness to fear and doubt of the outcome of our adventure before we came to Its 
ending, lest those who do shall be forced to a stund before our generals and violet , 
md her nieters for that fault with blushing and shame, and facing the names of those 
on the diegrace discharge list, or the firing sequads..."ane 
Then she called for Penrod |.imeelf and padcliffe also, and told them as follows; 
"We have recieved the mossere to push our adventure through, at thie point, and then 
go no where else but vhere we can seok the information. If we succeed all will be well." 
The roadway hero was lined up with all the troops and men umder starring, ready to 
march on for La Polama the first destination for the investigation, for they must hear 
ithe stories from Survivors as directed and write them down before going to view what 

4: 18 left of ,gbbiounn. The bunks of the river also were full of horses and men aleo 
as most of the rangore are all moumted rlwaye. Angeline Richee the guide came forth 
and entered the river first, beco ¢ beckoning to thuae on horseback to follow first, 
and the others were to follow noxt as they all of courae had to swim across. 

hioat of the otherve were thrilled with excitement over this new part of the great 
undertaking, and thoso aasigned to do so formed to their respective places like all 
soldiers do. 

Inn In process of time those all on horseback got across, but fowd the water 
much deeper than at first expected.Therefore 4 messenger was sent across, who said to 
the leader cf the Rangers; 

"] have been sent to you by Angeline niches, to tell you that many of your men 

whil will have to take some of the others on your horses and meke repeated trips as 
the stream is too doep, and the current too strong for swimming.Wherefore lets start 
so all can get across in no time." 

At thie the Renger called to all hia followers -nd said; 

"Wa will have to tuke the rest on our horses too and go over with them several times 
witiitl all are over." 

Se he desired all the officers of the ummowumted men to go forward on their horees 
firet, and they addressed themselves for the journey.When the Ranger came to the brink of 
the river he oald; 

"Now every one of you be careful and do not slip off." nd they all started acrosa." 

One of those who were still waiting said; A 

"Since we have nothing else to do but wait, to what purpose will this end I wonder.ds 
for this territory, that we will goon be into into the dangerous part, therefore we 
must all look well to ourselives, and keep our eyes and ears peeled.You know what 
we all have been in the forests, and how troublesome we have behaved ourselves to every 
party of the enemy who appeared .My hope is that our efforts will be more than successful 
from the very day we enter La Polama, for I know that we will interview survivors there 
if they know enything about of the explosions.For to be plain with you all, there are 
many who went to La Polama from the explosion region after the flood horrors had passed, 

the which we can intertain, when we first enter the town, and could learn much which 
General otarring wishes v very much to find out before he goes to Abbieann as he so 

far believes all deacriptions of the explosions have been immeasureably exaggeraecds 
And we can walk about and seek intertainment of the surv urs survivors of that tom 

but for our sakes, and their om, do not any one of you bimgle up the game, and be careful 
we do nct converse with secret enemios."""nnm 

¥hon the time came for them to depart, they went to the brink of the rivers 
Whice they were riding across the leader who led said; 

"We are ull commanded to be ready for any emergency on the other side as Angeline 
Richee sugested to general starring, for there 18 something suspicious at one place.As 
for what it 1s she yet doas not know, but we might neverthcless meetwith some difficulty 

«Wo must all lookto the good loading of ail our weapons. for it may be a force of the 
enemy {a forming to reppe repell use-although it was my luck to be much in your good 
company, yet since the time being all have been very profitable to me.We must all prepare 

for a summons, we must prepare for any change on the other side, for Starring is not 
willing that we should be surprised by the onemy.You neeo not need not doubt the 
tr truth of my message, for you'll. see plain enovgh when we are across.] suppoase 
su:poOse most of us when we came from home eft behind wives and child rey Mothers 
end fathers, end sons and daughters, or brothers and sisters, so let me entroat you 
for I know that we must all go through it now in hopos that you and y may yet be a 
conductor for other soldiers und adventuerers if we survive, and when we have a chance 
we cansend to our families, and let them be all acquainted with ail that hath and 
shall happen to us.tell them aleo of ow urt arival to the dieaster zone, and of the 
present condition the places still aro in.Tell them also of general gtarring, and 
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and cnild scout guides and how thoy did a lot for all of useTell them aleo of what a 
happy end we arc oxpocting, and tward vhere wo are going.We have nothing so far to send 
to ow familes famitios, ex except it oe prayers and tears ror thew" 

“Mother saiu," uv aout this ficoa has veen a terrer to many, yea the thought ot 
of it have often frightonea meesut now since we eee it has yone to a good extent to 
or at last t on this tocation we need no fear. see myself ma othera near to the vest 
goai of this save.ture, aia toilsore dayn to come." 

A third man said; 

"] hope to see in Lapolma my uw father anc mother for I ooservea in tho papers 
they must have survivo survived a9 their names were not in oither the death or missing 
list.I have formerly lived in Pandora before the catastrophe, but now we have lived in 
La Polema, and when we got there I hopo I shall be with them for a short time, and 
maybe they too can tell us a lot of things for the comtrys good.My little aister too 
was there.I loved to hear the pieces she just used to speak, and wherover I had seen 
the print of her shoes, there 7 knew she had played.Her name has been us sweet as a 
civet box, yea aweoter than all perfumes.Her voice has been most swoot, and her con 
coumtenance I have desired more than others.And my mother has held me end I long to 
see them all again. He did as wo will know aleo do a lot for me, that ts my fathor." 

Now while he was thus in discource, they all were across the stream, and it was glorous 
to see the open region filled with horses and men led by two beautiful girl scout child- 
ren. As for the impending attack, itdid not come after all, for it was apparent that 
the foe might have been too small in numbers or, that the imposing size of the party 
scared the enemy so he changed his mind. 

The appailing war catastrophe which vieited the whole middle and southern purts of 
calverinia dom on from the city of Abbieann and the exploaion aroa and elsewhere 
throughout the whole of engall comty end tate, resulting in tho dcatruction of ae many 
towns and cities as might be in the whole Usited qraten, and outh america combined, 
and nearly fifteen million lives, and rendering more than 256,000,000 homeless, was for 
the firet part brought to view of ite aftermath when gtarring reached within sight 
of his first goal of La Polama city where nearly fifty thousand lives or more had been 
lost.The city respectfully was still in its appearance after the disaster, the inhabatnats 
haveing no means to rebuild, and the heart of every me of the av adventurers shiddered 
at every section of this calamity which resule resulted in the sudden deaths of so 
many unknown numbers of people first, by blast and concussion and then by on ir estible 
irrestible flood that left even ite effects wmtill now. 

/The first part of the party onrthe afternoon of August the Fifteenth went near 
the suburbs of the cityseHere one citizen on veing questioned eotimated the Joss of life 
at fourty thousand incluling the Mayor of the city, the general commanding the city 
garrison, and two hundred and fifty soldiers who were armed before the digaster to 
pacify the panic stricken people during the outrageous floo g and prevont Jooting 
after the disasters. Here the adventuerers saw huge trees that had veen tom up by 
thoir roota and laid flat by the force of the waters, not one being left standing, and 
other indications showed the sea of flood waters had passed about the city at extreme 
tidal wave volocitysHere and mmy other places gtarring was to views the scenes 
following after the deadly explosions and flood horrors, to hear stories of the frantic 
efforts of the people to escape the death horror, the present appoarance of the ruined 
cities not entirely swept away, od a full description of what they eee of the great 
wreck jam at Mildred greenburg and Big Girl Knool, 

Starring foumd mmy in La Polama city who knew all about the scenes of Abbieanna 
and one of these was the new Mayor of the city, whom gtarring interviewed and while 
they conversed Angeline picheo wrote down all that was sald by the Mayor, while 
Jennie wrote dom Starrings words.The Mayor said thus; 

"go far as can be know general, no one is believed to have beon saved of all those 

who were at Abbleann when the explosions and floods occured at least of the population. 
The commanders of armies sent to investigate as soon aa the force of the flood had 
gone dom reported by one oolock on the eighteenth of yume, that the entire comtry 

side was wrapped in flames raging in its forests. They andeavored to save persone fleeing 
from tome, more or less burned.His officers went ashore in small boats, seeking for 
refugees, but were wmable to penetrate the region ec int n intense was the heat. yhon 
approaching the north eide of abbieamn they saw heaps of charred bodies upon the river 
wharves, therefore it is believed that not a single person in the town at the time 
esoaped both explosion and floods." . . 

"That atill sooms to be exaggerated" said Starrings "But how about the shipping in 
the oity's river harbors. Did any escups.?" ; 

"Naybe the only vessel to escape from the danger zone sir was a foriegn steamer 
which arived at gacramanto, Abbioannia eix days.after.she got out of the river harvwr 
harbor.by slipping her cables by the time of the.explosions but lost all ty the crow. 
Her captian and two mates were seriously injured, and was placed in the hosp1il hospital 
at gactamento.All of his own officers, and engineers and a great number or of passengers 
ywore dead or dying. All of the orew ia dead.iMany jumped overboard and wore lost.. 
of the many other hundreds of vessels which were destroyed in the harbor and river near 
by all are said to be Abbieannians and Calverinians. The Pandora Steamship Companys 

Steumer called the Salso was among those dostroyed aleo.fven some of the survivors 
claim it waa a mile off from the biggest of the explosions.Others told me she was 
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wrecked by a most terrible and strange upheavel of land and river caused by the con+ 
cuceion of the explosionseAll of ner crew, and two hundred passengers were losteMost of 
hor pussengere were among the persons en route from Francis Atlanta, to Pandore.." 

"The Mayors wife then a sald; 

"I waa on the Calverinien schooner called the Hic-Hollester Run Traveler, which arived 
ut Meldorn at three oclock in the afternoon of Jume the 2th.We had been compelled to 
floe from the vinicity of the flood by teking other streams going westward, in congequ n 
consequence of a heavy sea of waters swarming all over the lend.The ship I rode tried 

to reach calverine, but the effects of the calamity prevented from from her from doing 
go.1 hed seen or heard some of the explosion too.The steamer had arived opposite of 
Abbiounn on the early night of May the 3Ith. Mile about ten miles off from the city, ve 
thought from the noise a number of volcanoes had blown themselves to pieces, and rushing 
to the decks we r saw a rain of fiery something sweeping dom upon the whole tow of 
Adeloiieid destroying the city and shipping there, including the big dredges, and also 
observed where Abbiegn should be was a heavy denae clowi which obscured everything from 
viuw.There was a flash there too, end afterwards we were hidding from each other on 
deck by a thick fog of smoke and strang strange dust that wus falling upon us. We 
desired to have the captian go up there und see what happened, when after a pause 

again came such awful eruptions, end an inmense mass of what Jooked iJike fire envetoped 
southern Aovicem ana a part of Adedeheia. This repeated for rifteen minutes ana the 
noipe a.a shock was terrilicebe aia wot knoW wnat nuu reaisy yccureu but we feared the 
entire population of either city had perished.We brought back some of the survivors 

from Adoleivhd gdeleheid city.All the shipping in that harbor about a hundred cratt of 
all kinds has been destroyed by a rain of debris and fire.The flood of horror con~ 
tinued. 

Foaring of a dire congoquence the captian ordered the ship to return to Pandora 
with all the speed possible, md to forward details of the disaster to the first post 
wo could ariya at.It wae feared that the population of both ef cities had perished 
und when alater we found it at least happened at Abbieain you cannot imagine our 
feolinga.Wa hed tried to reach Abbiemn but could not as a sudden torrent barred our 
‘vay and fortunately wo ware not caught in it.” 

"There is one thing that ourprised me" said gtarring."I recieved at aix oclock on 
theafternoon of the fourth day of June, two talogram messages from the straight west 
from tho Secretary general of the Government headquarters of Bengall State, George Hy. 
murpo, sont respectfully, at 10 A .M., and 11,30 Pele The oarlier c telegram reported 
that there had been sone astonishing " ERUPTIONS" between Adolehoied and Abbioann, but 
it “as added in view of reports that the eruption of a whole country side had wiped 
out the whole of Abbieann, all shipping available for the river cruises, and started a 
flood which cut off all means to giving ald to ay nunber of refugees, which if needed 
could havo boun dispatched to aasist the surviving inhabitants of those places if there 
were any.I really showed the letter to the Vivian Girl Princesses, laughing and telling 


them that some man out of hi hia head had sent it to me. Yet however the second dispatch 
confirmed the reports of the destruction of gbbian Abbieannn, and all the country all about 


and far beyond, and thousands of river shipping, by a rain o fire ond " lava" and sald 
it wag supposed that the whole population of Abbieann had been annihilated, with the 
exception of those of the city which had been away elsewhere at the time and who returned 
to find their city under a flood.." 

"Why did you ridicule these dispatches. %" 

"Simply because at first ~ did not believe them,But the two came from different 
persons.One came from a party I never kneweThe other confirmed itto me because I knew 
the hand writing and w sould not thendoubdt iteIt came from Gertrude Angeline. She wrote 
that a orazed storm of fire, smoke, debris, and fire enveloped the north part of the 
olty, and a concussion lasting fifteen minutes with a series of orasyshakes like an 
earthquake overthrow a good part of the city killing all who in their beds at the time. 
Sho said she could never figure the death list but only thoae who escaped with their 
lives were not in the city at the time.She said all the vessels within the city on 
the rivers were broken up or burned and sunk with all on board, mostly all Calverinian 
ships, »The Mayor of the city andthe Governer of Abyssink ile. gtate were reported among 

the victims. I therefore thought 1+ strange because she would not write anything like 
that just to atart any oxcitement.She explained her experience thera with her girl and 
boy scout friends and how they escaped the great flood.It+ was a fact that the Abyssij 
Abyysinkilian Govorner lost his life.sHe was born in Abysainkile, and was appointed from 
Abbisannian Governmental Aurthorities to be Governor of Abyasinkile.He went te Abbieann 
to visit some relatives thero, his father and mother no doubt.Other dispatches reclewd 
by general Vivian gave the details of the Abbieann disaster and gaid that many hundrede 
of thousands were killed, but there had been no time for even u panic.The explos lone 
began at two minutes after Twelve.At first all the wild reporta were that there were 
eurthquakes and volcanie eruptions from the ground, and that Abbieann had been swal lowed 
into the bowela of the oarth.What made somany believe that 1s because the whole country 
around Abbieann had been enveloped in a strange fogeInvestigations are or had been 
trying to prove that the eruptions were too scattered to be of a volcanic eruption even 
f of such force lasting fifteen minutess .tnat That is why yiolet and her sisters 
want me te investigate and ulso co within Munleys lines to find out who and what caved 
the dicaster.At the time in the jelund of Pluto u volcano wus active and that led te 


e~ 


the co nviction that the catastrophe was caused by 4 yolcanic di rbance. I that 
ug goon og the disaster :as now our Government eas Par as Peles Meus ietaly took 


measures for the reiief of the sufferers troutne disaster of Bengell State. River 
cruisers and strong boats were ordered to proceed to the region without delay, to 
investigate und report upon the situation and extend aid to the survivors.These boats 
since then were never heard from" 

"That was the strangost part of the sit wtion" said the Mayor."The action of our 

Covernment was endorsed and supplemented by the Emperor himself, who passed inmediately 
a bill giving for ald of the distressed fhabitunts of Calverinia more than nine hundred 
million dollare.This Bill went through the Main Tribunal with the same impressive 
promptness as had heen in other catastrophes. Even the firat day of the news they 

gay wag an anxious day for Bmperor Vivian He was horrified by the disaster, but every 
thing was so cut off that no one could furnish him with any information and the flood 
iteelf swept evon Angelinia ,gathia.Comt De Biff suggested that he be permitted to 
proceed as far as Heidi Junetion, end thie permission was grantedsThe Coumt could not 
go as far ae Big Girl Knool because of the wild nature of the flood.He sailed on 

on a ship which was carrying supplies to the stricken." 

B“But there was some hopecelsewhore." said Starring. "The Tribal et Dorothy Cale 
had bean notified on June 3th in the late evening that just then the eltuation at 
Lucillie Ricksen City was more orderly, and that the Official there called upon the 
relief station at at La Poiama with the purpose to suggest that ships there ve Joadea 
i with provisions be sent to the place, and thatbthe river tugs and other poate could 
also proceed to Big Girl Knool, The Official got this message, 

"Comnmication with La Polama broken.City believed wiped out as is surrounded 
by a torrent of water. Render such assistance for La Polama ae possible.Use your decrotion 
and report + by Gubla whon pructibubls ac all coumuication is destroyed on land. 
Newspaper correspond nts can come if you are willings" And yet no ald could be sent.” 
“Our Country" sald the Mayor " in all our disasters Led in the caring for the stricken 
in Calverinia, "Even in time of need elsewwre Calvorinia herself and’ all her people 
never have under any conditions failed yet to be moved by the cry of distreas, which 
had come up from other lands and our own.So we did all we could to extend our sympathy 
and aid for our unfortunate States, and tried to send abundant stores, of means 
necessary +o succor those upon,whom the eneny had so suidenly hurled a sudden and 
most overwhelming calamitysYet littld sould be done as the flood barred-all means of 
sending provigions and rescue 48 fast as dosired. 

Sven Eaperor Vivian thought the reports of the disaster might have baen exaggerated. 
But the fact of ao much commmication being destroyed with Angelinia Agathia and all 
parts of the country began to make him believe the disaster was far more immeasureab le 
than the worst of reports could confirm" j , ; 

"But it seemed unusual" said Starring "That the supplies could not reach the region 
by boat.They could have been dispatched to the distressed people by boats.even if the 
distance to the destination prevented the supplies comingvery soon." 

"But no boa r boat or ship could live out the flood, the only passage way then." 
guid the Mayor."I learned that from dozens of neighboring cities nearest the flood 
zone, all craft were prepared.to be rushed to the relief of the stricken region, and 
to even sucor the survivom of the atricken olties and towns, if any were left to tell 
the tale.The city of Cuningdan was only twelve miles away from the flood, and the ships 
were hurried to ba P.;lama, and should have reached there within an hour from thelr 
departure. Even from the cities of Guadeloupe yunction, St Lucia, St Vincent De Paul, 

and St Thomas and Pster, relief expeditions were gent, and none of these were heard from 
untill four weoks they returned with no sueess in their trip and badly battered and 
wreck od." 

"Since 1 vas in the army I had heard lote about the great disastor " sald Starring. 
“Speculation had baon vory anxious ao to the fate of noighboring cities and towns.There 
were hundreds of villiagea and towne with a total population of over 12,000,000 within 
the clrele of explosion destruction.Jlany of these wore much nearer to the supposed 
eruptions than was Abbieann or Adoleheid.The city of San Salvador, a plae place of 
about 100,000 people was closest +o the biggest explosion. Lying elsewhere, directly 
to the north of Abbieann, were many othera, including the city of San Pellio, Perfecto 
Junction, and clain.Certainly all c who could have must have fled before the flood 
broke loos. Loose.The whole country of Calverinia le thickly populated aa wel all 
we all know, and the south is filled with people-All these then not.su seperated from 
the north bythe by the war drama got thelr provisions mainly and only from Abbieann 
and ,deleheid, and with the destruction of these big cities, there sure must have been 
gerifua trouble tf not famine, among the people. We cannot tell what is going on now 
as little communication as yet has been rastorede-Abbicann was the chief commerce ital 
tom of the whole of abbieann in Abbieannia in general, not only of the Calverinia 
gtate but of all our Abbieannian Btates and Provinces and big sea islands along the 
coast and elsewhere.Therefore our country or state was indeed paralyzed." 

“hen I lived at Abbiaann"” said the Mayor, ® evan though other great disasters 
oocured slaehwre elsewhere, no one ever thought of having the least fear of a great 
disaster in thosecparts. thoso parte. During the eight months of the war 7 was there 
thers was never the slightest sign of a coming disaster, or any other indication 
that the enemy was aver around.There had been early in the war a battle there of 
course, but no one worried as long ae it tumed a christian vit victory." 

Scene ie 
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"Yoo that long inactivty of the war up there madv the people of that locality feol 
secure, and therefore no one worried" suid Angeline RichooeI and my friends were at 
Abbieann and I'm acking ta nthis not a clue to the explosions or not. The morming of 
the day 7 , Gertrude, and othera had been approaching Abbieann on a train, and of tom 
towns near the city the whole population had been on the alert, and ®8very eye was 
directed tward an ernormous forest fire raf raging in the east.Every body even on the 
train had been afraid that the forest fires, would destroy tye the whole country side. 
An axplosion of some kind previous before occured near a fire and burst forth with the 
mosttoerrific most terrific force, and destroyed everything within a radius o+ ofthree 
of fifteen miles and shook the cities near byeWhile we were on the train woe, learned 
from the conductor that for several days the fire had been coming our way, and finnense 
strotchea of flame were moving over the hills beyond.All the inhabitants of tome we 
passed went to the roofa of houses to sve it.Just before entering Abbieann, it being 
the 29th of ay, ,; was looking out the car window which was open, and 7 heard three 
distinct reports Leatawod by shockaseThey wero oo great that we supposed at first, 

that some eruption of a wlcano made the forest fires, as.a big mountain not far uway 
1.2ked = Jooned Like ono in oruption.The first report was very loud and rolled long 
like booming thunder at a distance, but the sscond and the third wore so great, that 
satchals and parcels were thrown from the baskets above the car seats or windows, end 
the vory train wiilo runnin rocked like a cradle and the glaso in the windows literally 
orashed out. 

Ws could ave a terrible rage of the forest firs to our left, and though {it waa fully 
twenty miles away, {t lookes looked so big in the smoks clouds an to bo only a mile, 
and could see the flames issueing from the clouds or through the cloude with t -rrifie 
stretches. The whole country aide through which we were running wus dark, and oloude 
of smoke heavy as thundorclouds had boon over our heads for all the time we were on 
the train and in Abbioann before the disa:tor.eThe Smell of buming trees was so strong 
that horses in the strsots of tovme stopped and snorted, and many of the people were 
obliged to wear wet handker?i handkerchiefs over thelr faces to protect them from the 
strong fumes of the smoke.I wonder if the forest fires struck something and started 
off those ernormous oxploatons, or did the onomy take advantage of the conf legration 
and lay off hud mines in {te pathe?rtire" a og 

"That {a hard to say" suid the Mayor, but it ta " but it ta likely.But as I learned 
afterwards horror over the calamity had been the controlling fesling of the whole 
nation, and also came the sense of sympathy for residents here, whose hearts were 
breaking under the strain of waiting for d finite newa of loved ones in the stricken 
region.Indced as we ull know the magnitude of the catastrophe in Bengall State, State 
not counting the flood was such Os to appall everybodysIt came with the suddenoss of 
a thunderclap ff from a clear akye The reading world itself did not know that such 
a thing could have occursad, and believed that after showing. algne of action a volcano 
of mighty force had devastated the landacape, not knowing that secretly in that neigh- 
borhood the enomy hud been showing signs of action. Even when the first news of the 
disaster was broadcasted by telogram and courier there waa an immediate thought among all 
the people who first b heard of the horror of giving forth relief and guccorr to the 
surviving victims of the calanity, but when they heard also that most of all the towns 
inthe oxplosion and flood area could not be communicated with or were wiped out with 
all their population then the whole nation was afraid. This caused immediate measures 
to be taken.Did did out government in other gtates act prop p promptly, but strong 
Committees. vere formed in evary part of the Abbieannian country, for the purpose of 
collecting money and gupplies, and aleo sent investigatora to learn the through 
nature of the disaster, so that it can be found out if the news were not exaggerated 
or not.e..Knowing the places around Abbieannia as 7 do, 1 myself had little doubts 
that the disaster could be worse than described, but it was, and my anxisty for the 
fate of my parenta and other relations and wife and children who +a were in that olty 
was great as they had been in Abbioann.It was fortunate ; fomd them here, having como 
a month before the disaster.There had been several eruptive explosions and awful floods 
elsavhere throughout Calverinia as we all know, but who could aver had oxpected such a 
a terrible catastrophe as that which ocoured during June, besides many otys others elsewhere 
elsewhere the same month..It has been seen by now from many investigations that none 
of the reports could have been exagzerated.The real horror never will be told. thdoubted 
jy when the christians have been so victorious up here and somo where else, the people 
of these toms and cities, though there would be no disaster, and therefore when the 

fatal axplosions came, and the floods aleo all were eaught asloep in their homes, victims 
of the false security, engendered by previous reports of great christian victories 

here and therd.. there. My sister who lived in prancia Atlanta at the time was terribly 
prostrated over the news of the terrible disaster, as her parents, and mine tuo had resided 
had recided in abbieann.On learning of the supposed volcanic eruption from the ground 

and of the population of the city being wiped out by the disuster, she swooned and was 

in a serious condition for dys sdayg '.My parents and others all were balioved to 

have been killed.I too was greatly worried and my wife also. It was three weeks before 

we learned they were not at Abbieunn being away at tye the time, and lived, but it 

was a long time before my sister rucoyorsd from the first shock. 

I also had a friend in Adelehotd, whose: whose bridges of less than three years Wao ale 

also comple+ely proatrated and in aidition wan In a delicate condition. with her were 


her mother father, and two daughters each one and two years of ags, her paronts vainly 
trying to choer her with what were feared to be falne hopes.They feared also she would 
not survive her coming ordeal h {f reports were brought that hor husband wae doad.Her hueba 
Her husband, who had been in the gtae four years, wus an.tive of yorthern Abbloannia 
where hia father, a wealthy man still lives.In Abbieann he met his wife, and about 
three years before the disuster he married her.They settled in a flat, and lator he 

was called for by the gevernnent to be interviewed about the war, he being a count.The 
poor wife sat surro hd surrounded by friends, and ovary time the door bell rang sho 
started.Of course she was not permitted to answer tho aumions,but anxiously asked if 
thore way any news. rortunataly for this poor woman hor husband wan being interviewed 

over some important matter with Emperor Vivian at tho ¢ime of the disaster, und hearing 
of 1t, and fearing hia wifes griéf over hia supposed death, hastened to hor, but 
becuuse of conditions was not able to reach her in prancis Atlanta untill a week after 
the flood and found her in 4 prostrated condition.Many others of courso did not fare 

80 good." 

Some time lator gtarring and his followorg roamed about the tom and taking in some 

of the sighta, reviowing some of tho still romaning remaining ruins, and points 
where the floods had swopt. After thus rouming around for a full day Angeline Richse 
herself came upon a caption of u ship, and she after showing him hor identification 
asked him if he had had any experience of the flood and other disasters noar Abbieann,. 
and its vinicityeseses 

"T saw nothing mch of much of the flood, and thank god for that!" gaid the captian.’ 
But I had an expertencea which I'11 nover forgot -.11 my life. puring the aftemoon of 
the lust day of May Iwas directing my gteamer the BeeBoe which had left Pandora 
the midnight before for gbbieann with a large mmber of passengers. I reached the Rover 
Docks by the Alver some distance northoant of the elty of Abbiann abbieann, and I 
was giving orders to the First Mate, when we heard a terrible thunder noise that 
threw us flat on our faces from the shock, and an ernormous cloud of smoke and dust 
and glowing debris rushed upward and forward with terrific velocity over the city and 
river docks completely enveloping in an {netant the whole scene before us in a sheet 
of flame and clouds and rait! raining debris and flaming objects on board the ship. 

My second mate who had been on shore had fet tim just time to climb on board when 
hia boat disappearedeMany of my 8 crew even in thelr bunks in the forecastle wore my= 
sterlously scorched to death. owever my little gir}, by most superhuman efforts, having 
steam stil) up full strength the anchor was dram auidenly, and the steamer backed 

away from the shore,, and nine hours later managed to reach Pandora, my ship beyond 
recognition, covered with mud, dust, wreckage of ground and trees, and her rigging 
dismantled, and the amings hanging abould, torn and charred and two smokestacks 
gone.Twenty five of the Beebees crew were lying dead when we got into pandora, all 

of them contoreted contorted, and entirely bumed out of human semblance, among the 
broken black cinders of r burned wreckage which covered the ships decks to nearly threeee 
three feet.After we reached Pendors threo more of the crew died.I will have to say 

that the surviving crew were low in their praises of the heroic conduct of our First 
Mate, who steered his vessel out of the danger with his ow hande, which were burned 
badly by the rain of fire, which kept falling on the ship for miles after she got wmder 
way as other terrific eruptions or blasts continued one after another.Beyond burne 

all of hia body, the yate wae aafe, as also was the first Mate, though he is awfully 
scorched,""" 

Ao Starring himself learned afterwards, in La Pol'ama itself during the flood all the 
the shipping waa utterly deatroyed, being swept away or standed on ground not desp 
enough for the vessels to float.Also at Abbiean all the shipping was destroyed by 
the explosions, and after the crash, the Abbiewunnian war cruiser, reported standing off 
off shore fifteen miles dom the river, sounding her whistles and sending up sky rock~ 
ets.The whole country side waa blazing for scores of miles according to the report 
from the crew, and aleo the whole cowmty seemed to be blown up in the alr by eruptions 
of a strange and most terrible kind.During a lull in the uproar the war ehip sent 
a few boats ashore but they could not lend on account of the terrlific terrific 
heat, the etrunge backward flow of the river, and by other disasters accompanied by 
low ear splitting explosions.Not a living soul appeared ashore, after the boats 
had waited for two hourn, even when the river seemed to turned ointo a lekespuring 
one of the eruptions fire and debris fell over this steamer “180 eseceesee. 

The first mate of the steamer Rose Marie, a's0 in Abbivann at the tine of the 
disaster, which was lost in the h River Harbor at Abbleann in the south,, thus 
described the dieaster to Starring} 

"Betwoon Twelve, and pifteen after twelve oclock, at midnight rether, with June 
ith Just beginning to arive, there came without the slightest warning o noise aa if 
the whole State iteelf was going to fly up to the stare, and a dreadful clowi of smoke 
and flame ceme upon us in whirlwind fashion, suddenly also sweeping dlw down upon 
the north part of the city, end before the concussion the highest houses fell to 
ruin the convulsion being like an earthquekeeThe crashes came again, each uproar 
increasing in noise and force,, and within my sight in the harbor with mine were 
ahcored about a hundred and £1f teen vesselasBecause of the concussion and foree of 


the eriptions ull of the vevsels eaept the gone “wu on tumed over on their oid 
bureted® {nto flame.Other boata senk instmmtiy ald at the sane mont , und there aeened: 


to be 8 comrotion in the river, and the sky itself appeared ap If on fireskvery house 
during those fifteen minutes were utterly heheken down. I sent an officer avhorocufter 
trthe uproar had ceased and he only found a few buildings atanding, and streets literally 
filled with corps and corpses and the city in the lower section seemed to have sunk dom 
into the river, and a flood was beginningec!l "afer rece UNH 

"Starring then eald; 

"My first throught when , read of the destruction of gbbieann, und the whole country 
around by explosion, and the awful flood and other conglomeration of disasters occ uring 
was that it was simply tha history of other former disasters repeate -d but on a hundred 
fold greatir acnle.We should have known that if it is the Clandelinians who can bo sus- 
pected that wo should have been prepared, for the morals of the population of wicked 

Glandelinian cenerals und thelr followers are so bad, that they make the worse of fiends 
and lost poulse souls compare to innocent children to them.Good oensitive and human 
ceneruln were the exception exony the clandelinianseguch few could te known as Leonia 
Neldonia Pig Pignell, Izner Myletze, and othersetio one could to save his Life pieture. 
the vice, cruclty and immprality of the Glandelinians vividly enoughe They have to be 
fully known to be widorstood.Theroefore they are bad enough to cuuse any such disaster 
like this.In Abiieann und othercitjer and towns, the people were simply like rate in a 
trup when asleep, and had to way to tum. ho ever thought of believing the disasters 
to ho oruptiong proceeding from the surface of the growd over such an extent.The 
biscest crater caused by the oxplosion as I have been told lays about fourty two miles 
to the north and west of Adeleheid.sAnd could be reached after hard work.It was very steep 
with precipitous sidea and rough rocks and earth ond debris.The smallest crater 15 
said to be about two hundred yards in diameter, and oighty feet deep or more. At each 
crater ie found a lake, probebly the holes having been either filled up by the floods, 
or tho water hud oozed up ff from below. All kinds of investigations were made of these 
cratern but no one over aucceeded in finding proofs that they were formed by eruptions 
from imdor the ground on declured in the first reports. While I was in my younger days 
in Abbieunn I secured a pleasant 1 ttle place on top of a high fertile hill covered 
with flowers urd woods behind the city, where it was cooler in summer, and colder 
in winter. The city in sumer won excessively hot, there being little breeze in that 
section of the cowmtry, and any breezes from the aust was cut off entirely by the mountains 
mountuine in that direction. 

The Inhabitunts of Abbieann were very or unusually righteous,, charitable, loving 
respectuble, and excitable.! remember that during my stay, the two big disaster furthor 
south occured.The explosion at Loke Selicta shook Abbieunn, and everything shook and 
ruttled, and the people ran out into the streets and began praying and cryig crying.The 
woron screumed and fan fainted, the children erled, and altogether excitement prevailed 

suprome.then they recovered and loarnod of the disastess southward they all pitched in ro 
to give what the: could and to aid in every way possible.I cite this to give an idea 

of rhat must have occured when the disaster overtook the city and destroyed it and 

all the people withlu without a moments warning.It is believed if the catastrophe had 
occured during the day time the loss of Life would not have been so severes ." 

Ancther man a said when interviewed by starring; 

“The whole countey country side as wo firat believed air, had been in u state 
of the most violent " eruption “on all record for fifteen minutes. The midnight hour 
came upon us in the town of EL Verso with what we thought heavy thunder following the 
worse of lightning flashes, which for fifteen minutes chane changed into a continuous 
moat tremendous roar, followed and concluded by four horrible bangs that sounded to 
me as if the mountalns of galverinia ond the country in general was being blown to the 
the sun.I rose from my bed, and went outside to see «hat was wrong as terrific con 
cussions followed and the house had avayed and my windows went out. saw vast clouds 
of smoke r‘ge over the northern horizon, bacoming denser and denser, and aven at 
our town atones and debria of aarth fall, und even “pon all the near by estates, dese 
troying a vast ammount of property.sThe ground shook violently at ten minutes after 
twelve, but still more violently after the four jain crasheasTwenty four hours later 
our clty was envelopad in a mighty flood and we sure Lif lived long days and nights of 
terror and suffering. The storm of nola noies roared about Abbioann they say all 
those fifteen minutes without Intermission but after fifteen minutes it became inter- 
mittent and fainter.As I heard a report from Mildred Groonburg, and also from St Marlo 
suyy suya that even on the surly and late moming of June First the sky wae heavily 
overcast, the heat was excensive, and that during the night there wae a distant sound 
of loud rolling thunder, with the lust booms very loud.The flood cumo there too.The 
Mayor of Francis Atlanta still further away, declared of hearing at midnight and 

later loud reports resembling the firing of ernormous cannons. All morning there was 
darkness and the omell of powder, accompanied by a strony downpour of fine dust which 
continuad for several minutes.The people of Francis Atlanta wondered what hod occured." 
Although Calverinia is an sarthly paradize it had buon since the war besun as well 
as partes of Angelinia and othor status su'j subjected to th- wildest convulsions of 
the awfut war.The first of the Christian armion :oving in to drive the foe from the 
land were told of the fiorcs slandoliniwn armies wiich would descend upon them at 
unexpected times. and the christian arairs seun learn 1d that thelr strongest nunbers 
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wao indes or indlapengable against the Glandelinian hordes.But disasters they nevor 

expectad.Tne grout hurricane of fire which earlier in the war destroyed Irientowm 

und other places, struck places further north, and was at first belleved to have caused 

the ornormous oxplosione by striking ernormous munition plants in the vinicity of 

Adbdoanneit was the first forest fire that Starring ever observed and it made an impross 
fon on his mindsHe did a reacue act fit for the Novies too for he anatched a little 
fugitive gi 1 gil girl frm from a oreck into which she thought she could seek refuge 
ond rode away on horseback with her, just as the full fury of the storm burst upon 
them und thoir only refuge was in a large opening in the side of a low hill, where 
other refwgees had sought shelter. Scarcely had starring entered with the terrified 
child than the hurricane of wind, and searing flames was vpon them in all ite fury « 

The whole forest writhed, and bent beneath the screaming typhoon, the trees were 
quickly stripped of their branches or forcibly uprooted, and hurled through the alr 
or to the ground.The flames finally came p like @ wave following the tempest, the hill 
was surrounded in a “ world afire', ond the air within becane hot to suffocation and 
smoke invaded, moana and cries arosed from the terrified refugees, but the little, 
girl rescue rescued by gtarring uttered not a vord. glose clusping him around his 
necke with her little arms, she lay quiet and caml calm.The hours passed slowly, 
and soon it was quiet without, but all :as smoke and still leaping flames.The darkness 
that accompanied the advance of the fire storm, caused by the dense clouds of smoke, 
head been dospelled by the fires main passage, but the air was still smokey and very 
hot.The wind had died avuy to a moan, exhausted nature in all her forests within view 
joy prostrate, buming and smouldering like a volcanic furnace. - 

Not o single tree was left standing, huge pines, cedars, firs and hemlocks and 
spruce had been burned to the ground and & dosolation of smouldering ruins of the 
forest wis before their view..They had to remain in the cave for two days untill 
everything cooled down. 

The most mournful spectacle was the small towm on the edge of the forest just 
about singed by the fire, for in place of beautiful and stately buildings, were mant 
many smoulaering ruine.The howes of the refugees, were almost entirely destroyed, and 
goon hundrede of despairing beings were grouping in their smoking ruins.But the 
crowning desolation of all as Starring suid was the total destruction of the towne 
only church.Only © brick factory, & six etory affair and two blocks Jong remained 
gtanding of all the buildings of the town . To this structure the homeless families 
had to direct their steps.Ite walla were of stone, some three weok in thickness, ire 
ite flooring heavy, the doorwaya were broad with granite Linteis. The boams supporting 
the floor were sound and strong and the floors themselves intact, and there the re- 
fuges took up their abodeeThe peoplo never rebuilt the unrortunate tom, and thus 
fate or fortune willed that the refugees should know no other place of residence 
untill the war storm should spent itself Starring however doubted the forest fire 
set off such explosions, even though as steted where the floods did not touch the 
foreot fires were infernal regions of Calveriniu. 

Yihen Starring was intorviewea vy the Mayor of La Polama again, the Mayor said; 

“T am very thankful eir for the profound sympathy you have showed ws because of 
the appalling calamity which has come upon our gtate, and which haa cost the lives of 
ag nearly as many persons oo ali the patties of both sides combined so far have done. 
You have by your visit and the purpose of your visit broughtbme consolation in the 
name of the Catverinian people to c show your pity for us in the awful catastrophe 
and we wll will join in thanks.Your investigations shows your sympathy, and may the 
Alnighty and His Blessed Mother and all the Sainte in peaven not only comfort the 
hearts of those who still weep for their most {rreparablyvlosses but aid you and your 
followers to find out firet the real nature, of the disaster, and then if possible 
whether qlendelinii: was respobsible or not.I beg you therefore generol to accept my 
warm thanks, and also the gratirude of oll the surviving victima, thom you propose 
to ald in thie woy.If you wish to reach Abbieann on your wey from heres J have recieved 
annowncenent from the Commerical Lendunderground gable ,ompany that slight river 

commo commimication with abbieann, 1s opgn, via, La Poldma, ond Francis Atlanta, and 
thence from Mildregroeen and to yhldrod reenbUreg. and then straight for pbb lente 
If sir you pet a fast boat, {t will take you only four days to reach the spot. 

Even now the important “overnment ork ‘up north ts still partly suspended so that 
ships with eypplies might Ge dispatched ormp promptly.If you can engage the use of 
one of those ships for your trip you will get there quicker.You can therefore be 
sble to investigate the true nature of this greatest of calamities that hud befallen 
our state.The Governer of Calverinia has telegraphed by cable from Pando, stating 
that tho disnster le complete, that the city of Abbieann has ceased to exist, and that 
it is true the whole population has perishedelle is tnformed that in gdeleheld city 
also that thirty five thousand tu fourty thousand po people nad lost there lives, and 
of same city one hundred thousand are homeless and hungry, thet there is need of all 
kinds of information, und that the visit of shipa ror the work of supply and rescue 

is imperatively required.If you 60 there sir maybe you'Lt hear much details of the 
donione from the survivors. 

othe Yovenuent of Uaiverinia, wnite expreasing their thanks for the shows of 

vyupathy informe vs that Uaiverinia are siili wore threatened by the fires. They 
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churetore had ,equested that for 2 purpose 4 ¢ :

victims of the vorse of all disasters were suvjects of the groat and Aguert al kin 
dom of Abbieannia, a nation whose proud boast i it ha chad been alwayathat PR 
ee to take care of itself und ite own peopleeTherefore thia time the 
ota could ka help fieelf it ie true, but not its 
Coumt De piff told yiolet and her sisters, when he interviewed 
flood situation that he wus glad the peoplo of Abbieania were ee ilee Taek 
their governments should not only express their sorrow for the suffering, but that 
they were willing that the government should extend the relief us far ia: pasties 
possible, but that becuuse of the situation of such a flood, he did not then see 
how it could be done.

, and fifty million were homeless and starving.fhe suggested that some of the Ped Cross 
bo withdraw: from the armios, or ve ask od +o send provisions ao quicnly as ponsibl:.. 
lt took three weeks for her message to reuch him. Feoling confident that the Govern- 
ment would not neglect his appeal for avhority to render assistance to the sufferers 
of the flooded states, ,mperor Vivian and also hiobrother, ordered the inmed late 
selection from 11 stores of supplies, to the umount of $900.000.000 that being 

the sum requested. All shipping captians were ordered to get theese supplies ready, and 
goon the relief vesaels were well u on the way.. 

The firat discouraging neve which _mperor Hanson himself had, was that the first 
ship, called the "Key of eaven" had gohe on the wey to El verso, and two days later 
wus wrecked by the fiood. the War Department also got 2 Talogram from outeide the 
flood zone, reporting that the relief expedition could make no headway because of 
the raging floods, that to nav navigate the flood wus imposoible. This if true sure 
caused intense suffering umong the refugees, who also because of the flood would 
suffer terribly from want of good water Naturally the flood waters would be atrongly 
impregnated with all the filth caused by the flood, and therefore not fit for drink ing 
purpose.A good sater barge that had a capacity of eight hundred gallons ready 
for use, and proceeding from Mildred greenburg before the flood reached there, was 
towned ty a river steumer to a locality selected for refugees, and this of course 
was svept off and away by the flood rendering the situation wore. Therefore the 
Foyal Members reported that arrangements were buing made for a special meeting of 
the two Kings to devise means for sending the provisions and relief in spite of 
the flood. I myself had recieved from some one a dispatch, that told of the inciner 
ution ond burying of the dead in the cities after the flood had receded, but which 
work was going on under the greatest difficulties. The only men engaged in it were 
the surviving citizens, and that the atmosphere of all places Were BO saturated with 
the wetench that wany of the purial parties were mace fia oy iteThe wen coulda wu dy 
work for # short time at a stretch.There was one silver lining in the clowl of horrors 
The condition of the disaster and flood made it’ 80 that no Glande] inian vandals on 
thia occassion penetrated any of the stricken places, and thet there was no one found 
ri robbing the dead or digging in the ruins for treasures... and over the whole acene 
from forest fires raging elsewhere ha hung the great clouls of smokes The flood they 
paid took a month to dimioh dimteh ite force. I also had recieved a despatch from 
Calvorine, that said the disaster was still in full force elsewhere » Even now 
wo all fear further disasters." 

"] had cne strange andc queer experiene but that was aftathe ufter the explosion 

and when the flood was on" paid a middle sized man-I was on & rivé ri river boat 
dispatched for Murcann, and because we could mike no hoadway against the flood which 
we tried to do we took some chances anyway and cruised along its shores, keeping out

forested regions of the dungoroun patho of firan vocame oxtramely upprehensive 
day after day, but outaide of the main blazes svuoping eastern Calverinia olsevhere 
nothing unusual happoned. 

Ono great marvil of forant firo fighting wan dono by tremondous mining by 
thousonds of onginoors.The explosions of the mines made quakos and tremendous 
eruptions, boing in avarme of torrific ble t blasts, go that people nearest the 
dangers Jumpod.Throo strong shocks caused by thenn mino explosions were folt on 
the afternoon of Saptombar tho firth, foltovad in the avening by two more.Tho 
next morning t: ore were a hundrod and fifty strong shocks fn ondlons succespion 
accompannied by thundering noises in a long raveryrating roll.Thoe concussions 

wore incrensingly ularming und poople of town and vtlliages bollovad the lead 
vere up to aomathing.Orlwo growling nolswesprocoted some ond a rour un of battla 
followed othorn., 

The alning vas dono along Long strotchen of foras with a purpose to breach 
{4 quickor thin can be done by sav, or dyndiatte ond ax. puring The aixth of 
September 10,000 ntreng shocks wore countad, and scores »f greater con vussiona " 
wars being registers by the salsmograph at tho meteorological observatories wes 


of Angelinia aguthin, fiva hundred shocke per hour during the morning, eleven hundird 


hundrad per hour about noon, sand some teenty thowiznd thousand per hour tn the 
ovening with a maximum of tronty olght thousand betweon 10 and 11 P.M, 

There vas a lad in the strange quaking after midnight, but on the following 
moming tventy thousand moro shocks per hour were felt from six to seven. ghat 
svor ummount of all thie blusting wan done, and what ever the breuches Were made 
topped the way in nowny in no way whatever. 

‘ mre ninatine St ecieaiee shocke felt in nearest cities and toms could not 

be dotormined but they were felt every ten or twenty minutes, snd some times every 
five minutes.Then -horo vould come a respite from strongly felt shocks for about 

an hour during which pertod thera would be fifteen quakos at very irregular 
tines.The -urninga of the ruvages of ths approuching forest fire which Haein 
noting nothing could have stoppes, probably even rain maybe, vere heedod. ala 
noted in ‘he path were warned. fvery available coumtry train, rushed with singe 
speed back and forth from these tome, day in day out moving the inhabatants ve 
yilltage and city, thelr bedding matting, food, everything the people hud eae?

By the tima that starring and the many rangers, amd all those who had come from 
villfagns to help had finished the branch of thair om muting an far uns time allowed, 
S report cume from ony of tho men that greut omoko oruptionn mun rieing from 
a large forested ridge to their right. Thin scene rogardud by thom nas strikingly 
torminated by a voleanin outbrouk of clouis nonrest to their own contor-A torrifie 
heat prevaded the alr, {t srom dark us tf the approach of o hurricane In the Tropier 
und the sky in the distance retdoned an bripht ap on lotrse Lightes 

All other dintant forsntsd regions on mowntn slopes had all thie time been 

velled by a donne clowl, while far off thore was mm incessunt din of rumbling 

which proved that Rangers and fighters olnawhern wore still blasting In tho hope 

to stopping tho groat conf lagrattone. ce. 

A* mony potnta in the forasts In the path of the adymeing fire continual 

and quick explostone of tha most tromontous force wore heard for many days and 
nights, and no of the minos was set off near pvangaline St clare which again the 
fire was threatening but from 4 now quartor, a large oxplonive ptf of smoke being 
roportad at that time, but It was not umtiil later whon 2 wind broke away the fog 
smoke cloute that the great forest fire dram anfolded under aplond id photographic 
{llwatnation before the view of many of the approhonnive people of that city. It was 

alsn tward thio city that Starring and tha Rongors wore fighting to prevent the 
progress of ths forant fire, and at Starrings suggestion the Rangers decided also 
to try minding a mining « broach. 

The first oxploston came at Ton thirty oclock, when in the riddle of middle of 

of the forent nour the c clooring nlroady otartad, tho waiting rangers and Starring 
suw the hard profile of a snalling buloon bellson of black and white smoke rioe 
majestically from tho ground, whore x fow thnuten before wore trees.The conc uspton 
vas almoot an torrific us a voleantfe sruption and many troos wera torn away leaving 
a large gap where they stood.The big, cloud shot up obliquely, then straightened to 
a ventical colwm and ross nearly o thouaund foet into tho sky, firet balloon shapad 
then assuming the form of 1 groat mushroom Finally the top bent. majontically westward 

wostward itke a freut triumphantal arch built to span n hilleide.This blast had 
done good work. ft took nourly half am om hour to make the second mine.Then the 
batteries wont to the shock ond agnin a aimiliar cauliflower colum rose high 

into the alr, but this was dwarfted by tho tovoring clowl of the half hour before 
with which 1t evontunily morgod. Auothor gap won torn in the forost but somenhat 
emaller.But all this time the othore continusd working olaswhare mith sav,o dynimita 
and axe for they never took 46 advantahe of the mining to foolinh Ly stop their 
om work, 

The breuch must be uccomplished before the fire come p. With occunsional Lulle 
but with over Inereusing violence, the booming concusnion of mine orupttons grew 
more and more terrible, nut soon it got no further for ‘ho minitfonge of the 
Rangare became spent and so nothing mre could be dono. But though fiftyson 
explosions had been made, thoy done more in that time then the Rongorn olsenhere 
hud done with axe, saw and dynimits. Tho terrible conflecrstton van coming nearer 
and tarrible shoots of flame danced and shot in undulating forma ond orithes through 
through the great voleanic eruptive Like billows of smoke, and in tho lower portion 
of the great wall of rolling nmoke nomotinon strange verticlo lines of upward 
streuming shoote of flame curling as high appurently as the amoke clouds themeelven, 
or avon above could be suen from time to time. Baplonions occured occasntonally 

us ficrcee ap a fuantlade of cannons us trees filled with turpentinecsap exploded 
when they caught fire.In addition there were outward spurte of Jargo shooting 
tongues of flome that apparently snot across a portion of the sky overhead, Loaving 
leaving curving traile of strange glows for a moment in thelr path. 

The Rangers and Starring and hie compunions ware not forced to abandon their 
work ut this point and flee to a great distance before the terrific heat. Jreat 
streamers of sparks thick as clouis looked likes glaringrock bombs, yet they would 
darkern after passing the crest of their various courses, or light on trees beyond 
and set them goSng in hundreds of fiercely blazing torches at ae time...one time... 

By this time while approughing the breach the forest fire was grainin:, in fury 
and just then felt by ,tarring and rangers oxtru heaty concussions ware felt in- 
ideating other fighters wore doing thelr om blasting close by.varkness grad ust ly, 
begun over the city of Evangeline 8t Claire compared to that of midnight, and af 
continued for days.The work of thecpangers resuned at the further end of the breuch 
where the heat was not felt ev intenss, and the fall of trees cut down began an hour 
and ten minutes after they had retreated to a good degree, and continued on 
untill they again were compelled to make another retroat.The crisis of the work 
which resulted in the fintening of the breach as far as the heat of the advancing 

conflagration permitted occured four houre later, when a terrific mysterious 
oxplodion on the van of the forest 4 neur the breuch hurled down nearly a whole 
score of forest trees or splintered thom, dislodged boulders from cliffs, and 

threw the fighters on their facess.gome of them conta neut being trapped in s lund- 
siides, and thirty five of them nurrowly escaped from being crushed to death. 

They Just got uway on time,The neuront udvunce of the left wing of the conf lagrat 
fon had begun, and the glare wan growing o8 bright as if the very rogion of the 
forces forest was in eruption and ejection hundreds of diiiona of tons of molten 


lavelava 

lava, .gimultimneousty with the escurnnce of thinuy aterious explosion which dn 
some degreas had the mennn of neeldentally ong onlurging a portion on th of tha 
eloaring or breach, % suiden now tglow of fire equally ua brignt in Ite shoan of 
light was observe through the ameke rolling up on the cantral line of the con- 
flogration.This continued to Increunn, and the roar of tho flamen could be euslly 
hoard, shila now the fiphtern wore tormented by a terrific wind that sway ed the 
troes with a roar vouring off brachas and ralaing great clowls of dust.1t was the 
advance guard of the terrific Cire uhurricens. The conruseaion of explostone made 
py miners to try and gap the fire wera vecuostonally so severe and reached at 
times such a maximum that people sho remained in threutened Evangeline St clare 
sitythrovghout the passage of the " RED PLATJE" testified to witnesses und newspaper 

reporters that thetr ears were uching ag u result of the incessant detonations 
and the everlasting rattling of the partittuna doors and window phashes of the 
houses. It wan u vertible bombardment of nound.Tho city itealf looked llke some 
big scarlet tow from tho terrific vlarea of the distant conflagration.

Yet it might seem probable that the big concuanton shocks happening an frequently 
as tho numbor of musket shota fired during a battle waa tha eltmax of exploding 
minns used $0 fall great numbor of treon in tho hendany path on the edvancing flames, 
and algo that o‘her and groater detonations wore the climax, of the exploaions in 
the region of the wods nonroact peangolino gt plaro, shore thousunio of citizens 
of the city, and many rangora woro fighting dosporatety to check the progrena of 
the flames....06s : 

The glow which increnaed within full sight of the clty at the time,,, of the 
fusiiade of explosions was dus to the »vor incronning of tho flames an thay spread, 
wildly among the greutor turpentine foroste. ALL through the time sinca this 
great fire first atarted Lt had bean followed alrendy by many montha of intensle 
Intenes activity in buming and progressing forward and {noinuny other directions. 

Ao Starting avin obaerved, which gives truth to the ntatemontea of the ,ungers 
there wan a now danger brought on by the tromandovs forest firoo.At firet something 
that could havea boon mistaken for hot lava flows ormorged from 2 alope which wag 
ail a mane of flemen in tho distance moving rapidly the first few hours and then 
settling dom to x plastic flow looking moro iike come small glacial moraine then 
a melted rock flow. Evidently the heat of the flamon wore molting rocks on the slopes 
till they became of tava formation.aimilar fale lava appeared from another 9: ur 
r guurce, shora the fires sere in greater and fuller blunt. 

And now Starring and the pongoro had only half an hour more to complete the 
breach before the flamed now roaring in the distance like #8 hurricane of the Jolar 
Plunet would be upon them, A great, sorien of ming ozploatonns almost now within 
wight of 6tarring ond the pemgers, shich hed boon sot off by vorkara olaewheress 
and during the oxplontona something olao happenod which sont woman ayalanch of 
glouds and flames, and rumbled Like a thundorstorm. At the front of the conflagration 
amouldors of great size nore no fierce no molton lava streams und seas reaching 
the ocaan and they made n sen of rining talis and rollo of cottony smoke. 

poms portion of a noaruy ravine befors the concusuton caved in, and there wae 
a noise gomenhore us of n vyoleunic orupt ion. 

The climax of firo lininousity, secompantad aver und anon by terrible detonat lons 
und eoncuaniona of aining explosion mede an appenrance as if the whole forest 
region wan being dovastatad by sume arnormous yoleanic eruption issueing from 

every momtuln and yilley und plain in the neightberhuod, and like huge skyrockets, 
burning mons sooared over the unburned forgata in all directions before the scroamirg 

screaming hurricane now biowing.Over the ciosent mountain still more thickly 
foreated hung a huge black cloud of smoko in which ernorm us tonguan of flames, 
gither wdulated, writhed or zizzagged in long shite atreake. Suddenly from that 
ridge with the awe atruck mon all gazing intenotly some tramendous force of heat 
sent a wall of fire seomingly more than atx thousand feet into the air.Then along 
the olopes a brilliant colum of flamo simulunsousiy seemed to fall throwh the 
wamoke, and down the slope tumbled Like a vant Niagara of Cire in wide streams, 
amaze of buming trace which scone evidenced that many had burned through and crashed 
crashed down.Nowor fires were hurled black smoke, and the tumbling fires of 

rulling burning trees down the slope seemed to etrike rocky obstructions and dke 
like water sent a fiery mist of eparke far into the nightTe sve what was up 
Starring climbed a huge pine tree to the top.There he felt the heat ae If in an 
oven and he had all he could do to keep his perch the treo swayed so in the hot 
roaring gale. 

From there he saw a great stretch of fire moving tward a new section of the 
forest, sushing Like motlen clouis, acrogs a far off ravine, roofing it in flame, 
riliing it with broken and buming trees, and changing & forest of ernorm us 
ditineione into a glowing fire sea.Thie dreadful scene increased, and spread fire 
now teward where the greut breach wue made,How it was coming.The entire forested 
rogion fronting or in front of the big elouring was ublaze, Flames ieaped high, 
ahd the glowing ombors of trea burned down olsowhoers glowed Like u heslioh night- 
mare the Infernal Regions. He saw aume small vitiiages a ecore of thom which 
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had been built in Line and alno the fire was catching and burniny, rapidly along 
these. A perfect “Ropide of Blizzard glowing ash or aparka”™ torn from the bumIing 
forests by tho howling winda soemed to bahave like the famous downrush ing blust 
of Mt Pelee on the ialund of Uartinque in the sruption of 1902, satting fire to 
patches of trees rar In advance of tho main conflagration, obliterating o big 
patch of woods noar the river at once with flames and amoke, snd with sver In- 
orgusing violence tho sinda blew, beginning here and thore to throw down the trees, 
with thetr topo away frum the fire, tho atumpa ahradded and puctured by rlying 
stones. 

thie was the moment of most extrema danger for Kvangolino t 8t Glatre, for 
the bluste of tho fire hurricane Like an Inenndoscent blast w blast wag herded 
in seiriing whiclwinds steradgnt tward the elty, setrcely more than thirty miles 
away, but it wan hoped the Rvanjeline St Glnure atroam volng wide at this point 
would not permit the lumen tu crona. If the coneontratad flames crossed, Kvangel ino 
8t Claro surely would bo dontroyed, but the vurcumy war to be happybfor the city, 
for the explosives used fur breaching in that neleht noighburtcod, and the width 
uf the river, and the afforts of all the tom inhubatunta of the city In brouching 
uerugs the rivor in the cl city aide prevented the conflagration from crossing, at 
that point. Al md ulno if the conflagration had concentrated tward the ,.Jearing 
giickor than tt'dtd, there would have been no hopo for atarring and the fangore In 
escaping, but the outcome for them was happy for some time, for in the axplontona 
of miles the clearing had boen oxtonded, und therefore the rire did not reudily 
rouch the clearing proper till that half hour was up In which time they sere able 
to work to partiul succeso..Neur the river immense patehen of weud fishen Sloptad 
brown afd all cotora, and atl eizes, sume ploces in puch nhon un to Imp ada 
rowboute. de the wind was mostly southwest the heavy spark and hot ash Lurricrne 
und blizzard acvutulated thickost over the woods. 

he main Line of fire within eight of the clearing, end which was heading for 
the clearing wad forming more than sixteen mites tong tn three minuten time, ond 
varied i width ftom lesa than u ofie near the source to threo miles at its widest In 
the region of the river. The more voluminous vast fire sea came from three nour 
by vulleys, many of the burning trees oxpla exploding sko artill ery-From the helghte 
whore by heat alone a new fire was forming gturring could see o anuke Like stream 
of fire apreuding on the forest at the rate of a hundred foet in a half second, to 

u region further up the slope shers the flumes sprond out to the right und left in 
inte u euiden dea. Ail three were gaining.The heat of the fire passing down the 
river waa go terrific that even where gturring and hie friends wers the river 
water was boliing hot with clouds of steuty vapor on uli aides, whare if uny one 
fait in it would meun certain deuths. 

Creat caulifiower smoke in explosive iike puffs were pometimes brightly 
Incandevcent {n flame reaching a height of thirty thousand foet, and somewhere 
probably from the heut of the fire, appurent blowholes of paroxysmal gag puffed 
almost continusously from sone terrific pressure, und atrangeiy enouh enough which 
seamed unusual some of the fire atreums or atretches when seen at that grouts, 
end wnusual distance( everything wet be unveual in this casa) divided into lobes 
ut their lower onds,,, ard ae of these burned up the pide of a ridge, and covered 

the summit untill 14 began to look Like one of ite fellow hills which wore o11 
abloce.The greater wument when the hidd became entirely a hill of fire vccured 

about twenty minutes later whet the whole ridge wus obliterated py fire and smoke, 
shich began to rice p the sides und summite in seothing flames us high apparently 

ae twice the sane king of a mountain. The Jgast of these flames seemed to rise to a 
height of thraose of four hunared feot.At gngelinia ot pt glare the temperature wus 

136 degroos in the shade but at some other places in the city the thermometer gavo 
euch ranging degrees of heat as follows; Hlorthwest city, 100,, then rose to 115, 
120, 225, 134) and 154, the highest I__ 166 where people coula not stand it. 

A on investigator out in dangerous Tocution in an effort to learn the main 
course’of the fire was caught near a sudden outbrouk of o new fire that at thot 
time was masked from him by smoke or masked from him by emoke.It suddenly appeared 
within thirty fect of him, the heat of which inflicted come injury upon him, and 
hie attendant. Fortunately a large crevk wa at hund inte which they wetted thelr 
giothing which wus afire, and then fled for shelter, 

The rotarkable record of life saving, by even qtarring and the Rangers in the 
tioment whe Evangeline St Claire wae threatened 4 fourth time wae per partly due 
to good tuck tut also to the inetinct of the poople of sald sad accity, to the 
eid wiadom of the city’s government,and to city Qeminian Societies... Also city 
army, and navy atid plice officias in that intense heat and durknese took contro, 

, river stuanship compariies, newepuper men, tourasto, sight seers,, snd high school 
school boys organized rescueing expeditions to the ondagered oityy, in the face of 
the terrifying oxplosions of foreat fire troo pombe and uwful heat and donse smoke 
to, ting the alty streets so you could not seo a hundred fost, end helping every 
one possible to pet out of the wind racked city before the haat would guin more 
and start fires of ite om-Yot despite the peril many refused to go.They Lived 


throwh all tho horrer, through heat, csome und wind ehiech thra thrautoned to 
@ip off the roofs of tho buildings, ond send cloude of dust und debris ilying down 
the stroato.Thres Lundred persona had noon injured during punioe ond taken to 
hospitals, and tvo persons arivern inoune by the spoctucte jumped into the river ana 
were drowned or ncatood to deuth..People outside thy pertled city campad in internna 
Internment or refuses cumpa in country cometorius, there being fifty thousund 
who left for the outelde.The majority of the wen cltizena went out to combat the 
rod domon.There had been a gonoral exodus, etl volongings of shops and private hours 
which could bo moved wore taken off, soldoors took up thelr quartera outside the 
city, and guards wulkod tho boate.Officiule remained ut theirypoats but the populat im 
fled. The ponorut in churge of ua army dotutchment thut wae bound for a yortion 
of gonerul vivieno army which wun at this time situated about thirty miles north of 
southB ond, - 
oimd pond and about uo many milen south of qvangoline Bt glure diverted his own 
comund in rescue und vellef work, with tarring and the fengors helping.Feaple in 
gutliying tome roclaved some of the refugeos, end nyotemntically provided lodgings, 
even though they too might be thraatenod by the 7 RED P:AGUE” sometime lator, 
on. Many forfegnore, sho wore familiar with the tragedies of Bt Pierro at the time 
of the Mont Peloo oruption, and of other grout oruptions, who had witnesned In 
merica and other places proenut ferent ftreo, end other divactero, know the nature 
of this big forest fire, and thair views had been mado public. Ao gturring had been 
told, the highnnt momber of the comin! kop! styudfurtedly the record of tho shocks 
produced by oxplontons, and atmospheric changes produced by forost tires, and did 
not ullow anything to fruntrato hio offorta to obtain anywhut he suo after.It was 
aloo a most astonishing conmentry on the advanced idea, cf the aurthorities throughd 
throughout Calvorinia that they should pblama weathor observore for not pradscting 
in advance all they “should * know about forest fires, At tho tine when the forest 
tiro passed the city without do™g doing any hurm, ourthoritios browht offictal 
bullotine to the effect that for the city tho worst wan over, po that theroufter 
the population etraggled back 40 the city,, end tho oh phops ond the hotole wore 
rey reopensd.41]) railrond commmications wi bh the city wore brokon, and telephone 
connections ulao.Over the sorties of dinactora an Sturring, uleo Jeurned relief funds 
wero continuing to pow in o from all parto of the world. In the vinicity of Evange 
line &t Glare city 1,156,000 poople had dwolt within tho doath zone of tha most 
dangerous furant fire... Yot no Lives wore ont directly to tho fire in this 
locality.Probably ono hundred and ninty two thousond poople deverted that part 
of the country and worg cured for by unusual hoapltelitye.. 
as Good luck would have cot, the fire heom did net move un directly tward,s, 
the breach up hud been first foured, nay If Lt hud yvengoline gt lare would not 
huve escaped. "oa when the butte to kop back the fire wan ovor, barring sald, to 
tho the chiec Ghiof rangor,"Lot un all givo thanks to ,,ut plesned Lord who had 
deliverad uo out of the path of danger, ond they atl konlt kneit down and prayed 
most forvently.After that thoy all oad town avon in that omekoy atmosphera to 
eat brouk and drink nomy of the warm milk, ond then aftorwardn they all decided to 
elimb up to a high ridge na boot an poontble to get u goed view of the ernormous 
firo, an gturring dasirod to do se hofore he would continue the journey, for he 
sald]

Even though como other enomy muy be ut nand , fear the fire wornt, It took nearly 
half a day te reach the summit und here they had a good view from the greut height. 
Now militon pooka of words can doseriba the fury of thio raging bililowy series 
of red inkes and seus and rivern of aeothing flames through { menser seus of heavy - 
volcano rollong tke smoke clouts.p 0 pvory whore crout ah cote and spouts of flamek 
flomeo shot up through the smoko along a stretch of a score of thousand of acres 
and at that distance thay sovmed to be something, cf incundoocent Ight, yellow 
whon {t rooo ond disappearing Iho red bicod through tho omoke.The nolee of the 
conflagration wan a continuous reat lke curf, and by a noise like pus rushing 
through a tava pool filling a rift, the winds c seemingly to churn the flames to 
foum, and flinging up seuo of oparke.They proceeded across the aunmet to ao better 
clearing to the dumediuty odge of u procipies to get a botter view of the tremendous 
acene.To ther it wus Like taking in tho views of a hundred big volcanic ersp erupt& 
eruptions at ono timo.A lorge ridgo a groat distance boyond where they stood wus 
about five hundrod feot highor than oome of ite near neighbors, and atood or north 
wost of them stood the highest of the hills, atl densely forssted «Next to then 
{nmense mountains of flames rose up continunously half again as high as these 
ridges, and so many troos al] abloze and burned through were falling that they 
seemed eternally scattering n.w new fires, und rolling nolseelossly or fiercely 
down clearings seemingly to be gilded with n mottled fiery puttern. Through the 
southwestern wall of the highest forested ridge there, the fire had began to surge 
and hore in a stretch miles wide and of o length which the naked eye could not 
determine rushed ane new fire eurge, from that distance like the sluiceway of 
a dam of fiery matter.This now fire only ten miles south of the obpervors quickly 


sprowd Into u fiery seu, with epeed up the alopoo cotimated by gtarring as probaply 
more than fourty miles an hour,At that dietance the fire stretch of couree appeard 


far narrower than it reully wun at ite first formation, with many upr!-.ng waves, 
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and bright surges along its own left. Ag the wind was off tward the observora 
from that direction the heut semctimes bocamo almogt intolerable, und they wero 
forced to baboat u quick retreut. The flunes was pouring across the River within 
view at thie section, and the rangers obtained ono glimpoe of the rlumes before 
4 sudden black shoot of clow ohut It from view. A large strotcn of heavy white hot 
lava could not have locked uny moro faecinating.The upris uprush of smoke clouds 
at this point, where tho flames was cuging uw, 2 shole line of slopes seomingly 
at once, curried up big branchon of trees, and a blinding showe: of fleming ombers 
and naparko showing tho force u of tho uprushing currents. Some plovos the flares 
played in the clouts like red shoot lightning. Then they view the scone nearer with 
ffeld glasnen they could observe grout rafts of h}iloide rockn, red hot or black or 
red bolow and pluck ubove rolling donw inte a ravine, either smocthly or rolling 
over und ovor showing tho terrific heat of tho flumen ulmont melting oven the 
biggest rucke on the hillatdes. The color effects of the conflegrution through 
the {omense emoko clouds wore somotimen gorgeous beyond doner!ptton,Over tho 
highest clout at times roma nheeta of red and even strengely to say purple und 
vormillion graen and bluo flemes toppedewith lilac fume, egainst 0 pluck, or 
bluo gray bl background. ' Inewhore rope tho grout buff-colored volutes of cloul 
with individual billowa, black, white, coffeo colored, browm, gray , creum color, 
ane black cash.All of thie was backed by an further distant Colum! Nimbus Like 
yollow and dark gray cloud. 

While observing it only ton minutes the great sconu had by that time vastly 
increused, and the noloe had changed from a mild hi « hissing und othor kind of 
rour to a lout thundoring booming.Thr firen onnthe hille incrouned in size and hel git 
untill the whole serfon ef hilin began ono giguntic Line of conflugrat fone. 

When the wind woo strong otrance cunes quite difterent from tho amoko of the 
conflagration which had boon suffocating in volume but still somewhat tolorublo 
with the aid of u wot cloth over the no otrils would bo whifted over to thom, and 
they corroded the cyes tiasuon, end gripped the Lungs o0 un to inetaneously 
stopped etop all breuthing. q wot cloth would produco no (Improvement whutever, 
and thera wag no posoiblitsy of coming too nour the omole bolt of the fire und 
surviving unlosa with an oxygon halmet.An Waltor hod great anxiety which continued 
unreltfeved by uny complete information as to what waa tronapiring on the ridges wost 
of them, they mado an oxcursion urowmd to tho oast olde of their observetion 
poot t in order to compar compure conditsona with hat had been observed tn tho 
eorlier otugen of the conflagration thora.A lino of fire wus observed at this point 
rieing th places cicud hirh apove the surrounding country, durkened by clouds as 
flerce us a Han Mauna Loa oruption for thren tines the halyht of all the mountains. 
Over the high swmit of the nearest ridgo und through the half of the valley beyond 
the flames would shoot up in thoir red sheeted tonguos through nmoke clewle like 
a beginning of a burning world, which rushed on up two {mmense slopes in un endless 
elimbing avalonch of fire.The wind on thio hot surface ond bofore itn udvance oot 
up overy now and then omall or big tornadovn of fire ond omoko lasting from half 
an hour to several minutos, moving along the slope and tearing up all the branchas 
of trevs in violont noloy whiris., Taking adventago of tho wind nt thin agetion 
being twurd the fire Inet ad of from it, starring ctimved a npur on tha sumo aide tn 
order to yot u botter and clourer view of the Red Plaguo by us close un approach 
as possible. It was necessary to clumbor up a alopo, there trees und proud felt 
unusally warm from the radiance of heut from the distant conflagraticn which mate 
him sweat like having a purkish Buth.Hero on this spur he saw gigantic surges 
of flames surging forward und upward, and suddenly from somewhera to hie surprise 
rose a geysor of flery fragmento cf trees two hundred feet above the aumnit, 
which evidently told him the fire had exploded something. It was evident from 
ovocasnional changes In the direction of tho wind, that the greatent heat radiance 
from even that distance of the conflagration might at any moment be turned in 
hie direction, eo that it required quick work to got to the summit of the hill, ana 
get to u sheltered spot on the other alde where he would not need to sweut himealf 
to " deuth .The sensution of Incesguntly looked dow in valleys over plains and 
mountain slopes at that towering sea of flames, and calculating ite movements, 
with the heat almost ineupportable, and the nolee uncal uncanny was an exper ence 
never to be forgotten.He succeeded however in getting to the sumuit, and taking 
a look down into the flaming valley below. It al} had to be done in much less time 
than it tukes to tell it in a few words, for a very few seconds of the rising 
heat would have ruined his face.A The wall of the spur made a reflector for the 
heat , 90 that but for the wind at hie buck, it le doubtf{yl whether he would have 
reached the edge at atl The valley below where the fire only emouldered ufter 
burning dow the r troes was ike on ornormous volounte orator, the seething 
filomes elsewhere being Impolled continuously forward by the wind driving it on 
in glowing surgea.The whole valley was ablaze and the flames were quite as fierce 
{n oppéarunce as any sea storm and the fire rouring and thundering, quickly put 
one in mind of gotting a downward glimpse of the Infernal negions. 
Ung 
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Thare wan a analler Intorfor valloy ehich wan Ihe some titunic pen chulica of 
fiery omcking ombora, and which lovked ike a big oon of smouldering couls, with 
leaps of flame llko poyser jotea flying buck md forth. go fuocinuting wis the scone 
that gtarring folt deotrable to tarry poveral duya around this section, but it 
would be oxtrowoly dungorous. Further off but in full view could be observed a moving 
and frightful “ desert of flameo, the creation and the prey of the mightiest of 
firen evor heard or oritten of, dominating overy other view, and towering up 
slopes and hilltopea in huge mountuina of firo.The whole conflagration was composing, 
itself into a grout aoa of fira, op outing apparen dy in all directions. 

Now however ,hen yturring decided it vas about time for him to continues on hie 
journey withnhin followora he for vhile wao o © somewhat tuken ubuck. 

The whole rogion bofora hin was . worse than even the Valley of the ,hadow of 
Deuth through which Christian pusosod through. Sturring and hie followers if thay 
wiohod to find their wuy to goneral Johnotons Jackkon Munle,a army had to go through 
with the dangor of mosting thens tarrible forest fires from three sidas.tor this 
valley boing tha axtramo northeast section of the grant Inpertul Valley was a very 
thickly forestod place, e wildornusa of trees, yot a land of extreme bouuty, a place 
of surpasaing interest, but now with tho forest fire soon to throaton it if the 
vind should chango direction wan to be 4 valley of doath. Sturring foured to take 
the chances but he hud waitod ao long or stuyed so tong with the Rungors thatbnow 
now there wuo no other say, und te remain snothar day would noun dieustor for them 
all. 

[von oll tho pangers wore now worda off thun in their fights with the fire. 
Bturring und all tho rest prayed forvontly that the fire would remain on its own 
proper course and not head for this valley. phon thay hud descondod to the borders 
of this bouutiful valley there mot him a group of mon muking a hasty retrat ret- 
raet in his direction. Starring wag surprised and gomevhut approhonsive, sand asked than

went on, and once in a while of o one of them would sigh bitterly, for besides 
the dungers ment ioned which thoy fuged in the ever Increasing darknoss, the path- 
way in some places was so dark that very often when thoy iifted their foot to 
set forwurd they naw not where or upon what they should set it neat. nextt. 

ome faces afar off scenes broko out os if a great numbor of mouths of hell 
suddenly appeared, ond over anon and unon the flame and emoke rose upward in such 
abundance, with clouds of sparks, and shoots of flame and hedious noises, that 
Starring and ull thoso who followed him were forced to Pray with all the powor 
they coula infuse in praying..0ne of the Rangore cried out loudly ss sitie 

Oh gucrod Heart of Janus ¢ beseech Thos deliver us from unsoenn perilas."

Bonetined he 
wus tempted to rotruce hie staps.Thon ugaln ho thought he might be nalf way through 
the vailey, he romom.ored also how he hud already vanquished many ao danger, und 
that the danger of molng pack might bo tonfold more thun to go forwurd, no he reo 
polyed tc mo on.Yot tho roaring flames now snowing thomsclyon in a long rising 
clouda of shooted tonvucn eeomed to como nearer, end nouror, but when they wero 
come within a mile of them, thoy cama no further but chunged course and wont in 
tword the hoart of tho forost.Thea hont 1¢ gave forth howover was terrifics 
Tho nefso of the conflagration was oo confomding that gtarring and all thoy, 
rith him were go confugod that they did not know their own voico,, as any ono c coud 
could have perciovod.Just as thoy halted to watch the forward progrosn of the 
soap of flume ond wondered where all tho nolsos camo from... 

.One of tho pangers who wag bohind him, stepped up softjy to him and whipeering? 
in hie sar suggentod somo plans to him. It was hurt to make up hle mind, for this “ 
situation which ho mot with was something novor in his Life boforo, cvon to think 
that {t seomen us if the whole world was on fire and ho and hile followers wero 
facing a hellish J scone and yot not participing in it, , ot could he haved helped 
It, he would not have doo it dons {t, but ho hud not the dincrotion to dare to 

go back, coven though he did not Lnow from whonco tho wings of the forst foro-t 
fires came. 

Fhon thoy had all traveled in this foursome and disconaodate o condition 

for about throo hours,, they th ought they neard tho volca of sumo man going before 
them nuy ing; :

Thirdly , for that tho; hoped{ could thoy ovartake thom) to have more roinforcement 
reinforcements by und py( providing thoy voro not onemtos%0) go they went on, und 
pnouted and culled to thoone who thoy hourd in front of them, but there was no 
unewor. By und by o bright glare rose in tho ohy turning tho valley ulmost us 
pright as day. With tho ouddon ifght manosfonting iteolf, Thoy ull looked back 
to sao why the glaro, and what hazardo thoy had gone through in the dark. 
Evidently he und hie followera saw by tho hulp of tho torrific glauro more perfectly 
porfactly the large ravine thut was one the one side of the narrow roadway, end 
the big tar quag that wao on the other, also how narrow tho tuy was which uy 
bpotwuen thon both, und also ho now suw, scenes as of tho main ontrarce of tho hol 
p pit, but ull afar off, for the flames wore not eo nour up at first supposed 
yet. they were all revoaled to him by tho g light of tho flames. 
Yet gturring was much affected with his unususl delivoranco from ull the 
day dangers of the fire swopt Imporial yalley, which dungors thouch he and hia 
companions feared thom mre pefore yet he and they saw the pertis more clourly 
now, because the gluring Lights of the conflugration mado thom more than over 
reveul thomaelves to him, and by this time the diotant flames wus rising higher 
und higher, and tho increasing Lights wae unothor mory morcy to the advent ure ra 
for though the first part of the Importal wulley was dungorous becuuse of tha 
near possible fact of tho fire chunying course and sveoping right on thom, yet 
the other section of the valley with which he and hia companions were yot to go 
through wos far posoible more in danger of the firesas the formation of the : 

valley and its course at this section turned in ouch a direction thut If thoro 
was the slighrest slightest change in the direction of the wind, they'd never 
escape and they were far from the vig gully or ravine oy now. And also it was 

u long ago loft onare by the retreating onomy who after the Evangeline 8t Clara 
horrot left enures, traps, ging, and noto hore, and ftlled oo full of pits covered 
over ith brush, ueop holes, und se shelvings, that had it been dark, as it wao 
when thay wont through the first part of it, had he hud a thousund hundred men 
with him they would have been caught ond injured badly or killed, ond hie trip 
would hava to be abandoned. , ‘ 

Toking wWyantage of this fire glare they continued on cautiously and ofter 
two hours fimliy came to the ond of the vallsy.Here they cume upon bones and 
akelentone of men and onimals, and manglod podies of men, avidently some vict 
ims of a cutusirpohe not found till now, probably of some party of soldiers 

that had gono rhthis way formerly, and while Mal Walter Bturring, was musing whut 
should ba the reuoon, he oopled before him tte rosults of some explosions by which 
they evidently had boon killed.¥et by thio section the aavontuerars went without 
dangor, whore thay much wondoted.Lots of ajimals sore flavin past .. ,
